It will be observed that the expenditure and actual cost 
have exceeded that of the previous year, the excess of 
expenditure for all the institutions, including the stone de- 
partment, being $13,017.32, and of actual cost, $25,885.32 ; 
which, however, is only about one-half of the increase of 
actual cost of the preceding year (1882-83) over the year 
1881-82, which amounted to $50,491.03. The gross income 
has been reduced from that of last year, which was an ex- 
ceptional one, to the amount of $12,868.20, although it has 
exceeded the sum estimated to the amount of $26,332.85, 
and exceeds the income of two years ago to the amount of 
$10,419.80. The decrease of income is principally in ,the 
House of Industry and stone departments,—the former 
being $5,141.14, and the latter [$13,592.85 less than last 
year. ‘This, however, does not indicate a loss in the stone 
department. The income from this business exceeds the 
expenditure to the amount of $1,087.17, and, with the value 
of stone on hand paid for from this year’s appropriation, and 
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the sums due for stone already delivered, shows a net profit 
to the credit of this department for the year’s work of 
$5,481.64, —an increase of $1,307.71 over the profit of last 
year. } 

The average expenditure for each inmate of the institutions 
under the charge of the Board has been $155.98, and the 
actual cost $116.65. 

The average number of inmates has been 2,771, which is 
an increase of 12 over the number supported in any pre- 
vious year. It does not include the number of city patients 
who are inmates of the State Lunatic Hospital, whose support 
is paid from the pauper expenses appropriation. The aver- 
age number of this class has been about 630. 

Early in the year the steamboat was thoroughly repaired 
and fitted with two new boilers. The greater portion of the 
expense of this work was paid from a special appropriation of 
$7,600, granted for this purpose by the City Council. A 
considerable sum, however, in addition to that amount, 
was charged to the general appropriation for the steamboat, 
as more work was required to be done than was contemplated 
when the special appropriation was granted. 

Topics of general interest, relating to the condition of the 
several institutions, will, for convenience of reference, be 
noticed under the head of each institution in the usual 
order. 

DreEr Isuanp. 

The number of commitments to the House of Industry has 
been 10,705, or 302 more than last year, and is the largest 
number ever committed in one year. The average number 
has been 773, and the largest number at one time, 885. 

The average number in the House of Reformation, Truant- 
School, and Almshouse department has been 85 less than 
_ last year, offsetting the increase of 49 in the House of In- 


dustry, and reducing the average in all the institutions at this — 


place to 1,409, or 36 less than last year.

In June last, in consequence of a serious sickness which 
prevailed among the children, which is fully described in the 
reports of the Superintendent and Resident Physician, the 
Board deemed it advisable to cause a thorough examination 
of the sanitary condition of the buildings to be made by the 
Board of Health. The defects were so numerous, and the 
system so faulty, that, in compliance with the recommenda- 
tion of the health authorities, it became necessary to make 
a radical change in the entire system, in order to conform to 
the general rules of the Board of Health. This action was 
forced upon the Board by the extreme necessities of the 
case; and, to prevent further contagion, there was ‘no alter- 
native but to make the required change at onee, although the 
work was not contemplated when the appropriation for the year 
was estimated. The change has been made, and _ has accom- 
plished the desired result. Although the expense has been 
considerable it is not to be considered, in view of the exigen- 
cies of the case and the great advantages obtained. 

As the expense attending this change was charged to the 
general appropriation it has had the effect of making the 
House of Industry expenditures disproportionately large. 
Deducting the amount expended for this purpose the aver- 
age expenditure for each inmate is the same as in the previous 
year, and the increase of actual cost reduced to 25 cents per 
week, instead of 46 cents, as shown in the financial tables. 

The City Council has appropriated the sum of $15,000 to 
provide a new and modern system of heating apparatus, 
which will secure the requisite amount of heat, and save a 
considerable expenditure for fuel. 

The sum of $60,000 has also been appropriated for a new 
hospital. This will enable the Board to carry into effect the 
most important improvement which has been made for 
several years. The erection of a suitable hospital, with 
modern appliances and conveniences, for the care and comfort 
of the sick, will not only be a step in the direction of proper 
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humanity towards the suffering, but will afford considerable 
room in the main building, which can be used to relieve the 
pressing demand for more space in the House of Industry 
department. Plans for the new hospital will soon be prepared, 
and the work of building carried forward as rapidly as 
possible. 

The hospital at Rainsford Island should also receive the 
early attention of the City Council, with a view to carry into 
effect the recommendation made by the Board, in October 
last. In consequence of the great increase of chronic and 
distressing cases the hospital requires enlargement, to pro- 
vide for a classification of the patients, and for suitable din- 
ing-rooms, and other conveniences much needed for the 
proper care of the inmates. 


Lunatic Hospirat. 


The average number of patients during the year has been 
196, or 7 more than last year. The actual cost of each 
patient has been $5.34 per week, or 35 cents less than last 
year. The number remaining at the close of the year was 
194. 

The principal present need of this institution is more suit- 
able accommodation for the excited patients. This could be 
met by the erection ef two brick detached buildings, to pro- 
vide for the excited patients of each sex. If built of two 
stories they could each furnish accommodation for 25 
patients. These buildings, connected by corridors with 
the main building, could be erected at comparatively small 
expense, and would afford opportunity to make 5 classifica- 
tions instead of 3, as at present, and render the hospital capa- 
ble of providing for 250 patients. By this method the ex- 
cited patients could be better cared for, and their removal 
from the main building would be of great benefit to the quiet 
and convalescent patients, who are likely to be unfavorably 
affected by noise of excited patients. The change would 
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enable the Board to make alterations in the lower wards, 
whereby much better light could be secured, and thus the 
entire institution would be greatly benefited. The great 
advantage of the site of this hospital, its nearness to the city 
proper, and its fine view of the harbor, more than counter- . 
balance the smallness of the grounds; and any expenditure 
which will provide more ample and convenient accommoda- 
tion for the insane who are supported there will be in the 
direction of common humanity. 


Housk oF CORRECTION. 


- The average number of prisoners has been 490, the largest 
number for 4 years, —an increase of 32 over last year. This 
additional number has caused an increased expenditure to the 
amount of $5,813.20; but the income has increased in a 
slightly larger proportion, and exceeds that of last year to 
the amount of $4,419.31, making the actual cost of each 
prisoner $1.35 per week, or 3 cents less than last year. The 
income is the largest since 1872-73, when the institution was 
self-sustaining. 

There are several improvements to be suggested in con- 
nection with this institution; and but for the fact that large 


expenditures were required elsewhere the Board would 


have requested the City Council for appropriations the pres- 
ent year. 

One of the most important of these is to alter the centre 
of the main building, which was formerly used as the Master’s 
dwelling-house, into an octagon, or guard-room. This can 
be done at small expense, and the change will afford greater 
convenience of management. 

Another desired change, and which now seems to be im- 
perative, is to remove the cells used for solitary confinement 


‘from their present location in the hospital building to the 


lower portion of that part of the prison which connects the 
hospital with the main building. ‘This change would add 
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materially to the peace and comfort of the sick in the hospital, 
and enable the Board to make some improvement in the soli- 
tary cells. 


MARCELLA-STREET HOME. 


The average number of inmates has been 326, or 32 less 
than last year. The actual cost has increased somewhat, 
being $2.30 per week, instead of $2.12 in the year before. 
Of the number discharged, 124, or nearly-one half, have been 
provided with homes, mostly in the country. Of this num- 
ber 108 still remain in the places secured for them, and re- 
ported as doing well. 

Since the establishment of the Home 3878 children have 
been provided with homes. 

In the month of June last Mr. Hollis M. Blackstone, who 
had been Superintendent of this Home since its establish- 
ment, resigned his office, to accept the superintendency of 
the State Institution at Bridgewater. The Board urged Mr. 
Blackstone to remain in the position he occupied, and en- 
deavored to persuade him to withdraw his resignation; but 
his engagement with the State Board was unconditional, and 
his resignation was accepted. He was succeeded by Mr. 
Wm. Preston Wood, formerly assistant superintendent at 
Deer Island. He entered upon his duties on the 5th of 
July last, having been in the employ of the Board for nearly 
fourteen years. 


AUSTIN FARM. 


The average number of inmates has been 214,— an increase 
of 17 over last year. The institution has been over-crowded, 
and at one time during the winter 235 were provided for. 
The average cost has been $1.75 for each inmate, — a decrease 
of 19 cents per week, compared with last year. This is the 
minimum cost of any of the institutions for the year. 

The income of the institution has been greater than last 
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year; the milk product alone amounting to $6,860.50. Of 
this amount the sum of $5,395.50 has been realized from sales 
to the South Boston institutions and Marcella-st. Home. 

The City Council has appropriated the sum of $5,000, re- 
quested by the Board for needed improvements in the heating 
and kitchen arrangements. A great benefit will be derived 
from this expenditure, but it will not compensate for the 
suitable accommodations required by the sick. 

The character of this institution is gradually changing from 
year to year. The proportion of infirm and sick is eon- 
stantly increasing, and nearly all the inmates are in need of 
medical treatment to a greater or less degree. The institu- 
tion is fast becoming an infirmary. The directors have 
frequently called attention to the pressing néed of hospital 
accommodations at this place. If any doubt exists as to the 
nature of this need a careful perusal of the Visiting Physi- 
cian’s report will dissipate it. .We invite attention to his 
report, and trust the suggestions it contains will receive the 
serious consideration of the City Council. The erection of 
the new hospital at Deer Island will afford but little, if any, 
relief to the Austin Farm, as all the room will be required 
to provide for the sick at Deer Island. 

In preparing the estimates of appropriations required for 
the present financial year the Directors would have included 
an urgent request for a new hospital at this place but for 
the fact that the subject of a consolidation of the pauper 
institutions was considered favorably by the City Council 
Committee on Institutions last year, and that their report 
and recommendation in relation thereto are now in the files 
of the present City Council. The Board cannot refrain from 
expressing the hope that immediate action upon this subject 
will be taken by the City Council. 
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CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


This institution has been used to its full capacity during 
the year. The average number of inmates for the entire 
year has been 106, or 24 more than last year; but since 
January the average has been 132,—the largest number at 
one time being 145. The average actual cost for each inmate 
has been $2.27 per week, or 28 cents less than last year. 

The condition of the institution has been considerably 
improved, but much is yet to be done to make it what it 
should be. There is great need of better bathing facilities, 
and steam-heating apparatus should be provided. The 
Directors again feel called upon to protest against the present 
method of heating the building. At one time during the 
past season twenty-five stoves were in use; and the fact that 
no fire or accident has occurred is to be attributed to the extra 
care exercised by the Superintendent to avoid danger. The 
utmost vigilance has been required to prevent fire and con- 
sequent loss of life. The Directors have recently established 
connection with the Fire-Alarm office, and every precaution 
will be taken to prevent conflagration. 

This danger would be greatly diminished by a. small ex- 
penditure for steam-heating. 


The past year has not been marked by any event of 
extraordinary interest. With the exception of the severe 
sickness among the children, which prevailed at Deer Island 
during the early summer,: but little has transpired to re- 
quire special comment on the part of the Board at this 
time. The annual reports of the Superintendents and other 
officers of the institutions, which are appended to this re- 
port contain full and interesting details of the year’s 
work ; and we invite the special attention of the members of 
the City Council to the information therein contained. 
With the single exception of the Marcella-st. Home all the 
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institutions remain under the same management as at the 
date of the last report. During the year the public atten- 
tion has been called in various ways to the management of 
the institutions. Matters of general interest, relating to the 
welfare of all the inmates, have been discussed in the City 
Council and elsewhere, and the administration of affairs has 
been subjected to somewhat of criticism and review. The 
Board have endeavored to perform their responsible duties, 
and administer their high trust, in the interests of economy 
and humanity, and have the satisfaction of believing that 
their labors have not been in vain. :

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND 
AND RAINSFORD ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


DeER Istanp, Boston Harsor, May 1, 1884. 
To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year 1883-4 (May 1, 1883, to April 30, 1884, 
inclusive) of the Public Institutions at Deer and Rainsford 
Islands, comprising the House of Industry, House of Refor- 
mation, Truant-School, Nursery and Almshouse Hospital 
for Women at Deer Island, and Almshouse for Male Paupers 
at Rainsford Island. 

I assumed the duties of Superintendent, to which you had 
previously elected me, to succeed Mr. Guy C. Underwood, 
resigned May 1, 1883. It will be remembered that I held 
the same position nearly seven years ago, and now, after this 
lapse of time, I find quite a number, especially in the House 
of Industry, who. were inmates during that administration, 
and are now, and have been, more or less frequently, sen- 
tenced to this place. 

I may here repeat the words I wrote in my report of May 
1, 1874, being applicable now as then, so well regulated 
and disciplined were all departments that my duties were 
comparatively light. 

Many improvements have been made since that date, 
notably, the addition to the boys’ wing; the establishment of 
a printing department, of great benefit to the few boys who 
may be taught therein; the employment of men at stone- 
cutting and on sewing-machines ; the building of a piggery 
more remote from the buildings; enlargement of the cow 


we sh 
"d t 
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barn and the building of a silo; the addition and improve- 
ments at Rainsford Island, and many others, as time and 
oceasion had required. I find, too, the same crowded dining- 
rooms, dormitories, and hospitals on the male side of House 
of Industry. The removal of pauper women to Austin Farm, 
and children to Marcella-st. Home, has much relieved the 
anxiety of how to accommodate all who may be sent here. 
At one time last winter the male side was so crowded we 
began to fear we should be obliged to use the chapel for 
lodging-room. 

The principal improvements and repairs during the past 
year have been the remodelling of the plumbing and privies, 
rebuilding sewers and drains, painting the outside wood- 
work of all the brick buildings on Deer Island, and a portion 
of it two coats; also coal-shed and stone-sheds two coats. 
Considerable inside painting was done, and the flooring of coal- 
shed renewed. As the plumbing was renewed many altera- 
tions were made; masons, carpenters, and painters being in 
attendance. The enlargement of the male bath-room, by 
moving partition into the space allotted for the women, was 
a much-needed improvement, and one in view of the drainage 
should be done now. All of the plumbing in the main 
building, laundry, nurseries, schools, and bakehouse has 
been renewed; bath-tubs put into the boys’ bathing-room, 
the large tank being removed. Privies in the yards have been 
reconstructed into flushing privies, water-closets put into the 
Truant-School buildings to take the place of privies there. 
Work of this kind is now being done at the workshops and 
at the receiving-house. Comparatively but little of that kind 
of work remains now to be done. The high board fence 
around the old wooden house, formerly occupied as the girls’ 
school, but now as a nursery, has been replaced by a picket 
fence. The large refrigerator, in the meat cellar, has been 
rebuilt. Many of the chimneys have been rebuilt above the 
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roof, and many other items might be mentioned, our 
mechanics being actively employed all the time. 

The matter of plumbing and drainage was not contem~ 
plated when the annual appropriation was made; but action 
was hurried by having the measles brought into our nursery 
by two children, who were admitted without our knowing 
they had been exposed, and who were taken sick, exposing 
the others, and adding to that disease diphtheria, which for a 
time was quite prevalent and threatening. By removal to the 
quarantine house, and other active measures adopted, the epi- 
demic was soon checked. I would refer you to Dr. Schwab’s 
report for a more full and explicit statement of the case. 
Excepting the above the several institutions have continued 
with only the usual number of sick, many of whom are fatally 
diseased when sent here. 

The plumbing and drainage caused a large expenditure ; 
besides the regular bills for labor and material on that account 
there were considerable lumber, paint, stock, and other ma- 
terial used. There was also some eighteen hundred and fifty 
days’ board for mechanics. We were put to considerable 
extra expense on account of the sickness before noted, all of 
which will materially contribute to make the “weekly cost” 
per inmate considerably increased. 

The employment of inmates has been, as in previous years : 
mechanics, at their trades, if they can in any way be made 
useful for the benefit of the island; the cutting of stone and 
running sewing machinery employs another class; while the 
balance of the male inmates will be found on the farm, in the 
care of stock, in the bakery, fire-rooms, and elsewhere, as 
their labor may be made useful or ornamental. The women 
will be found in the sewing-room, kitchens, laundry, secrub- 
bing, etc. ; and the children, as far as possible, are required 
to keep themselves and rooms in proper condition, and to at- 
tend school. A small number of boys are at the printing-office, 
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and during a portion of the summer months a number are 
employed on the farm. The girls are also taught to sew, 
wash, and iron, and such other duties as may be useful in 
after-life. 

The farm has been a success, but the dry season was dam- 
aging to our second crop, ensilage and late feed; usually 
enough is raised to carry the stock through, but last fall it was 
necessary for us to purchase hay, making another item of cost.

The cows furnished 190,240 pounds of milk, and there 
were made 794 pounds of butter. 

The piggery has produced 51,658 pounds of pork slaugh- 
tered, and pigs have been sold to the amount of $470.75, be- 
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sides keeping the usual stock onhand. There were gathered 
from the hennery 7622 dozen of eggs, and 18 pairs of chickens . 
were killed. 

Dr. A. B. Heath, Port Physician, and Assistant Resi- 
dent Physician, resigned to go into, practice, August 8, 
1883. He’ was succeeded by Dr. Arthur G. Griffin, who 
had served as Assistant Port Physician. 

Religious services have continued as formerly, the Rev. 
J. W. Dadmun continuing as Chaplain; Rev. Father Bric 
officiating, attending to those of the Catholic faith, until he 
was succeeded by Rev. Father P. D. Coppens, March 23, 
1884, who now visits the several institutions here twice 
a week. 

There have been organized during the year Sunday schools ; 
teachers, under the direction of the priest, coming from 
Boston each Sunday afternoon; teachers, under the direc- 
tion of Chaplain Dadmun, being selected from employees at 
the island. 

Entertainments for the inmates at Deer Island were given, 
July 4, by Mr. Arthur F. Xavier,— sent down by Commit- 
tee of City Council on Children’s Entertainments, — consisting 
of legerdemain, etc., with some home talent. On Christmas 
the teachers of our Catholic Sunday school gave an 
entertainment for the children, consisting of music, singing, 
readings, etc. At Rainsford Island three entertainments 
have been given: the first by Prof. Ryerson, and Mr. Felch; 
the second by the McCullough Dramatic Club; and the third 
by Messrs. Bascombe, Kiernan, and O’Brien, and Misses 
Parker and Simonton. For the last two entertainments we are ~ 
indebted to Mr. Bascombe, through whose influence and 
exertion the gentlemen and ladies were induced to favor us. 
All of the performances were very much enjoyed by those 
who were privileged to hear and see. My thanks are due 
and are hereby tendered to all who so kindly contributed to 
the success of each. 
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Fines and costs, amounting to $7,320.89, have been re- 
ceived and paid over to the City Collector; thereby were 
discharged 973 from House of Industry. 

By the election of Deputy Superintendent Wm. P. Wood 
to be Superintendent of Marcella-street Home a vacancy was 
made, and Mr. Wm. A. Witham was appointed to fill the 
position. 

Miss Burnham and Mr. McCarty yt in their posi- 


tions as formerly, assisting those who may desire aid upon 


their discharge. 

The City Council having passed favorably upon the 
several appropriations asked for by your honorable Board, 
it would appear that nothing more should be said as to our 
future requirements. <A judicious use of the money will give 
us the many improvements which so many times have been 
represented to be necessary, and which have been acknowl- 
edged by all who have known the situation should be made. 

The following tables and statistics will show the number 
of inmates, committals, and discharges ; but a stranger cannot 
appreciate the amount of labor required to keep the details 
of records, clothing, and management of the several depart- 
ments. Few can realize the vast number of articles of clothing 
we are obliged to give inmates on their discharge, to make 
them comfortable as well as presentable to the outside 
community, which was 4,601 articles. 

The reports of Dr. Schwab, the Resident Physician, and 
Rey. Mr. Dadmun, Chaplain and Superintendent of Schools, 
are annexed. 

To the officers and matrons who have so heartily supported 
me during the year my thanks are tendered. 

To the President, and other members of the Board of 
Directors, my acknowledgments are due for advice and co- 
operation in the management.

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The whole number of patients treated in the hospitals of 
the various departments, during the year, has far exceeded 
that of any previous year. 

In both the House of Industry and Almshouse hospitals 
our accommodations for the sick have been taxed to their 
utmost. Especially has this been the case during the past 
winter months, when, in consequence of the severe and varia- 
ble weather, there was a very marked increase in the amount 
of sickness, During the greater part of the time these 
wards are crowded to such an extent that the proper care 
and treatment required by the patients are seriously interfered 
with. 

In the House of Industry department 1,726 cases have 
been under treatment; sixteen deaths have occurred, mostly 
due to alcoholism in some of its forms, — two men having died 
on the same night of their admission, from the direct effects 
of alcoholic poisoning. 

The usual large mortality will be found in the Almshouse 
hospitals, including the female hospital on Deer Island, and 
the hospital for male paupers on Rainsford Island. Consider- 
ing the character of the diseases, and the ages of the patients 
who are treated in this department, it will be seen that this 
is unavoidable. 

With the exception of a limited number of cases there has 
been no sickness of a serious nature among the reformation 
and truant boys. One death will be found reported, that 
of a truant-boy who died of pneumonia. . 

I regret very much to state that the condition of good 
health, and freedom from serious epidemics, which has here- 
tofore existed for so many years among our children, has not 
been maintained during the year past. 

Last June an epidemic of measles broke out in the Old 
Nursery. The disease at once assumed a most virulent type, in 
many cases being complicated with diphtheria. Recognizing 
the extreme danger which thus threatened the entire institu- 
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tion, the building, without delay, was placed under the 
‘strictest quarantine, and every effort made to keep the dis- 
ease within its limits. There were fifty children in this 
nursery at the time, ranging in age from a few months to 
four years. The attic, being the only available place, was 
‘immediately cleared, and employed as a hospital. The 
_ disease spread with great rapidity, many of the cases exhibit- 
ing the characteristic evidences of that most severe and fatal 
form of the malady known as hemorrhagic measles. The 
appearance of diphtheria, early in the course of the epidemic, 
added still further to its serious nature, as it became a dan- 
gerous complication in almost all of the subsequent cases. 
On the 19th of June, with the ready consent of the Board, 
Dr. Maurice H. Richardson, Demonstrator of Anatomy at the 
Harvard Medical School, and Surgeon to the Out-Patient 
Department of the Massachusetts General Hospital, was 
called in consultation. A number of hours were spent by 
Dr. Richardson in making a careful examination of the 
patients, and also of the surrounding premises. His conclu- 
sions, embodied in a report to the Board of Directors, 
dated August 9, 1884, will be found appended. It being 
evident that certain local influences had contributed much 
towards the malignancy of the disease, the removal of the 
sick to more healthful surroundings was at once urged. The 
old quarantine hospital, situated near the beach on the south- 
ern part of the island, after a thorough fumigation and 
cleansing, was prepared for the children, and on the 23d of 
June they were moved into it, and placed under the charge 
ofa trained nurse engaged for the occasion. The wisdom of 
this measure was at once apparent, and the pure, fresh sea 
air soon wrought a most gratifying change in the condition 
of all the cases, and with the exception of one child, which 
fas in a moribund state at the time of its removal, the 
children began rapidly to improve. ‘The epidemic consisted 
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of forty cases, seventeen of which proved fatal. To Miss 
McCabe, matron in charge of the Old Nursery, great credit 
is due for her steadfast devotion to her duties, which com- 
pelled her, at no little peril to herself, through many days 
-and nights, to remain in constant attendance upon the little 
sufferers. 

With regard to the sanitary condition of the nursery 
building and its surroundings at the time of the epidemic,— 
and there can be no doubt but that this had much to do with — 
its severity, —I refer you to Dr. Richardson’s report, in 
which the results of his careful investigation are so clearly 
set forth. 

The more extensive investigations of Health Inspector © 
Meriam clearly demonstrated that our whole system of 
drainage throughout the institution was extremely defective. 
Realizing the great danger to the health of both officers and 
inmates the Board promptly adopted measures for our 
relief. The work of remodelling the entire drainage system 
was at once begun, and, under the personal supervision of — 
Messrs. Santry and Caton, these extensive improvements 
now approach completion. 

The thoroughness and efficiency of the present method: of 
drainage are apparent in every part of the institution. This is 
especially marked in the hospital wards, where there is now 
an entire absence of the offensive odor which previously 
existed. The benefits resulting from these improvements are 
inestimable. We feel entirely relieved of the greatest danger 
which can exist in so large an institution, where such 
numbers are so closely associated, that arising from imper- 
fect sewerage. | 

On August Ist Dr. Heath, very much to the regret of — 
all, left us, to assume the duties of his new position, as 
Medical Inspector. Dr. Griffin was appointed Port Physician, 
and, consequently, became Assistant Resident Physician.

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REPORT OF M. H. RICHARDSON, M.D., CONSULT-— 
ING PHYSICIAN UPON THE TREATMENT OF 
A SEVERE EPIDEMIC OF MEASLES AND DIPH- 
THERIA AT DEER ISLAND, IN JUNE, 1883. 


Boston, Aug. 9, 1883. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions of the City 
of Boston: — 


GrenTLEMEN, —On the 19th day of June of this year I — 
was requested by Dr. Schwab to meet him at Deer Island, to 
consider the best means of treating a severe epidemic of 
measles and diphtheria which had been raging among the 
infants of the Foundling. Hospital. 

I proceeded to the Island forthwith, and, with Dr. Schwab, 
mude a very, careful and thorough examination of the Found- 
ling Hospital, the surrounding premises, and finally the chil- 
dren themselves. 

It was my endeavor to make a perfectly fair and impartial 
criticism of everything I saw. My conclusions and advice 
were given verbally at the time to Dr. Schwab, and, in an in- - 
formal way, to the President of your Board, and to Messrs. 
Caton and Santry of the same. 

Since that time, however, I have had several other oppor- 
tunities of visiting the premises, so that now I am able to re- 
port not only on the condition of affairs during the epidemic 
itself, but also on the remedies that have been offered, and 
their probable effect on the future welfare of the children. 

In our tour of inspection we first examined the yard con- 
nected with the prison for females. This is a large open yard, 
gravelled, surrounded by buildings and fence. The south-east- 
ern side was lined with a row of old-fashioned privies ; in the 
open yard were many wooden buckets, used in the cells, for 
slops and evacuations. ‘The condition of these buckets was 
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good, —they were clean, inoffensive to the senses, and very 
thoroughly disinfected. They stood filled with some dis- 
infecting agent. They answered their Run bes ed well, and no 
fault could be found with them. 

The Privies were next examined. They extended along the 
_ south-easterly side of the yard from the gate to the Dead 
House; between them and the Foundling Hospital there was 
the Dead House and a narrow open space. There was, there- 
_ fore, direct communication between the eftluvia of the privies 
and the children’s wards, by means of the prevailing currents 
_ of air from the south-west. 

This condition of things seemed to me bad for the health 
of the children, even with the evident efforts at cleanliness 
and disinfection (I may add that no privies could be cleaner 
and sweeter than these were). The obvious remedy for this 
evil was the introduction of water-closets, which should be_ 
_ self-flushing and safely trapped. 

The Dead House was situated under the windows of the 
_ Foundling Hospital, and separated from it by a narrow inter- 
. val. It is at once evident that this situation must be con- 
demned, when it is remembered that there is free access to 
_ the wards above for germs of infectious diseases, of decom- 
a position, and of putrefaction. The remedy is, of course, iso- 
_ lation for the dead. 


Tue Founpitina HOspPITAt. 


This is a three and one-half story building of brick. The 

first floor is devoted to laundry-work. The three floors above 
are used as play-room, dormitories, and hospital. At the 
| _ outbreak of measles the infected cases were isolated as well 
_as possible by being put in the upper story. Those children 
_ sick with non-infectious diseases, and mothers with babes at 
the breast, were in a small room at the south-east extremity | 
3 ‘of the floor below. In these rooms devoted to the children’s 
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department I saw many children, from nursing babies to the 
age of three or four years. 

Scrupulous cleanliness was remarked Lah at this 
building, as in all other parts of the institution. There were 
good light and good ventilation by means of numerous 
windows. ; 

At the north-west extremity of the larger rooms there was 
a pan water-closet opening directly into the room. It was 
fairly flushed, except in the upper story, where it was im- 
possible to flush at times at all with the head of water there 
used. It was necessary there to carry up water and flush by 
hand, so to speak. 

The closet itself emptied into a six-inch soil-pipe guarded 
by an S trap. In the upper story the soil-pipe terminated 
in the S, surmounted by the pan, and there was no ventila- 
tion through the roof. 

The same arrangement existed in the smaller rooms at the 
south-east of the floor (that is, at its other extremity). The 
faults of this building, as a dormitory and children’s hospital, 
are as follows, in my opinion : — 


1. Water-closets opening directly into the wards and dor- 
mitories. 

(a.) The closet itself of a kind now abandoned in the best 
regulated hospitals. 

(6.) Unventilated soil-pipe. 

2. Impossibility of ventilation except by means of win- 
dows, impracticable or dangerous in cold weather, though 
excellent in warm. 

3. Proximity of Dead House. 

4, Proximity of prisoners’ privy in women’s yard. 


The children themselves I had observed on several previoUS 
visits. They did not differ materially from children seen at 
similar institutions elsewhere. Varying in: ages from birth 
to four years, they presented all the stages of health and 
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disease imaginable in a collection of outcasts and found- 
lings. 

While many, if not most of them, seemed bright and 
healthy, yet it was easy to see the influence of heredity in 
the shape of scrofula and syphilis in quite a considerable 
number. In others, more recently. admitted, traces of neg- 
lect, with its debilitating effects, had not as yet been effaced 
by the excellent care and treatment of this institution. 

The general impression on the mind by these unfortunates 
was, however, a good one, and their chances of surviving the 
early years of life good under ordinarily favorable circum- 
stances. We shall see, however, that circumstances unfore- 
seen, and unavoidable under existing conditions, diminished 
these chances very materially. Measles appeared in the 
Foundling Hospital some weeks before my first professional 
visit. Nothing apparently could be of less consequence than 
an epidemic of measles even among small children, but, un-- 
fortunately, the present epidemic was of very unusual, though 
not unheard of, severity. The local manifestations of the. 
disease were of very unusual, not to say extraordinary, 
severity. ‘The eruptions were so extensive and grave as to: 
suggest at each spot a minute hemorrhage. The constitu-. 
tional signs — fever and general disturbance of circulation 
and nutrition — were more likea malignant epidemic of scarlet 
fever; the temperature in all the cases was very high; local 
symptoms of bronchitis, pneumonia, and affections of the nose 
and eyes were present in many cases, and offered great im- 
pediments to a-successful issue. 

When, in addition to a state of things like this, is added 
the evidences of diphtheria, it is to be wondered that the mor- 
tality was not much greater than it actually proved to be. 

With Dr. Schwab I examined all the suspected cases, and 
all the fully developed ones. I was at once struck with the 
temperature charts at the head of each bed, and remarked 
this evidence of unusually high fever, and also of careful 
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study. Several cases had the accompanying complications 

of bronchitis and pneumonia ; most had unmistakable signs of 

diphtheria, — the throats were covered by the characteristic 

grayish-white membrane seen in that terrible disease. Two 

cases had diphtheria of the larynx, and struggled for sufficient — 
air through the narrowed air-tube. (Much to my surprise 

these cases afterward made good recoveries. ) 

Taken altogether these children presented a combination 
of severe diseases and grave symptoms such as I have never 
seen before equalled. | 

We must next consider the means adopted by the attend- | 
ing physician in this emergency. All physicians recognize, 
in the management of an epidemic, a plan of treatment es- 
sentially as follows : — 


1. Isolation of the sick. 
2. Isolation of the exposed, 7.e., quarantine. 
3. Disinfection of the sick. 
4, Disinfection of the exposed. 
5. Treatment of the sick. 
a. Local. 
6. Constitutional. 
6. Cleanliness, ventilation, light, ete. 


Dr. Schwab had, at the first appearance of the disease, iso- 
lated the infected children by placing them in the upper story 
of the dormitory. The remaining ones were strictly quaran- 
tined, or, rather, isolated entirely from the other buildings. 
All the rooms were disinfected daily, both the infected and 
non-infected. ‘The success of this rigid isolation and quar- 
antine is very gratifying, and is a great credit to the manage- 
meut of the institution, when it is remembered that the dis- 
ease was confined to this one building, and that, too, in the 
midst of almost hundreds of other children, boys and girls. 
I repeat that the Board is to be congratulated on this re- 
markable fact. In the local and constitutional treatment 
employed by Dr. Schwab, I observed the use of the best 
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_ known antiseptics, — carbolic acid and chlorine, —in various 
forms, with the most approved methods of their administra-: 
tion, such as are used in all first-class hospitals. I was able 
- to suggest but one or two points of minor importance. 
_ Being familiar with the methods of treatment in the Massa- 
_ chusetts General Hospital, City Hospital, and other similar 
institutions elsewhere, I can say very fairly, and with convic- 
tion, that everything was being done for the children that 
could he done in the way of local and constitutional treatment. 

The question of more complete isolation and better hospi- 
_ tal accommodations received a very happy solution in the 
suggestion that the old small-pox hospital be devoted to the 
sick children. A careful examination was at once made, and 


its final use was followed by a rapid subsidence of the epi- 


4 demic, and its final disappearance. 

With regard to the mortality in this attack it is not unusu- 
ally high, when all the circumstances are considered. The 
fact alone that the children are mostly foundlings is sufficient 
_ to account for the high death-rate. If not foundlings, chil- 
dren from the classes which supply our institutions are not 
_ robust, in the average, and do not resist disease well. Next 


_ the age is so low that mortality is high. Diphtheria alone 


_ causes in many epidemics a higher rate than has been expe- 


rienced at Deer Island. 


Finally, that a combination of a severe form of measles 
_ with diphtheria should have made so few victims is, consider- 
ing all the circumstances, a matter of congratulation to the 
Board, and of great credit to Dr. Schwab. In many visits 
to the Island, during the past summer, I have observed with 
_ great interest the extensive improvements in the sanitary 
_ arrangements of the Island, and I have no doubt that they 
will be followed by great improvement in the sanitary condi- 
tion of all concerned.

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REPORT OF CHAPLAIN AND SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To Cou. Joun C. Wurron, Superintendent of Deer Island 


Institutions : — 


Sir, — “ Precept upon precept, line upon line, here a little 
and there a little,” seems to be the rule of duty in all depart- 
ments of human life; and in none is this more clearly shown 
than in ministering to the wants of the fallen. As the rain- 
drops make the mighty river and cause the desert to bud 
and blossom and bring forth fruit, so loving precepts and 
little acts of kindness soften and fructify the heart, that it 
may be fruitful in good works. Sometimes one kind word 
will turn the whole course of a depraved nature, and lead 
the transgressor into newness of life. Come is but a mono- 
syllable, and yet it is one of the sweetest words of invitation 
that ever fell from the lips of the Saviour. “Come unto me, 
all ye that labor and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” Patience and perseverance in well-doing will enable 
us to erect splendid temples if we are willing to build in 
the order of nature, art, and grace. ‘ 


‘¢ One brick and then another, the highest wall is made; 
One flake upon another, the deepest snow is laid.” 


When Naaman the leper was told by the man of God to 
wash in Jordan seven times and he should be clean, he 
turned away in anger, utterly disgusted with the simplicity 
of the remedy. His servant said to him, “If the prophet 
had bid thee do some great thing wouldst thou not have 
done it?” The haughty chieftain, feeling the justice of the 
rebuke, turned about and went down to Jordan and washed, 
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and his flesh became as pure as the flesh of a little child. 
Too many want to do “some great thing,” or nothing. We 
should be willing to have our treasure in heaven accumulate 
by the daily performance of deeds of charity to the poor and 
needy, however humble in life their walks may be.- Thus 
we go on, sowing the seed from day to day and year to year, 
hoping and believing that some will fall in good ground, and 
bring forth sixty and even a hundred fold. 

During the year religious services have been held every 
Sunday as usual. Quite recently a Sunday-school has been 
established for the moral and religious improvement of 
Catholic children. Teachers are supplied by the Roman 
Catholic churches of the city, and a commendable interest is 
manifested. 

For many years I have had a Bible-class composed of 
children who volunteered to make the Scriptures a study. 
The number in attendance is now larger than usual, and 
three of the officers kindly assist me in teaching. All the 
members of the class appear to be very much interested in 
this good work. 


LIBRARIES. 


The number of books in the institution libraries is 1,160. 
Once a month we are allowed to draw 200 books from the 
city library for the special benefit of the inmates of the 
House of Reformation. This is equivalent to a select library 
of 2,400 volumes. In addition to this, we receive from the 
Hospital Newspaper Society a large donation of papers, 
pamphlets, and books for the inmates of the hospitals. We 
are also indebted to the above-named society for Christmas 
and New Year’s cards for the children; for all of which we 
return many thanks. 
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ScHOOLS. 


The annual examination was held April 9, under the 
direction of Messrs. Frederick Pease, Joseph H. O’Neil, and 
Francis White, School Committee of the Board of Directors. 
The President, Hon. Albert T. Whiting, and all the mem- 
bers of the Board, including several invited guests, were 
present to witness the exercises. The scholars appeared 
hale and hearty, and recited their lessons in a very creditable 
manner. We can give the teachers no higher compliment — 
than to say that the recitations were never so uniformly good 
as they were on that occasion. Since the pardoning power 
has been granted to the Board, a very small number of the 
children remain in the institution more than two years, and 
the majority only about one year; the changes are more 
frequent, the scholars are younger, and the instructions 
almost wholly elementary. Eight boys were pardoned as a 
reward of merit for good deportment. 

Instructions in vocal and instrumental music have been . 
continued with good results. The band, under the direction 
of Prof. Ripley, is a decided.success; and the boys com- 
posing it never played better than they do at the present 
time.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE LUNATIC 
HOSPITAL. 


To the Board of Directors for Publie Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I beg leave to present for your considera- 
tion the forty-fifth annual report of the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital. Ithink it can truly be said that in no year since its 
construction has it been so well fitted to do good work, 
and in no year have more satisfactory results been accom- 
plished. ‘The processes of improvement, alteration, and 
renovation having been completed during the past summer, 
we have settled down to the regular work of a well-equipped 
hospital for the insane. The middle and lower wards on 
each side and the male stair-ways, since the last report, 
have been replastered and painted, and the wards furnished 
_ with substantial ash settees, hair-cloth sofas and lounges, 
centre-tables, and bookcases. Many rooms have been 
painted and carpeted, and twenty-six ash chamber sets 
provided for the upper wards and attendants’ rooms. The 
ventilation of all the wards is much improved ; the new steam- 
heating apparatus works well, and our gas-supply is abun- 
dant and good. 

Of the new dining-rooms it is hard to say enough in com- 
mendation. ‘The relief afforded in the matter of serving 
food is very great. Every seat at table is constantly occu- 
pied, nine-tenths of the patients taking their meals there. 
The other tenth is made up of sick and excited patients who 
could not properly join the others at the table under any 
circumstances. The diet, as well as the manner of serving, 
has been improved. Good order and social feeling are 
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- not so soon forget the proprieties of life when obliged to 
observe them daily at table. These and the other changes 
- mentioned have added greatly to the cheerfulness of our 
wards and the comfort and health of their inmates. 

. The following table will show the changes in the hospital 
_ population the past year. It will be seen that the number 
of persons and cases is nearly identical, differing only by 
one. The usual form has been expanded to receive the 
number of emergency and voluntary cases admitted, the 
_ emergency cases transferred without treatment, and the per- 
- centage of recoveries : —

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It will be seen that our average number has risen from 


189 last year to 196 this year. The last five months it has 


remained steadily at our maximum limit of accommodation, 
200. Although the pressure is constant and strong to exceed 
this number,-it is hoped this limit will not be passed. The 
health, safety, and chances of recovery for our patients 
demand this, as well as our insufficient means of classifica- 
tion. Every bed on each side is full, and forty patients 
sleep in attic dormitories. How we can possibly accommo- 
date the numerous emergency cases sure to be thrust upon 
us the coming year is a problem to be solved. 

Of the 121 admissions 47 were emergency cases, 35 of 
which were transferred to other hospitals or removed by 
friends, the remainder being committed here. The last re- 
port of the Board of Health, Lunacy, and Charity states that 
this hospital receives ten times as many emergency cases as 
any other hospital in the State. J am unable, however, to 
find in that report, or in any State hospital report of the 
current year, the number of emergency cases admitted. The 
reception of this class of cases is, therefore, a special function 
of this hospital which should be duly recognized. Many of 
our emergency cases are State charges, for the temporary 
care of which the city receives no remuneration. ‘They are 
all treated for a few days at the worst stage of their disease 
when so excited as to be especially dangerous to the public. 
They are received without notice, at any time of day or night, 
often on Sundays or holidays. ‘They disturb the hospital 
more than ordinary cases, and the inquiries of relatives and 
friends, with the recording of histories and examinations, en- 
tail work for which we are not recompensed by the possibility 
of adding them to our number of recoveries. They belong 
among the admissions of the hospitals to which they are 
transferred, and tend to increase their percentage of recov- 
eries ; therefore they should not be allowed to diminish ours. 
They do not belong even in our whole number under treat- 
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ment, because they do not really come under treatment, and 
a single admission of the ordinary kind would exceed in du- 
ration of residence the whole of them together. We are 
glad to be able to render the public so important a service, 
but it should not be forgotten that it is all in excess of the 
usual work of a hospital for the insane. , 

The report of the Board above-mentioned says that 83 
voluntary cases had been admitted to all the hospitals in the 
State since the passage of the law of 1881. Of these, 51 
were admitted during the calendar year of 1883; and 34 of 
them were at the McLean Asylum. ‘The law only allows the 
admission on his own application of a person ‘*‘ whose mental 
condition is not such as to render it legal to grant a certifi- 
cate of insanity in his case.” Strictly construed this would ex- 
clude all insane persons from the benefit of the law, and it 
puts the responsibility of determining the question of sanity 
or insanity upon the superintendent, who is by law excluded 
from signing a certificate of insanity. Itis a question whether 
the term “ boarder,” in the section of the statutes under con- 
sideration is equivalent to ‘‘ private patient ;” if so, its opera- 
tion would be confined almost entirely to private hospitals. 

We have conformed very nearly to the provisions of the 
law, and have admitted 14 voluntary cases the past year. 
This number could have been increased if such admissions 
had been encouraged. They are all classified as insane, and, 
from a medical point of view, most of them were so. Of Dr. 
Cowle’s 34 cases 3 were not classified as insane, and 11 re- 
covered. Of the 31 insane cases 11 had been in the asylum 
previously. The form of disease was in most cases mild 
melancholia, or suicidal impulse without delusions. Dr. 
Cowle’s remarks on the good moral effect of voluntary cases 
on other patients, upon nurses, and upon the relatives of pa- 
tients, are very interesting, and satisfactory. His opinion is 
confirmed by our more limited experience here. I find that 
a patient who knows he can go when he pleases is more easily 
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persuaded that it is best for him to remain than is the case 
with those patients whose detention is compulsory. Both 
the patient and his friends are more inclined to reasonable 
views when argument is substituted for legal restraint. Of 
our 14 cases 4 had been in the hospital previously; 6 were 
inebriates, a class the framers of the law probably had in 
mind; 6 were discharged, 1 unimproved, and 5 apparently 
well. One of our first voluntary patients has remained con- 
tentedly in the hospital for two years. 

Of the 86 admissions which remained under treatment 
here 44 were evidently incurable, and 42 appeared to have 
some chance of recovery. The recoveries the past year have 
been 39.5 per cent. of the admissions, —a slight increase over 
last year, and larger than any other hospital in the State. 
The average percentage of recoveries in the four State hos- 
pitals was about 20, and at the McLean Asylum 34. This 
satisfactory result is not due, I think, to any process of selec- 
tion of cases, either conscious or natural. Of the 37 emer- 
gency cases transferred 25 were curable and 12 incurable. 
Of the 11 emergency cases retained, 6 were curable and 5 in- 
curable. In the four State hospitals the percentage of cases 
admitted for the first time to any hospital was 72, at the 
McLean 70, at the Boston Lunatic Hospital 73. The per- 
centage of cases in which insanity had existed less than one 
year was 47 for the four State hospitals, 70 for the McLean 
Asylum, and 67 for the Boston Lunatic Hospital. 

Iam still at a loss to understand the great difference in 
the recovery-rate between the hospitals of all grades in 
England and Wales and our own State hospitals. The per- 
centage is calculated on the admissions in the usual way and 
shows that twice as many patients are returned to the com- 
munity apparently well in the former case as in the latter. 
It is no explanation to assert that the recoveries reported 
from England and Wales for the last ten years, by the Com- 
missioners of Lunacy, are not permanent. . The question is 
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why do 40 per cent. of the admissions appear to recover in 
one case and only 20 per cent. in the other? The recovery- 
rate in the small private hospitals of the State has been 38 
per cent. ; at the Government Hospital, at Washington, 35 ; 
at Trenton, 37; at the Butler Hospital, Providence, for the 
last 35 years, 33; at the Bloomingdale Asylum, New York, 
for the last 62 years, 41 per cent. A superintendent has no 
right to discount the future in his estimate of recoveries. 
He cannot assume that certain patients will relapse, and 
therefore refuse to call them recovered. And yet it is no 
doubt the “personal equation” which determines the wide 
difference between the recovery-rates of different hospitals. 
A knowledge of the tendency to recurrence, lately demon- 
strated by the researches of Drs. Earle and Parks in this 
State, seems to have become reflected in the TAMERS THUS 
of our State hospitals. 

Recovery and recurrence are two different questions, and 
it is impossible to predetermine the permanency of they early 
recoveries, in an annual report. Every discharged patient 
in whom no trace of insanity can be found must be reported 
as recovered. The statistics now being published by the Board 
of Health, Lunacy, and Charity will, in a few years, show 
what percentage of first admissions, second admissions, etc., 
eventually recover. It does not, however, seem to me the 
best way to calculate the recovery-rate on the whole number 
under treatment, even provisionally, for the reason that 
admissions in a new hospital, or in one that enlarges its 
accommodations regularly, might remain uniformly the same, 
while the residuum of incurables steadily increased. As the 
recoveries depend almost entirely on the number of recent 
cases admitted, the number of recoveries might remain the 
same while the recovery-rate constantly decreased. The last 
report of that Board gives the following percentages reckoned 
on the whole number, not eliminating the transferred cases 
at this hospital: For the four State hospitals, for cases of all 
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kinds, 64 per cent. ; for the McLean Asylum, 11} per cent. ; 
for the Boston Lunatic, 114 per cent. ; or 122 per cent. omit- 
ting the transfers. 

Athough our recovery-rate may be kept up another year, 
it is certain the actual number of recoveries must greatly 
diminish. The hospital being full to its utmost capacity, 
admissions will become fewer and fewer, until no vacancies 
will occur, except by death. To show how quickly a hos- 
pital becomes choked with incurables a simple calculation 
will suffice. Suppose a new hospital of ample size to 
reeive 100 patients annually, of which 20 per cent. recover, 
and 10 per cent. on the whole number die, each year. At 
the end of five years just one in twenty of its inmates will 
be curable. This shows the necessity of removing at regular 
intervals a certain number of chronic patients, if a hospital 
is to be kept open for the reception of acute cases. Every 
hospital must keep up a free movement of cases out as well 


as in, or it will soon become choked with incurables, and 


experience shows that death and recovery are not alone suf- 
ficient to prevent this result. 

The State has four hospitals suited to the care of recent 
cases, and two for the chronic insane. — A healthy circulation 
is kept up in the former by transfers to the latter, or would 
be if the accommodation kept pace with the increase of in- 
sanity. Another hospital for chronic cases is under consid- 
eration by a legislative committee. It is proposed to remodel 
the old buildings of the Boys’ Farm School, at Westboro’, for 
that purpose. Another proposed method of relief allows 
cities, above 50,000 in population, to establish asylums for 
persons who have been insane six months or more. This 
provision. should be made compulsory to have any effect, as 
cities would not care to take their chronic insane unless they 
could care for them at a cheaper rate than the State hospitals, 
and this should not be allowed. The limit of six months 
should be changed to eighteen months or two years, as 
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many cases are curable after a year’s duration. Another, 
and on the whole the best method of relief open to State 
hospitals, is the building of detached wards, of simple con- 
struction, for incurables. We have about one patient in ten 
having some chance of recovery, and some method should be 
at once devised for enlarging our accommodations or remoyv- 
ing some of our incurables. 

Our death-rate is about the same as last year, being 10 per 
cent. of the whole number under treatment. This is higher 
than the average for other hospitals in the State. There 
were eleven deaths of persons over 60 years of age. The 
causes of death are shown in Table XVIII. But 6 of the 
deaths were from curable diseases, and these were intercur- 
rent with hopeless forms of insanity. Two unusual forms of 
disease have occurred, one an aneurism of the aorta, and one 
a tumor of the brain. The latter case was one of uncommon 
interest, and will be reported at the Superintendents’ meet- 
ing at Philadelphia. The autopsies, the past year, have — 
numbed 13, and have been carefully made and recorded by 
Dr. Gannett. They are presented for the benefit of the | 
profession, together with his report in an appendix. They 
have certainly proved very instructive to the hospital staff, 
and the knowledge thus gained by a study of the dead is 
sure to be reflected in the treatment and care of the living. 
We have just completed a mortuary or temporary resting- 
place for the dead, consisting of two rooms in the male base- 
ment, fitted with all necessary conveniencies. Eight funer- 
als were conducted in the female reception-room, the past 
year, by our chaplain and other clergymen. 

In accordance with the arrangement mentioned in my last 
report, Dr. Folsom has held a clinic here every. Saturday 
afternoon, for two terms of twelve weeks each. The two 
terms came in one hospital year by a chance which will not 
probably occur again. ‘The preferable time. for the clinic 
here is the first quarter of the year, while the second quarter, 
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on account of the weather, is more favorable for the clinic 
at Danvers. As the clinics require some time and thought 
in their prearrangement and management on the part of the 
hospital staff, it is desirable to hold them in the winter, 
when the pressure of hospital work is least urgent. The 
number of students attending has been limited to six, so as 
not to disturb the wards by the intrusion of too large a 
company. Cases illustrating some particular form of mental 
disease have been selected for study each week,-and, so far, 
no objection has been made or offence taken by any patient. 
When possible, single patients have been brought to the 
reception-room for an interview after a clinical lecture, and 
the reading of the records of the case. Sometimes the 
patient is visited in his ward. No patients are examined to 
whom the process would be in the least degree objectionable, 
and in some cases the patient enters cheerfully into the at- 
tempt to arrive at a better understanding of his disease. 
The clinics have proved instructive to the students, and tend 
to increase the diligence of the hospital staff in observing and. 
recording symptoms and in making an exact diagnosis in. 
every case. | 
It also became possible for the first time this year to ac-- 
commodate an interne, by removing the library from the: 
room connected with the chapel, and fitting it ap as a 
chamber. It is expected that in the future the interne will 
be an under-graduate, but this year we were fortunate in 
securing for six months the voluntary services of Dr. Philip 
C. Knapp, Jr., a recent graduate, and for eighteen months 
interne at the City Hospital. It is intended by this addi- 
tional assistance to make a thorough physical examination of 
every case admitted, and more complete records of its prog- 
ress then would otherwise be possible. The interne also 
does his share of the routine work of the hospital. He 
thereby acquires a practical knowledge of insanity, which will 
benefit the public in his future practice, while the hospital 
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will have had in training a number of under-graduates from 
wiateh assistants may be selected with some knowledge of 
their fitness. 

Fewer changes of attendants have occurred the past year 
than formerly, and service of a somewhat better grade has 
been secured on the mal¢ side. ' This has been largely due 
to increased interest in the renovated hospital and the 
greater facilities for carrying on the work of the wards. 
Last fall the female attendants were provided with a neat 
and appropriate costume, consisting of cap and apron, such 
as are worn by the nurses at the City Hospital. This has 
led to a greater desire to excel, and to a wholesome pride 
in their profession as nurses, and not mere custodians of the 
insane. The costume is also attractive and pleasing alike to. 
patients and visitors. No uniform has been adopted for the 
male attendants, for fear that they would be made to look 
less like nurses and more like prison-officials. I have thought 
that some badge might properly be worn to distinguish the 
male attendants from patients; the red cross of Geneva, 
for instance, which was adopted by the Anglo-American 
Ambulance Corps during the Franco-Prussian war. 

We have not yet found time to attempt lectures or lessons 
for attendants, or to send any of them to the training-school 
at the ity Hospital, nor have we employed any trained 
nurses. As we suggested in a former report, a training- 
school for attendants in common with one of the State 
hospitals, where the numbers of both patients and attendants — 
are large, would soon benefit, by an interchange of pupils 
and attendants, all the hospitals in the State. It may be 
possible another year to attempt some systematic instruction 
of our own attendants, by weekly lessons on various subjects 
pertaining to the nursing of the sick and the management of 
the insane. 


Trial visits have been continued as formerly, the number 
of patients sent out on trial this year being 27, of which five 
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were obliged to return and 22 were discharged. Home visits, 
of long or short duration, have been allowed quite frequently, 
no special record having been kept of them. One lady, for 
many years resident here, has spent three-fourths of the time 
away from the hospital, in visits of one or two weeks’ duration, 
to take care of an aged relative. It is hoped she may become 
so accustomed to life outside as to enable her to remain away 
altogether. A young man, for ten years a resident here, has 
been allowed time outside to Jearn and practise the art of 
lithography, and has at last been discharged. Visits to 
patients, as in former years, have been allowed weekly 
from the first, without regard to the form of insanity or 
severity of the case, and without bad results. 

But one elopement has occurred, and no suicide. One 
general paralytic pushed over another general paralytic, 
causing fracture at the hip-joint. One patient, out on trial 
after six months’ hospital residence, committed suicide. In 
the hospital he had for months been cheerful and industrious, 
and was anxious to go to work outside. His employer 
agreed to watch him very carefully, and he agreed to return 
at the first sign of head trouble. All precautions were with- 
out avail, however, when his depression returned. We have 
been free from serious epidemics, though one case of scarlet 
fever occurred in the Superintendent’s family. Dysentery 
and diarrhoea prevailed extensively for a short time in July, 
caused by a sudden change of weather. Our sewers are 
thoroughly flushed once a month, but the plumbing in our 
water-closets might be improved. 

The restrafnt of the camisole, which alone is used here, 
was required in less than two per cent. of the cases, and the 
amount of seclusion was about the same. We have not 
burned our crib-beds, straps, muffs, wristlets, and other 
severe forms of restraint, as has recently been done at the 
- West, because for twenty years none have been used here. 
No bars or screens have been put on the new dining-room and 
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rear entry windows as yet, and it is a question whether they 
should be provided or not. 

The annual appropriation of $60,000 was all expended last 
year, $5,000 or more of it for extraordinary alterations and 
repairs. Our expenses were diminished somewhat by the 
lower price of certain supplies, while more coal was burned 
than: will usually be required, on account of the long and 
severe winter. Among other special purchases were a pair 
of horses for the wagonette, a mangle for the laundry, and 
new furniture for the chapel, offices, and wards. The net 
cost for each patient per week was $5.34 against $5.69 the 
year previous. 

The same amount was asked for this year, in order to make 
certain long-needed improvements outside the hospital proper. 
Having cleared the grounds of several old wooden build- 
ings, including the piggery and a disused and dilapidated 
bowling-alley, it is intended to build a suitable carriage- 
house in connection with the present stable. Carriages now 
have to be washed, and horses harnessed out-of-doors in all 
weathers, for want of room on the stable floor, and half our 
vehicles stand exposed the year round in an open wooden 
shed. ‘The arches, arbors, and other ornamental structures 
in our garden and grounds, are falling in pieces from age, and 
need replacing with some more modern summer-houses or 
pavilions, as resting-places for the patients during their hours 
of exercise. Two kiosks or pagodas, opposite the two lawn- 
tennis courts, should be constructed to replace the worn-out 


tents of no use in showery or windy weather. <A portico or . 


porte cochére, in place of the awning now in use, would be an 
ornamental as well as useful addition to the front entrance of 
the hospital, allowing patients and others constantly arriving 
to alight from their carriages under cover in stormy weather. 

Besides the mortuary now nearly completed, work is in 
progress on the brick floors of the kitchen and laundry. 
A brick partition wall and floor in the centre basement have 
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been rebuilt recently on account of the caving in of an old 
sewer and an ancient well. The front fence has been made 
solid by means of battens on the inside, the patients having 
been: often annoyed by men or boys who stared through the 
palings at them. It was impossible to secure suitable pri- 
vacy, especially for our female patients, without closing the 
fence, as our grounds are small and the path on that side 
within a few feet of it. The horse-sheds at the gate-house 
are about to be made more presentable by means of sliding 
doors in front. These and other changes will require the 
same appropriation as last year, for extraordinary alterations 
and repairs. 

It is, I think, very desirable that a watch-clock should be 
procured such as is in use in most large public institutions. 
We cannot be absolutely certain of the perfect fidelity of our 
night-watches at all times in any other way. It should have 
stations in each ward and the attic dormitories for the in-door — 
night-watches, and in the basement, stable, cottage, boiler- 
room and greenhouse, for the out-door night-watch. Two 


harbor thieves were recently chased out of our grounds by 


the watchman. The burning of Mr. Loring’s foundry and 
ship-houses, during the winter, awakened new apprehensions 
for our own safety. At the suggestion of President Whiting, 
Chief Engineer Green and District Engineer Abbott made a 
thorough inspection of our premises and our precautions 
against fire. These consist of fire-escapes, iron stair-ways, 
fire-extinguishers, fire-buckets, a Bangor ladder, Lowry 
hydrant and hose, and a special fire-alarm box at the House 
of Correction gate, of which we have a key. Written instruc- 
tions to attendants in case of fire have been posted, and a 
door cut in the billiard-room, which gives the occupants of 
the Cottage a second way of escape in case of fire. An 
additional hydrant in the rear, and an iron ladder on the rear 
of the Cottage, would still farther increase our safety. 

The usual efforts have been made to entertain and occupy 
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our patients the past year, and thereby divert their minds 
from the sadness and monotony of forced seclusion from the 
world. In summer, when garden-work is in progress, it is 
not difficult to keep all our workers healthfully employed ; 
in winter it isnot so easy. We have no room for the simplest 
kind of in-door work, such as brush-making, which has been’ 
successfully introduced. in other hospitals. A two-story 
brick wing, on the site of the present wood-shed, would be 
useful for this purpose and for storage, though the number 
of workers out of a population of two hundred would be 
small. If our numbers could be increased to two hundred 
and fifty, by means of detached wards for excited patients, 
we should gain in many ways. We should have increased 
facilities for proper classification. We could spare the space 
in our dark corridors for aleove rooms and bay-windows, and 
we should have enough workers to warrant attempting some 
kind of regular employment. 
Our amusements have varied with the season. In the 
spring the circus has never failed to give great pleasure to 
our patients, many of whom are but “children of a larger 
growth.” By the kind invitation of Mr. Forepaugh, we had 
as many passes as could be used to his show, and Mr. F. L. 
Perley invited us to his Park Square Circus. In the summer 
three harbor excursions were made, the Board kindly allow- 
ing us the use of the steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee” for this 
purpose. Water excursions by insane patients are peculiar 
to this hospital, as far as I know, and they are certainly very 
pleasant and profitable to all concerned. At least half our 
patients are able to participate in them, and they are usually 
accompanied by their friends and other invited guests. We 
owe Capt. Bartlett our thanks for his efforts to make these 
excursions as safe, varied, and agreeable for us as possible. 
In the fall visits were made to the New England Fair and 
‘the Foreign Fair, to which passes were obtained of the 
management, through the kind efforts of President Whiting, 
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to whom we owe our warmest thanks for his presence and 
assistance on these and many other occasions. In the winter 
dancing-parties, musical entertainments, concerts, theatre- 
parties, and sleigh-riding, helped to divert us during the 
long and gloomy winter. All the holidays were suitably 
celebrated during the day or evening. The New Year’s 
Party and the Annual Reunion of former patients on Wash- 
ington’s birthday were specially successful. We are indebted 
to Messrs. Plaisted, Rowell, Paladini, Norton, Andrews, 
Peck, Mitchell, Treadwell, Clark, Lappen, Smith, Kelly, 
Mrs. Orcutt, Mrs. Warring, the Misses Goodrich, Richard- 
son, Nichols, Meins, Peck, Parker, and many others, for 
assistance at our musical entertainments. 

We are also indebted again to Mr. Prang for a generous 
supply of Christmas cards and chromos; to Mrs. Horatio 
Bigelow for magazines and foreign periodicals ; to Mr. C. F. 
Adams (“Yawcob Strauss”) for exchanges; and to the pub- 
lishers of the “Zion’s Herald” for their paper. 

Rey. Jonas B. Clark was elected chaplain during the fall, 
and has continued to officiate regularly and acceptably to 
our somewhat critical household. Rev. Joseph H. Clinch, 
after faithfully serving the hospital_for twenty-four years, 
was obliged to resign on account of ill-health. We are glad 
to learn of his partial-recovery, and of his fair prospects for 
along period of comparative comfort and usefulness. His 
term of service has only been exceeded by that of two persons 
in the employ of the hospital. Miss Jessie Munsie completes 
her twenty-ninth year, as seamstress, in October. Mrs. 
Osborn has been our organist for twenty-eight years, and has 
shown a constant interest in the patients, and a willingness 
to assist in providing music for our parties. Long service 
usually implies faithful and devoted service, as it does in the 
cases mentioned. 

Drs. Boland and Metcalf have discharged the varied duties 
of first and second assistants with skill, promptness, and 
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fidelity. No one who has not experienced them can be fully 
aware of the constant demands on the time of the medical 
staff of an insane hospital. Scarcely ten minutes from early 
morning till late at night are free from interruption. Con- 
secutive thought and undisturbed reading are impossible. 
Every question, whether trivial or grave, must be decided at 
once and correctly. In no kind of service is experience 
more valuable, and no matter what its length, a conscientious 
physician will find something new to learn. The tempera- 
ment that avoids routine, and the mind which exhibits a 
capacity and willingness to receive and act upon new ideas, 
in fact, the life-long student, not only of insanity but of 
insane men and women, will succeed best in the management 
of the insane. ; 

Thanking the Board for its unfailing support and interest 
in the hospital and its future, this report is respectfully

REPORT BOSTON LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


REPORT OF WILLIAM W. GANNETT, M. D., 
PATHOLOGIST. 


In the following report the clinical diagnosis is given in each 
case, and with it the result of the autopsy, both as regards macro- 
scopic and microscopic appearances. 

Comparatively little being known of the pathological anatomy of 
insanity, together with the fact that post-mortem changes may 
produce such marked alterations in the appearances presented by 
nerve-tissue, should make one cautious in drawing conclusions 
based on only a few observations ; therefore, in the report, nothing 
more is given than a statement of what was observed. 

Possibly, the numerical method, or better means of preparation 
of the tissues than those now known, may serve to throw more 
light upon this obscure subject. 

Specimens were prepared by hardening in Mueller’s fluid and 
alcohol, staining with carmine, mounting in balsam. 


NOS 1, 
A CasrE or GENERAL PARESIS. 


Autopsy twenty and one-half hours after death. Body medium 
size, well developed, somewhat emaciated ; lividity of dependent 
portions ; rigor mortis marked. Ratio of head to body and cranium 
to face both normal. The skull measured ant. post 175 m.m. ; 
transversely 144 m.m. ‘The calvaria showed nothing unusual; 
dura readily separated from skull of the usual thickness ; neither the 
external nor internal surfaces showed anything of note ; the meshes 
of the pia contained considerable clear fluid, most marked over 
the central region and there present in the form of cysts. Pia 
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thickened and opaque in patches. The brain nearly filled the cavity 
of the skull; convolutions well marked; considerable escape of 
clear fluid from the cavity of the skull on removing the brain; the 
vessels at the base and in the fissure of Sylvius showed, here and 
there, a few opaque yellow patches in the intima, apparently not 
diminishing the lumina of the vessels. The lateral ventricles con- 
tained each about 5 c.c. of clear fluid; the ependyma everywhere 
opaque, roughened, somewhat granular, with, here and there, a few 
milky-white patches. On the floor of the ventricle, about the mid- 
dle of the tzenia semicircularis, was to be seen a depression about 
the size of a filbert-meat; the ependyma, near the edges, of a 
snuff color; the choroid plexuses contained a moderate amount of 
blood; the floor of the fourth ventricle showed marked thickening 
and a granular appearance. The brain substance in general was 
quite firm; the gray cortex of the usual thickness, rather pale; the 
white substance firm; puncta cruenta well marked. On section of 
basal ganglia was to be seen a cavity about 7 m.m. in diameter, 
affecting the outer portion of the corpus striatum, inner capsule, 
and nucleus lentiformis at about the middle of the corpus striatum, 
as represented by a line drawn transversely. The contents of the 
cavity was a clear fluid; the walls thin, smooth, somewhat pig- 
mented. Behind this, on the outer border of the nucleus lentifor- 
mis, was another cavity of about the same size, which presented 
similar appearances; nothing unusual about the pons and medulla. 
Pia everywhere readily separable from the brain substance; the 
cord and its membranes showed in gross nothing unusual. Dia- 
phragm, both sides, at fourth rib. The pericardium contained only 
enough fluid to moisten its surfaces ; pericardial surfaces reddened, 
injected, and covered with a thin false membrane, which was readily 
removed. Heart of usual size, left ventricle contracted and empty ; 
right ventricle and auricle partly distended with half-coagulated 
blood. The aortic valves sufficient ; the mitral admitted the tips of 
two and the tricuspid the tips of four fingers; valves and cavities 
not remarkable. Muscular substance somewhat browner than 
usual ; coronary arteries in their usual condition. Pleural surfaces 
free from adhesions; the lungs covered the heart and retracted but 
partially on removing the sternum; the upper lobes pale, inelastic, 
downy, showing beneath the pleurz numerous alveoli larger than 
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pins’ heads; the lower lobes dark blue in color and denser than 
usual; on section a moist surface was shown, which yielded, on 
pressure, numerous drops of thick pus. Spleen one-half usual 
size, pale, density somewhat increased; capsule wrinkled; on 
section. follicles and trabecule distinct ; pulp considerably decreased 
in amount and quite firm. Left kidney about one-third larger than 
usual, density normal, color darker than common; capsule readily 
detached, leaving a smooth surface, with, here and there, gray and 
reddish-gray elevations, from 2 to 10 m.m. in diameter; on sec- 
tion, the kidney was dark red in color, with numerous gray and red- 
dish-gray streaks, from 2 to 8 m.m. in diameter, extending from 
the pelvis to the cortex ; the tubular region not remarkable, beyond 
the dark color already mentioned ; the pelvis contained a consider- 
able amount of thick reddish pus; the mucous membrane reddened, 
injected, velvety, and showed numerous hemorrhages in its sub- 
stance; the ureter enlarged nearly a centimeter in diameter, tortu- 
ous, and filled with pus; mucous membrane red and injected; 
right kidney one-half the usual size; external surface lobulated. 
On section, cortex greatly diminished; pelvis and calices dilated 
to five times their usual size. The mucous membrane, like that 
of the left kidney, contained numerous calculi, lining the calices ; 
the ureter like the left. The bladder contained about 200 c.c. of 
cloudy, thick, opaque fluid; wall nearly doubled in thickness ; 
trabecule increased much in size; mucous membrane reddened, 
injected, discolored, especially in the region of the trigonum. 
The so-called third lobe, represented by a nodule the size of a fil- 
bert, raised above the surface of the bladder. C&sophagus, stomach, 
and intestine, examined in situ, showed no unusual appearances. 
Liver not remarkable, beyond a slight.increase in pigmentation 
in the central portion of the acini; aorta showed a few thick and 
opaque patches in the intima.

Microscoric EXAMINATION OF BRAIN. 


Pia infiltrated with round cells and showed numerous connective- 
tissue fibres. 

Cortex: First layer showed a finely fibrous net-work of neuro- 
glia fibres, with many spider cells. 

The ganglion cells of the third layer extensively pigmented. 

Vessels of cortex showed thickening of the wall, and a hyaline 
appearance of the same. 

Cord (Upper Cervical): Hyaline degeneration of the vessels 
of the pia and cord, especially marked in the pia of the posterior fis- 
sure, where there was a moderate degree of round-cell infiltration. 

In posterior part of Goll’s columns there was a marked increase 
of the connective-tissue stroma, with disappearance, in places, of 
the axis cylinders; this most marked posteriorly. 

Marked pigmentation of the ganglion cells. 

Cervical Enlargement: Hyaline degeneration of the vessels, 
marked pigmentation of the ganglion cells. 

Dorsal Cord: Marked hyaline degeneration of the vessels. 
Thickening of the pia, from connective tissue, with thickened, py- 
ramidal-shaped prolongations into the cord itself. 

Lumbar Cord: Much more marked byaline degeneration of the 
vessels than in the upper parts of the cord. Pia of lateral por- 
tions much thickened from presence of connective-tissue fibres and 
small, round cells, and firmly adherent to cord. The connective 
tissue of the cord on the periphery much thickened, in part granu-

lar, in part fibrous. The axis cylinders had disappeared in patches 
in the above-described areas. 


No. II. 
CasE OF EPILEPSY. 


Autopsy eighteen hours after death. Body, medium size, well- 
developed, well-nourished ; no lividity of dependent portions ; rigor 
mortis present; external surface of body very pale; face and 
upper part of thorax and shoulders of a pale yellow tint; ratio of 
head to body, and cranium to face, normal; the skull measured 
transversely 146 m.m.; ant. post 174 m.m. ; the calvaria measured 
on an average 3 m.m. in thickness; the diploé thicker than usual 
and of a deep red color; dura somewhat thickened in patches, also 
opaque and of a pale yellow tint; sinuses contained a small amount 
of pale fluid blood; nothing unusual about either surface of dura ; 
pia thick and opaque in patches and streaks, and presented a 
milky opacity; meshes of pia contained a small amount of clear 
fluid; the brain nearly filled the cavity of the skull and weighed 
1,330 gm. ; substance in general firm and very pale; vessels of pia 
contained little or no blood; vessels at base and fissure of Sylvius 
showed everywhere thin, delicate walls, and contained little or no 
fluid ; lateral ventricles contained each about 20 c.c. of clear fluid, 
of a slightly yellow tint; cavities enlarged about one half; epen- 
dyma everywhere smooth and shining except in the 4th ventricle, 
where it was slightly warty and granular; choroid plexuses pale 
except at the point where they enter the middle horns; just above. 
this point they were occupied by oblong masses, 6 by 12 m.m.} 
these of a gray yellow color, quite firm, and in spots infiltrated 
with calcareous material; cortex in general of the usual thickness, 
but very pale; white substance also very pale, no puncta cruenta 
apparent — sufficiently firm; on right side, to the outside of the 
corpus striatum, were a series of red points larger than pins’ heads, 
which could not be washed away; section through the corpora 
striata, pons, medulla, optic thalami, and cerebellum, showed noth- 
ing beyond marked pallor; pia readily separable from brain sub- 
stance. 

Diaphragm on right side, at third intercostal space; on left 
side, at fourth rib; pericardium contained about 50 c.c. of clear 
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fluid, tinged yellow; visceral surface of pericardium showed 
several small petechiz ; heart somewhat enlarged in both direc- 
tions ; left ventricle fairly well contracted, and empty; right ven- 
tricle and auricle contained.a small amount of partly coagulated 
pale blood ; aortic valves sufficient; mitral admitted the tips of 
three fingers; the tricuspid, the tips of five fingers; nothing un- 
usual about valves; cavity of right ventricle somewhat enlarged ; 
walls of usual thickness; muscular substance very pale, and of a 
mottled and opaque, yellow color; this particularly marked in the 
musculi pectinati. The coronary arteries were examined to their 
finest branches possible with fine scissors, and showed no changes 
in lamina or walls ; the pleural cavities contained each about 120 ¢.c. 
of clear fluid; pleural surfaces not unusual; lungs retracted but 
little on removing the sternum ; pale and somewhat crepitant ; more 
doughy than usual, and in the lower lobes showed a gelatinous 
appearance; on section, surface very pale and moist, yielding, on 
pressure, throughout, a large amount of thin aérated fluid ; spleen of 
usual size, color and density ; on section, the follicles and trabe- 
culze indistinct; pulp soft; kidneys of usual size, very pale, 
density increased; capsule more adherent than usual, and, on re- 
moval, tore away portions of the renal substance ; section presented 
throughout a nearly uniform, pale, and slightly opaque surface ; cor- 


tex and medulla in usual ratio ; in the cortex were streaks and specks 


of an opaque yellow color, lying in the midst of gray or more trans- 
lucent areas; glomeruli everywhere pale and glistening; pelvis 
normal; bladder distended, showed nothing unusual ; cesophagus, 
stomach and intestines presented nothing worthy of note; liver of 
usual size and density; color, dark red; beneath the capsule were 
seen the central portions of acini, enlarged and red, peripheral por- 
tions paler, but surface showed same appearances ; the gall bladder 
contained about 40 c.c. of bile; bile duct pervious; aorta showed 
in intima a few translucent elevated patches; marrow of sternum 
very red, that of tibia yellow and streaked with red.

Microscopic examination of brain. 

Slight increase in the connective-tissue fibres of the pia. 

The cortex throughout showed nothing abnormal. 

The white matter near the cortex showed a moderate degree of 
round-cell infiltration of the adventitia of the vessels, with elloy 
pigment in the adventitial lymph-space. 


No. III. 
Case oF MANIA, WITH DELUSIONS OF PERSECUTION. 


Autopsy eight hours after death. Body medium size, well 
developed, fairly well nourished; skin of a yellowish tint; no 
lividity of dependent portions; rigor mortis present. Ratio of 
head to body and cranium to face, normal. Antero-post diame- 
ter of skull 174 m.m.; transverse, 146 m.m. Calvaria thin; ratio 
of diploé to tables normal. Dura everywhere translucent ; neither 
external or internal surface showed anything worthy of note. 
Sinuses contained a small amount of liquid blood. Pia thin and 
delicate ; meshes contained a small amount of clear fluid; vessels 
of pia contained little or no blood; vessels at base andrin the fis- 
sure of Sylvius showed everywhere thin walls, and were everywhere 
completely collapsed. Lateral ventricles contained each about 10 
c.c clear fluid. Ependyma smooth, shining, and very pale; cho- 
roid plexuses and. velum interpositum also very pale; fourth 
ventricle showed nothing worthy of note. Brain substance in gen- 
eral soft. On section cortex of usual thickness, very pale, show- 
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ing here and there a narrow yellow line about the middle; white 
matter showed on section a moist, pale surface with few or no 
puncta cruenta. Section of basal ganglia, pons, medulla and 
cerebellum showed nothing of note beyond striking pallor. Pia 
everywhere readily separable from brain substance; the brain as a 
whole filled the cavity of the skull, and weighed 1,345 om. 
Diaphragm at fourth intercostal space on the right, at the fourth 
rib on the left. The pericardium contained about 20 c.c. of clear 
fluid, stained yellow. Pericardial surfaces thickened and opaque in 
patches. Heartof usual size; left ventricle contracted and empty ; 
right ventricle and auricle flaccid, and contained a small amount of 
thin fluid blood, with thin coagula floating in it; aortic valves suffi- 
cient; the mitral valve admitted the tips of three fingers, the 
tricuspid the tips of four; cavities showed nothing unusual; walls 


of the usual thickness; muscular substance pale and firm. On the 


edge of closure of the aortic curtain of mitral valve was a sessile 
mass measuring 10 X 8X6 m.m., of a yellow-white color, firm, 
showing on section a pale yellow surface, and small amount of clear 


fluid oozing therefrom. Left pleural surface free from adhesions ; 


right adherent throughout. Left lung partially retracted, pale, 
inelastic, downy; on section, showed a dry, pale surface. Nu- 
merous alveoli, the size of pins’ heads, were made out. Right lung 
partially retracted, dense and doughy; on section, a very moist 
surface was presented, out of which could be expressed a large 


amount of aerated seram. Bronchial mucous membrane showed 


nothing of note. Spleen of usual size, color, and density. On 
section, follicles and trabecule distinct; pulp, usual amount and 
firm. Kidneys usual size and density, pale; capsule detached 
with ease, and left a smooth surface beneath; ratio of cortex to 
medulla normal; on section, the surface was so pale that the dis- 
tinction between tubular regions could not be made out. Bladder 
not remarkable. Stomach, -qsophagus, and intestines showed 
nothing worthy of note. Liver of usual size and density; color, 
more yellow-brown than usual; distinction between central and 
peripheral parts of acini not well made out; gall bladder contained 
about 40 c.c. of thick bile. Bile ducts pervious ; abundant staining 
of intestinal mucous membrane with bile. Aorta normal.

Cidema and aneemia of brain. 
Myxo-lipoma of heart-valve. 
Chronic circumscribed pericarditis. 
Cidema of lung. 
Emphysema of lung. 


On microscopic examination of the brain nothing abnormal was 
discovered. 


No. IV. 
CaSsE OF FOLIE CIRCULAIRE. 


Body large, well developed, much emaciated ; ratio of head to. 
body and of cranium to face apparently normal ; head dolicocepha- 
lic; antero-posterior’ diameter, 186; transverse diameter, 136, 
ratio 71: 100. 

Calvaria thin; nothing unusual observed about it. Dura so 
intimately adherent to calvaria that both had to be removed to- 
gether. Dura somewhat thickened, but neither the external nor ~ 
internal surfaces showed anything worthy of special note; the 
Sinuses contained a moderate amount of fluid blood. 

The pia everywhere thin and delicate, except in that portion 
forming a bridge across the fissures of Sylvius, where it was 
thickened and opaque, but showed no further changes. 

Here and there in the pia were circumscribed collections of clear 
fluid, about the size of filberts. The vessels of the pia contained a 
moderate amount of blood. 

The brain nearly filled the cavity of the skull, and weighed 1,442 
grammes. Escape of considerable clear fluid from the cavity of 
the skull during removal of,the brain. 

The vessels of the base and in the fissure of Sylvius were dis- 
tended with dark blood, which in many places was coagulated 
(post-mortem coagulation). The vessel-walls thin and delicate. 

The lateral ventricles contained each about 10 c.c. clear fluid ; 
ependyma everywhere smooth and shining; choroid plexuses pale, 
contained numerous small cysts, with clear fluid contents. | 
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The ependyma of the third and fourth ventricles showed here 
and there a few warty nodules, giving it, over limited areas, a 
granular appearance. 

- Velum interpositum pale. 

The brain substance in general quite firm; on section, the gray 
cortex of the usual thickness, rather pale. 

White matter very pale, surface moister than usual, puncta 
cruenta few and very small. 

Section of basal ganglia, pons, medulla, and cerebellum showed 
nothing unusual beyond pallor of the parts. 

Pia everywhere readily separable from the brain substance. 

Cord not examined. 

Diaphragm right and left, at fourth rib. 

Pericardium contained about 15 c.c. clear fluid; its surfaces not 
remarkable. 

Heart of the usual size. Left ventricle contracted and empty ; 
right ventricle and auricle moderately distended, with partly coagu- 
lated blood. Aortic valve sufficient. Mitral admitted tips of three 
fingers ; tricuspid, tips of four. Valves and cavities showed noth- 
ing unusual. Muscular substance browner than under normal 
circumstances. . 

Pleural surfaces free from adhesions; pleural cavities contained 
no fluid. . 

Lungs retract but little on removal of sternum; very pale. 
Numerous alveoli, size of pin’s head, to be seen beneath pleura. 
The lungs inelastic, downy ; here and there areas somewhat denser ;' 
on section, surface in general dry and remarkably pale. Here and 
there patches which were moister, and yielded on pressure a small 
amount of aérated fluid. 

Spleen of the usual size, color, and density, showing on section 
nothing worthy of special note. 

' The kidneys of the usual size and color, ee slightly in- 
creased ; capsule detached with ease. 

On section, ratio of cortex to medulla as usual. Distinction be- 
tween regions of straight and of convoluted tubules not so readily 
made out as usual. <A few grayish streaks in cortex. In the 
calyces and pelvis of right kidney were numerous small calculi, of 
a grayish-brown color ; alsoin right ureter and bladder considerable 
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gravel of a similar color. Beyond this the bladder showed noth- 
ing unusual. . 

The cesophagus, stomach, and intestines, showed no appearances 
worthy of note. : . 

The liver slightly reduced in size of a browner color, density not . 
especially altered. On section, the acini somewhat smaller than 
usual, central portions of a brown color. 

Bile ducts pervious. 

Aorta not remarkable.

No. V. 
Case OF MELANCHOLIA. 


Autopsy twenty-one hours after death; body small, much ema- 
ciated ; eyes sunken. 

Ratio of head to body and cranium to face apparently normal ; 
antero-posterior diameter of skull 182 m.m.; transverse, 70 m.m. 

Calvaria of the usual thickness, but the diploétic portion replaced 
by compact bone substance. 

Dura thickened and opaque in patches, more adherent to the bone 
than usual. The sinuses contained partly coagulated blood. Pia 
thin and delicate except along the course of a few of the larger 
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veins, where a slight thickening was to be observed. The muscles 
of the pia contained no fluid ; its vessels, the usual amount of blood. 
_ The brain filled the cavity of the skull, weighed 1,190 grammes, 
and, on careful examination, failed to show in any of its parts a 
variation from the normal. 

The pericardium contained a few c.c. clear fluid. 

The heart somewhat diminished in size, firm, and of a reddish- 
brown color; aortic and pulmonic valves sufficient. Mitral admit- 
ted tips of three fingers ; tricuspid, tips of four. Valves and cavi- , 
ties not remarkable; muscular substance firm, and of a darker 
brown than usual. 

Pleural surfaces, right, free from adhesions; left covered with a 
recent fibrinous false membrane. 

Left lung partially retracted, denser than usual. On section 
showed numerous reddish-gray nodules and on pressure yielded 
many drops of pus and a moderate amount of aérated serum. In 
the lower lobe of the right lung was a firm, homogeneous, dark 
bluish-red (hemorrhagic) nodule, the size of a hen’s egg. (No 
embolus discovered.) The cut surface of the lower lobe yielded, 
on pressure, a moderate amount of aérated fluid. 

Spleen of the usual size, dark in color, density increased. On 
section, pulp firm and of a dark color, follicles and trabecule 
indistinct. 

Kidneys of usual size, density increased, of a dark color. On 
section, ratio of cortex to medulla normal; cortex throughout 
presents a dark, homogeneous surface, in which little or no distinc- 
tion between the regions of straight and convoluted tubules is to 
be made out. 

The mucous membrane of the bladder in the region of the trigo- 
num was thickened, injected, velvety. 

(Esophagus, stomach, and intestines not remarkable. 

The liver somewhat reduced in size, of a dark bluish-red color, 
distinction between the central and peripheral parts of the acini 
being lost. 

The aorta showed in the intima numerous thickened and opaque 
yellow patches. 
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Diagnosis. 
Slight chronic fibrous pachymengitis. 
Brown atrophy of heart. 
Acute fibrinous pleurisy. 
Acute broncho-pneumonia (inhalation.) 
Acute capillary bronchitis. 
Cidema of lungs. 
Passive congestion of spleen, kidneys, and liver. 
Chronic endaortitis. 


Microscopic Examination of Brain. 


In some specimens the vessels of the cortex contained more blood 
corpuscles than usual; in other sections no such increase was 
observed. 

Occasionally in the cortex, more frequently in the white matter 
adjoining the cortex, a moderate degree of round-cell infiltration 
of the adventitia was to be made out, with pigment in the adven- 
titial lymph-space. 

Otherwise nothing abnormal was discovered. 


No. VI. 
Case OF DEMENTIA AFTER APOPLEXY. 


Autopsy eighteen hours post mortem; body medium-sized, well 
developed, well nourished, somewhat emaciated. Lividity of de- 
pendent portions, rigor mortis present. 

Ratio of head to body and cranium to face, apperaeiin normal ; 
nothing unusual about the pericranium or external surface of 
calvaria. 

Antero-posterior diameter of skull, 174 m.m.; transverse, 136 
m.m. 3 

Calvaria of usual thickness, readily separable from dura; dura 
translucent, its external and internal surfaces not remarkable ; 
sinuses contained a small amount of partly coagulated blood. 

Pia opaque and cloudy throughout, but most marked along the 
course of the vessels. 
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Moderate collection of clear fluid in the meshes of the pia. 

The brain nearly, though not quite, filled the cavity of the skull; 
weighed 1,220 grammes. 

The basilar artery showed two small elevated, thickened patches 
in the intima, not more than 2 m.m. in diameter, and not at all 
obstructing the lumen of the vessel. 

The lateral ventricles contained each about 10 c.c. clear fluid ; 
ependyma not unusual. Floorshowed appearances to be described 
in connection with the basal ganglia. 

Brain substance in general quite firm; cortex of usual thickness 
and color. 

Surface of white matter, on section, slightly moist; puncta 
cruenta well marked. 

The basal ganglia showed on external inspection and on section 
the following appearances : — 

The outer, posterior part of the right nucleus lentiformis later- 
ally was softened and of a yellow color; the anterior superficial 
part of the right thalamus opticus showed a similar appearance. 
Marked depression of left thalamus opticus, below floor of ven- 
tricle ; on section the left thalamus showed a connective-tissue cica- 
trix, with much red-brown pigment, involving the upper third of 
thalamus. 

The remaining portions of the brain showed, on section, nothing 
unusual. 

Cord not examined. 

Heart increased in size, particularly in the vertical diameter. 
Left ventricle contracted and empty; right ventricle and auricle 
moderately distended with partly coagulated blood. Aortic and 
pulmonic valves sufficient; mitral tips of three fingers; tricuspid, 
tips of four. Valves and cavities not remarkable. . Walls of left 
ventricle nearly doubled in thickness. 

Left lung retracted, crepitant, several nodules to be felt from 
the outside of lower lobe, which, on section of lung, were found to 
be reddish-gray nodules, denser than the lung substance, and about 
the size of filbert-meats. Right lung but little retracted, the lower 
lobe occupied throughout by nodules like those described in con- 
nection with the left lung. 

Spleen of the usual size and density, of a blue-black (almost 
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coal-black) color. On section, follicles and trabecule indistinct ; 
pulp of the usual amount, but of a black color. Microscopically 
pulp found to contain much black pigment in and outside of cells. 

Kidneys reduced one-half in size, of a red color, much increased 
density. Capsule detached with difficulty, removing portions of 
renal substance with it, and leaving a granular surface beneath. 

On section, cortex much diminished in thickness, showing a gray- 
ish, homogeneous surface, in which distinction between regions of 
straight and convoluted tubules was difficult to make out. Wall 
of the vessels somewhat increased in thickness. 

(Esophagus, stomach, and intestines not remarkable. 

Liver of the usual size; it showed beneath the capsule and in 
the cut surface numerous black, circular areas with a diameter of 
about 3m.m. Microscopically, found to be patches where the liver- 
cells contained much black pigments. 

Aorta showed in the intima numerous elevated patches and 
some ulcers, both containing black pigment.

Case OF DEMENTIA AFTER APOPLEXY. 


Autopsy eighteen hours after death. 

Body large, well developed, well nourished; panniculus adipo- 
sus thick; lividity of dependent portions; rigor mortis present. 
A few superficial cicatrices at the junction of nose and forehead. 
Labiz minore and tissues surrounding the introitus of a grayish- 
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black color, and softened surface showing considerable loss of sub- 
stance and having a foul odor. Ratio of head to body and cranium 


- to face not remarkable. Ant.-post. diam. 181 m.m.; transv., 130 


m.m. Nothing unusual observed about the pericranium or external 
surface of the calvaria. Calvaria of usual thickness; ratio of 
diploe to tables normal. Dura more adherent to bone than usual, 
and somewhat thickened; inner surface of the dura, covering the 
convexities, of a red-brown color, in patches which could not be re- 
moved; sinuses contained a small amount of partly coagulated 
blood. 

Pia everywhere thin and delicate ; its meshes contained a small 
amount of clear fluid. Sulci somewhat wider than usual, convolu- 
tions slightly smaller. Brain nearly filled the cavity of the skull, 
and weighed 1,235 grs. Vessels in the fissures of Sylvius on the. 
left side were here and there thickened circularly and showed some 
opacity of intima; one branch, having a lumen of 1 m.m. in 


diameter, being completely obliterated by an opaque, gray, adherent 


mass. The lateral ventricles contained each about 15 c.c. of clear 
fluid, and were of the usual size; ependyma thickened, granular, 
and warty, most marked on anterior portion. Anterior portion of 
left corpus striatum forming the floor of left ventricle was depressed 
below the level of the surface, and was of a yellowish color; brain 
substance, in general, firm; section of gray cortex showed it to be 
of nearly the usual thickness, but paler than common; surface of 


' the white substance somewhat moist; puncta cruenta small. 


Section of the basal ganglia showed the anterior half of the cor- 
pus striatum occupied by a cavity about 10 m.m. in diameter, with 
clear fluid contents ; the wall of softened brain substance of a brown 
color; posterior half of the left nucleus lentiformis showed a soft 
yellow area of about 5 m.m. in diameter; section of the remaining 
portion of the brain showed nothing unusual; pia everywhere 
separable from brain substance; cord not examined; diaphragm 
on right side at the third rib, on left side third intercostal space ; 
the pericardium contained enough fluid to moisten the surfaces ; heart 
of usual size; all the cavities flaccid, and contained only a small 
amount of partly coagulated blood; aortic valves sufficient ; 
mitral admitted the tips of three, and the tricuspid the tips of four, 
fingers. Valves and cavities not remarkable. 
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Walls of both sides flaccid and of an opaque yellow color in 
streaks and patches, most marked in papillary muscles. 

Pleural surfaces of left lung free from adhesions ; right adherent 
in two or three places by firm bands; lungs retracted, crepitant, 
and showed on section nothing of note; spleen of the usual size, 
color, and decreased density; on section, follicles and trabeculee 
distinct ; pulp softened apparently from decomposition; kidneys of | 
usual size, pale, density decreased ; capsule detached with difficulty 
leaving here and there a granular surface ; external surface mottled 
red and yellow; on section, cortex of usual thickness, showing in 
places opaque yellow patches in streaks, corresponding to the seat 
' of the convoluted tubules; pelvic organs everywhere adherent to 
one another by firm connective tissue bands ; uterus showed. on the 
external surface, numerous projecting nodules, varying in size from 
a filbert-meat to small walnut; on section, several such nodules 
were seen on wall; bladder contained about 15 ¢c.c. of thick, opaque, 
eray-black, foul-smelling fluid; mucous membrane thickened and 
injected, and in some places covered with shreds of false mem- 
brane; cesophagus, stomach, and intestines showed nothing of 
note; liver of usual size, decreased density, and yellowish color ; 
section showed a homogeneous opaque surface, with here and there 
small red points corresponding to the centre of the acini; aorta 
showed in intima several opaque, yellow, elevated patches.

Autopsy nineteen hours after death; body medium size, well 


_ developed, much emaciated; slight lividity of dependent por- 


tions ; rigor mortis present ; ratio of cranium to face, and head to 
body, normal ; ant.-post. diam., 187; trans., 135. - Nothing unusual 
about calvaria; somewhat more adherent than usual to dura, the 


_ latter thickened and opaque along longitudinal sinus. The sinuses 


contained a moderate amount of coagulated blood; brain almost 
filled the cayity of the skull, and weighed 1440 om.; pia showed 
here and there milky opacity ; the meshes contained a small amount 


of clear fluid; vessels at the base and fissure of Sylvius showed 


numerous yellow and thickened patches in the intima, apparently 
not obstructing the lumina; the lateral ventricles contained each 
about 15 ¢c.c. of clear fluid; ventricles dilated one-half; epen- 
dyma showed, here and there, grayish elevations, the size of a pin’s 
head. The fourth ventricle showed nothing unusual ; pericardium 
contained about 5 c.c. of clear fluid; pericardial surface not re- 
markable; heart small; left ventricle contracted and empty ; auri- 
cles and right ventricle moderately distended with soft coagula ; 
aortic and pulmonary valves sufficient ; mitral admitted the tips of 
three, the tricuspid the tips of four, fingers ; valves and cavities not 
remarkable ; muscular substance firm, color red-brown ; coronary 
arteries apparent as convoluted hard tubes, showing in the intima 
numerons opaque yellow masses, in part calcified, in part of a car- 
tilage-like density ; lumen apparently not decreased in diameter ; 
pleural surfaces free from adhesions ; lungs, on removing the ster- 
num, filled the cavity of the chest, pale in color, little crepitant, 
having an inelastic, downy feel. Beneath pleural surfaces could 
be seen numerous alveoli as large as pin’s heads ; section of left lung 
pale and dry, otherwise as usual; section right lung darker red 
color, moist, with here and there grayish, granular nodules about 
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1 c.m. in diameter; bronchial mucous membrane red, injected and 
covered with a layer of puriform fluid ; spleen decreased one-fourth 
in size, pale, density somewhat increased ; on section, follicles and 


trabecule, distinct; pulp small in amount and pale; kidneys re- 


duced one-fourth in size, usual color, density increased; capsule 
detached with difficulty, and left a granular surface beneath ; on sec- 
tion, cortex considerably decreased, cut surface presenting a gray- 
ish, somewhat translucent, appearance; bladder not remarkable ; 
cesophagus and stomach not unusual. The small intestine showed 
numerous recent intussusceptions, peritoneal surfaces being nor- 
mal; liver decreased one-third in size, of a red-brown color, 
slightly increased density. On section, acini smaller than usual, 
central portions distinct as red-brown points; periphery as pale 
lines. Bile ducts pervious; aorta showed on intima several 
opaque yellow patches; splenic artery showed a partly serpentine 
course, with calcification of media.

Occasionally in the cortex, a vessel, showing round-cell infiltra- 
tion of the adventitia, was to be seen, with a small amount of pig- 
ment in the adventitia.

CasE or GENERAL. PARESIS. 


Autopsy ten hours after death; body medium size, well devel- 
oped, somewhat emaciated ; slight lividity of dependent portions ; 
rigor mortis present. Ratio, head to body, and cranium to face, 
apparently normal. Ant.-post., 174; transv., 142. Over angle of 
right scapula, over sacrum, over tendo-Achillis, on either side, was 
a loss of substance in dry, black patches. Calvaria of usual thick- 
ness, readily separable from dura. Dura everywhere translucent, 
inner surface smooth and shining. Sinuses contained a small 
amount of partly coagulated blood. The pia showed throughout a 
slight opacity ; meshes contained considerable clear fluid ; the brain 
did not quite fill the cavity of the skull; weight 1,325 gm. Vessels 
at base and in the fissure of Sylvius everywhere thin and delicate. 
Lateral ventricles contained each about 10 c.c. of clear fluid. 
Cavities slightly enlarged. Ependyma in anterior portions slightly 
granular; ependyma of fourth ventricle very notably granular. 
Velum interpositum, choroid plexuses contained about the usual 
amount of blood. Cortex in the fissure of Rolando on either side 
slightly decreased in thickness and rather pale; elsewhere of 
usual thickness. In the frontal region nnmerous red streaks and 
points, corresponding to the position of the vessels, could be made 
out; white substance of good color, consistency, puncta cruenta 
well marked. Section of cerebellum .and basal ganglia showed 
nothing of note. Pons and medulla not opened, being hardened 
for the microscope. | 

Pia could be separated from the brain substance with ease 
throughout. In pia and cord were a few thin, calcareous plates ; 
otherwise cord showed nothing remarkable. Diaphragm on the 
right side at the fourth rib, on left side at fourth intercostal space. 
Pericardium contained about 15 c.c. clear fluid. Pericardial sur- 
face not unusual. Heart somewhat increased in size in both diam- 
eters. Left ventricle firmly contracted and empty. Right ven- 
tricle and auricle distended with firm, fibrinous coagula. Aortic 
and pulmonic valves sufficient. Mitral admitted the tips of three, 
tricuspid the tips of five, fingers. Valves and cavities not remark- 
able. Wall of left ventricle one-half as thick again as usual. Mus- 
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cular substance throughout firm and of good color. Pleural sur- 
faces on both sides adherent; over middle and lower portions 
were readily torn adhesions. Pleural surfaces were covered with 
a thick layer of recent fibrin. The lungs partially retracted, of a 
dark red-blue color over lower lobes, pale over upper lobes. 
Lower lobes mnch denser than usual, and over lower and right 
upper lobes could be felt numerous nodules varying in size from a 
pea toa walnut. Beneath pleural surfaces many of these nodules 
showed a red centre and an opaque gray-yellow periphery. On 
section, these nodules showed in part a rather firm red central por- 
tion, with a paler opaque yellow border, and in places a softened, 
curdy, gray-black centre with infiltrated dark red lung substance on 
the periphery. Lower lobes contained throughout an excess of 
blood. Bronchial mucous membrane not remarkable. Spleen of 
usual size, color, and density. On section, follicles and trabecule 
distinct pulp form. Kidneys diminished one-third in size, normal 
color, density slightly increased. Capsules detached with diffi- 
culty, leaving a granular surface beneath. Beneath the capsule of 
the right kidney was a cyst the size of a filbert, with clear fluid 
contents. On section, cortex red, diminished about one-fourth in 
thickness. Distinction between regions of cortex not readily 
made out. Bladder contained about 300 c.c. of clear fluid. Vesi- 
cal and prostatic plexuses distended with firm, adherent, obliterat- 
ing thrombi. The left testicle lay upon the brim of the pelvis, 
one-half the size of the right. Oesophagus, stomach, and intestines, — 
together with the liver, not unusual, beyond a black, spongy tumor 
beneath the capsule of the latter. Aortashowed numerous opaque 
yellow patches of intima. In the right common iliac vein, just 
before its junction with the inf. vena cava, was an adherent pale 
thrombus.

Microscopic Examination of the Brain. 


The perivascular spaces in general were considerably enlarged ; 
the vessel lying usually at one side, and showing nearly everywhere 
abundant round-cell infiltration of the adventitia. 

The first and second layers of the cortex were not remarkable ; 
but in the third and fourth layers were to be seen patches large 
enough to fill completely the field of a Zeiss objective C, made up 
of very numerous round cells, a few red blood corpuscles, more or 
less degenerated, imbedded in a connective tissue, which was 
evidently the neuroglia of the part increased in amount. The 
whole represented probably an early stage of insular sclerosis 
originating around vessels. 

The spinal cord in various regions showed no variation from the 


normal appearances.

CASE oF SECONDARY DEMENTIA. 


Autopsy fifteen hours after death. 

Body small, much emaciated; rigor mortis present; gangrenous 
bed-sore over each trochanter and on sacrum; both thighs drawn 
from the right toward the left, semi-flexed upon the abdomen, and 
fixed in that position. 

Ratio of head to body, and of cranium to face, apparently 
normal ; scalp normal; skull, antero-posterior diameter, 178 m.m., 
transverse, 189 m.m. Nothing unusual observed about calvaria, 
which was moderately adherent to dura mater. 

Sinuses contained some small clots, dark in color; a small 
amount of clear fluid escaped from the skull on removing the brain. 
Dura showed nothing unusual; pia showed slight thickening and 
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opacity over the vertex along the course of the vessels; thin and 
transparent over the base. Pia, not adherent to convolutions, con- 
tained some clear fluid in its meshes. ‘The arteries at the base con- 
tained some fluid blood, were partly collapsed, and were quite free 
from disease in their walls, and apparently free from thrombi. 

Brain weighed 1,120 grms.; convolutions small and summits 
flattened, giving to the brain a smooth, even surface. Lateral 
ventricles much distended; about 100 c.m. clear fluid escaping 
when opened. Ependyma of lateral ventricles distinctly granular. 
Choroid plexuses of fateral ventricles and vessels of velum 
interpositum contained a small amount of blood, and ap- 
peared normal. Ependyma of floor of third verticle not examined. 
Fourth ventricle contained a cyst with clear contents, the size of a 
cherry-stone, in the choroid plexus of the right side. Entire 
floor of ventricle granular, even warty in calamus scriptorius. 
White substance of brain on section very moist, and showed 
numerous openings about the size of a pin’s head; this condition 
being most marked in the anterior lobes. The gray cortex in 
places showed a distinct yellowish stratum in its deeper parts. 
The basal ganglia showed the same condition (état criblé) as the 
hemispheres. The convolutions were small, even for a small 
brain. 

The diaphragm situated at the fourth intercostal space on both 
sides. ; 

Lungs but little retracted on opening thorax. Only enough 
fluid in pleural sacs to moisten surfaces. Right lung moderately 
adherent throughout by old adhesions ; two lower lobes felt solid, 
and did not shrink when removed and handled. Section through 
the lung showed in the apex small groups of gray nodules about 
the size of a pin’s head, around the finer bronchial tubes; in the 
lower lobes numerous nodules, varying in size from a pea to a wal- 
nut, of a grayish granular appearance. In places were to be seen 
cavities the size of filberts, with shreddy, grayish-black walls, and 
foul-smelling, puriform contents. The cut bronchioles showed 
here and there drops of pus, and, on cutting them open, the mucous 
membrane was seen injected. A portion of the upper lobe was 
emphysematous. 

Left lung slightly adherent to diaphragm and to the chest-wall for 
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a few square inches by recent false membrane. The visceral pleura 
in this situation was of a dark-brown color, without lustre, and a thin 
layer of fibrine was easily removed. On section, the correspond- 
ing portion of the lung was dark in color, and denser on section 
than normal, and, on opening the pulmonary artery, a firm decolor- 
ized embolus was found filling a tertiary branch of the pulmonary 
artery with a red, adherent, completely obstructing thrombus, ex- 
tending into the finer divisions. The apex of the left lung showed 
the same amount of emphysema and many groups of small nodules 
similar to those described in connection with the right lung. 

The pericardium contained about 15 c.m. of clear fluid; showed 
nothing unusual. 

_ Tricuspid valves admitted three fingers; mitral, two. Right 
auricle contained a moderate amount of blood. Right ventricle 
contained some black coagula and some small, soft, pale clots 
entangled in the trabeculz; also, a post-mortem clot, extending 
into the pulmonary artery. Left ventricle was partly filled with 
dark clots, part of which extended into the aorta. On removing 
clots aortic valves found competent by water test. Lining mem- 
brane and muscular substance of heart normal. Free edge of one 
mitral valve found a little shortened and thickened. Coronary 
vessels pervious. , 

Liver showed nothing unusual beyond an increase of pigment in 
the centres of the acini. Gall-ducts pervious. 

Stomach and intestines presented nothing unusual. 

Spleen normal in size and structure. 

Kidneys reduced one-fourth in size; cortex much thinned. On 
removing capsule the periphery of the cortex was removed in a 


rough layer. 


Uterus retroflexed, otherwise normal. 

Ovaries and vagina presented nothing unusual. 

Vesical and vaginal plexuses filled with firm, dark-red, com- 
pletely obliterating adherent thrombi. 


Microscopic Hxamination. 


Fresh ; brain showed pigmentation of ganglion cells of gray cortex 
and basal ganglia. Considerable free pigment and pigment in the 
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adventitial lymph-sheaths of the gray cortex and cerebellum. No 
evidence of miliary aneurisms discovered. 

Kidney showed several sclerosed glomeruli, a general but moder- 
ate increase in amount of connective tissue ; here and there epithe- 
lium of convoluted tubules contained fat-drops.

Autopsy thirty-four hours after death. Body medium size; well 
developed ; somewhat emaciated ; moderate lividity of dependent 
portions; rigor mortis present; ratio of head to body, and cranium 
to. face, apparently normal. Skull ant. post., 194; transv., 146; 
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calyaria thin, one point over the longitudinal sinus not much 
thicker than paper; dura adherent to skull, everywhere thickened 
and opaque ; internal surface not remarkable; meshes of pia con- 
tained considerable clear fluid; pia thickened and opaque along 
the course of the vessels, and contained considerable dark blood ; 
brain nearly filled the cavity of the skull, and weighed 1,170 gm. 
Vessels at the base and in the fissure of Sylvius contained numer- 
ous opaque, yellow patches; lumen in some places enlarged, and 
apparently nowhere decreased. Lateral ventricles contained each 
about 10 c.c. of clear fluid; ventricular cavities twice the usual 
size; ependyma coarsely granular; choroid plexuses and velum 
interpositum contained a moderate amount of blood; brain sub- 
stance, in general, quite firm; cortex of the usual thickness, except 
in the convolutions just posterior to the fissure of Rolando and the 
ascending parietal, where they were one-third thinner than usual ; 
color good; white matter dry; puncta cruenta usual size and 
number; section of the basal ganglia showed them to be of a purple 
tint, especially marked in the corpus striatum; section of the 
medulla, pons, and cerebellum showed nothing of special note ; 
pia everywhere readily separable from brain substance ; diaphragm 
on the right, at the fourth rib; on the left, at the fourth intercostal 
space; pericardium contained about 16 c.c. of clear fluid; surfaces 
smooth and shining; heart uniformly enlarged in size about one- 
third; left ventricle contracted and empty; right ventricle and 
auricles distended, with coagulated blood; aortic and pul. valves 
sufficient ; mitral admitted the tips of three, and the tricuspid the 
tips of four, fingers; valves and cavities not remarkable; walls of 
left ventricle one-third thicker than usual; muscular substance in 
general of good color, with here and there opaque grayish patches ; 
coronary arteries at points of origin much diminished in lumina, 
remaining portions showing numerous opaque yellow patches; 
lumen free. Pleural surfaces left, free from adhesions; right, ad- 
herent over upper lobe by readily torn adhesions; lungs only partly 
retracted, dense, firm; over posterior parts of right lung, and over 
lower portions of left, of a dark red-blue color. Dense portions on 
section showed either a red-gray or dark-gray surface, somewhat 
granular, with numerous isolated nodules yielding, on pressure, 
small drops of puriform fluid. Bronchial mucous membrane deeply 
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reddened and injected, and covered with puriform fluid; spleen 
not remarkable; kidneys both reduced one-third in size, pale red 
color; density much increased ; capsules detached with some diffi- 
culty, leaving beneath a granular surface. On section, cortex 
reduced one-half in thickness, of an uniform reddish-gray color, 
somewhat translucent in appearance. Bladder distended with 
urine ; cesophagus, stomach, and intestines not remarkable. Aorta 
showed in intima a few opaque yellow patches ; right common 
iliac was dilated, so as to form an ovoid sack, measuring, when 
flattened, about 5 c.m. in length, by 3 c.m. in breadth; left com- 
mon iliac presented a markedly serpentine course.

No. XII. 
CAsE oF EPILEPSY. 


Autopsy twenty-four and a half hours after death. Body, medium 
size, well developed, fairly well nourished; marked lividity of 
dependent portions; rigor mortis present; ant.-post diam. skull, 
187, trans., 135 ; extensive ecchymoses in pericranium over frontal 
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bone ; calvaria varied in thickness from 8 to 12 m.m. ; usual ratio of 
diploé to tables ; dura everywhere translucent ; inner surface, both 
over conyexities and base, showed numerous red, adherent films, 
also in their neighborhood a few small blood-clots lying between the 
dura and pia; sinuses contained each a moderate amount of partly 
coagulated blood; meshes of pia contained a moderate amount of 
clear fluid; veins contained a moderate amount of blood; brain 
nearly filled the cavity of the skull, and weighed 1,325 om.; ves- 
sels at base, and in the fissure of Sylvius, thin and delicate ; lateral 
ventricles contained each about 20 c.c. of clear fluid; ventricles: 
about one-third larger than usual; ependyma of the posterior horn 
of the left lateral ventricle somewhat thickenedand slightly granu- 
lar; fourth ventricle showed nothing remarkable; brain substance, 
in general, quite firm; gray matter throughout of usual thickness 
and of a reddish-gray color, except in anterior regions, where it 
had a slightly purple tint; puncta cruenta well marked and abun- 
dant; section of basal ganglia, pons, medulla, and cerebellum 
showed nothing of note; pia everywhere readily separable from 
brain substance ; diaphragm at fourth intercostal space on the right, 
fourth rib on the left; pericardium contained about 10 c.c. of clear 
fluid ; right ventricle somewhat flaccid, contained no blood ; auricles 
contained a moderate amount of blood; left ventricle contracted 
and empty; rest of heart showed nothing of special note; pleural 
surfaces free from adhesions; pleural cavities empty; lungs only 
partly retracted ; lower lobes of both lungs throughout and posterior 
half of upper right lobe were non-retracted and non-crepitant, of a 
dark bluish color, and showed on section a velvety, uniform, dark 
bluish surface, with here and there grayish granular nodules, vary- 
ing in size from a pea to a filbert; bronchial mucous membrane of 
both lungs in lower portions reddened and injected, with here and 
there puriform fluid ; spleen not remarkable ; kidneys of usual size, 
color, and density ; capsules detached with some difficulty, leaving a 
granular surface beneath, also a few small cysts beneath capsule, 
otherwise not remarkable; bladder not unusual; urethral orifice of 


a dark reddish-blue color, showing a slight loss of substance ; vagina 


covered with a thick, opaque, yellow, foul-smelling material, mucous 
membrane beneath thickened and velvety ; uterus enlarged by the 
presence of numerous dense nodules, varying in size from a large 
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pea to a horse-chestnut, one in the sub-mucous tissue sessile 6 m.m. » 
square ; mucuous membrane thickened, injected, velvety ; ovaries 
atrophied ; cesophagus, stomach, and intestines showed nothing re- 
markable; liver also not remarkable. 


Diagnosis. 


Chronic internal hemorrhagic pachymeningitis, with hemorrhage 
into the space between the dura and pia. 

Slight oedema of the pia. 

Slight ependymitis. 

Acute broncho-pneumonia. 

Fibro-myomata of uterus. 

Chronic vaginitis. 

Erosion of mucous membrane of meatus. 


Microscopic Examination of Brain. 


4 Pia slightly thickened from increase of connective-tissue fibres. 
Cortex: First layer showed a finely fibrous mesh, well-marked 
in the outer portion of first layer with a few spider-cells. 
No changes in the vessels observed in any portion of tbe brain. 


No. XIII. 
CASE OF SECONDARY DEMENTIA. 


Autopsy nineteen hours after death. 

Body large, well developed, well nourished ; lividity of depen- 
dent portions ; rigor mortis present. 

Skull, antero-posterior diameter, 180 c.m.; transverse, 140 
e.m. The inner surface of the calvaria on the right frontal bone 
near the median line, anteriorly to the coronal suture, showed an 
elevated patch, 2 c.m. square, and two rounded elevations a little 
smaller than two dried peas. 

Dura everywhere translucent. 

Sinuses contain dark, soft coagula. 

Pia thin and delicate; meshes contain a small amount of clear 
fluid. | 

Brain filled the cavity of the skull; weight, 1,420 grams. 
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Walls of the vessels at the base and in the fissure of Sylvius every- 
where thin; vessels not remarkable. Brain subatance, in general, 
quite firm. Cortex of usual thickness, and of a pale, reddish-gray 
color. White substance firm; puncta cruenta well marked. 
Section of basal ganglia, pons, medulla, and cerebellum showed 
nothing worthy of note. 

Pia everywhere readily separable from the brain substance. 

Diaphragm on the right extended to the fourth rib, on the left to 


the fourth intercostal space. 


Pericardium contained about 50 ¢.c. of clear fine well-marked 
milk-spot on the anterior surface. 

Heart of usual size. Left ventricle contracted and empty ; both 
auricles and right ventricle distended with firm, fibrinous coagula 
and a small amount of dark fluid blood. The mitral valve admit- 
ted the tips of three fingers, the tricuspid the tips of four. The 
valves, cavities, and muscular substance showed nothing re- 
markable. 

The transverse and descending portions of the arch of the aorta 
were occupied by a sac of the size of a large closed fist, with thin 
walls, the inner surface lined with laminated thrombi about 5 m.m. 
thick. The anterior surface was adherent to the first sezment of 
the sternum, the bone beneath having a spongy appearance. No 
evidence of pressure on the cesophagus or trachea. 

Pleurze, on the left, adherent throughout by old and firm adhe- 
sions ; on the right, adherent over the apex. 

Lungs, both partly retracted, red in color, density much in- 
creased, although everywhere slight crepitation could be felt. On 


section, the left lung showed, at the apex, a firm, fibrous nodule 


about the size of a filbert ; the lower portion of the lower lobe was 
dense, firm, and inelastic, with numerous slaty-gray lines following 
the course of the vessels; the surface, generally, was slightly 
moist, and yielded, on pressure, a moderate amount of aérated 
fluid. ‘The right lung presented the same features as regards 
density and crepitation, but was darker in color, and showed, on 
section, a moist surface, yielding, on pressure, a large amount of 
aérated fluid. 

The trachea and large and medium-sized bronchi contained a 
large amount of muco-purulent fluid. The mucous membrane was 
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injected and reddened. Many smaller bronchi, 2-3 m.m. in diame- 
ter, showed, on section, the presence of the same material. 

Spleen slightly enlarged, of the usual color and density. Cap- 
sule thickened and opaque in patches. On section, follicles and 
trabecule distinct, pulp slightly increased in amount and quite 
firm. . 

Kidneys of usual size, increased density, and of a dark bluish 
color. On section, the cut surface presented a uniform dark reddish- 
blue surface, in which no distinction between the various regions 
could be made out. 

Bladder not remarkable. 

CHsophagus, stomach, and intestines not unusual except fora 
hemorrhagic erosions in the stomach. 

Liver of usual size and density, color a dark reddiais blue. On 
section, the cut surface was also of a dark reddish-blue. 

Aorta showed throughout numerous opaque yellow, elevated 
patches.

Internal exostosis of the skull. 
Chronic adhesive pleurisy. 
Circumscribed chronic interstitial pneumonia. 
Cidema of the lungs. . 
Acute bronchitis. 
Chronic peripleuritis.

Partial erosion of the sternum. 


The microscopic examination of the brain failed to show any 
variation from the normal. 


No. XIV. 
Case oF TuMoR OF THE BRAIN. 


Autopsy sixteen hours after death. Showed body small and 
poorly developed, and somewhat emaciated ; rigor mortis present ; 
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skull measured antero-posteriorly 177 m.m., transversely, 139 m.m. ; 
calvaria measured in thickness 1} m.m., except along the longi- 
tudinal sinus where it was 5 m.m.; inner portion of the skull 
showed an irregular surface of a dark purple color, the inner table 
being everywhere absorbed and diploé exposed ; longitudinal sinus 
contained a small amount of partly coagulated blood; external 
surface of dura mater showed marked vascularity and a somewhat 
ragged surface; inner, nothing unusual. Brain completely filled 
the cavity of the skull, with flattened convolutions and obliterated 
sulci, as if it had been subjected to great pressure from within ; it 
weighed 1,605 gm.; pia mater pale and dry. Vessels showed 
nothing remarkable; the lateral ventricles contained each, by esti- 
mate, 75 c.c. clear fluid; ependyma everywhere smooth and shin- 
ing ; choroid plexuses pale ; the region of the corpora quadrigemina 
and the pineal gland was occupied by a globular, soft, reddish-gray 
mass, measuring nearly 3 c.m. in its longest dimensions; it ex- 
tended to, but apparently did not involve, the corpora geniculata ; 
over it lay the velum interpositum and the vene galeni, much 
stretched. On section the tumor showed the same reddish-gray 
basis-substance with numerous red specks and streaks, evidently 
blood-vessels. To the left of the middle sagittal line of the 


_. tumor were three or four pearly-white bodies, varying in size from 


a large pin’s head to a filbert-meat, showing a concentric, lami- 
nated structure. No trace of the pineal gland or anterior corpora 
quadrigemina could be made out. Of the posterior corpora quad- 
rigemina only a layer about 2 m.m. thick remained on the pos- 
terior surface of the tumor. ‘The fourth ventricle showed nothing 
remarkable ; the brain substance was, in general, firm ; cortex of the 
usual thickness and of good color; white substance normal; sec- 
tion of the basal ganglia, pons, medulla, and cerebellum showed 
nothing of note, except that a nipple of the latter had been forced 
down into the cavity of the cord; between the periosteum of the 
canal and the dura, extending from the foramen magnum along the 


‘cervical cord, was a considerable quantity of dark, firmly coagu- 


lated adherent clot; otherwise, the cord and membranes were nor- 
mal. Diaphragm reached the third intercostal space on the right 
and fourth on the left; pericardium contained fluid enough to 
moisten the surfaces. 
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Heart small; right ventricle and auricle distended with dark 
fluid blood; left ventricle contracted and empty; aortic and pul- 
monary valves sufficient ; mitral admitted tips of three fingers, the 
tricuspid of four; heart substance normal. 

Lungs, no adhesions; left lung partially retracted, pale, and 
crepitant; upper lobe dark in color; over lower lobe numerous 
nodules, the size of peas; on section these were gray and granular ; 
bronchial mucous membrane reddened and injected, and covered 
with bloody mucus; pleural surface of right lower lobe covered 
with a layer of thin, fibrinous false membrane ; lobe non-retracting 
and non-crepitant ; section showed areddish-gray granular surface, 
with lobular divisions well-marked; bronchial mucous membrane 
as in left lung. 

Spleen, kidneys, and liver small, but normal; intestines normal, 
with tarry contents; aorta thin and elastic. 


Diagnosis. 

Diffuse atrophy of skull. 

Chronic internal hydrocephalus. 

Tumor (vascular sarcoma) of velum interpositum. 

Hemorrhage into space between dura mater and periosteum of 
vertebral canal. 

Acute fibrinous pleurisy. 

Acute broncho-pneumonia. 

Hypoplastic aorta. 


Microscopic examination of the tumor showed varying appear- 
ances. In parts it was made up wholly of very numerous small 
round cells, imbedded in a delicate connective-tissue mesh, and 
abundantly supplied with blood-vessels. Other parts showed a 
distinct alveolar structure, the spaces being filled with nests of 
medium-sized, irregular, rather plump cells. In patches these 
cells were seen lying flattened against one another in clumps. 
The pearly nodules were made up of pale, glistening, thin, homo- 
geneous scales concentrically arranged. 

Diagnosis of tumor: Vascula sarcoma, with cholesteatomatous 
portions, growing probably from the velum interpositum. 

Microscopic examination of brain and cord: Nothing abnormal

FINE AND Costs. 


The amount received in payment of fine and costs for the 
past year is $548.92, and this sum has been handed over to 
the County Treasurer. 


DISCIPLINE AND Foop. 


Under this heading no change is to be reported. While 
there has been the infliction of punishment, whenever it was 
found necessary to keep up the discipline of the prison, it has 
always been administered impartially and uniformly. 

In the matter of food the closest economy has been studied, 
while, at the same time, the food supplied has always been 
sufficient in quantity, clean and wholesome and properly pre- 
pared. The health of the prisoners, and the average increase 
of weight, as shown by the tables on a previous page, afford 
, sufficient evidence that there has been nothing to complain 
of in this respect. 
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Work. 

Every person in the institution who is able to work has 
been fully employed during the year. The sewing-machines 
have been running all the time on work, giving a fair profit. 
This compares favorably with former reports, as is shown in 
the fact that the income from work has considerably increased 
over that of last year. The short-sentenced men have, as 
usual, been employed in the gardens, and at such work about 
the yards as could be made available. The female prisoners 
have been employed in the laundry, in mending prison gar- 
ments, and domestics in the officers’ department. 


Gas—W oRKS. 


Nothing new is to be reported in this quarter. The works 
are in good condition, and have needed only such ordinary 
repairs as become necessary from day to day in the wear and 
tear of retorts, etc. A sufficient supply of gas of good 
quality is produced at about the same cost as in former 
years. 


BUILDINGS AND REPAIRS. 


‘During the past year no new buildings have been erected, 
nor has any more than the ordinary outlay been demanded 
for repairs of the old buildings. 

The new residence for the master was occupied on the 14th 
of May, and since then the grounds around the building have 
been graded and sodded, and neatly laid out, so as to pre- 
sent quite an attractive view from the street; the house is 
exceedingly comfortable in every respect, and is a great im- 
provement over the old residence. 


Prison ACCOMMODATIONS. 


These remain as previously reported. The number of 
prisoners has not varied much during the year, and there has 
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been enough cell-room in the eastern and western wings to 
accommodate all the male prisoners. 


HEALTH. 


The sanitary condition of the prison has been uniformly 
good during the year past. There have been no epidemic 
diseases, and though it cannot be said, as in last year’s re- 
port, that there was no death to record, it can truly be said 
that the death-list will compare favorably with that of many 
previous years.

RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


The Protestant and Catholic services have been continued 
regularly as usual. The Rev. Joseph H. Clinch, D.D., 
whose health has been failing for some time, and who was 
obliged for several months to employ a substitute, resigned 
his position as Chaplain on the Ist of September. He was 
appointed in May, 1860. : 

Services in the chapel, however, were not interrupted by 
the resignation of Dr. Clinch, and on the 21st of December 
Jonas B. Clarke, M.A. received the appointment, and at 
once entered upon his duties. Mr. Clarke gives general 
satisfaction, and discharges the duties of his office zealously 
and faithfully. 
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LIBRARY. 


No additions by purchase have been made to the library | 
during the year, but the friends of prisoners continue to send 
in books, which, after they are read by the person to whom 
the are sent, are added to the library, for general use. Those 
of the prisoners who are able to read esteem it a great privi- 
lege to enjoy the use of the books; and, inasmuch as good 
reading improves the mind and keeps it in healthful occupa- 
tion, I think the money which is appropriated to this object 
is well spent. 


PIGGERY. 


No change to be reported. The prison and the officers’ 
table are amply supplied with all the pork that is required, 
and we are occasionally able to send a few carcasses to 
market. 


GARDENS. 


Most of the prisoners under short sentences, and those who 
are detained for the payment of fines and costs, are employed 
in the gardens. Abundant supplies of all garden vegetables, 
with the exception of potatoes, are furnished by our two 
gardens to meet the demands of the institution. 


CONCLUSION. 


Little of importance has to be reported. Everything has 
been working smoothly and without friction. It gives me 
great pleasure, at the close of another year, to be able again 
to report that it has passed pleasantly and quietly. All the 
departments of the institution have been in successful opera- 
tion. 

The different officers have all discharged their duties 
efficiently and faithfully, without jarring or discord. My 
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earnest and sincere thanks are hereby tendered to every 
member of the Board, all of whom have shown much in- 
terest in the working and welfare of the institution; but 
especially am I indebted to our excellent President for his 
uniform interest and care, for his promptness and energy 
when anything has occurred to call for his action, and for his 
kind and courteous assistance to me in my endeavors to 
discharge my responsible duties faithfully.

There have been discharged 276, 124 of whom have been 
placed in homes provided for them, the majority in the coun- 
try. Of this number 108 still remain in their homes, and are 
reported doing well. 

Adding to this number the 254 who have been previously 
placed in homes, we have a total of 378 who have been 
provided for in this manner. 

The general health of the children has been good. 

There has been no epidemic, and, with few exceptions, no 
serious sickness. 

Four have died: Frank Barker, age 6 years, died August 
9, from pneumonia. He was taken about 10 o’clock in the 
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morning, and only lived about fifteen hours. Catherine Mur- 
ray, age 14 years, was admitted July 12; went immediately 
to the hospital, where she died, September 30, of consumption. 

Frank Rigginback, age 10 years, died, December 23, of 
tuberculosis. He had been feeble a long time, and his death 
was a matter of no surprise. Joseph George, age 8 years, 
died, December 31, of pneumonia. 

Frank Barker was buried at the expense of the institution ; 
the other three were taken by friends for burial. 

The hospital departments remain under the efficient man- — 
agement of Dr. O. F. Rogers. 

The schools have been generally in good working 
condition. Two changes in the teachers in the boys’ depart- 
ment have taken place: Miss Mary Paul, teacher of the 
second primary school, resigned July 17, and was succeeded 
by Miss Emma McCarthy. 

Miss Mina A. Steadman resigned January 17, and was 
succeeded by Miss Alice M. Crowell. 

When we consider the frequent changes that take place 
in the schools, that some of the schools have not one scholar 
that was there a year ago, and others but a few, and the 
newly admitted ones very small, we feel that our schools 
have made a most creditable advancement. 

Our annual examination took place April 15, by the 
committee on schools, Messrs. Pease, O’Neil, and White, 
President Whiting and Directors Caton, Parker, and 
Pray. 

The religious services have continued in form as during 
the past years. Catholic service and Sabbath-school in the 
forenoon by Rev. Father Costin, of Boston College. Protes- 
tant service and Sabbath-school in the afternoon by the Rey. 
D. W. Waldron, of the City Missionary Society. 

The land transferred to us by the City Government has 
been partially graded and sown with grass-seed ; the balance 
will be completed early in the season. 
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Such repairs as were necessary to keep the institution in 
good running order have been made. 

I would call the attention of the Board to the laundry, 
which is too small and inconveniently located for the large 
amount of labor necessary to be performed in it. 

Weare indebted to the managers of Forepaugh’s circus, for 
free admission for the entire school; to the City Council 
Committee on Fourth of July Celebration, for an amusing 
entertainment ; to the managers of the N. E. Mechanics’ Fair, 
for free admission to theirexhibition ; to L. Prang & Co., for 
Christmas cards ; to Rev. D. W. Waldron, for Christmas and 
Easter cards ; also for an interesting entertamment by Prof. 
Mohr; to Mr. L. W. Burlen, for an interesting and amusing 
entertainment on the evening of school examination. | 

The teachers, officers, and matrons have performed their ~ 
duties in a satisfactory manner, and I take this occasion to 
express my appreciation of their faithfulness. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank the members of the Board 
for the many courtesies received from them, and especially 
President Whiting for his advice and counsel so kindly given 
at all times. ree.

The Institution is fast becoming an old woman’s infirmary. 
The numbers increase every year, but the number of women 
that are able to work grow less every year. The past year 
there has been more than one-third of the inmates unable 
to go to the dining-room for their meals. 

There has been an average of 60 or more sick in the 
hospital Although the number of sick has been very large, 
the death-rate has been quite small, considering the condi- 
tion and large number of old feeble women we have to 
take care of. The number of deaths has been 33 the past 
year. The hospital remains under the efficient management 
of Dr, Orville F. Rogers, and his accompanying report will 
give full particulars in regard to the hospital department. 

A new hospital is very much needed, as the present one 
is decidedly too small to accommodate the large number of 
sick that we have; besides, we need the room for dormitories 
for the well ones. Religious services have been conducted 
here as usual under the directions of Rev. D. W. Waldron, 
and Rey. Father McGuinnis, of St. Thomas’ Church, of 
Jamaica Plains. 

We wish to return thanks to Rev. D. W. Waldron, for 
Christmas and Easter cards, also an amusing entertainment, 
which pleased the inmates very much; to Messrs. L. Prang 
& Co., for a large assortment of chromos and Christmas 
cards.

Owing to the dry season last year the farm crops were 
somewhat reduced, especially the fodder corn crop, al- 
though the ensilage held out until the 23d of April. 

The Park Commissioners allowed us to plant a few acres 
of potatoes and fodder corn, if we would seed the land down 
to grass in the fall, and we also cut considerable hay on the 
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park lands, so that we have had plenty of hay and fodder to 
keep our cows without having to buy.

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I desire to call attention to the need of increased accoin- 


modations for the sick. 


In the early days of the Institution about ten per cent. of 
the inmates were sick in hospital, and a ward of 9 beds 
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sufficed ; now 70 people, or more than 30 per cent., demand 
hospital treatment. 

To accommodate them the Institution offers a hospital of a 
capacity of 22 beds. ‘Twenty-two of the sickest are treated 
here, the rest in dormitories imperfectly arranged and fur- 
nished for this purpose, and poorly ventilated. 

There are always among the sick a number suffering from 
loathsome, offensive, or infectious diseases, also those who 
from dementia or other causes are filthy and noisy. There 
is no place in which to'isolate these cases, and, in consequence, 
it not unfrequently happens that for prolonged periods the 
senses of eight or ten people are assaulted by horrid sights 
and sounds, and at intervals by dreadful, odors, which 
seriously disturb their peace and rest by day and by night. 

The dormitories and wards of the hospital ought, at vary- 
ing periods, depending upon the degree of crowding and the 
uses to which they are put, to be vacated, cleaned, and dis- 
infected. Owing to the crowded state of the Institution, I 
have not for several years known the time when any save the 
smallest wards could be thus treated. 

I believe that the undue amount of erysipelas observed 
here during the past few years is to be attributed to this ~ 
cause. , 

Each year I see a progressive deterioration in the physical 
condition of those admitted, a very large proportion being 
the victims of chronic and incurable diseases. 

The large hospitals of the city are constantly discharging 
patients of this class, oftentimes with the advice to apply to 
this Institution for further care and treatment. 

My experience teaches me that able-bodied female paupers 
are exceedingly rare at this almshouse in fairly prosperous 
times. In other words, in a vast majority of cases, it is 
bodily infirmity that brings the female poor to this place. 

Hence it follows that this Institution is not simply a place. 
where able-bodied paupers are lodged and fed, but in very 
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large degree it is a hospital for those chronically and incur- 
ably diseased. This fact should be the controlling factor 
in determining the future administration policy of the Insti- 
tution, and the direction in which its shall grow. 

I wish to state with emphasis that, in my opinion, the 
Institution is overcrowded, and that there is urgent need of 
more and better hospital accommodations, 

I desire to acknowledge my great obligation to you for 
the cordial support you have rendered me in the performance 
of my duties.

The want of proper heating facilities has caused some of 
the rooms to be over-crowded, as the number has been much 
larger the past year than ever before, an increase of forty- 
six inmates over last year, but the capacity can be increased by 
the expenditure of a small sum of money in finishing the attic. 

During the past year the “old crazy house,” so called, 
has been remodelled. A nice airy dormitory has been fitted 
up, which is occupied by the men, and brings them together — 
in the west wing of the Institution. Some floors that were 
badly worn have been relaid. 

The wooden tubs in the laundry have been replaced by 
soapstone, which greatly improves the looks as well as the 
facilities for washing. As I mentioned in last year’s report, 
better bathing facilities and modern water-closets are very 
much needed. Each inmate, if able, is required to bathe every 
week. There being but two bathing tubs, and a limited sup- 
ply of hot water, with the large amount consumed for Insti- 
tution purposes, makes some of the inmates try and avoid a 
bath if they possibly can. 

I would recommend a water-closet of some kind on the 
upper floors. . 

The introduction of steam would lessen the present danger 
from fire, as there are twenty-five stoves in use during the 
cold months, much care is required in looking after them. 
Other improvements are needed. <A_ special appropriation 
should be made for them, as our regular appropriation does 
not admit of the expenditure of much money for improve- 
ments. If the increase the coming year is in proportion to 
the past one, we shall need the amount called for this year 
for the necessary every-day expenses. ‘The general health 
of the inmates has been good, considering their age and 
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former habits, some bring very near death on entering. 
There have .been fifteen deaths from various causes, nine 
males and six females. The matrons have attended to their 
duties faithfully. The inmates are treated kindly and 
humanely, and are also well fed and clothed. The Young 
Men’s Christian Association, and their friends from the 
various churches of Charlestown, continue to visit us for 
religious worship; also to distribute books and papers. 
Some Sabbaths a large number of ladies and gentlemen favor 
us with their presence. We enjoy their exercises, and look 
forward to their coming with pleasure. Those who so 
desire attend church at Charlestown. The Rev. Father 
J. EK. Keyes, of St. Francis de Sales Church, frequently 
visits the Institution, consoles the sick, and attends to the 


spiritual wants of those who desire his services. Dr. R. W. | 


Sprague, who succeeded Dr. E. J. Forster, last June, as 
visiting physician, has proved himself competent and worthy 
of the trust: his courteous manner, and attention to the 
duties required of him, have won the respect and confidence 
of us all. Accompanying this is his report to me. 

We wish to make grateful acknowledgments to friends 
for kind favors during the past year, and would mention Mr. 
Marcellas Carpenter, the harmonica soloist, and the Rev. 
Father Keyes, who presented each inmate with a Christmas 
gift ; also other friends, whom I cannot call by name, for their 
music and entertainment on Christmas afternoon,—all of 
which was joyfully received and appreciated. 

To you, gentlemen, of the Board of Directors, I wish to ac- 
knowledge my appreciation for the kindness received from 
you, both individually and collectively, and to the president, 
Mr. Whiting, who is ever ready to advise for the best inter- 
est of the Institution.

To James R. Gerrisu, Superintendent Charlestown District 
Almshouse: — 


Sir, —I herewith submit my annual report, as visiting 
physician to the Institution under your charge, for the year 
ending April 30, 1884 : — 


The health of the inmates, considering the large increase in 
the number during the past year, their age and condition 
upon entrance, has been generally good. 

A few acute cases have occurred, but no epidemic has pre- 
vailed. 

Consumption, bronchitis, rheumatism, valvular disease of 
the heart, and other chronic complaints, such as are usually 
common among people of an advanced age, have been the 
ailments in a majority of cases. 

There were 15 deaths (9 of males, and 6 of females), from 
the following causes: Consumption, 5; paralysis, 3; pneu- 
monia, 2; senility, 2; heart disease, 2; apoplexy, 1. 

Among the improvements which I wish to recommend, to 
promote the health and comfort of the inmates, are the intzo- 


duction of steam for heating purposes, improved bathing 


facilities, and modern water-closets. 

I cannot close my report without expressing my apprecia- 
tion of the prompt and careful manner in which you have 
carried out all of my suggestions ; also of the uniform courtesy 
of Mrs. Gerrish and the efficiency of the matrons, whose at- 
tention and kindness to the patients under my care deserve 
recognition.

CONCERNING 


HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-four. 
AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Be tt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as ‘follows : — 


Srction 1. Every hawker or peddler exposing for sale, 
or selling any of the articles enumerated in Section one of 
Chapter sixty-eight of the Public Statutes, shall record his 
name with the Board of Health, who shall assign him a 
number. 

Secor. 2. The said articles shall be so carried and con- 
veyed that they shall not tend to injure or annoy the public 
health or comfort, and only in vehicles or receptacles which 
do not leak. | 

SEcor. 3. Every such vehicle or receptacle shall have the 
name and number of the person selling painted thereon in 
letters and figures at least two inches in size, shall be kept 
neat and clean within and without, and shall be submitted to 
the inspection of the Board of Health the first Monday in 
each month, at the City Stables in North Grove street. 

Sect. 4. No person so exposing for sale, or selling said 
articles, shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the peace 
and comfort of the inhabitants of the city. 

Sror. 5. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars. 

Secor. 6. Chapter nineteen of the ordinances of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-three is hereby repealed.

SETTLEMENT WITH SURETIES OF CHARLES 
H. DENNIE, LATE CITY TREASURER. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, May 19, 1884, 


The Committee on the Treasury Department, to whom was 
referred the petition of Alonzo Andrews and others relating 
to claims of the city against them as sureties on certain 
bonds of Charles H, Dennie, ex-city treasurer, have consid- 
ered the same, and present the following 


REPORT : 


In January, 1875, Charles H. Dennie was appointed city 
and county treasurer and collector of taxes pro tem., to fill a 
vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Tracy, and under this 
appointment he gave the bond for $50,000, dated Jan. 18, 
1875, first referred to in the petition. Upon the separation 
of the offices of city collector and city treasurer, by Chapter 
176 of the Statutes of 1875, Mr. Dennie was elected city 
treasurer, and continued in that office, by successive elections, 
until July 15,1881. In compliance with the statutes and ordi- 
nances then in force (Gen. Sts., Ch. 18, Sect. 54; Statutes 
and Ordinances, p. 313), he gave the other three bonds on 
the dates, and for the amounts, named in the petition, the 
condition (which is substantially the same in each) being 


gt oe to be 
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that “he shall well and faithfully take charge of all sums of 
money which may come to his hands belonging to said City 
of Boston in said County of Suffolk, and shall pay over and 
account for the same, according to the order of said city, and 
of the officers duly authorized in that behalf, and shall, in all 
other respects, well and faithfully discharge the several duties 
of said office of city treasurer and county treasurer as 
aforesaid, during such time and times as he shall continue 
in office.” 

In October, 1880, a deficiency of $89,242.24 was raands in 
the funds for which Mr. Dennie was accountable. The his- 
tory of this deficiency, so far as ascertained, is fully stated 
in City Document No. 126 of 1880, and is so well known to 
the City Council that it is unnecessary to recite it in this 
report. 

-The City Council, by an order approved Dec. 4, 1880, 
notified Mr. Dennie forthwith to make good the deficiency 
existing in his accounts. ‘To this call no response was made, 
and, pursuant to a subsequent order of the City Council, 
suits were brought by the Law Department upon the several 
bonds. 

We are informed by the corporation counsel that the suit 
upon the bond dated Nov. 26, 1877, was reached in the 
Supreme Court, and a trial by jury upon the question 
whether there had been a breach of the conditions of the 
bond having been waived by the defendant, the court found 
for the plaintiff, subject to certain exceptions taken by the 
defendant, and appointed an auditor to find the amount due. 

The suits upon the bonds dated Aug. 2, 1875, and July 
In; 1876, were brought in the Superior Court, and, being 
reached in April, the court, by agreement, found for the 
plaintiff, as in the earlier case. These cases will also have to 
go to an auditor, and then, in case of dissatisfaction with the 
findings of the auditor, will come back for final trial before 
judge or jury, as the defendants may elect, upon the question 
of the amount for which the city will be entitled to take out 
execution. The remaining case, upon the bond given under 
Mr. Dennie’s pro tempore appointment in 1875, will probably 
await the trial or settlement of the other cases. 

The petition contains three requests: First, “to be in- 
formed of the amount we (the petitioners) are in equity and 
good conscience respectively called upon to pay”; second, 
“that some proper committee or officer of said city be au- 
thorized to inform us of the amount of the claims upon all the 
above-named bonds ” ; and, third, that some proper committee 
or officer be authorized, “if any (claims) exist, to make full 
settlement of the same with all parties thereon.”

In view of the cases in court the committee have asked the 
corporation counsel to consider the petition, and answer any 
of the requests contained in it, so far as he might be able 
without prejudice to the interests of the city. To this he 
replies as follows : — 


To the first request of the petition I have merely to suggest that, in 
a suit upon a bond where there are several sureties, it is not usual for 
the plaintiff to undertake to apportion the liability among the sureties ; 
nor, where he has several bonds covering the whole, or a part of the 
same liability, will he attempt to apportion the liability among the 
several bonds. With ordinary discretion he will not scatter his fire in 
that way. In the present matter, as the amount of the deficiency exceeds 
the liability assumed by any one of the sureties, the city claims the right 
to hold each surety for the sum set against his name in the bond signed 
by him, and may elect to pursue the remedies upon one or all of the 
bonds and against one or all of the sureties. At present it is pro- 
ceeding against all. By and by, in due course of law, it will naturally 
avail itself of that suit which shall reach final judgment first. If that 
fails to satisfy, it will look to the next to supply any deficiency. At 
present the city should not elect which of the sureties it will rely upon. 

To the second request, ‘‘ that some proper committee or officer be 
authorized to inform us (the petitioners) of the amount of the claims 
upon all the above-named bonds,” there can be no objection to stating 
what is so apparent, namely, that the amount of the claim upon all the 
bonds is the amount of the deficiency, $89,242.24, with interest from 
December, 1880. 

The last request presents a question entirely within the discretion of 
the City Council, and I do not know that I can add anything that 
would aid the committee upon it. Looking at the matter solely in its 
legal aspect, I do not see how the claim of the city can be defeated. 
The attempt to-make a distinction between the deficiency in the treasury 
and in the sinking-funds has not, in my opinion, a shadow of foundation 
to rest upon. The deficiency was first created in the treasury-chest by 
the thefts of Woodward, and it cannot alter the case that Woodward 
used the opportunity, which was given him by means of the blank checks 
signed by Mr. Dennie, to steal the credit of the sinking-funds to conceal 
the original defalcation. 

Whether there are equities which should entitle Mr. Dennie and his 
bondsmen to entire or partial relief is a question solely for the City 
Council to determine.

The above statement covers all but the request of the peti- 
tioners that some proper committee or officer be authorized 
to make settlement of the claims of the city. We have 
heard the petitioners, some of them in person and others by 
able counsel, several times ; but they have declined to make 
any definite proposition for a settlement, on the ground that 
an offer publicly made and rejected might prejudice their 
case in court. ‘The committee are of opinion that much liti- 
gation might be avoided, and a settlement which should be 
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satisfactory to the city effected, if some committee were 
given full authority to settle the city’s claims upon such 
terms as should seem to them to be for the best interests of 
the city. They therefore recommend that action to that end 
be taken by the City Council.

‘H. DENNIE, LATE CITY TREASURER. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, May 19, 1884. 


The Committee on the Treasury Department, to whom was 
referred the petition of Alonzo Andrews and others relating 
to claims of the city against them as sureties on certain 
bonds of Charles H. Dennie, ex-city treasurer, have consid- 
ered the same, and present the following 


REPORT: 


am 

In January, 1875, Charles H. Dennie was appointed city 
and county treasurer and collector of taxes pro tem., to fill a 
vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Tracy, and under this 
appointment he gave the bond for $50,000, dated Jan. 18, 
1875, first referred to in the petition. Upon the separation 
of the offices of city collector and city treasurer, by Chapter 
176 of the Statutes of 1875, Mr. Dennie was elected city 
treasurer, and continued in that office, by successive elections, 
until July 15,1881. In compliance with the statutes and ordi- 
nances then in force (Gen. Sts., Ch. 18, Sect. 54; Statutes 
and Ordinances, p. 313), he gave the other three bonds on 
the dates, and for the amounts, named in the petition, the 
condition (which is substantially the same in each) being 
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that,“ he shall well and faithfully take charge of all sums of 
money which may come to his hands belonging to said City 
of Boston in said County of Suffolk, and shall pay over and 
account for the same, according to the order of said city, and 
of the officers duly authorized in that behalf, and shall, in all 
other respects, well and faithfully discharge the several duties 
of said office of city treasurer and county treasurer as 
aforesaid, during such time and times as he shall continue 
in: office.” 

In October, 1880, a deficiency of $89,242.24 was found in 
the funds for which Mr. Dennie was accountable. The his- 
tory of this deficiency, so far as ascertained, is fully stated 
in City Document No. 126 of 1880, and is so well known to 
the City Council that it is unnecessary to recite it in this 
report. 

The City Council, by an order approved Dec. 4, 1880, 
notified Mr. Dennie forthwith to make good the deticiency 
existing in his accounts. To this call no response was made, 
and, pursuant to a subsequent order of the City Council, 
suits were brought by the Law Department upon the several 
bonds. 

We are informed by the corporation counsel that the suit 
upon the bond dated Nov. 26, 1877, was reached in the 
Supreme Court, and a trial by jury upon the question 
whether there had been a breach of the conditions of the 
bond having been waived by the defendant, the court found 
for the plaintiff, subject to certain exceptions taken by the 
defendant, and appointed an auditor to find the amount due. 

The suits upon the bonds dated Aug. 2, 1875, and July 
11, 1876, were brought in the Superior Court, and, being 
reached in April, the court, by agreement, found for the 
plaintiff, asin the earlier case. ‘These cases will also have to- 
go to an auditor, and then, in case of dissatisfaction with the 
findings of the auditor, will come back for final trial before 
judge or jury, as the defendants may elect, upon the question 
of the amount for which the city will be entitled to take out 
execution. The remaining case, upon the bond given under 
Mr. Dennie’s pro tempore appointment in 1875, will probably 
await the trial or settlement of the other cases. 

The petition contains three requests: First, “to be in- 
formed of the amount we (the petitioners) are in equity and 
good conscience respectively called upon to pay”; second, 
“that some proper committee or officer of said city be au- 
thorized‘to inform us of the amount of the claims upon all the 
above-named bonds”; and, third, that some propercommittee 
or officer be authorized, “if any (claims) exist, to make full 
settlement of the same with all parties thereon.” 
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In view of the cases in court the committee have asked the 
corporation counsel to consider the petition, and answer any 
of the requests contained in it, so far as he might be able 
without prejudice to the interests of the city. To this he 
replies as follows : — 


To the first request of the petition I have merely to suggest that, in 
a suit upon a bond where there are several sureties, it is not usual for 
the plaintiff to undertake to apportion the liability among the sureties ; 
nor, where he has several bonds covering the whole or a part of the 
same liability, will he attempt to apportion the liability among the 
several bonds. With ordinary discretion he will not scatter his fire in 
that way. In the present matter, as the amount of the deficiency exceeds 
the liability assumed by any one of the sureties, the city claims the right 
to hold each surety for the sum set against his name in the bond signed 
by him, and may elect to pursue the remedies upon one or all of the 
bonds and against one or all of the sureties. At present it is pro- 
ceeding against all. By and by, in due course of law, it will, naturally 
avail itself of that suit which shall reach final judgment first. If that 
fails to satisfy, it will look to the next to supply any deficiency. At 
present the city should not elect which of the sureties it will rely upon. 

To the second request, ‘‘that some proper committee or officer be 
authorized to inform us (the petitioners) of the amount of the claims 
upon all the above-named bonds,” there can be no objection to stating 
what is so apparent, namely, that the amount of the claim upon all the 
bonds is the amount of the deficiency, $89,242.24, with interest from 
December, 1880. 

The last request presents a question entirely within the discretion of 
the City Council, and [ do not know that I can add anything that 
would aid the committee upon it. Looking at the matter solely in its 
legal aspect, I do not see how the claim of the city can be defeated. 
The attempt to make a distinction between the deficiency in the treasury 
and in the sinking-funds has not, in my opinion, a shadow of foundation 
to restupon. ‘The deficiency was first created in the treasury-chest by 
the thefts of Woodward, and it cannot alter the case that Woodward 
used the opportunity, which was given him by means of the blank checks 
signed by Mr. Dennie, to steal the credit of the sinking-funds to conceal 
the original defalcation. 

Whether there are equities which should entitle Mr. Dennie and his 
bondsmen to entire or partial relief is a question solely for the City 
Council to determine.

The above statement covers all but the request of the peti- 
tioners that some proper committee or officer be authorized 
to make settlement of the claims of ‘the city. We have 
heard the petitioners, some of them in person and others by 
able counsel, several times; but they have declined to make 
any definite proposition for a settlement, on the ground that 
an offer publicly made and rejected might prejudice their 
case in court. The committee are of opinion that much liti- 
gation might be avoided, and a settlement which should be 
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satisfactory to the city effected, if some committee were 
given full authority to settle the city’s claims upon such 
terms as should seem to them to be for the best interests of 
‘the city. They therefore recommend that action to that end 
be taken by the City Council.

It is a matter for congratulation that the ferry property is 
in a more satisfactory condition than ever before. It will be 
necessary, however, in the near future, to provide additional 
facilities to meet the constant increase in the number of pas- 
sengers who use the ferries. 

At the Boston side of the North Ferry the property is in 
good condition, needing only slight repairs. We venture to 
renew the recommendation of the past two years, that a 
suitable building be provided at the East Boston side, to 
take the place of the present structure, which was erected 
thirty years ago, to accommodate the comparatively small 
number of persons who crossed the ferry at that time. The

rooms are too small, and other arrangements not suitable to 
provide for the great increase in passengers who now have 
to be accommodated. 

An appropriation has been granted for a new head-house 
and piers at the Boston side of the South Ferry; this im- 
provement has long been needed. The work will be com- 
menced as soon as the contracts can be awarded, and will be 
prosecuted with all possible despatch. The drops are in fair 
condition, and, with the new tank which has been provided 
for, will, when the work is finished, put the property in first- 
class condition. 

At the East Boston side of the South Ferry the property 
is in fair condition, but some changes are necessary. The 
waiting-rooms need remodelling being too small and dark at 
present. The piers need large repairs. Money has been pro- 
vided for that purpose, and “the work, when completed, will 
make the piers good for the present need and for some time 


- in the future. 


The new boat, “ Hugh O’Brien,” has been completed, and is 
now running at the North Ferry. She proves to be a valuable 
addition, being a larger boat and better adapted for the 
work; the other boats, excepting the “Lincoln,” are in fair 
condition. The “Lincoln” is old, and, asa large amount must 
be spent each year to keep her in good condition, it would 
seem to be a wise policy to replace her with a new boat in 
the near future. 

The large repairing on the property during the past year 
necessitated a heavy expenditure for that purpose; but it is 
expected that, when the property is put in the condition it 
should be, so much will not be needed to keep it up to the 
standard required. 

We would respectfully call your attention to the annexed 
statements, showing in detail the receipts, expenditures, and 
nature of the travel for the past year, and also the statistics 
of the same kind, covering the period since the city took 
possession of the ferry property.

ORGANIZATION. 


The organization of the department consists of a Board 
of three Commissioners, a Chief Engineer, a Superintendent 
of Fire-Alarms, 13 Engineers, and officers and other: mem- 
bers, including telegraph operators, to the number of 694 
men. During the year several important changes in: the 
organization of the department have been made, viz.: June 
30 a ladder truck, of the Hayes pattern, was placed ini com- 
mission in quarters on Washington, near Dover street, for- 
merly assigned to the Aerial Ladder, which was transferred 
to Fort-Hill square. A company was organized to be known 
as Ladder Co. 13. July 10 a steam fire-engine was placed 
in service in quarters formerly occupied by Chemical Engine

HOUvwsEs. 


The houses of the department, with few exceptions, are in 
good condition. All the inside repairs are made by members 
of the department, the permanent force containing represen- 
tatives of almost every trade ; the work is done well and with- 
out delay, and with less expense to the city than could be 
done otherwise. 

With a view to the comfort of the men and horses, and to 
facilitate the ready response to alarms, all the latest im- 
provements have been introduced into most of the houses. 

During the year a new house, with modern improvements, 
has been built, from plans by the city architect, on Bunker 
Hill street, in the Charlestown District, and is now occupied 
by a company known as Engine No. 32, and arrangements 
are being completed for the erection of a new house for an 
Engine and Ladder Truck on the Back Bay, corner of Boyls- 
ton and Hereford streets, during the coming year. 

The following statement shows some of the repairs and im- 
provements made during the past year : —

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APPARATUS REPAIR—SHOP. 


The following statement shows some of the important re- 
pairs made at the shop during the year ending April 30, 
1884; — 


General Repairs.— Engines 4, 8, 13, 15, 26, 28, and 
Mystic Relief 2, and the Fire-Boat, Ladder Truck 3, and 2 
coal-wagons. 

Extensive repairs have also been made on Engines 6, 10, 
17, 24, 25; Relief Engines B and D; Hose-Carriages of 
Engine Cos. 3 and 28, “and Hose-Carriages 3, 4, 6, and iG 
Ladder Truck 7, and on coal-wagons 5, 11, and 15. 

Alterations were made in the new Hunneman and new 
Silsby engines and the tanks of Chemical Engine 4. 

Work was also done on Berry and Speddy harness appli- 
ances, on hydrant chucks and heaters, and floor-rails and 
other house repairs. 

For the Fire-Alarm Telegraph 50 wall-brackets and the 
magnetic parts to bells were made. 

A new supply-wagon was built. Engines 15, 17, 24 were 
furnished with new boilers, and the old Mystic Engine, now 
Engine 3, which had been out of service for many years, has 
been completely overhauled, and furnished with new boiler 
and running gear, and is now as good as new. 

During the year the following new apparatus has been 
added to the department : — 

2 Hayes extension ladder trucks; 1 third-class Silsby 
.steam fire-engine ; 1 Hunneman steam fire-engine ; 1 second- 
class Amoskeag steam fire-engine; 4 Ryan hose-wagons ; 
2 coal-wagons; 2 supply-wagons, one of which was made at 
the Fire Department repair-shop; 1 buggy; 1 engineers’ 
wagon. In addition to the above apparatus, which has been 
delivered to the department, contracts have been made to 
furnish 1 second-class Amoskeag ; 1 third-class Silsby steam 
fire-engine ; and 5 Ryan hose-wagons. 

The use of the wagons in the department for some years 
has demonstrated their utility over the hose-carriage which 
is in use in nearly all departments ; they are lighter, cost less 
by one half, are more expeditious, and can be utilized in 
cases of large fires as supply-wagons or ambulances, and the 
hose shows no perceptible deterioration by this method of 
keeping on the wagon as compared with that of the reel. 

In a few months the old-fashioned “Jumper” will be a 
thing of the past in this department, and every engine 
company will be supplied with a hose wagon or carriage. 

An appropriation for the building of a new repair-shop 
has been made, and plans furnished by the city architect 
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contemplate the providing of suitable accommodations to 
cover the requirements of this important work.

The horses, stables, shoeing, and feed, etc., come under 
the inspection of the hospital surgeon, and any gross neglect

or abuse of horses, either in quarters, or going to or at fires, 
which come under his observation, is at once reported to the 
Board. 


WATER AND HyYDRANTS. 


The total number of hydrants in the city, May 1, was | 
4,669. In addition to these hydrants there are 238 fire 
reservoirs in different sections of the city, that contain from 
300 to 500 hogsheads of water, and can be used in an emer- 
gency. ‘The number of hydrants added during the year is 
as follows : — 

39 Lowry, 77 Post, 34 Boston, and 62 Boston Lowry. 
The amount paid by this department for water and the care 
and maintenance of hydrants was $90,180, or at the rate of 
$20 per hydrant. 


FIRE—ALARM DEPARTMENT. 


The new construction and repair work done by this de- 
partment, for the year ending April 30, were as follows :— 

Circuit No. 12, in Charlestown, was entirely rebuilt last 
summer in the most substantial manner, and affords greater 
protection and more efficient service in case of fire. It was 
divided into two independent circuits, so located as to their 
route that the boxes nearest each other alternate on each 
circuit so far as it was practicable. These new circuits are 
numbered 12 and 16. 

Circuits 2, 3, 7, 8, and 13 have been greatly improved by 
the addition of new iron and Kerite wire, to strengthen weak 
places, and improve the insulation. 

The building of the new Warren bridge has caused much 
work to be done on the circuits, crossing there. Two com- 
‘plete changes have been required, thus far, to protect the 
wires from the work of the bridge-builders. ' A new armored 
cable has been laid, and a 12-wired aerial cable placed in 
service at this point. A new cable has also been laid at 
Meridian-street bridge, to connect the East Boston fire- 
alarm and telephone circuits. 

The telephone service has been extended by the construc- 
tion of 5 new circuits, and extending several of those pre- 
viously built, so that, at the present time; the various houses 
of the department are all connected with head-quarters with 
the exception of Chemical Engines 3 and 5. It is intended 
to make an early connection with these two houses, which 
will make the telephone service of the department complete. 

Fifty-seven telephones are now in use in this department. 
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Fifteen new signal-boxes have been put up during the past 
year, and 11 since the last report, making 330 boxes now in 
use. One box was discontinued during the year. 

The keyless-door, which saves so much valuable time in 
giving alarms, has been applied to 26 fire-alarm boxes, in 
addition to 6 in use at the commencement of the year. 
Twenty-three more of these doors are all ready, and will be 
put on at an early day, and orders have been issued to 
supply all the boxes in the city proper with them. 

The new apparatus for head-quarters, being a duplicate of 
that already in use, and intended to meet the growing wants 
of the fire-alarm system, has been received and mounted, 
ready for service. This consists of an 18-pin register, a 
bank of 18 relays and keys, and an annunciator for the 
same. ‘The Serson & Kauffer battery has been purchased, 
to supply all the circuits, as previous experiments had de- 
monstrated its superiority over the gravity battery formerly 
used. It requires less attention, lasts longer, and thus saves 
time and material.

During the present year it is the intention to rebuild cir- 
cuits Nos. 2, 7, 8, and the remaining part of 13. . No. 2 will 
be divided into two circuits for the better protection of the 
South End and Back Bay. Locations are assigned for 15 new 
signal-boxes, which have been ordered, and will be placed in 
service in a few months. 

Four independent gong circuits, to cover the city proper 
and a part of Roxbury, are soon to be built with a view to 
improving the service by placing the box gongs on circuits 
apart from the large gongs and bells, and thus giving a double 
assurance of receiving an alarm. 

A new counter has been designed, and ordered to replace 
the old fence which is now in service in the operating-room. 
The work will be performed by the Assistant Engineer Hey- 
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man and without any expense to the city. When completed 
it will be in keeping with the other improvements which have 
already been made in the Fire-Alarm office within a few 


years.

Notwithstanding the large number of alarms the city has 


been remarkably free from fires of any magnitude, and the 
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statistics show that in only 25 cases did the fire extend 
beyond the building in which it originated, and that of the 
599 buildings in which fires originated 313 were only slightly 
damaged, and 149 not damaged at all. Of the alarms 292 
were for fires extinguished by the department without a bell 
alarm; of 501 bell alarms 394 were for actual fires, 100 
were needless, and 7 were false. During the year 382 second 
alarms, 10 third alarms, and 1 general alarm were sounded 
in addition to the first alarms given. In the summer months 
the department was called to extinguish a large number of 
fires in grass and brush in the outlying districts, which in 
many cases was due to carelessness, or of incendiary origin. 

Of the causes reported 70 alarms were for the careless use 
of matches, or children playing with the same; 86 for fires 
of incendiary, or supposed incendiary, origin ; 52 to the upset 
ting or explosion of kerosene lamps or careless use of 
kerosene stoves; 39 to overheated furnaces, ranges, and 
stoves, 23 to defective flues, and 39 more attributed to 
spontaneous combustion.

_ A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, 
night and day by the operators. Each operator has assigned 
to him certain hours of duty, during which time he is respon- 
sible for the correct working of the apparatus in giving alarms, 
and all testing of the circuits and other details pertaining to 
the service. An automatic arrangement is connected with 
the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator 
should be suddenly incapaciated by illness from performing 
his duties. No operator is permitted to sleep during his 
watch, unless expressly relieved by some one else, and by 
consent of the Superintendent. 
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Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours 
of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information.

TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF MOUNT HOPE 
CEMETERY. 


To the Honorable City Council : — 


The twenty-sixth annual report of the Trustees of Mount 
Hope Cemetery, for the financial year 1883-84, is herewith 
respectfully submitted for the consideration of the City 
Council. 

The balance in the treasury on the first day of May, 1883, 
was $4,559.54, which, with the appropriation of $14,743, 
subsequently made by the City Council, constituted the sum 
of $19,302.54, available for the needs of the Cemetery at 
the beginning of the year. 

The receipts from all sources during the year, exclusive of 
the balance left from the preceding year, and the appropria- 
tion by the City Council, amounted to $19,284.38, — a de- 
crease of $2,861.45, as presented in the last report. 

The total expenditures for the year were $36,889.57, —a 
decrease of $1,582.68, — leaving a balance in the treasury at 
the commencement of the present financial year of $1,897.35. 

The number of lots sold was 57, 2 less than were dis- 
posed of in the preceding year. Of this number the pur- 
chasers of 43 paid in full, and 14 paid one-half of the price, 
the balance to remain on interest for six months. 

The work performed during the year has been of the usual 
varied character, and requires no special remark. . There were 
80 lots of different sizes graded. These are sitauted in 
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desirable localities, and are attractive in appearance, and will 
doubtless meet with a ready sale during the present year. 
The whole number of full-sized lots now on hand is 147. 
Besides these there are 44 of half-size, and 15 of one-fourth 
size; these last containing about 75 superficial square fect. 

There were 13 monuments, and 133 headstones erected 
during the year. Some of these are more or less elaborate — 
in design and execution, and add much to the general ap- 
pearance of the cemetery. | 

One of the most prominent improvements made in the 
cemetery during the past season is that presented by “Shrub 
Mound,” so named, situated at the junction of Central and 
Auburn avenues. ‘This is a beautiful spot, laid out with 
taste and judgment, and proves an object of delight to all 
who visit it. 

Some progress has been made towards the completion of 
the new pond, which has been in course of construction for 
several years. The labor bestowed on it has been such, 
heretofore, as could be spared from time to time for that 
object. It is the expectation of the trustees that this work 
will be finished next year. When completed, this beautiful 
pond will not be surpassed in attractiveness by any similar . 
one now seen in other cemeteries. 

More than two thousand choice ornamental trees have been 
distributed in various parts of the cemetery, which will, in 
time, add materially to the permanent value of the in- 
stitution. 

At the present time there are 155 lots, for the perpetual 
care of which the trustees have assumed the responsibility, 
as provided for by the City Ordinance. The fund estab- 
lished for the perpetual care of lots is yearly becoming 
larger, and offers an easy method for proprietors of lots to 
secure the proper care of their property. 

The City Cemetery — that portion which is set apart for 
the burial of the indigent — was further enlarged to the extent 
of about half an acre. It is proper to say, that still further 
enlargements, coeval with the growth of the population, must 
be looked for in the future; and as this portion of the ceme- 
tery now offers but a limited space for this purpose, it is 
obvious that the City Government will be obliged to look 
elsewhere for the means of providing for the public necessi- 
ties at no very distant day. 

The number of interments in private lots during the year 
was 275, and in Maple Grove and Cypress Vale, 241. The 
number of burials in the City Lot was 1,216. Of these 675 
were buried at the city’s expense, and payment was received 
for the remainder for digging the grave only. 
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The trustees are gratified in being able to say that at no 
period in the history of Mount Hope Cemetery has its condi- 
tion been more satisfactory. Under the supervision of its 
Superintendent, Mr. John EK. E. Goward, intelligence and 
good taste are discernible in every part of the cemetery. 
Mr. Goward brings to his work efficient management, gained 
by a longexperience, and gives satisfaction tu those who have 
occasion to consult with him. Every detail of the grounds 
is carefully looked after, and the plants, shrubs, flowers, 
and trees are made to present an appearance most pleasing 
to the senses. | 

In conclusion, the trustees beg leave to remark that, al- 
though much of the labor required in an institution of this 
kind necessarily, from its character, escapes general notice 
and deserved commendation, they, nevertheless, have reason 
to believe*that in this department of public duty their efforts 
are duly appreciated by those more directly interested, viz., 
by those who have dear friends resting in this peaceful gar- 
den of the dead. 

A statement of the receipts and expenditures of the eeme- 
tery during the year, together with the report of the Commit- 
tee on Accounts, is annexed.

The above amount of $883,787.23, resulting from the actual 
business of the year, remained in the Treasury in conformity 
with the requirements of Chap. 15, Sect. 10, of the Re- 
vised Ordinances ; and an order of the City Council of April 
30, 1884, provided that it be used towards meeting the appro- 

_ priations for the financial year 1884-85. 

The annual appropriation order of the City Council pro- 
vides that no money shall be drawn for by the Mayor and 
Auditor, or be paid by the Treasurer, unless the same hus 
been previously appropriated by a special vote of the City 
Council; hence the necessity of applying to the City Council 
for additional means, if from any cause an original appro- 
priation falls short. The additional means thus asked for 
can only be furnished by an authorized transfer from some 
existing appropriation which can spare it, or by a specific 
loan. In this manner the City Council retain a knowledge 
and control of all the expenditures, as none can be made 
unless an appropriation for the same is expressly authorized 


by them.

Lake Cochituate. —'The water-shed of Lake Cochituate 
has yielded a daily average supply of 9,079,700 gallons, 
while 12,962,300 gallons have been drawn from the lake 
for the supply of the city.

600,000 gallons, equal to a dajly average of 11,922,300 gal- 
lons.

The consumption from the Sudbury and Cochituate works 


shows an increase of 2.7 per cent., and that of the Mystic 
works 3.7 per cent., over that of the year 1882. The con- 
sumption of the first nine months shows a large increase, 
when compared with the corresponding months of the pre- 
vious year, while the remaining months exhibit a decrease. 
This reduction in the consumption is due to the saving 
effected by the stoppage of waste, and to the effect of the 
cautionary notices issued on account of the low state of the 
supply. 

The daily average consumption per head of population 
has been 91 gallons from the Sudbury and Cochituate works ; 
79.3 gallons from the Mystic works; and 88.7 gallons from 
the combined supplies. |

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WATER—WORKS AND THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE WATER 
SUPPLY... 


Farm-pond Conduit. — This conduit is to form the con- 
necting link between the two sections of the Sudbury-river 
conduit, which now ends on opposite sides of Farm pond. 

A contract for the pile and trestle work foundations was 
made October 9, 1883. The work under this contract was 
completed in May. 

A contract was made January 17 for filling the founda- 
tions with gravel. This contract is still being carried out, 
and will not finally be completed until July. 

As soon as this filling is completed a contract for the 
masonry conduit will be made; but, owing to unforeseen de- 
lays in carrying out the preliminary contracts, the conduit . 
will not probably be completed the present year. | 

The appropriation for the entire work is $160,000. 


Basin No. 2. — The work of deepening the shallow flowage 
in this basin has been completed, and a large amount of loam 
and muck has been removed from areas below the shallow 
' flowage limit. 

The quantity of material removed has been about 130,000 
cubic yards. 

The appropriation is $80,000. 


Basin No. 3. — The excavation of this basin, for the pur- 
pose of eliminating the shallow flowage, was commenced late 
~ in the season of 18838, and considerable progress was made at 
the Southboro’ end. The work was interrupted by the ad- 
vent of extreme cold weather, and cannot be resumed prob- 
ably until late in the season of 1884, as the basin will not 
probably be empty before that time. 

The appropriation for this work is $125,000. 


Basin No. 4.— A large force of men and teams has been 
employed on the various portions of the work at this basin 
during the past season. 

The railroad plant has been increased to two steam shovels, 
four engines, and one hundred dump cars. 

A large amount of material has been moved by the railroad 
plant, and deposited either on the embankment or the waste- 
dump, or delivered to the Boston & Albany Railroad Com- 
pany, for transportation to the Back Bay park. 

The quantity of material used in forming the embankment 
from September 1 to November 15 aggregated 44,500 cubic 
yards, and of this amount 30,000 cubic yards were trans- 
ported by rail and the remainder by teams. 

The quantity of muck and poor loam deposited on the 
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waste-dump amounts to 35,000 cubic yards. Judging from 
the areas yet unstripped of loam and muck, it will not be dif- 
ficult to complete this work during next season. 

The transportation of loam to the Back-Bay park was 
commenced November 7, and is progressing at the rate of 
about 600 cubic yards per day. 

Considerable work has been done in deepening the shallow 
flowage of this basin; and, as there is not a very large area 
to be ‘treated, it will be easily completed during the present 
season. About 2,000 lineal feet of the shores have been 
graded, so as to sive 8 feet of water at the foot of slopes of 
about 3 horizontal to 1 vertical. 

All the masonry of the gate-chamber and overflow is com- 
pleted, and all the work ‘of this character remaining to be 
- done consists of the construction of a small building for the 
protection of the gates and machinery in the oate-chamber. 


Pusuic Park, Back Bay. — Filling. The filling done dur- 
ing the year has been for the purpose of back-filling the Boyl- 
ston-street Arch and the Embankment wall, and for grading 
the slopes between Boylston street and the cross-drive from 
Westland entrance. 


Hecavation. —'The excavation of the water-way has been 
continued, about 3,600 lineal feet of shore having been formed 
with gravel and the channel excavated between the banks. 


Boylston-street Arch Bridge. — The back-filling of the arch 
was completed, and the centering removed in November. 
The entire work on this bridge has been completed except 
the pointing. 


Embankment Wall. — This wall has been entirely com- 
pleted except small portions of the wing-walls of the Boyl- 
ston-street Arch Bridge. The drive-way in rear of the wall 
has been graded. 


Granite Curb and Fence.—The curb and granite posts 
were in place a year ago. During the past year the iron 
fence has been completed. 

Beacon-Entrance Bridge. — A wrought-iron fence has been 
built upon this bridge during the year. 

Grading and Loaming. — The work of grading the slopes 
between the drives and the water-way was continued during 
the last season, and on November 7 the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company began to deliver loam. The surfaces that 
were graded to the sub- grade have been covered with the loam, 
and the portion north of Boylston street has been planted 
with trees, shrubbery, etc. The remainder of the loam has 
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been deposited in large piles as near as possible to the points 
where it will be needed. 


Covered Channel, Stony Brook. —The gate-chamber was 
completed during the year with the exception of the windows. 
On January 1 the operation of the improved system of sew- 
erage diverted the sewage which formerly was discharged 
through this channel, and the channel is now used, as was con- 
templated when the improvement of this territory was begun, 
viz., for the discharge of the ordinary flow of the brook, with 
the gate-chamber acting as an overflow in times of freshet. 


Covered Channel, Muddy River. —'The channel has been 
completed, and work is now in progress on the gate-chamber 
which will connect the Muddy-river basin with this covered 
channel. | 

ImprovED SEWERAGE. — The work covered by this appro- 
priation was sufficiently advanced by the first of the present 
year to permit its being put in operation, and since that date 
a large part of the sewage of the city has been discharged at 
Moon Island. 

During the past year two additional pumping-engines, 
making four in all, have been set up ready for service, 
the boiler and coal houses at the pumping-station have been 
finished, and the permanent engine-house advanced towards 
completion. The tank sewers and pier leading to the tun- 
nel, the tunnel under Dorchester Bay, the out-fall sewer to 
Moon Island, the reservoir at the island, and the outlet sewers 
into the sea, have also all been practically completed. 

In all about four miles of sewers were built during the 
year; and about one and one-half miles additional, to com- 
plete the system as proposed, are now under way. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


Built under the direction of C. J. BATEMAN, late City Architect. 


EneInE-HousE No. 32.—This house is situated on 
Bunker Hill and Charles streets, Charlestown District, and is 
a two-story building, with basement and hose tower, built of 
face-brick and trimmed with brown sandstone. The first 
story contains an engine-room, 40 by 36, and stable in 
rear, 36 by 24, with 7 stalls. In the second story are a 
dormitory, billiard-room, captain’s room, lavatory with 
baths and water-closets, and hay-loft. The basement con- 
tains the heating apparatus, coal and wood bins, drying-room, 
hose-tank, etc. The tower for drying hose is. utilized as a 
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ventilating shaft, connected with stables and manure-pit. 
The rooms are finished in pine, neatly grained, painted 
walls and frescoed ceilings, except the stable, which is 
sheathed in hard pine throughout. 

The building contains modern appliances for steam-heating 
and ventilation, and is furnished with sliding pole, electrical 
mechanism for operating doors, and other arrangements for 
facilitating the work of the Fire Department. 

Robert R. Mayers, mason, and John French, carpenter, 
were the contractors. The total cost of the building and land 
was $29,888.54. 


AppiTion TO AuBURN Primary ScHooL, Brighton. — 
This addition contains one school-room on first and one on 
second story, with wardrobes and teachers’ rooms. The ex- 
terior conforms to the old building in construction, making 
complete a four-room wooden school-building, with entrances 
on either side. The contractor was John W. Clark, and the 
addition cost $5,049.11. 

Appition To East Boston Hien Scnoou. — This is a six- 
room addition to the old Lyman School-house, the school- 
rooms being grouped in two wings, three stories in height, on 
the Wesley-street side of the old building, the connection 
between the wings containing the corridors, chemical rooms, 
master’s room, wardrobes, and water-closets. 

In the basement are the boiler and coal rooms, and two 

large play-rooms. 
Each wing has an entrance from the yard, and the addi- 
tion is connected with the hall of the old building in the 
upper story. The exterior is of face-brick, with brown-stone 
trimmings, conforming with the architecture of the old 
structure. The building is furnished with steam heat, on 
both direct and indirect systems, ventilating pipes, water- 
closets and bowls, annunciators and other conveniences, and 
the floors are lined with fire-proof material throughout. It 
is very near completion. 

Mason, Edward Lynch; carpenter, P. P. Kelley. 


COMPLETION OF THE GEORGE PutTNAM ScHOOL. — This 
was the construction of a wing to the Egleston-square Gram- 

mar School-house, a part of the original design of the build- 
ing, which is described in the Report for 1881-82. It con- 
sists of three school-rooms and a basement play-room, and is 
built in accordance with the original plans. Additional 
steam-heating apparatus has been introduced. 


Gooch & Pray, masons ; John Rawson, carpenter. 


BrREED’s ISLAND PRIMARY SCHOOL-HOUSE. — This is a two- 
room wooden school-house, with basement play-room, erected 
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on Elm street, Breed’s Island. The design and general con- 
struction is similar to the Quincy-street School, Dorchester. 
A. & J. McLaren, builders. Total cost of land and building, 
$8,940.62. — 

Harpor-VIEW-STREET PRIMARY ScHooL-HOUSE. — The 
Harbor-View-street School-house is a wooden building, with 
four school-rooms and two basement play-rooms, the school 
and play-rooms being in two wings, which project diagonally 
from a rectangular main building, the latter containing the 
corridors, stairs, dressing and ante-rooms. This arrangement 
gives light on three sides of each room. The building is 
neatly finished in pine, grained, with walnut stair finish, and 
is provided with heating and ventilating apparatus, water- 
closets and urinals, sinks, etc. John Rawson, builder. 


O-sTREET PRIMARY SCHOOL-HOUSE. — This school-house 
is situated on the corner of O and Fifth streets, South Bos- 
ton. It is a two-story structure, with a high basement, each 
story containing four school-rooms, with a large clothes-room 
to each, and ample corridors; also a teachers’ room and 
toilet-room in the upper story. <A feature of the design is 
the construction of all the school-rooms precisely alike, with 
windows only at the left and in rear of the scholars as seated. 
Each room is enclosed by brick walls and the floors lined 
with fire-proof material. Heat is furnished by steam appa- 
ratus by direct and indirect systems, and each room has an in- 
dependent system of ventilation. The basement contains 
three light, dry play-rooms, with privies and urinals, and 
boiler-room, coal and storage rooms. ‘The exterior is con- 
structed of face-brick, with granite and brown-stone trim- 
mings. The roof is finished with four dormers, and two 
towers of copper, receiving the ventilating shafts. The en- 
trances are from both streets, and the building is surrounded 
by ample yard-room. ‘The work will be soon finished. 


Herewith will be found the usual details of receipts and 
expenditures, debt and property, and the accounts of the 
Board of Commissioners on the Sinking-Funds, Treasurer, and 
Collector, in accordance with requirements of the charter and 
ordinance.

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies 
are: Boston, at the rate of $1.30 per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury and 
Charlestown, $1.874; South Boston, Bast Boston, Chelsea, $2.00; Dorches- 
ter, West Roxbury, and Brighton, $2.25 per thousand feet. 

The men who clean and light the gas lamps are paid at the rate of 1} cents 
per lamp per night, and have an average of 96 lamps each, except those in 
Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton districts, who receive one 
dollar and seventy cents per day. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. 

The oil lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and cleaned by men: 
employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of 34 cents per lamp, 
per night, for this service. J 

The oil is purchased of the refiners at the lowest market rates. 

In addition to the above there are 381 electric lights burning, under con- 
tract with Electric Lighting Companies of this city, at the rate of 65 cents per 
light per night. The city provides the iron posts, and the company furnishes 
the lamps and light.

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The valuation of 1883 for personal property can be fairly 
increased $40,100,000, in addition to the amount given in the 
foregoing table for the value assessed by the Commonwealth 
at the rate of $1425 per $1,000, upon shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that 
represents the real estate and machinery locally assessed, and 
pays over to the city that proportion of the tax that repre- 
sents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,600,000 for 
bank stock, assessed at the several rates of the places where 
the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston as 
assessments upon this class of property held by its citizens 
in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, the 
effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the rate 
of taxation upon the $682,432,617 assessed hy the city is, as 
nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was in- 
cluded in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were as- 
sessed by them. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes for which the city must raise money by taxation 
can, for the year 1883, be put at $245,813,771. 

In addition to the taxable valuation, churches, charitable, 
scientific, and literary corporations hold property exempt by 
law from assessments, as follows: Value of land, $11,427,300 ; 
value of buildings, $11,314,900. Total real estate 
$22,742,200; personal estate, $3,448,500. The City of Bos- 
ton holds in its corporate capacity (not assessed for city 
taxes) $17,780,041 of actual assets available for the pay-

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 

That of Boston, previous to the enactment of Chapter 174 
of the Acts of the year 1866 (generally known as the better- 
ment law), consisted of assessments upon abutters, for the 
cost of sidewalks for foot-passengers upon the public streets, 
wnere the owners of estates have failed to construct them! ; 
ana for three-quarters the expense of construction of new 
sewers, the city assuming one-quarter the cost. The Act of 
1866 enables the city to assess upon the owner one-half the 
amount that his estate has been benefited by the laying out, 
widening, or change of grade of any street, after the city 
shall have first paid all the land and building damages and 
the full cost of the work. The following table exhibits the 
character and amount of these special assessments from the 
year 1864: — :

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The figures given on previous page do not include the 
“special assessments; ” they are not given, as there are no 
data as yet collected by which their detail and amount can 
be known. That such assessments are laid upon estates for 
purposes which in Boston are included in the expenditures 
met by the general tax levy is well known. That they are 
considerable in amount, there can be no doubt. That they 
are sometimes very heavy is evident by the following state- 
ment: Tle valuation, between 1868 and 1878, inclusive, of 
a lot of vacant land, bounded northerly by 97th street, east- 
erly by Old Broadway, southerly by 96th street, and westerly 
by “the Boulevard,” containing eight house-lots, with a total 
area of 20,200 square feet, ranged from $4,750 to $37,700, 
with an average of $24,664, the annual taxes averaged 
$652.81, or $26.70 per $1,000 ; and the special assessments for 
Gitnven) ka. paving, grading, etc., and also for betterment by 
the location of certain public parks [some of which were 
four miles distant from the land assessed] ' averaged $1,282, 
or $52 for $1,000, a total average rate per annum of

362 VALUATION AND TAXES OF BOSTON COMPARED. 


For the years 1872 to 1876, inclusive, a special assessment 
was laid on each one thousand dollars as a “ Public Building 
Tax.” The rate of this special tax for the years 1872 to 1876, 
inclusive, is included in the table above given, and is stated 
in detail in the foot-note upon the next page. 

In the assessment of 1868, real estate, which had pre- 
viously been assessed at a nominal valuation, was placed at the 
full market value, and assessments have since been made upon 
that basis. Several classes of personal property, which, under 
the law of Massachusetts, are included in the valuation of the 
cities and towns of the Commonwealth, are,,under the laws 
of Pennsylvania, assessed exclusively for the benefit of the 
State. A “precept” issued to the assessors of Philadelphia 
by the Board of Revision of Taxes, subsequently to 1880, re- 
quires the assessment of “All mortgages, all money at interest, 
or owing by solvent debtors, upon promissory note, bond, 
judgment, or otherwise, not including bank notes. All money 
loaned or invested on interest in any other State, or in stocks 
or bonds of corporations of any other State; all furniture, 
including gold and silver plate above the value of $300; all 
pleasure carriages ; all vehicles used for transporting passen- 
gers for hire, stating the kinds of vehicle; all annuities over 
$200, except those “granted by this Commonwealth or the 
Federal government; all gold and silver watches ; all horses, 
mares, geldings, mules, and neat cattle, over the age of four 
years.” The personal property assessed on account of the 
municipality consists of furniture, horses, cattle,"and pleasure- 
carriages. An enactment of the legislature of 1868, first 
taking effect in the levy of 1869, requires a discrimination in 
the assessment of taxes upon real estate. The suburban por- 
tion of this municipality is assessed upon two-thirds, and the 
farming land upon one-half, of the rate levied upon the built-up 
portion of the city. The following table shows the operation 
of this law, and the amount of tax raised for the year 1884 :—

It is claimed that from 1866 to 1875, inclusive, the ap- 
praisement of real estate has been for the market value. 
The personal estate liable to taxation under the laws of the 
State of Illinois is substantially the same as that assessed in 
Massachusetts. 

The city of Chicago is made up of three districts or town- 
ships, viz., South, North, and West Chicago, which, in 
addition to their proportion of the city taxes, as shown in 
the above table, are assessed for their proportion of State 
and county taxes, and for certain local improvements, the 
city in its corporate capacity not being assessable for these 
purposes. Railroad property in Chicago is assessed in these 
several districts. The valuations upon which these assess- 
ments are made are reduced by boards of equalization to

The City and County of Baltimore have distinct munici- 
pal governments; and county taxes must be in addition to 
those imposed by city authority. By a law passed in 1878 
corporations which had previously been exempt upon their 
property, because the shareholders were assessed the fuil value 
of the shares, were, in 1879, assessed for their real property 
where located, and the shares were taxed after allowance 
for real-estate assessments had been made. ‘The effect is 
shown by an increased real and a diminished personal estate 
valuation.

? Under the laws of Ohio real estate is valued, for the pur- 
pose of taxation, once in ten years, the new valuations 
taking effect in 1860 and 1871. The gain of $17,000,000 
upon this class of property, during the ten years preceding 
the assessment of 1870, and the gain of $6,000,000 for the 
same time preceding 1880, represent the improvement in 
old, and the value of new buildings. The real-estate valuation 
of the city, as made by the Assessors of 1870, was, in round 
numbers, $145,000,000. 

This estimate was deemed excessive, and an act of the 
Legislature was obtained authorizing local boards to reduce 
it nineteen (19) per cent. The reduced valuation of the 
real estate of the city upon which the tax of 1871 was levied 
was placed at $123,427,888, and is the official, if not the 
true, valuation of the property. The figures of subsequent 
years indicate reduced values. 

The table which follows shows the amount of taxes levied 
in this city since 1863, and the rate of tax per thousand for 
State, county and city purposes. The column marked 
“Delinquencies and Forfeitures ” is thus explained. Unpaid 
taxes of former years are added to and form a part of the 
grand total of each year, until they are paid, or the several 
accounts are closed by a sale or otherwise.

BACK BAY PARK. 


106 acres of land have been purchased and taken by the city, for 
a park on the Back Bay, with proposed entrances from Beacon 
street, Boylston street, Huntington avenue, Parker street, and 
Brookline avenue, at a cost of $444,074.79; there has also been 
expended for construction, $863,958.57, making the total amount 
expended to April 30, 1884, $1,518,033.36. 


WEST ROXBURY PARK. 


About 500 acres of land at West Roxbury have been taken by 
the city, for park purposes, upon which there has been paid to 
April 30, 1884, $581,493.55. 


MARINE PARK, CITY POINT. 


About 50 acres of land and flats have been taken for a marine 
park at City Point, upon which there has been paid to April 30, 
1884, $105,658.59. 


WOOD ISLAND PARK. 


A tract of land in East Boston, known as East Wood Island, 
containing 19.6 acres of upland and 57.7 acres of adjacent flats, 
with 4 acres of land, for a parkway, extending from Bennington 
street to the park, has been purchased for $50,000. 


BUSSEY PARK AND ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


A tract of land, containing 167.4 acres, 122.6 acres of which 
were owned by Harvard University and dedicated for an arboretum, 
has been taken for park purposes, and 122 acres leased to the 
College for use as an arboretum. For the lands not owned by the 
University the city has paid to April 30, 1884, $29,401.85. 


CHARLES-RIVER EMBANKMENT. 


10 acres of land and flats on Charles river, between Cragie’s 
and West Boston bridges, have been taken for park purposes, upon 
which there has been paid to April 30, 1884, $124,487. 


MUDDY-RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


About 8 acres of land, and flats on the banks of Muddy river

LAND AND HOUSES.

A small wedge of land, corner of North square and North street, 
remnant of an estate taken in 1859 to widen this street, containing 
about 480 feet; about 426 feet of this will be required for the 
widening of North square, leaving only 54 square feet to be sold. 

A gore lot, with building, running 62 feet on Water street, con- 
taining 393 square feet, leased for five years from May 31, 1884, 
at $3,100 a year. 

Thirty-two square feet of vacant land conveyed to city in settle- 
ment with an abutter, and remaining, after the widening of Wash- 
ington avenue, upon the estate. 

At the corner of Charlestown and Causeway streets, 114 feet of 
land, being the remaining portion of the Heath estate, surrendered 
to the City by Arioch Wentworth, under the widening of Charles 
town street. 
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Six hundred and ninety-nine feet left of an estate at the corner of 
North street and Hanover avenue, surrendered to the city, under 
the widening of Hanover avenue, by the Home for Aged Women 
and the Boston Female Asylum. 

An estate of 3,000 square feet of land on West Chester Park, at 
its junction with the proposed extension of Boylston street, 
acquired in settlement of damages occasioned by extension of West 
Chester Park. Part of the property will be required for Boylston 
street when it is extended.

COCHITUATE WATER-WORKS. 


Lake Cocuiruate. — Situated within the limits of the towns of 
Framingham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The 
extreme length of the lake, in a direct line, is 34 miles, and the 
breadth of the widest part about 1,800 feet, with a water-surface of 
800 acres. In addition to the supply in the lake, ‘*‘ Dug Pond,” 
containing 444 acres, and ‘* Dudley Pond,” containing 81 acres, are 
connected with and form important tributaries to it. The whole 
circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when within two feet of 
high-water mark, is about 16 miles, and the city owns an average 
width of 5 rods around it, which is held free from taxation ; also 14 
acres at the outlet of Dudley Pond. In addition to this the city 
owns 233 acres in Wayland, 724 acres in Natick, and on the line 
of the aqueduct, — not including land appurtenant to the Chestnut- 
Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land occupied by and necessary 
for the protection of the aqueduct, — 274 acres in Needham, 53 
acres in Newton, 14 acres in Brookline, which is taxable. 

SupBury-RIveR Conpuit. — The Sudbury-river Conduit, extend- 
ing from Farm Pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate House at 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, is 83,912 feet in length. The area of 
land owned by city on conduit line, 198 acres, and area of reser- 
voirs, 851.5 acres. A section of conduit, 4,170 feet in length, 
connects Farm Pond with Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury River. The 
city owns a width on the line of the conduit varying from 80 to 400 
feet. In‘effecting settlements for the land taken for the conduit 
and storage-basins, the Boston Water Board have in many cases 
purchased land not actually required for the above purposes. 

The whole line of the Water-Works, extending from Lake 
Cochituate, and continuing through a brick aqueduct, iron pipes, 
and stone tunnel, 142 miles, to a reservoir in Brookline, of about 
23 acres of water surface, and 119,583,960 gallons’ capacity. 

The ‘* Chestnut-Hill Reservoir,” situated in the Brighton Dis- 
trict, of the capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, with a water-surface 
of 1234 acres. There are 2122 acres in this whole property, the 
line of pipe from Chestnut-Hill Reservoir to the main near the 
Brookline Reservoir; also, the land under which are the pipes, 
being in amount about 63 acres. 

The ‘‘ South Boston Reservoir,” on the east side of Telegraph 
Hill, South Boston, covers with its embankments an area of 
about 126,000 square feet. It resembles in shape a segment of 
an ellipse, and has a water area, when at high-water mark, of 70,041 
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square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. ‘This reservoir 
is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing: 
pipes only in case of fire, or accident to the pumping-mains. 

The ‘* East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, is 
bounded westerly by Brooks and southerly by White street. The 
land covered by and appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 
square feet. Its water area, when at high-water mark, is 44,100 
square feet, and its capacity, 5,591,816 gallons. 

The ** Parker-Hill Reservoir,” on Parker Hill, Roxbury District, 
is located on a lot of land taken under the act of the Legislature 
authorizing the building of this reservoir, containing 197,614 
square feet. It was built specially for the high-service supply, 
and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet above the 
bottom of the outflow pipe. The area of the water-surface, when 
at high-water mark, is 64,033 square feet, and its elevation 219 feet 
above tide-marsh level. <A strip of land 25 feet wide leading from 
Fisher avenue, and containing 2,887 square feet, was purchased 
for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brook- 
line, Brighton District, and Newton, to this city, and the distrib- 
uting pipes laid in the city proper, East Boston, and South Boston, 
Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton Districts, 
ageregate in length 867 miles, varying in size from 3 inches to 48 
inches in diameter. 

Pipe-Yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 72,920 feet, 
upon which there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, ete. ; 
Pipe-Yard and Machine-Shop, on Federal street, near Summer, 
with tools and machinery, and other property therein, for the use 
of the department. ‘This lot contains 9,192 feet, on which is a 
brick building used as a machine-shop. The original cost of the 
establishment, including tools and machinery, stables, etc., was 
about $30,000. In 1870, after the fire, two stories were added to 
the building, and general repairs made, at a cost of $6,848.50. 
Building on Elmwood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square 
feet, in which are the pumping-engines for supplying water to the 
highest parts of the city, by means of the stand-pipe erected on 
Highland Park, formerly known as the ‘‘ Fort Lot,” between Beéch 
Glen and Fort avenue. This lot was placed in charge of the Co- 
chituate Water Board by an order of the City Council of 1870. It 
contains 114,360 square feet. 

The report of the Boston Water Board to the City Council, for 
the financial year 1883-84, contains an account of the water-pipes 
and other stock on hand, and a full statement of the condition of 
the works. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 
30th April, 1884, is $17,775,955.68. 


MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, 
is situated in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 
65 miles from Charlestown square. It has an area of about 200 
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acres when flowed to the level authorized by the act to take water, 
and a storage capacity of that level of 380,000,000 gallons. The 
area of country forming the drainage-basin is 27.75 square miles. 
To convey the water of the lake to the citizens the works consist 
of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, 
waste-weir and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; 
engine-house ; pumping-engines ; force-mains; reservoir with in- 
fluent and effluent chambers; supply mains and city distribution 
pipes, hydrants, gates, etc. 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, 
and its height is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston Harbor. 
The conduit is 7,450 feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick 
masonry 8 inches thick. It is oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches 
high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions. The cast-iron mains, 
two in number, conveying the water from the pipe-chamber at the 
end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 3 feet 
in diameter. 

The engine-house is situated on the southerly bank of and about 
200 feet from the Mystic river. 

It is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet wide, con- 
structed of faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof 
the boiler and engine rooms, repair-shop, and pump-well. The lot 
of land about the engine-house is about 12 acres, and upon a por- 
tion of it is a dwelling-house for the engineers, and also a stable. 
Connected with the engine-house is a brick and stone coal-shed, 
having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pump- 
ing-engines, two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,000 
gallons’ capacity, per 24 hours. Eight boilers supply the steam for 
pumping the water. 

The force-mains are of cast iron, each 30 inches in diameter and 
3,277 feet inlength. The reservoiris on Walnut Hill, in Medford, 
near Tufts College. 

Its water surface covers an area of 44 acres, being nearly a par- 
allelogram in shape, 560 feet by 350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this 
grade its capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole’ lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to 
the city is about 10} acres. 

The whole length of distribution pipes in Charlestown is about 
30 miles. The whole length of distribution pipes supplied by the 
Mystic works is about 146 miles. The city owns also a lot of land 
containing 12,807 square feet, on Medford street, with a substan- 
tial brick stable upon it. This land is used for a pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 38 & 40, built during the year 
1882-83, for use as a workshop, is located on land of the city at the 
corner of Medford and Tufts streets. 

Mystic Sewer. —The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect 
street in Woburn to Lower Mystic pond in West Medford, a dis- 
tance of 18,892 feet. The sewer was built to intercept the objec- 
tionable drainage from the tanneries, and discharge it into the 


lower pond at the head of the tide-water. The area of land taken 
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under the act of the Legislature for the construction of the sewer 
and branch drains was 97,245 square feet. 

The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to the 
80th April, 1884, is $1,648,452.35.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Board of Di- 
rectors for Public Institutions : 


Dreger Istanp.— Containing about 134 acres of upland, and 
about 50 acres of flats, on which is the large brick building known 
as the House or Inpustry. Also a wooden house occupied as a 
House of Reformation for Girls, a brick school-house for truant- 
boys, and a wooden one for nursery, a farm-house, brick workshop, 
and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s house, 
piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steamboat wharf 
and another landing-place; stone-sheds, farming utensils, live 
stock, merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., required for carrying 
on the Houses of Industry and Reformation and Almshouses. In 
1879-80 the wharf was rebuilt, at an expense of $6,852.38, and 
the wooden building in rear of the main building of House of 
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Industry was replaced by one built of brick, the expense being 
$15,989.90. 


Ratnsrorp Isranp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 
1871 of the Commonwealth, at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 
acres. ‘The buildings are occupied by male paupers. 


House or Correction AND Lunatic Hospirau. — These insti- 
tutions occupy an area of 631,700 feet of upland, to which is ap- 
pended about 1,310,700 feet of flats, which, with the Master’s 
house, workshops, out-houses, and other appendages, the furniture, 
farming, and mechanics’ tools and utensils, fire-engines, provisions, 
stock on hand for manufacturing and other purposes, horses, and 
other live stock belonging to the city. ‘There-is in the House of 
Correction workshop a steam-engine of twenty horse-power and 
boiler, with shafting, etc., for carrying the machinery of the con- 
tractors, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison work- 
‘shops and chapel with steam. 


AtmsHousE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN DistRICT, is situ- 
ated on a lot containing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short 
distance from the Malden bridge. The building is of brick, built 
in 1849; is 100 feet long by 45 feet wide, 34 stories high, with 
two wings 39 feet by 19 feet. ‘There are a large barn and other 
out-buildings. 


AtMsHoUsE, AusTIN Farm (West Roxsury Disrricr).—The 
site purchased by the city for a Home for the Poor, known as the 
‘* Austin Farm,’ contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the 
easterly side by Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, 
on the westerly side by Canterbury street, and on the northerly 
side by Austin Terrace, so called. On this estate are a house 
occupied by female paupers, barn, ice-house, and sheds. In 
1879-80 an extension was added to the main buildlng, which will 
accommodate 100 inmates, at an expense of $14,998.99. In 
1881 the barn was enlarged and a new silo built of the capacity 
of 325 tons. 


Marceiia-streeT Home. — Building formerly occupied by the 
city of Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were 
made in 1876-77, for the accommodation of pauper boys and 
neglected male children. Contents of lot, 152,000 square feet. 
New buildings have been completed for the pauper and neglected 
girls formerly at Deer Island. 


STEAMBOAT ‘* J. Putnam Braver.” — This boat is 340 tons 
burden, 140 feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over 
all, 8 feet 6 inches deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 
1875. Cost, including outfit, $43,836.19. Used for conveying 
prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to and from the city to the 
Deer and Rainsford Island Institutions.

The following property is in charge of the Superintendent of 
Health : — 


Sours City Strasies, SHop, AnD SHEDs. — Situated on Albany 
street, on the South Bay Territory, opposite Newton street. The 
lot belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, and 
contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected there- 
with are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden

sheds, used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories 
high, with French roof, and has accommodations for 117 horses. 
Total original cost, exclusive of land. $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, 
and harness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which 
the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the department, are 
constructed and kept in repair. 


OrraL Drror.—Erected in 14864 on the wharf fronting on 
Albany street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the 
dock from that used by the Paving Department. ‘The lot which 
the building occupies, and the yard attached to the same, contain 
32,520 feet, and belonged to the city before being used for this 
purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578. 89. This build- 
ing is used for the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city 
proper ‘by purchasers of the same. 


West STABLE AND SHEDS, 'NortH Grove Streer. — The stable 
is a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located 
on North Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable out-buildings 
attached tothe same. It has accommodations for 54 horses. The 


lot contains about 33,600 feet. 


HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 60 horses, on the 
old Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 80,000 square feet. 
A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving 
Department. ‘There is on this lot a brick stable, which cost 
$89,594.13. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected in 1875 at a cost 
of $1,160.12. 

In 1875 there was a stable erected for 21 horses, on Rutherford 
avenue, Charlestown District, at a cost of $5,083.07. Shed and 
out-buildings, built in 1879. Contents of lot, as claimed by city, 
34,000 square feet. 

The Superintendent of Health has charge of the city stables, 
horses, carts, wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping 
the streets and places clean, collecting the house-offal, house-ashes, 
dry-dirt, etc. The estimated value of the whole property is about 
$95,000. 

Prisoners are conveyed to and from the institutions at South 
Boston, and to the Deer Island steamboat, by vehicles furnished 
by this department. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health : — 


Fifteen urinals, in different parts of the city, including two re- 
treats for females, one on the Common, facing West-street entrance, 
and the other on the Public Garden, — two wooden structures, with 
slated roofs appropriately furnished. In office of City Physician, 
books and surgical instruments. 


GaL.op’s IsLanp, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 
1860 for $6,600, used as Quarantine station, on which are a dwell-

ing-house, barn, coal-shed, two hospitals, steamboat wharf, store- 
house for infected cargoes, and other buildings, with the live stock, 
farming utensils, merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying 
on the Quarantine Department. 

Smatt-pox Hospirar, Canterbury street, West Roxbury Dis- 
trict, built in 1877. Cost of land and buildings, $31,388.78. The 
contents of lot are 4,182 acres.

PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Superintendent 
of Streets : — 


Burtpincs AND WHarr, on Albany street, opposite Sharon 
street, adjoining the City Stable. The building is of brick and 
wood, and covers some 8,000 square feet of land, and is divided 
into a shed for breaking stone for macadamizing, blacksmith and 
carpenter’s shops, and a tool-room. The total contents of the lot, 
including wharf and building, are 54,750 square feet. Original 
cost of the building, $10,940.86. 


Burtpincs AND Wuarr, on Charles street, corner of Cambridge 
street. The buildings are two in number, built of wood. One is 
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divided into a blacksmith and carpenter’s shops, an office for fore- 
man and wharfinger, with tenement upstairs occupied by the wharf- 
inger; the other building contains a stable, with accommodations 
for six horses, and a shed for breaking stones for macadamizing, 
and storage for material. Between the two buildings, at the 
entrance to the wharf, is a Fairbanks’ standard scales.

Fort-Hitt Wauarr, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in 
charge of the Paving Department, May 18, 1874, to be used for 
the landing and storage of paving blocks and gravel until such time 
as said wharf shall be wanted for the extension of Oliver street. 
A part of this wharf is occupied by a tenant-at-will, at $1,200 per 
annum. 


—Two pieces of land left from an estate on 
Broadway extension, of about 7,991 square feet, with buildings.

Upon this lot is a building containing a steam-engine and stone- 
crusher; the building cost $1,200, and the engine and stone- 
crusher, $2,330. 

On the AtmsHovusE Lot, Hancock street, Dorchester District, 
there are two stables, also two sheds and a tool-house, used by 
this department. 

LepeGe Lor, on Myrtle street and Bird place, Dorchester Dis- 
trict, containing 81,068 square feet. Upon this lot are a black- 
smith’s shop, and a large shed. This lot was purchased by the 
town of Dorchester, of Stephen Baker, in 1867. 

Downer-AveENvuE Lot, Dorchester District, containing 35,300 
square feet, purchased by the Paving Department, in 1871, of 
Nathan and Henry N. Sawyer, for the protection of the Alms- 
house lot. 

West Roxsury District. — On Childs street, a lot of land con- 
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taining 14,457 feet, upon which are a stable and shed, erected in 
1875 at a cost of $5,000, a blacksmith’s shop and tool-house.

SEWER DEPARTMENT.

water-front, on Albany street, containing 43,000 square feet, for 
storage of materials, tools, etc.. In his Annual Report to the City 
Council, May 1884, the Superintendent of Sewers gives a schedule 
of the tools and other property belonging to this department. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


There are one principal and four deputies, annually appointed by 
the Mayor. . 

In his charge are various sets of standard weights and measures, 
ete., 3 horses, wagons, pungs, and harnesses. See annual report 
for 18838 for detailed statement of property. | 


CITY ENGINEER’S OFFICE. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Engineer : —

LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Lamps has charge (according to the 
annual report, published January, 1884), of 9,623 Gas Lamps, 
and 2,619 Fluid Lamps, besides 381 Electric Lights, posts, 
brackets, ladders, oil-cans, measures, and the necessary tools used 
in lighting the lamps and repairing the same, 7 horses, 5 wagons, 
1 top-buggy, 1 sleigh, 4 pungs, and harnesses.

In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CrntrRAL CuHarity Bureau Buriipine, located at the corner 
of Chardon and Hawkins streets, is occupied by the Overseers of 
the Poor, the Paymaster of the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following 
charitable societies: Boston Provident Association, Industrial Aid 
Society, Boston Sewing Circle, Young Men’s Benevolent Society, 
German Emigrant Aid Society, Boston Police Relief Association, 
Ladies’ Codperative Visiting Society, The Associated Charities, 
Homeeopathic Dispensary, and the United Hebrew Benevolent 
Association. The City Physician also occupies a room in this 
building. 

TEMPORARY HOME FOR THE DeEsTITUTE is located at the corner 
of Chardon and Bowker streets. This building and the one above 
mentioned were erected on a lot the contents of which are 19,962 
square feet. The total cost of these buildings, with the land and 
the boiler-house in the rear, was $210,494.33. 


LopGer For WaAyFARERS, in the old Mayhew School building, on 
Hawkins street, lot containing 9,625 square feet. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In the Public Library and its branches in East Boston, South 
Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, Charlestown, Brighton, Jamaica 
Plain, West Roxbury, South End, and North End Districts, there 
are about 444,858 bound volumes, besides manuscripts, pamphlets, 
statuary, and paintings. The Tosti engravings embrace some in 
frames, 5,100 in bound volumes, and several hundred in port- 
folios. 


SCHOOLS. 


In the Public Schools of the city under the charge of the School 
Committee, 65,072 books, 1,126 music charts, 132 pianos, 132 
piano-stools, 132 piano-covers, 60 sets of philosophical apparatus, 
2,989 maps, charts, and globes.

PEMBERTON Funp. — This Fund comprises bequests and gifts 
made to the City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from 
** A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie 
Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, 
Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, 
Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, Dr. Harriot 
K. Hunt, and George Higginson. The most important, however, 
of the bequests was from BrenJamMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was 
proved June 25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. ‘The income of this fund is to be expended, at 
the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the 
poor of this city. The amount of this fund, April 30, 1884, was 
$106,768.47. 


Boyriston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by JoHN 
Boyiston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 
1795. One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘* Poor 
and decayed householders of the Town of Boston,” ‘* not under fifty 
years of age,” ‘** persons of good character, and reduced by thé act 
of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.”” The 
other portion to be applied to ** nurture and instruction of Poor 
Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1884, to 
$20,422,27. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, April 30, 1884, to 
$130,166.25. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of JonaTHAN Mason, by will 
dated July 15,1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain 
of the Almshouse or Workhouse. Interest to be added until one is 
appointed. The interest is now paid annually towards the salary 
of the Chaplain of the House of Industry. Amount of Mason 
Fund, April 30, 1884, $8,409.50. 


DextTER Funp. — Was a bequest of Samurt Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects 
of charity as are not supported in the Almshouse, though some- 
times relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter 
Fund, April 30, 1884, $3,255.59.

JEFFRIES Funp. — Was a bequest of Davip Jrerrries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be ap- 
plied to the purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the 
refreshment of those persons who, in the Providence of God are or 
shall be obliged to seek refuge in the Almshouse, after having lived 
reputably, but always giving preference to the pious poor. Amount 
of Jeffries Fund, April 30, 1884, $3,321.36. 

Lucy Buttman Cuarity. —Consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession of the 
City of Boston in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy Bull- 
man, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, Jan. 9, 1832; in 
which it is provided that, upon the death of certain persons therein 
named, said estate is given to the City of Boston, upon condition 
that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,200.00. Funds on 
hand, $14,568.58. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the 
Poor. 


Davip Sears Cuarity. — This is a fund contributed by the late 
Davin Sears, for the relief of the poor. 

The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity and 
the Searstan Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 

This fund has been largely increased by the amount received 
from the Donation Fund established by Mr. Sears, of which the 
Fifty Associates were actuaries, and the total amount of ‘* The 
David Sears Charity,” April 30, 1884, was $270,487.09 


Pierce Fuet Funp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown, 
by the late CALEB PieRcE, who died September 7, 1860, and which 
was accepted by the Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. In- 
come to be expended in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose 
husbands had resided in Charlestown at least one year before their 
decease, said widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown. 

Amount of fund April 30, 1884, $1,500, invested in City of Boston 
note, and $45.00 interest on hand. ‘Total, $1,545.00. 


Horton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late James Ho.tron, in 1863, will probated June 
9, 1863. Income to be expended in purchasing and distributing 
provisions among poor and indigent Protestant families in said 
town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other holidays, or just 
previous to such-holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to receive 
a liberal share. Amount of fund April 30, 1884, invested in City 
of Boston note and interest. ‘Total, $1,537.50. 


Horton Prorestant Pauper Funp. — Legacy left to the town 
of Brighton by the late James Horton, for the purpose of furnish-° 
ing good and plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton, 
on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays. Amount of fund April 
30, 1884, City of Boston note $2,000, and interest $515.40. Total, 
$2,515.40. 

StouGHTON Poor Funp.— Bequest of Lieut. Gov. William 
Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the 
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relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the 
selectmen, and the income to be distributed to the most needy in- 
habitants. Amount of fund April 30, 1884, $1,000, invested in 
City of Boston $1,000 note and interest, $493.03. Total, $1,493.08.

CHARLESTOWN POOR’S FUND. 


Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard 
Sprague, will dated October 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated 
January, 1772; Richard Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 
1826; Thomas Miller, April 2, 1833; Catherine Bradish, Septem- 
ber, 1836; Daniel White, 1864; James K. Frothingham, 1864; 
Jacob Foss, 1865; Simeon A. R. DeWolf, 1865; Reuben Hunt, 
1866, for the benefit of the poor of Charlestown. By an act of the 
Legislature, passed in 1825, the board of trust was composed of 
the selectmen of Charlestown, and the two senior deacons from each 
church, for the time being, and their successors in said office.

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POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


The City Council passed an ordinance, July 31, 1878, to take 
effect on its passage, continuing in force the provisions of the 
ordinances of 1870 and 1875, providing that all moneys earned by 
police-officers for fees as witnesses, except one witness fee a day 
in the Supreme or Superior courts, shall be kept as a separate 
fund, and invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer, and 
Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees 
thereof. The income of the said fund shall be applied to the 
relief of persons who have received an honorable discharge from 
the police force by reason of sickness, age, or other inability, and 
who are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous circumstances ; 
and also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in necessitous 
circumstances, of police-officers who have died while in the service 
of the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regulations 
for the appropriation and disbursement of the interest of said fund 
as they may deem expedient; subject, however, to such orders or 
ordinances as the City Council may from time to time adopt. 

_ The trustees consist of the Mayor, Augustus P. Martin, the City 

Treasurer, Alfred T. Turner, and the City Auditor, James H.

BOSTON FIREMAN’S RELIEF FUND. 
By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the city of 


Boston for the time being (and his successors in office), the Board 
of Fire Commissioners of the City of Boston, for the time being 
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(and their successors in office), were constituted a body corporate 
for the purposes of receiving and holding all sums of money, and 
real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggregate two hun- 
dred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, 
or devised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire De- 
partment or their families requiring assistance, or for the benefit of 
any persons, or the families of any persons, who have been such 
members, requiring assistance. The property so held shall be 
known as the Boston Fireman’s Relief Fund. ‘The said body 
corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same 
and the income thereof, according to their best discretion, subject 
to the provisions of any and all trusts which may be created for 
the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the proving: of the foregoing act the fol- 
lowing-named persons, viz.: His Honor the Mayor, Augustus P. 
Martin, Fire Commissioners Henry W. Longley and John E. Fitz- 
gerald, now constitute the Board of Trustees. Augustus P. Mar- 
tin, Mayor, President; Frederick W. Smith, Jr., Clerk.

This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. 
BrnJAMIN FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, 
in 1791, £1,000 sterling, which he directed to be loaned in sums 
of not more than £60 or less than £15, to one applicant, at five

per cent. interest ; to be repaid in annual instalments of ten per 
cent. each. ‘These loans are restricted to ‘* Young Married Artifi- 
cers, under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served an 
apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good 
moral character from at least two respectable citizens, who are 
willing to become their sureties in a bond for the repayment of the 
money.” . 

The trustees under the Will are the Selectmen’ (now Board of 
Aldermen), united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, 


Congregational, and Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston.. 


The first loan was made May, 1791.

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHooL Trust Funps. —The Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incor- 
porate Richard Devens, Nath’l Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron 
Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’! Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their 
successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th 
of April the same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town Treasurer 
deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, 
etc. (being the property of said free schools), that now are, or 
may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s hands.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the 
manner of electing the School Committee, provides that the per- 
sons thus chosen shall have ‘‘ all the powers and privileges, and be 
subject to all the liabilities, set forth” in the Act to incorporate 
certain persons by the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free 
Schools ; the act of annexation to Boston provided for the continu- 
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ance of this corporation in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were 
incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School 
Trust Fund, to ‘* manage said Fund and disburse the income 
thereof within the limits of the former City of Charlestown, ac- 
cording to the tenor of the instruments creating said trust.”

OFFICE OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE Poor, CHARITY BUILDING, 
cor. oF Hawkins AND CHarRpon Srs., Boston, May 28, 1884. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the City 
of Boston: — 


In accordance with the provisions of the ordinance the 
Board of Overseers of the Poor submit their Annual Report, 
being the twentieth of the present series. The year, as a 
whole, has not been an eventful one. The usual routine of 
application, investigation, and assistance has been followed, 
with a small increase in the amount of money expended, over 
the previous year. 

This increase has been caused, no doubt, by the less man- 
ual labor which has been required in some branches of busi- 
ness, together with the severe winter, which was protracted 
even to the late spring months. Of the persons assisted 
3,082 were already on our books, having been aided in pre- 
vious years; and many cases, particularly among the aged, 
will require our aid as long as they live. Private charitable 
organizations can, at their own discretion, cut off chronic 
cases when they become a burden upon their treasuries ; but 
it is different in a municipality that is bound by legal require- 
ments to afford relief to the necessities of their less-favored 
inhabitants. We do not understand that this class is increas- 
ing in numbers above the ratio of our population; but the 
very prosperity and renown of a city no doubt often attract 
many, some of whom finally become dependent upon it for 
care and partial support. 

As early as 1690 the old town of Boston elected a Board 
of Overseers of the Poor; this custom has been continued, 
with various modifications as to form of election, until the 
present time, and probably will exist in some form so long as 
one stone lays upon another in our public edifices, or a living 
population throng our streets.

A small village, as well as a great city, has its different 
classes so far as worldly means are concerned, but the great- 
est extremes are witnessed in the latter. 

The number of the abject poor in these large and crowded 
aggregations of the people seems appalling to the sensitive 
mind; human misery demands human sympathy; each case 
has an individuality of its own; the difficult problem is to 
relieve, but not to pauperize, and calls for judicious man- 
agement on the part of those who are intrusted with this por- 
tion of civic duty. 
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The number of old cases relieved during the year was, 3,082 
The number of new cases during the same period was, 993 


The number of new registration papers filed was 920; 
- this, with the number already on our files and books, makes 
the total number for the twenty years’ record, 23,389. 


The number of visits made by our officers to the homes of 
our beneficiaries was 14,743. This does not include those 
made to the sick by the physicians in the service of the 
Board. 

_ The amount of money appropriated by the City Govern- 
ment for the department for the financial year was $113,750. 

The amount of drafts on the City Treasury on this account 
was $112,978.83, leaving a balance of $771.17. 

There is a class of poor living in the city having legal 
claims for support upon other cities and towns, whom we 
have assisted at the expense of the cities and towns liable 
for their support. Persons having no legal claim on any city 
or town have been aided on account of the Commonwealth.

The number of Boston families living out of the city who 
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have required aid during the year, on account of their 
destitute circumstances, is 221, who resided in 70 other cities 
and towns of the Commonwealth. The authorities of. these 
localities have provided for their wants at an expenditure of 
$8,514.09. This sum has been repaid to them from our own 
treasury. 

In addition to the cash receipts already mentioned, there 
has passed through our treasury the sum of $2,074, col- 
lected from other cities and towns on account of patients in 
the City Hospital who have settlements outside of Boston. 

The two outside institutions under the immediate supervis- 
ion of the Board, the Temporary Home for Women and 
Children, and the Wayfarers’ Lodge, are in good condition, 
and have each been accomplishing the work for which they 
were especially designed. ‘There has been a small increase 
in the cost of their maintenance, and the numbers accommo- 
dated within their walls.

The success and remedial influences of this establishment 
have far exceeded our expectations. Although its location 
so near our own ‘head-quarters is a great convenience, 
yet its accommodations for the storage of wood sawed 
4 and cut, awaiting customers, are limited ; and it may become 

a question in the near future if it would not be better, 
for economical reasons, to change its location to some 
building on a marginal street, near tide water, or on a wharf. 
This might be so situated as to equally accommodate the 
public wants, as well as to obviate the necessity to which we 
are now subject, of leasing a wharf for the landing of wood 
from the vessels, and then carting it through the streets, at 
considerable expense, to the Lodge, where it is prepared for ~ 
purchasers. 

We have already paid into the City Treasury nine thousand 
dollars from the profits which have accrued on this wood ac- 
count, and possibly, with larger accommodations, a greater 
margin of revenue might be secured, although it was not for 
this end that the Lodge was started. One of the principal 
objects was to test the character of the men who sought its 
shelter and comforts. If the labor they are forced to give 
as a condition of assistance can be made remunerative, its 
wisdom, even as an economical measure, is fully justified. 

To the old inhabitants. of Boston, as well as those more 
recently conversant with its affairs, it is known that in one 
respect we are different from all other departments of the 
public service. ‘The confidence which was early placed in 
the character and functions of the Board made them the 

‘recipients of many charitable donations and legacies, the 
principal of which they were to hold in trust; the interest 
was to be spent for the benefit, in a large measure, of those 
who had fallen from comparatively affluent circumstances to 
a condition, not of abject poverty, but of straitened means 
for the comforts of life. To become the legal custodians of 
these funds, which were to be separate and distinct from the 
usual appropriations of money from the municipality, the 
Board was granted an Act of Incorporation, by the General 
Court, in 1772. The nucleus of these funds commenced in 
1760, when a donation was made of £66 13s. and 4d. 

. There have been many charitably disposed Bostonians in the 
successive generations since that time who have, in a similar 
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manner, remembered their less-favored fellow-citizens, so 
that these funds, with their accumulation of unexpended in- 
terest, now amount, as will be seen by the treasurer’s state- 
ment, to upwards of half a million of dollars. More than 
half of this sum is invested in the City of Boston currency 
notes ; the rest is in bank stocks, Fifty Associates’ Stock, and 
U.S. and Mass. Bonds. There are two pieces of real es- 
tate: one in the David Sears Fund, consisting of a block of 
houses and some unimproved land in Longwood; and the 
other is the Lucy Bullman property, on Cambridge street, 
which is never to be sold, but the income to be used for the 
poor of the city. The charters of many of the banks in 
which we are shareholders are expiring by limitation; we 
have cheerfully joined in the petitions to the Secretary of 
the Treasury for their renewal. | 

A significant fact in this connection may be of interest. 
The Massachusetts Bank, organized in 1784, was the first 
bank incorporated in this Commonwealth. It is about tak- 
ing measures to celebrate its Centennial Anniversary. Our 
predecessors, a hundred years since, subscribed for or bought 
one share of this stock at the then par value of five hundred 
dollars. Ours is the only name which has continued with- 
out change on its stock ledger. The first dividend was paid 
the following year, 1785. Only two dividends have been 
passed since its organization, one in the war of 1812, and 
the other in the financial crisis of 1837. We now hold in 
this bank forty-six shares; par value, two hundred and fifty 
dollars each. 

The number of pensioners on the Trust Funds is now 244, 
a reduction of 8 during the year: 16 have died, 17 have been 
added, and 4 have been taken to Insane Asylums, 1 to the 
Old Men’s Home, and 4 have been taken off the list, their 
circumstances no longer requiring the aid. 

The buildings in our care are generally in a good condi- 
tion; little will need to be done this year. The improve- 
ments made last year have been satisfactory. Nearly all the 
rooms in the Charity Building designed for organizations 
having kindred objects with ourselves are occupied, and a 
new one has been fitted up in the basement for those who 
only occasionally need it for meetings or committee work. 

A detailed and tabulated statement of the work accom- 
plished during the year in the Secretary’s department, as well 
as the Treasurer’s account of receipts and expenditures, and 
the condition and amount of the several funds, will be found 
as usual in the accompanying pages. 

We have been gratified with the visits of the members of 
the City Council, and especially of the joint committee on 
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this department, who have continued during the past year to 
regularly examine our books and accounts, and obtain that 
information which we always desire to give as to our man- 
ner of business and the condition of our affairs. 

In closing the report we cannot fail to remember with 
respect those who have been associated with us in the dis- 
charge of common duties, but whose terms of service ex- 
pired with the official year. Mr. Henry W. Pickering 
became a member of the Board in 1875, and served three suc- 
cessive terms of three years each. His long experience, his 
eminent position in the business circles of the city, and the 
confidence placed in his judgment, amply fitted him for the 
obligations which the trust imposed. Captain John A. Scott 
was an incumbent of the position for one term, having taken 
his seat on the Board in 1881. His knowledge of the people 
in that part of the city which had long been his residence, 
his loyalty to duty, and his character as a citizen, enabled 
him to give an acceptable service to the position which he 
filled. ‘The Board, at its final meeting, as these gentlemen 
retired from an active participation in its affairs, put upon 
its records, by vote, their sense of the value of their services 
to the city, and the courtesy and kindness which had ever 
characterized them in their official and personal relations 
with its members.

Report OF OVERSEERS OF THE Poor. ay 


Trust Funps IN THE HANDS OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
Poor. 


Pemberton Fund. — This fund comprises bequests made 
to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present time, from 
“A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, 
Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, 
Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “ A Citizen of Bos- 
ton,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, and George 
Higginson. The most important, however, of the bequests 
was from Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given 
to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at 
the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to 
the poor of this city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds. —These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12,1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and de- 
eayed householders of the Town of Boston, not under fifty 
years of age; persons of good character, and reduced by 
the acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or 
other vice.” The other portion to be applied to the “ nurture 
and instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to the 
chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse ; interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid. semi- 
annually towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of 
Industry. 

Dexter Fund was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jeffries Fund was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar, for the refreshment of those persons who, in the 
pr ovidence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in 
the almshouse, after having lived reputably 5 but always 
giving preference to the pious poor. 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession 
of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will of Lucy 
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Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of cer- 
tain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City 
of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should never 
be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. 
By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, Jan- 
uary 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Over- 
seers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears, for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life, and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.” 

| Pierce Fuel Fund.—The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. Income 
“to be annually expended forever, in purchasing and dis- 
tributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving, or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct, that, in such periodical 
distributions, unmarried Protestant females, who are poor or 
needy, shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as said distributers shall deem 
to be most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that 
lone class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.—A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. Income 
“to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity 
or circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals, on Thanksgiving day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brigh- 
ton.” Unexpended income to be added to the principal. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
liam Stougton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave 
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£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed 
to the most needy inhabitants.

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RELATIONSHIPS AND OCCUPATIONS OF APPLICANTS. 


During the last year an attempt has been made, by a continu- 
ous examination of all the application-papers on file, to learn 
something more of the relationships existing between different 
applicants, and of other facts relating to them, than was to be 
learned by the ordinary use of each separately. The figures given 
‘below, while of considerable interest to all connected with the poor, 
are yet somewhat incomplete, for the reason that the application- 
papers taken during the first seven years after the reorganization 
of this Board are so deficient in the details spoken of, that nothing 
bearing upon the questions considered in this examination can be 
learned from some of them. If the parents of the applicant had 
not lived in Massachusetts up to the time of the application, no 
name or date or occupation filled the blanks; and so it happens 
that those parents might have come to this city and placed them- 
selves upon our list the next year, and it would be only by acci- 
dent that their connection with another case would be established. 
Perhaps it would not be extravagant to add two per cent. to the 
ascertained relationships, to balance those probable ones. The 
whole number of papers examined is (23,500) twenty-three thou- 
sand five hundred. Among these were found 4,194 papers of per- 
sons connected by blood with some other person now on the list, 
— 17.85 per cent., —so that if the estimate of unrecognized cases 
be allowed, it would appear that a little less than one family in 
every five on our list has relatives who have also been aided. 

Bearing in mind that these statistics cover a period of less than 
twenty years, it will surprise some of those not familiar with the 
tendencies of inherited poverty to learn that we now count 1,256 
fathers and daughters, and 914 fathers and sons, as applying for 
aid during that time. Most of the families are represented by 
only one descendant, there being 1,109 in this class. Of the cases 
where two descendants have applied there are 204. ‘There are 
three descendants in 52 cases. Of four descendants there are 
27 cases. Five descendants have applied in 5 cases. In counting 
these cases no connection by marriage has been considered, as it 
would Jead to complication and double counting. If it were 
allowed to count C, the sister of B (who is married to A), in the 
A series, the list might be made much more formidable, and the 
allied cases, in many instances, would be ten in number, and more. 

Perhaps the limited scale of these observations may make them 
not entirely reliable for purposes of generalization ; but it is quite 
certain that, in one respect, the result is different from what would 
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commonly be inferred; that is, the effect of more or less skilled 
occupations on the necessity of applying for public aid, since it 
would seem likely that the more skilled the occupation and the 
higher the wages, the less the liability to fall to dependence and 
want. 

The occupations of the male heads of families taken include all 
the grades, from pick and shovel to machinist, and they number 
955. Of these there are :—

It will thus be seen that nearly two-thirds of these cases are con- 
nected with persons whose capacity for earning raises them more or 
less above the day-laborer, and while we have no statistics that 
enable us to state just what proportion the several trades bear to 
the whole population, or to the laborers, so called, it admits of little 
doubt that the skilled occupations are over-represented on these 
files. The true explanation will probably be found in the inroads 
of that degrading vice which confounds skill and power and will in 

a common ruin. And it is also true that the larger daily expenses 
of living, which many people earning good wages incur, make the 
unforeseen necessity for aid when “the emer gency comes more 
pressing, while the daily deficit to be met is much greater 
than it moni be in the case of the laborer, whose friends often 
help him over a bare place without the necessity of an appeal to 
public charity. The numbers given in the last two occupations 
named deserve a single comment. The average yearly number of 
distillers in Boston in the last forty years is about twelve. The 
yearly number of merchants, classed as such in the directory, 
for the same time is one hundred and ninety-one. Rating the capi- 
tal, business capacity, and success as about the same in the two 
occupations, it is remarkable that sixteen times as many, in two 
generations, of one as of the other should have received aid here.

An Act TO PROVIDE FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE CRIMINAL INSANE BY 
THE COMMONWEALTH. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representutives in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : — 


Section 1. When a state prison convict is committed to a state 
lunatic hospital, the charges for his support shall be paid by the 
Commonwealth, until the expiration of his term of sentence to the 
state prison. 

Srcr. 2. When a person held in prison on a charge of felony is 
committed to a state lunatic hospital, under the provisions of sec- 
tions fifteen or thirty of chapter two hundred and thirteen, or of 
sections sixteen, nineteen, or twenty of chapter two hundred and 
fourteen of the Public Statutes, the charges for his support therein 
shall be paid by the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 3. The provisions of this act shall apply to such com- 
mitments already made. 

Sreor. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An Act RELATING TO THE EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN IN MANU- 
FACTURING AND OTHER ESTABLISHMENTS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, .and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : — 


Section 1. Section one of chapter forty-eight of the Public 
Statutes is hereby amended so as toread: ‘‘Section 1. No child 
under ten years of age shall be employed in any manufacturing, 
mechanical, or mercantile establishment; and no child under 
twelve years of age shall be so employed during the hours in which 
the public schools are in session in the city or town in which he re- 
sides. Any parent or guardian who permits such employment 
shall for such offence forfeit not less than twenty nor more than fifty 
dollars for the use of the public schools of the city or town.” 

Secr. 2. This amendment shall take effect July first in the year 
of our Lord eighteen hundred and eighty-three.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen-

Section 1. Section twenty-one of chapter eighty-four of the 
Public Statutes is amended by inserting after the word ** Asylum,” 
in the fourth line, the words ‘‘ or St. Mary’s Infant Asylum.” 

Sect. 2. Section forty-four of chapter eighty-six of the es 
lic Statutes is amended by inserting after the word *‘ charter,” 
the third line, the following words, ‘‘ or to the 5t. Mary’ S Infant 
Asylum, agreeably to the provisions of its charter.’ 

Sror. 3. The provisions of section forty-six of chapter eighty- 
six of the Public Statutes, as amended by chapter one hundred 
and eighty-one of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-two, shall apply to the St. Mary’s Infant Asylum, but over- 
seers of the poor shall commit any indigent or neglected infants 
having no known settlement in this Commonwealth to the custody 
of the state board of health, lunacy, and charity, which board 
shall provide for said infants in either of said asylums, or in a 
family or other suitable place, as they may judge to be best for the 
interests of each child.

Section four of chapter two hundred and seventy of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-two is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: Whoever unreasonably neglects 
to provide for the support of his minor child shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars, or by imprisonment in the house 
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of correction not exceeding six months. All fines imposed under 
this section may, in the discretion of the court, be paid in whole or 
in part to the town, city, corporation, society, or person actually 
supporting such minor child at the time of making the complaint, 
Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An Act Concerninc ASYLUMS FOR THE CHRONIC INSANE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as fol- 
lows : — 

Section 1. Any city having more than fifty thousand inhabi- 
tants may establish and maintain therein one or more asylums for 
the care and treatment of the chronic insane of such city and of 
any other city or town, and may enact suitable ordinances con- 
cerning the maintenance, management, and government of such 
asylums, subject to the provisions of this act. Every such asylum 
shall be under the care of proper medical officers having experience 
in the care of the insane. 

Secor. 2. ‘The provisions of section twenty-six of chapter eighty- 
seven of the Public Statutes shall apply to all asylums established 
under this act, and any such asylum may receive insane persons 
committed according to the provisions of said chapter by any 
court named in section eleven thereof; but no insane person 
whose insanity has existed for a less period than six months shall 
be committed to said asylums, nor retained therein, except as above 
provided. 

Secor. 3. The state board of heath: lunacy, and charity shall, 
by themselves or their agent, visit and inspect every asylum estab- 
lished under this act at least once in every six months, and shall 
have power to remove or transfer the inmates thereof in the same 
manner as they now remove and transfer the inmates of other hospi- 
tals or asylums for the insane in this Commonwealth, and may trans- 
fer and admit to said asylums patients supported by cities and towns 
in the state hospitals or elsewhere : provided, that the managers of any 
asylums established under this act may discharge any inmate when 
in their judgment it is expedient to do so. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An Act CONCERNING COMMITMENTS TO THE STATE WORKHOUSE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as fol- 
lows : — 


Section 1. Persons committing the offences named in sections 
twenty-nine and forty-two of chapter two hundred and seven of 
the Public Statutes may be sentenced to the state workhouse for 
not less than six months nor more than two years, as is now pro- 
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vided in case of. tramps by section thirty-eight of said chapter ; 
and all persons who shall abscond or escape from the state almshouse 
or from the state workhouse, not being sentenced inmates thereof, 
and within one year thereafter be found within any city or town 
soliciting public charity, shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
state workhouse for a term not exceeding one year. 

Sect. 2. Complaints arising under this act may be made and 
prosecuted by any overseer of the poor, or by the directors of pub- 
lic institutions in the city of Boston, or by such agents, not exceed- 
ing two in number, as may be appointed by the state board of 
health, lunacy, and charity, and specially designated for this pur- 
pose; and the police court of Lowell may hold sessions for the 
trial of such persons as are complained of, being inmates of the 
state almshouse, within the town of Tewksbury, in the county of 
Middlesex, at such times as said court may appoint. 

Secor. 38. The police court of Lowell shall have jurisdiction of 
the offences described in this act, concurrently with any other 
court having jurisdiction thereof, when committed in any part of 
the county of Middlesex without the district of said court, and the 
police court of Lawrence and the first district court of Essex 
respectively shall have the same concurrent jurisdiction of said 
offences when committed in any part of the county of Essex without 
the respective districts of said courts. 

Secor. 4. This act shall take effect on the first ce of July next.

DECISIONS OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 
110 Mass., p. 98. 1872. 


Inhabitants of Belchertown wv. Inhabitants of Ludlow. 


The Stat. of 1866, Chap. 234, Sect. 1, does not oblige a town to 
support a State pauper, whose wife has a settlement in the town, 
unless she is also a pauper. 

Contract to recover the amount paid a physician for surgical aid 
to John H. Eaton, who fell into distress in Belchertown, by reason 
of a severe accident. He had no settlement in the Common tannin 
but she had a settlement with the defendants. | 

She had never asked for aid, and none was ever given her or 
her family, except the surgical aid to her husband. Notice was 
duly given by the plaintiffs to the defendants. On the above facts, 
which were agreed, the case was submitted to the judgment of the 
Superior Court, and on appeal, of this court. . 

Ames, J. — It is provided by the Stat. of 1866, Chap. 234, Sect. 
1, that ‘‘ when the operation of any provision of law in relation to 
poor and indigent persons might cause a separation of husband 
and wife, by reason of the wife having a legal settlement in some 
place in the Commonwealth, the husband being a State pauper, 
both parties shall be supported by the place where the wife has a 
legal settlement.”” We think that this statute only applies to cases 
in which both the husband and the wife receive support as paupers ; 
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and that it was intended to provide that in such a case they are 
not to be supported in two different almshouses. The report finds 
that in this case the husband fell into distress in consequence of a 
severe injury to his person; but that his wife and family neither 
asked nor received any aid from the town in which they resided. 
The husband, under these circumstances, became liable to be sent 
to one of the State almshouses as a State pauper; but, although 
he would thereby be separated from his wife, it cannot be said 
that this separation would be caused by reason of the fact that she 
had, and he had not, a legal settlement in some place in the Com- 
monwealth. On the contrary, it would proceed entirely from the 
fact that he was a pauper, and she was not; and is merely the 
same kind of separation that would result from his removal to the 
almshouse in the place of his residence. ‘There must therefore be 
judgment for the defendants.

Inhabitants of Uxbridge v. Inhabitants of Northbridge.. 
Worcester, Oct., 1881. 


In an action by one town against another for the support of a 
female pauper, it appeared that, prior to the Stat. of 1874, Chap. 
274, under which it was contended that she had acquired a settle- 
ment in the defendant town, as an unmarried woman, she had re- 
sided there for five years without receiving reliefas a pauper. 
There was evidence that she married a person thirty years ago, and 
lived with him in the defendant town about three months, and he 
went to another State and died; but there was no evidence of the 
time of his death. Held, that the action could not'be maintained. 

Contract for support furnished to Polly Jacobs, or Cunningham, 
a pauper : — 

At the trial in the Superior Court, .before Aldrich, J., it was 
contended that the pauper acquired a settlement in Northbridge, 
under the Stat. of 1874, Chap. 274, by a residence of five years, 
without receiving relief as a pauper. It was agreed that the whole 
residence accrued prior to 1873; that she had not received relief 
before that year; that there was no previous settlement; and that 
she has none now, unless acquired by that marriage, or by her five 
years’ residence in Northbridge. 

The judge ruled that the burden was on the plaintiff to prove 
that the pauper was an unmarried woman at the time it was con- 
tended she acquired a settlement, by residence in the defendant 
town; and that the agreed facts and evidence were insufficient, as 
matter of law, to prove that she was an unmarried woman, and di- 
rected a verdict for the defendants. 

The plaintiff alleged exceptions. 

Gray, C. J.— The only claim made by Uxbridge of the settle- 
ment of the pauper in Northbridge was under the Stat. of 1874, 
Chap. 274. ‘There was no evidence that the pauper’s husband ever 
had a settlement there; and she could not gain a settlement there 
by her residence, during his life. Somerville ¥, Boston, 120 
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Mass., 574. Testimony that his wife, thirty years ago, lived with 
him in Northbridge for three months, ‘‘and then he went to 
Pennsylvania and died,” without any evidence that he had not since 
been heard from, is no proof of the time of his death. There was, 
therefore, no evidence that he had died before his wife’s residence 
for five years in the defendant town ; and the plaintiff town fails to 
support the burden resting upon it of proving the facts necessary 
to make out the settlement alleged. Amherst v. Shelburne, 13 
Gray, 341. ; 

Exceptions overruled. 

In Amherst v. Shelburne the rescript of the Court is as fol- 
lows :— 

‘¢ Legitimate children cannot derive a settlement from their 
mother without proving that their father had no settlement within 
the Commonwealth.” 


Lunenberg v. Shirley. 1882. 


Devens, J. — By this action the plaintiffs sought to charge 
the defendants with sums expended by them for the wite and 
children of Peter Smith, on Aug. 4, 1878. Smith served as a part 
of defendant’s quota, and plaintiff claims that he acquired a settle- 
ment in defendant town, by Stat. 1878, Sect. 1, Clause 10. 

That statute provides that ‘‘any soldier who shall have duly 
served one year,”’ etc., ‘* shall be deemed to have gained a settle- 
ment in that town.” 

It is contended that Smith never duly served a year. Upon 
this part of the case the facts as found by the court are as fol- 
lows: He was mustered in Aug. 18, 1863, and served till the ex- 
piration of a furlough granted him, on July 12, 1864. At that 
time he was in Canada, and was, in fact, a deserter, remaining in 
Canada until April 20, 1865, when-he surrendered himself as a 
deserter under the proclamation of the President, March 11, 1865. 
On the 15th of May, 1865, he was honorably discharged as a sur- 
rendered deserter. There was no evidence that, by court-martial 
or otherwise, he had been formally adjudged a deserter. Counting 
the time from his muster to the expiration of his furlough, and 
the time from his surrender to his honorable discharge, and we 
have in all only 353 days. 

The Statutes before 1878 contain the provision that the settle- 

ment shall be gained only **by one who shall have continued in 
such service not less than one year,” while the Statute of 1873 
requires that he ‘‘ shall have duly served for not less than one 
year.” 
* That Smith continued in the service during his desertion is clear. 
He was all the time amenable to military law. The time of his 
enlistment was all the time passing away, and when it expired he 
was out of the service. By the changes in 1878, something more 
than a mere continuance in the service was required. It must be 
shown that he rendered for that time the service he enlisted for. 
If he can be considered as duly serving during this period of 
absence he would be entitled to his pay therefor, as is the soldier 
in the hospital. 
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A majority of the court are therefore of the opinion, that it is 
not shown that Peter Smith duly served for the term of one year. 

Exceptions sustained. 

(Judge at former trial counted whole time.) 


NoRFOLK, ss. January, 1884. 
Inhabitants of Dedham v. Inhabitants of Milton. 


Action of contract for expenses incurred by'the plaintiff town 
from August 18, 1879, to October 13, 1881, in the support of Mary 
Cavanaugh and her three minor children, whose settlement was 
alleged to be in the defendant town. 

The case was submitted on the following agreed facts : — 

The support was properly furnished to the pauper by the plain- 
tiff ; proper and sufficient notices were given to the defendant; and 
reasonable and sufficient answers to such notices were made by the 
defendant denying any settlement in the defendant town. Mary 
Cavanaugh, prior to 1860, attained the age of twenty-one years, 
and acquired no legal settlement in this Commonwealth. She re- 
sided in the defendant town, being unmarried, as a servant in a 
private family for more than five consecutive years, between 1860 
and 1865, and during that period was never furnished with aid as 
a pauper. On January 7, 1865, she was married to.a man having 
no legal settlement in this Commonwealth, and resided with him 
thereafter, in various towns, up to 1870, not acquiring any settle- 
ment by such residences. In 1870 her husband removed to the 
plaintiff town, where she continued to live with him until his death, 
in May, 1872, three children having been born of the marriage. 
Since his death she has continued to reside in the plaintiff town, 
receiving aid as a pauper, which, from 1871 to 1875, was reim- 
bursed it by the Commonwealth. Aid as a pauper was furnished 
her during every year from 1871 to 1879; and from 1879 to 1881, 
being the two years immediately preceding the date of the writ, 
the aid was furnished, the amount of which is sued for, none of 
which has been reimbursed by her. The plaintiff claims that she 
acquired a settlement in the defendant town, by reason of the five 
years’ residence therein, under the circumstances above set forth: 
and the defendant claims that she never acquired any settlement 
in this Commonwealth; and, if any, none in the defendant town. 

Upon these facts, the Supreme Court ordered judgment for the 
plaintiff, and the defendant appealed. 


Abstract of Opinion. 


Devens, J. — The question here raised is one of statutory con- 
structiononly. The Stat. of 1878, chap. 190, wasa general revision of 
the laws relating to settlements; and in Sect. 1, cl. 6, it was pro- 
vided that ‘‘ any woman of the age of twenty-one, who resides in 
any place within this State for five years together without receiving 
relief as a pauper, shall thereby gain a settlement in such place.’’ 

The Stat. of 1879, Chap. 242, amended this sixth clause by 
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striking out the words ‘‘ without receiving relief as a pauper,” 
and adding a proviso to the whole section, that nothing contained 
therein ‘* shall be construed to give to any person the right to ac- 
quire a settlement or be in process of acquiring a settlement while 
receiving relief as a pauper, unless within five years from the time 
of receiving such relief he shall reinburse the cost thereof to the 
city or town furnishing the same.” 

Section 2 of the Stat. of 1879 extended the provisions of the 
sixth clause of the Stat. of 1878 to certain married women; and 
further enacted that ‘‘a settlement thereunder shall be deemed to 
have been gained by any unsettled woman upon the completion of 
the term of residence therein mentioned, although the whole or a 
part of the same accrues before the passage of the act.’’ ‘The de- 
fendant’s contention is that, as the Stat. of 1878 uses the word 
‘* resides”’ instead of the words ‘‘has resided,” it is intended, 
when construed in connection with the Stat. of 1879, Chap. 242, 
to be retroactive only when the full term of residence has preceded 
the enactment of the statute, and the person, at the date of the 
enactment, continues the same residence. Thus an unmarried 
woman might have resided for five years together in a place within 
this State previous to the passage of the act, and if, at that time, 
she had removed from such place, she would not thereunder have 
acquired a settlement. We cannot assent to this, nor is it in 
accordance with the construction we have heretofore given to the 
Stat. of 1874, Chap. 274, from which the provisions of the Stats. 
of 1878 and 1879 are derived. We are, therefore, of opinion that 
Mary Cavanaugh had acquired a settlement in the defendant town 
by her residence for five years. Nor is there anything in this view 
inconsistent with the decision in Fitchburg v. Athol, 130 Mass., 
370. Itis contended, that although Mary Cavanaugh has not, since 
her removal to the plaintiff town, gained a settlement there by 
reason that she has been assisted as a pauper, yet she may reim- 
burse that town within five years, and as, if she should do’ so, she 
would then gain a settlement therein by her residence of more 
than five years, no action should be brought until the expiration of 
that time. It is a sufficient answer that her settlement is now in 
the defendant town; that she is properly chargeable there; and 
that the plaintiff town, having furnished her relief, is entitled to 
be compensated. 

That in a certain contingency she may acquire a settlement in 
the plaintiff town cannot absolve the defendant from the discharge 
of its present obligation. 

Judgment affirmed. 
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COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


MIDDLESEX, ss. 
Supreme Judicial Court. March Law Term, 1884. 


City of Cambridge v. City of Boston. 
Opinion of the Court. 


Fre.p, J. — The defendant in this court waived its appeal. The 
plaintiff's appeal is from the judgment of the Superior Court upon 
the second count, which was rendered upon a ruling that Eliza A. 
Knight acquired a legal settlement in Cambridge under the St. of 
1874, c. 274, § 2. This section was held not to include married 
women, in Somerville v. Boston, 120 Mass., 574, because the settle- 
ment of a married woman follows that of her husband, if he have 
any. 

In Uxbridge v. Northbridge, 131 Mass., 454, it was implied that 
if the husband had died ‘‘ before his wife’s residence for five 
years,” she would have acquired a settlement. 

The St. of 1874, c. 274, was repealed by the St. of 1878, c. 190, 
§ 5, saving all rights accruing or accrued; but the principal 
clause of the St. of 1874, c. 274, § 2, was reénacted in the St. of 
1878, c. 190, § 1, cl. 6, and this clause was amended by the St. of 
1879, c. 242, so that it ‘‘ shall be held to apply to married women 
who have not a settlement derived by marriage under the provisions 
of the first clause, and to widows.” 

It is conceded that the St. of 1879, c. 242, is not retroactive 
(Cambridge v. Boston, 130 Mass., 357), and that the decision of 
this case depends upon the construction to be given to the St. of 
1874, c. 274, § 2, and the St. of 1878, c. 190, § 1, cl. 6. 

A widow is under no disabilities unless they are imposed by 
statute. None of the reasons whereby married women were ex- 
cluded by construction from the operation of these statutes applies 
to widows. They are sui juris, and, in the absence of statutory 
prohibition, can acquire settlements in the same ‘manner as other 
unmarried women.

HIGHLAND STREET RAILWAY. 


TWENTY-FIRST LOCATION. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, June 3, 1884. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was referred the 
petition of the Highland Street Railway Co. for the right to 
use the tracks of the South Boston Railroad Co. in Kneeland 
and South streets, the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad Co. 
in Milk street and Post-Office square, and for curved tracks, 
etc., in Post-Office square, having considered the subject, - 
respectfully recommend the passage of the following order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the Highland Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the City of Boston, said company shall 
have the right to enter upon and use with its horses and 
cars the tracks of the South Boston Railroad Company in 
Kneeland street, between Lincoln and South streets, and in 
South street; also the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad 
Company in Milk street, from Devonshire street to Post- 
Office square, and in Post-Office square. Said Highland 
Street Railway Company shall also have the right to lay down 
curved tracks and turn-outs in Post-Office square to connect 
with tracks already laid in said square, said curved tracks 
and turn-outs being shown by red lines on a plan made by 
Arthur Hodges, dated June 3, 1884, and deposited in the 
office of the Superintendent of Streets. 
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The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Committee on Paving and the 
Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by them. 
Also, upon condition that said Highland Street Railway 
Company shall accept this order of location, and shall agree, 
in writing, to comply with the conditions herein contained, 
and shall file said acceptance and agreement with the City 
Clerk within thirty days from the passage of this order; 
otherwise it shall be null and void.

To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council of Boston: — 


. In accordance with the city ordinances the Board of Health 
herewith respectfully submits its twelfth annual report, for 
the year ending April 30, 1884. 

A comparison of the past year with the average record of 
the ten previous years indicates a favorable and improving 
sanitary condition of the city. There has been no occasion 
for alarm on account of any of the prevailing diseases, and 
the city has not been visited by any epidemic. ‘The total 
number of deaths from all causes, reported at this office for 
the calendar year, was 9,740, an increase over the number 
reported in 1882, as well as over each of the ten previous 
years. It is only reasonable that such should be the case 
when the rapid and steady growth of the city’s population 
is taken into account. The Board of Health has, as usual, 
estimated the city’s population on what is considered the 
most reliable basis, namely, the proportion of the inhabi- 
tants to the assessed polls on males over twenty years of age 
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based on a review of twenty-five years. The number of as- 
sessed polls in May, 1883, was 106,985, which multiplied by 
four (the lowest proportionate estimate ) gives a result of 
427,940 as the estimated population of the city. Of this 
estimate it is calculated that the actual death-rate for the 
year is 21.91 to each thousand of the population. 

The percentage of deaths from preventable causes to the 
total mortality is 26.19, being an increase of .89 over the pre- 
vious year, but a decrease of 1.42 when compared with the pre- 
vious ten years. ‘This slight increase in zymotic deaths has 
occurred in deaths from diarrhceal diseases and scarlet-fever ; 
the former being principally due to the sudden changes of 
temperature during the summer months, and the latter 
probably to what sanitarians call “quadrennial periods.” 

Dr. Alfred Hill, medical officer of health, in his report of 
the borough of Birmingham, for the year 1881, forcibly al- 
ludes to this subject in the following statement: “It is a 
peculiarity of this zymotic to rise and fall about every four 
years, thus a maximum of its development was attained in 
the year 1874 and again in 1878, so that 1882 may be natu- 
rally expected to be another of those periods of culmination.” 
By reference to our own tables of deaths the same fact is 
borne out; thus the highest number of deaths occurred in 
1875; then it reached the climax again in 1879, and is now 
fully developed in 1883. The deaths from this disease dur- 
ing the year were 211, and the reported cases 1,408. The 
percentage of the deaths to the reported cases was 14.9, or 
one per cent less than the year 1879., The average number 
of deaths from this cause for the last seven years is 96.4. 
For the previous seven years the annual average was 329.8. 

The unusual prevalence of both scarlet-fever and diph- 
theria the past year emphasizes the recommendation made 
by this Board in ovr last Annual Report, namely, that suffi- 
cient hospital-room be added to the City Hospital, for the 
proper care and isolation of every case of contagious disease 
like scarlet fever, diphtheria, and measles, as soon as it shall 
be found that it cannot be properly isolated at home, and 
that its condition will permit its removal to the hospital 
without danger to the patient. As the Board has before 
pointed out, it will be only with such accommodations that 
these diseases can be successfully combated, and their mor- 
tality reduced. 

The city has been nearly exempt from small-pox during the 
last year, only one death from this disease having occurred, 
and, although numerous cases were reported, a careful exami- 
nation by the City Physician showed most of them to be 
without foundation. 
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The increase in diarrheal diseases is usually followed 
‘by an increase in infant mortality. The percentages of 
deaths under five years to the total mortality was 37.23, as 
against 35.03 the previous year, while the average for ten 
previous years is 40.0. If we make a comparison of per- 
centages between Boston and the following cities, it will 
appear by no means unfavorable: Boston, 37.23 ; Minneapo- 
lis, 45.83; Paterson, 43.50; Washington, 40.9; Burlington, 
Vt., 46.7; Cleveland, 47.60; Brooklyn, 42.43; New York, 
40.74; Baltimore, 43.30; Milwaukee, 57.8.

The number of death-certificates presented at this office , 
for approval during the year ending December 31, 1883, 
exclusive of still-births, was 9,740. 

The number of still-births whose certificates were pre- 
sented for approval for the same period was 504.

SEWERAGE. 


The main part of the improved sewerage system, which 
was begun in 1870-1, has been completed, and has been in 
use since January 1, 1884, with satisfaction to the engineers 
in charge. 

There is still very much to do in order to reach and drain 
some of the territory that was included in the original plan, 
and other places which are equally destitute of proper drain- 
age. 

The town of Brookline, the Brighton District, a portion of 
the North End, a large portion of South Boston, and the 
Dorchester District, are now discharging sewage into shal- 
low water or upon the flats, and thus perpetuating nui- 
sances which ought to be speedily corrected by a large ex- 
tension of sewers. ‘The full capacity of the new sewer is not 
yet utilized, and will not be when the places named are 
_served. There are also many places in Roxbury and West 
Roxbury well built up and served with water from the 
public pipes, but without public sewers or any adequate 
means of getting rid of so large a quantity of sewage. No 
better expenditure of money can be made than by extending 
our sewers to relieve these places. 

Complaint was recently made that a leak over-board from 
the sewer was being permitted near the tunnel-inlet, at Old 
Harbor Point. An inspection by the Board revealed the 
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fact that a considerable leak did exist through the* gates 
which guard the wash-outs. A communication was at once 
sent to the City Engineer in charge, and the leak has been 
nearly stopped. A necessity seems to have arisen for a 
more complete method for the disposal of screenings, and 
the heavy sewage settlings which have to be removed from 
the chambers below the engines, and an improvement can, 
and no doubt will be applied to this part of the works. 


Muppy Brook. 


This sluggish stream lies along the marsh in a zigzag 
course between Brookline avenue, in Ward 25, and Tre- 
mont street, in Ward 22, and is the dividing line between 
Boston and Brookline. 

For many years this brook has been used practically as a 
sewer for the residents upon either side. It has, in addition, 
received much foul matter, which could not get into an 
ordinary sewer, but which is easily thrown into the brook. 
In summer the flow of water is small and much obstructed 
by the numerons dead animals, fowls, and rubbish which are © 
cast into the brook, and which ground on the filth and mud 
in a few inches of water. The brook in this condition has 
been the subject of many complaints from people living in 
its vicinity, and, from time to time, this department has im- 
proved its condition by cutting off filthy tributaries, remov- 
ing its obstructions, straightening its course, etc. When 
the city decided, in 1882, to take and improve the tract 
of land through which this brook runs, for park pur- 
poses, the Board of Health expected soon to be relieved 
from further trouble and expense upon this brook; but, 
owing to the inability of the Park Commissioners to obtain 
possession of the land under the provisions of the order 
given them to purchase, no work could be done by the Com- 
missioners in 1883. The Board of Health again, in May of 
last year, made improvements in the brook by cutting off 
many drains which led into it from residences and from 
manufacturing establishments; cleaned it out, flushed it, 
and then drew it down to a narrow stream. This made the 
condition passable for the season, but that portion of the 
brook lying between Downer street and Western avenue, for 
a distance of from six hundred to seven hundred feet, 
cannot be preserved as an open brook free from the dis- 
gusting and dangerous exhalations to the residents, so long 
as its borders are occupied as at present. 

The Board spent $209.85 on the brook, between Downer 
street and Western avenue, last year, and from present 
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information we believe another sum will need to be ex- 
pended there this year. It is hoped that the land and brook 
will soon be in the possession of the Park Commissioners, 
when the sanitary improvement may be made permanent and ' 
conform to the plans for park purposes. 


METROPOLITAN SEWERAGE. 


It is now five years since we began recommending a met- 
ropolitan system of sewerage for the cities and towns on the 
north side of Charles river and in the Mystic river valley. 
The scheme has, from time to time, been favored by nearly 
all parties concerned. It has been sanctioned or recom- 
mended by several governors, and by a commission of 
experts appointed by the governor to consider and report 
upon the subject. There seems to be no reasonable doubt 
about the urgent need of this great sanitary measure, but 
there is a lack of interest in pressing its merits before the 
Legislature. 

The people of Cambridge, Somerville, Charlestown, 
Watertown, Arlington, Medford, Malden, Chelsea, and 
East Boston have great cause to move in this matter, for 
already the streams and flats to which their sewage has so 
long been directed is in a condition requiring ‘immediate 
attention. It should be borne in mind that, however bad 
the nuisance may be today, it will be much worse at the end 
of five or six years, — the time which would be required for 
building the needed sewers. 

The Board would respectfully suggest that our city is” 
vitally interested in the abatement and prevention of this 
nuisance, and ought to be the foremost in an effort to remedy 
the evil. -The ‘Legislature, at its present session, passed 
a bill providing for the appointment, by the governor, of 
five persons to act as a commission to consider and report 
a plan for sewering the metropolitan district, and we trust 
that there will be a strong concurrent action of the cities 
and towns interested to bring about this great public im- 


provement. 


HovusE DRAINAGE. 


The question of what is the best method and what are 
the most approved appliances for plumbing and draining our 
dwellings, is not yet in that settled condition, in all its 
detail, in which all skilled mechanics, sanitary engineers, 
and architects can wholly agree. 

It is no more surprising, however, to see this difference of 
opinion, with regard to systems and devices for house drain- 
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age and plumbing, and the continued experiments by 
investigators, than in the many other branches of science 
whose progress is dependent upon experimental investi- 
gation. 

Newly patented appliances and new schemes are constantly 
forcing themselves upon the trade, and the market is so full 
of different devices in the plumber’s line, that the average 
citizen is at a loss to know what to buy. 

Plumbing ordinances are necessary in order to secure a 
certain standard of sanitary protection ; and such ordinances 
must necessarily be in a degree arbitrary. 

Under such ordinances a few will suffer seeming or real 

hardships for the public good; and, therefore, the “ereatest 
care should be exercised in prescribing rules of this 
kind. 
~The objection to the trouble and expense of supplying 
each trap with ventilation in old work has often arisen 
during the last year where the Board has advised certain 
fixtures to be trapped. 

It seems to us that the five or six-inch pot-trap may 
frequently be used without the ventilation, and without 
fear of siphonage. 

These favorable conditions often occur in cases of old 
houses, where a trap is advised and would be applied but for 
the large additional and needless cost of carrying a ventilat- 
ing pipe through the house 

WwW e have again repeated our custom of examining several 
blocks of dwellings, selected without reference to complaint, 
in different parts of the city, with a view of ascertaining 
their relative sanitary condition.

ConTaGious DISEASES. 


It is but a few years ago that the people of Boston. were 
accustomed to look upon small-pox as having a natural hab- 
ttat in this city, and to dread it more than any other disease ; 
but it is so rarely found now, that our attention is almost 
entirely turned in other directions. 

In the last ten years we have had from this disease only 
25 deaths, while in the single year preceding there were 302 
deaths from the same disease.

In June last the Board of Health amended its regulations 
in respect to diseases to be reported by physicians so as to 
include measles, and the following circular of instructions 
was issued, and is sent to each household where cases are 
reported - — 
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BOARD OF HEALTH, 32 PEMBERTON SQUARE, 
Boston, June 1, 1883. 


The Board of Health issues the following circular of recommenda- 
tions, with the hope that those who are not familiar with the proper 
means to be used in cases of measles to prevent the spread of the disease, 
may be benefited thereby. 

This disease is like small-pox’and scarlet-fever in its power to spread 
from person to person by contagion or infection. 

It may be contracted directly from the person who is ill with the dis- 
ease, or it may be taken from the room, clothing, or anything that has 
been used by or about the sick person, and which has not been thor- 
oughly disenfected. 

It attacks persons of all ages, and at all seasons of the year. 

It manifests itself in about a week after exposure to the disease, and, 
as a rule, occurs but once in the same person. 

When a case of measles occurs, put the patient in a room apart from 
the other inmates of the house, and allow no person to enter such room, 
except the nurse and physician. Have the sick-chamber properly 
warmed, exposed to the sunlight, well aired, and relieved of all un- 
necessary furniture and other articles which cannot be cleansed without 
injury. 

All clothing removed from the patient, or the bed, should be at once 
placed in boiling water, or in a tub of disinfecting fluid, —3 pounds of 
sulphate of zinc and 14 pounds of common salt to each 10 gallons of 
water. Water-closets and privies in the house should be disinfected 
frequently with a solution of copperas,—two pounds to a gallon of 
water. Every kind of filth in or about the house should be removed and 
disinfectants freely used 

Children in the family should not attend school, or mingle with 
other children until the patient has wholly recovered, and all infected 
articles have been disinfected. 

On the recovery or death of the patient, the most thorough disinfec- 
tion should foilow. The room and all articles in it should be at once 
subjected to the fumes of burning sulphur as follows: Close the room 
tightly, and burn two pounds of sulphur to each thousand cubic feet 
of space. 

After four or six hours open the room and expose it to free currents 
of air. 

Anything that can be boiled without injury may be so treated. ‘The 
walls and ceilings should be dry rubbed or lime washed, and the floors 
washed with some disinfecting liquid. When death occurs the body 
should be immediately placed in a tight coffin, with disinfectants, and 
the coffin tightly and finally closed. . 

No public funeral should ever take place at the house where the 
patient died, until the coffin has been tightly sealed, and the most thor- 
ough disinfection has taken place. 

Nurses ought to be particularly careful to remove all infection from 
themselves and their clothing before leaving the house. 


Nore. — The fumigation by sulphur will be done by the Board of 
Health, if desired, free of expense.

DIPHTHERIA. 


As heretofore the Board has continued the sanitary in- 
spection of all houses in which a case of this disease has 
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been reported. In all cases where any defects have been 
found notice has at once been sent to the owner or occupant, 
and subsequent examination made, from time to time, until 
the existing defects have been remedied.

Of these 1,415 cases of diphtheria 445 were fatal, giving 
a mortality of 31.45 per cent. Ofthe houses in which diph- 
theria occurred 72.58 per cent. were found to be in a defec- 
tive sanitary condition. It is not, of course, to be under- 
stood that all the houses in which no defects were found 
were in a perfect sanitary condition, as some defects might 
have escaped detection. 


Wet Lanps. 


In April a petition was received from E. C. Coleman pray- 
ing for the abatement of a nuisance on the south side of Sixth 
street, between I and K streets, South Boston. Examination 
of these premises was made by this Board, and, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Wet Land Act, a hearing was given 
to all persons interested. It was decided to proceed to abate 
the nuisance complained of, assessing the cost of the same on 
the several abutters. The work was done under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Health, and the bills were sent to the 
City Collector. 


WELL WATERS. 


Well waters have been complained of and chemically ex- 
amined in four instances. In one, the water was good; in 
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one, it was suspicious, and in two it was condemned, and the 
proprietors directed to discontinue its use. 


Prison Pornt. 


The territory lying between Rutherford avenue and the 
Eastern Railroad, in the Charlestown District, has continued to 
improve by filling during the last year, and now but a very 
small portion of what was a few years ago a large area of 
offensive flats, is left unfilled, and that is connected with tide- 
water and kept covered all of the time. Another year will 
very likely find the whole territory filled to the required 
grade for business purposes. The sewer from Somerville, 
which enters a creek on the marsh west of the railroad, still 
continues to. pollute and render the creek offensive all the way 
to tide-water, near Prison Point. 

With this exception very little complaint can be made of 
the territory named at the present time. 

This offensive stream lies almost wholly in Somerville, and 
cannot be officially acted upon by our Board. It has been 
the subject of much discussion and one or more conferences ° 
between the Boston and Somerville authorities, but as yet 
no definite action has been taken for the better disposition of 
the sewer. ‘This is one of the least among fifty nuisances 
which would be effectually disposed of by the Metr Coe 
system of sewers mentioned on another page. 


ScHOOL—HOUSES. 


An inspection of the public school-houses in the city shows 
a gratifying improvement in their sanitary condition since the 
system of annual inspection was begun. ‘The results of the 
examination of the various buildings have been promptly 
transmitted to the proper authorities, and all the defects com- 
plained of were promptly remedied. The examinations were 
made during the months of January, February, March, and 
April, with the following results : —

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The gravest fault appears to be in the matter of ventila- 
tion. ‘There seems to be an honest desire on the part of 
teachers to keep the air as pure as possible with the means 
at their command. Opening the windows appears to be the 
main reliance; but to change the air sufficiently by this 
method in cold weather without reducing the temperature so 
as to endanger health is a problem in ventilation extreinely 
hard to solve. To effect ever so slight a change requires 
good judgment, and great care, as the conditions vary from 
day to day. 

The usual school-room odors were more or less percepti- 
ble in most of the buildings, varying according to circum- 
stances; but, upon the whole, the air seemed less objectiona- 
ble than at the last inspection. 

The defects in drainage were mostly confined to the waste- 
pipes from sinks, where, comparatively speaking, nothing 
but clear water goes. 

The improved vault, so called, properly constructed, ven- 
tilated and cared for, is giving excellent satisfaction. 


FERTILIZER ESTABLISHMENT ON A STREET. 


In our last annual report we stated that the business car- 
ried on by the Common-Sense Fertilizing Company, on A 
street, South Boston, could not long hes continued at this 
place, on account of the growth of other business in that lo- 
cality, and the consequent annoyance to which the public 
would be subjected. At this. place were collected stable 
manure, decayed fruit and vegetables, fish-heads, and such 
other Periae animal .and vegetable substances as could be col- 
lected, and put into compost beds with street-sweepings and 
other material. The number of complaints against the place 
increased during the year, and during the period occupied in 
the removal of the compost heaps the premises were found to 
be in bad condition, neglected and very offensive, and after 
a full hearing to all parties interested it was decided to take 
steps to abate the nuisance. In pursuance of this determina- 
tion the following general order was issued by the Board, 
which was intended to cover the A-street establishment and 
several other places where minor nuisances had been com- 
plained of :— 

“By virtue of the authority given in Chapter 80 of the 
Public Statutes, the Board of Health hereby forbids the exer- 
cise of the trades or employments of slaughtering animals, 
rendering animal matter (except fresh tallow), manufactur- 
ing fertilizers, mixing or storing refuse animal or vegetable 
substances, smoking fish or meat, or refining petroleum 


° 
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within the limits of the City of Boston, except at such place 
or places as may hereafter be assigned by said Board; such 
trades or employments being nuisances, hurtful to the inhab- 
itants of said city, dangerous to the public health, attended 
by noisome and injurious odors, and otherwise injurious to 
the estates of said inhabitants.” 

This we thought to be sufficient to cause the Fertilizer 
Company to quit their business on A street, especially as 
its officers were given to understand that no permit 
would be issued by the Board of Health to carry on their 
business there. It is the intention of the Board to enforce 
this order in all cases where a reasonable ground of com- 
plaint is found to exist. 


DisposaL OF WASTES. 


The question of what is the best method for the disposal © 
of waste and offensive substances in large cities has long 
been discussed by sanitary bodies, and, although no one 
plan has been generally adopted, enough is known, from 
actual experiment, to warrant us in saying, that for many of 
the substances which come under this head the destruction 
by fire is generally recognized as being superior to all other 
methods. House-dirt, all ashes except those which are 
absolutely clean, street-sweepings, sawdust, shavings, oyster, 
clam, and lobster shells, small dead animals, and rubbish 
in general, should be consumed by fire. 

There are other waste and noxious substances, such as 
cesspool-matter, house offal, and night-soil, which have in 
some places been treated in the same way; but while it is 
very difficult to destroy these liquids, or semi-liquids, by fire, 
it would be useless to expect others to be so consumed, 
for instance, the house offal, while the city is selling it for. 
$35,000 yearly. 

Dumping grounds which have long been used for these 
substances in different parts of the city have, one after 
another, been filled, or, on account of the nuisance created, 
been discontinued, until a necessity has now arisen for a new 
and better method of disposing of such material. 

For the present we must use the means which are at hand, 
and carry the worst of the material out to sea, and continue 
to use the dry, but mixed, ashes and other rubbish for mak- 
ing streets and land. The former is a needless waste of 
useful material, and the latter is highly objectionable from a 
sanitary point of view. 

All animal and vegetable waste that may be made useful as. 
a fertilizer can and should be taken away to a proper place, 
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without offence, and converted into a salable article, and all 
of the other wastes should be purified by fire, and used for 
making streets and lands. 

For the latter purpose we respectfully urge the method 
recommended in our annual report for 1880, and which is 
in successful use in many -cities of England at the present 
time. | | 

We herewith append a description of the “ Destructor,” 
as given by Mr. Alfred W. Morant : — 


DESCRIPTION OF FRYER’S PATENT DESTRUCTOR AND 
. CARBONIZER. 


Extract from the Address of Mr. Alfred W. Morant, Borough Engineer 
of Leeds, and President of the Association of Municipal and Sanitary 
Engineers, read at the Annual Meeting, held in Leeds, 27th of May, 
L880. ; 


Many of you will have experienced the great difficulty of finding 
suitable tips within a reasonable distance where refuse could be 
deposited without causing a nuisance, and for some time Leeds has 
sufferedin this respect. The introduction of Fryer’s Patent Destructor 
has, however, removed the difficulty, and we are now enabled to dis- 
pose of all refuse without nuisance, and to considerably reduce the 
distance, and, consequently, the cost of cartage. For the purpose of 
trying the system, a yard with one six-celled Destructor and a carbon- 
izer was first established near the Workhouse of Burmantofts, about 
two miles from the Town Hall in a N.E. direction, and the result was 
so satisfactory that last year another was erected in Armley road, about 
one mile in a westwardly direction, and it, also, is doing good work. 

As the subject is a very important one, and no doubt will interest you, 
I will shortly describe the arrangement and construction of the appa- 
ratus:— — 

The Destructor consists of six compartments, or cells, formed of brick- 
work lined with fire-bricks, and tied with iron rods; it occupies a space 
of 22 feet by 24, and 12 feet in height, and is so arranged that there is 
an inclined road leading to a platform over the top of it, on to which 
the refuse is carted; and there is also another incline from the level of 
the firing floor to the adjoining road, by means of which the mortar, 
charcoal, old iron, etc., is carted away. At Armley road this low road 
also leads to a tip at the canal side, where manure is barged away. 

Each of the six cells is capable of destroying 7 tons of refuse in 24 
hours, and consists of a sloping furnace with hearth and fire grate 
covered in by a reverberatory arch of fire-brick, with one opening for the 
admission of the refuse, another for the gases to escape into the flue, 
and a furnace frame and doors for the withdrawal of the clinkers. The 
refuse, which is shovelled from the platform into the cell, falls upon 
the incline and slides forward on to the sloping hearth, whence, when 
sufficiently dry, it is helped forward on to the fire bars, where it burns 
somewhat fiercely, the fire-brick arch above concentrating the radiant 
heat upon it. The opening for the entry of refuse is divided from the 
opening for exit of gases by a wall, a bridge preventing the refuse, 
which is heaped up immediately below, from finding its way into the 
flue also. At intervals of about two hours the clinkers are withdrawn 
through the furnace doors, and a further charge of refuse shovelled in at 
the top. The result of the process is that everything is consumed, or 
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converted either into clinkers or a fine ash. Every two cells are also 
mepaced with an opening for the introduction of infected mattresses, 

iseased meat, etc., on to the fire, where everything is readily consumed 
without causing a smell. 

The gases from the furnaces on the way to the chimney shaft pass 
through a multitubular boiler, 6 feet diameter, 10 feet in length, and 
make steam to drive a hoyizontal engine with 12-inch cylinder and 2- 
feet stroke, which works the two mortar mills with pans 8 feet diameter. 
In these the clinkers made in the Destructor are mixed with lime, and 
ground into an exceedingly strong mortar, which is readily sold at 5s. 
per load. No-fuel of any kind is required, the ashes mixed with the 
refuse being amply sufficient. The old tins and irons which have 
passed through the furnace are sold for old metal. 

During the year 1879 the following quantities of materials were con- 
sumed in the Destructor :— 

14,000 tons of rubbish. 

59 beds. 

131 mattresses. 

264 carcasses of pigs which had suffered from swine fever. 
1 cow. 
8 sheep. 
2 lambs. ¥ 
28 quarters of bad meat. 
13 ewts. of bad meat. 

The total quantity of rubbish consumed in 24 years in the Burmantofts 
Destructor was 30,041 tons. 

For each depot the following men are required : — 

1 foreman, who also acts as engine-driver. 

4 furnacemen. 

1 laborer, who also attends two mortar mills. 
And the same for night duty. 

The carbonizer is used to convert the refuse obtained from the sweep- 
ings of the paved streets and the markets, and other vegetable refuse, 
into a carbon very useful as a manure and deodorizer, and which finds 
a sale at the rate of 30s. per ton. 

The carbonizer consists of a group of brick-work cells and furnaces, 
each cell haying its own distinct furnace alongside of it. It is 26 feet 
long, 12 feet wide, and 15 feet 6 inches high, tied together with iron 
rods and angle irons. 

The refuse to be carbonized is fed into the apparatus at the top, the: 
loose cover of the cell being removed for that purpose and immediately 
replaced; within the brick-work cells are hung, by means of cast-iron: 
plates fixed in its walls, a series of cast-iron plates, or eaves, touching: 
the walls along their top edges, but standing free from the walls some. 
inches along their lower edges. These plates are arranged to overlap: 
one another, and form a continuous sloping ledge, or eave, winding. 
round and round the cell ina kind of spiral. Near the bottom of the 
cell the spiral eave finishes with a fire-block eave, the lower edge of 
which rests on a wall dividing the contents of the cell on one side, from, 
the hot gases of the fire, which are admitted to it on the other side. 

The refuse is fed into the cell until it forms a solid mass within the 
well of the spiral eave, being withdrawn at the bottom as it gets suffi: 
ciently charred, but it is not mobile enough in its nature to rise up 
again either underneath or behind the eaves, so that a space is. there 
left forming a continuous flue in connection with the chamber behind. 
the fire-block at the bottom of the cell, and up this flue pass.the hot 
gases from the fire, heating the contents of the cell. At the topof the: 
cell these gases pass through the damper-frame into the vertical flue, 
and so into the main flue and thence into the chimney... The process 
-undergone by the refuse is as follows: After being thrown. in at the top.

of the cell it sinks gradually as it becomes closer packed, and as the 
finished charcoal is withdrawn at the bottom, it sinks, and continually 
comes in contact with hotter and still hotter plates, until at the bottom 
of the cell it enters a chamber of nearly red-hot fire-brick. 

No air is admitted during the process, except a slight amount which 
reaches it from the flue behind the eaves, so that, instead of being con- 
sumed, it is charred. ‘The cell terminates about two feet from the 
ground in a strong cast-iron plate, in which is an opening closed on the 
underside by a sliding door; this is opened at certain intervals (about 
three hours) by letting out a charge of charcoal into a small truck 
which is run in below the plate, ready to receive it. The furnace, with 
fire-grate and door, is of ordinary construction, and within it a thick, 
dull fire is kept up. Sight, or peep-boxes, are provided to enable the 
fiues nearest the fire to be cleansed, and similar peep-boxes, higher up, 
allow a view on to the backs of certain of the cast-iron plates for the 
purpose of seeing that they do not become overheated. 

Though the cast-iron plates are bolted to the walls, or through the 
walis to one another, they are removable, if need be, without pulling 
down any of the brick-work. 

The charcoal, which comes out of the carbonizer red-hot, is cooled 
in a char-cooler, by passing through a revolving cylinder, over which 
cold water is continuously streaming, and is sifted as it issues from the 
outer end. This cooler is also driven by the steam-engine which works 
the mortar pans. : 

Each cell deals with about fifty hundredweights of refuse in every 
twenty-four hours, and the fuel required for the furnaces is sifted from 
the contents of the dry ash-pits, it not being necessary to purchase 
any. 
The cost of an establishment with one six-celled Destructor, a car- 
bonizer with eight cells, boiler, steam engine, two mortar pans, cooler, 
chimney shaft, and buildings, is about £4,500. 

No nuisance of any kind is experienced in the vicinity of the depots, 
and this system of dealing with the refuse of towns appears to be gain- 
ing ground; the apparatus has been adopted in Kralingen, near Rotter- 
dam, Leeds, Heckmondwike, Blackburn, Bradford, Warrington, and 
Derby, and is, I hear, about to be adopted in Bolton, Dewsbury, and 
Rotherham. 


WaRD STREET. 


For many years the residents of Ward street and imme- 
diate vicinity, in the absence of public sewers, have permitted 
all their drainage to flow into surface-pools and streams on 
the marsh side of the street. This course not only created a 
nuisance which endangered the health of the near residents, 
but greatly polluted a stream of water, the legal right to use 
which was held by private parties. Complaints were made 
to the Board from year to year, and such temporary expe- 
dients as were available were used until last season, when the 
Board succeeded in uniting the abutters in Ward and Par- 
ker streets on a petition for a public sewer. This was con- 
structed by the Sewer Department, through Ward and Par- 
ker streets, and now receives all of the drainage from the 
dwellings, breweries, and other establishmants in its course, 
and the nuisance is abated. 
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WATER SUPPLY. 


Our public drinking-water has improved very much in 
taste and appearance during the last year. It is, in fact, bet- 
ter now thanit has been for several years. This change is 
largely due, no doubt, to the increased age and more cleanly 
condition of the basins. Chemical analysis also shows the 
water to be much improved. 

We are glad to see that the new basin is being properly 
prepared as a reservoir for potable water by excavating and 
removing the surface soil and oxidizable material. The omis- 
sion of this precaution in the preparation of the other basins 
has been the cause of much of the bad taste, smell, and ap- 
pearance of the water. We commend the Water Board in its 
zeal to protect the purity of the water supply, and hope that 
such legislation will be secured as will be ample for the pro- 
tection of all water supplies from pollution by filth of any 
kind. 


PuBLic URINALS. 


While the number of urinals has not been increased, 
because additional ones could not be suitably placed, im- 
provements of advantage have been made. This is notably 
the case in the cottage for men and those for women on the 
Common and Public Garden. In the cottage for men the 
accommodations have been doubled. The work in the men’s 
house covers the taking) down the four closets, which were 
very much out of repair and entirely inadequate for the 
accommodation of the public, and replacing them with eight 
new closets; the taking out four of the urinals from the in- 
side and putting up six new urinals on the outside of the 
building of the men’s cottage ; the laying of a new floor and 
new ceilings and sills; also the putting in of three extra clos- 
ets in the women’s cottages; the painting and graining and 
generally refitting of all the cottages, besides other improve- 
ments looking towards making them neat in appearance and 
more adequate for their purposes. Notwithstanding the men’s 
and women’s cottages have been thus enlarged, they are not 
even now large enough for their purposes, and in the near 
future it will be necessary to construct a much larger house 
with three times the accommodations. 

The other twenty-one urinals, which are located advanta- 
geously throughout the city, have been kept in excellent condi- 
tion, and the care has been such that no complaints have been 
made of offences arising therefrom. 

The growing use of the public urinals, year by year, will 
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be met by locating new ones whenever a place of advantage 
is found, and by increasing, where possible, the accommo- 
dations to be afforded by those already erected. 

The cost of supplying water in the urinals is one of the 
largest item of the expenses of maintaining them; the charges 
for water for the past year having been $848, which, although 
apparently excessive in amount, is yet essential for keeping 
the urinals in a cleanly condition. 


BuRIAL—GROUNDS. 


The burial-grounds of the city, under the immediate super- 
vision of the Board of Health, comprise in their area 37} 
acres, and the yearly appropriation for their care and mainte- 
nance is $5,000. There is the general objection to longer 
permitting interments in these several grounds that was so 
successfully urged for the closing of the Kearsarge-avenue 
burial-grounds. There are several of them located in the 
thickly settled sections of the city, and abutting on the most 
public thoroughfares. Especially during the summer months 
the exhalations from the tombs are loaded with poisonous 
gases. The Board reiterates its opinion that the protection 
of the public health warrants the City Council in closing 
them. It is hoped that such prohibition may be made the 
present year. During the year the grounds have been kept 
_ In excellent condition, aad the Phipps-street and Bunker-Hill 
grounds have been enclosed by new fences. ‘The fence around 
the Dorchester South burial-ground has been thoroughly re- 
paired. In several of the grounds the walks have been graded, 
the iron work repaired and painted, and brick-work pointed and 
whitewashed. ‘The grounds in the heart of the city, especi- 
allythe Granary and King’s Chapel, have been made beautiful 
during the summer months by a tasteful arrangement of 
flower-beds. The Central, South, Eustis-street, Kearsarge- 
avenue, Union, Hawes burial-grounds, have all been properly 
cared for, and reflect credit upon the superintendent, Mr. 
John Reardon. 

It was found that the shade-trees were so thick in several 
ef the grounds as to prevent the grass from growing, and, 
as a remedy, some eighty trees were cut down, which re- 
sulted in a great improvement. Mr. Wilson Stanley, super- 
intendent of the Dorchester South burial-ground, died while 
in Office, at the age of 68 years and 3 months, after two 
years of faithful service. The Board selected as his succes- 
sor Mr. Loring Clark. 

The city morgue, on North Grove street, has been kept in 
excellent condition by a small outlay. Several unidentified

bodies from the wrecked steamer “ Columbus” were brought 
to the morgue, having been forwarded by the authorities of 
New Bedford to this city. They were kept to await identi- 
fication by relatives and friends. 

Among the last official acts of the City Government of 
1883 was to close the Kearsarge-avenue burial-ground. This 
act on the part of the City Government has for a long time 
been sought by petitions of citizens residing in the immediate 
vicinity of the grounds, and recommended by the Board of 
Health. The Board had felt that the continuance of the 
grounds for interments was dangerous to the public health. 
The larger number of the tombs backed on school-buildings 
and play-grounds, while several of them were in close prox- 
‘imity to occupied dwelling-houses. Many of these tombs 
were old, and their doors, which were above ground, so 
loosely fitted that gases from decomposing bodies pregnated 
the atmosphere, to the great discomfort and danger of any 
who might inhale them. The City of Roxbury, before an- 
nexation, knowing how great the danger was, closed these 
grounds, and, on August 14, 1882, the Board, after per- 
sonally inspecting the same, sent a communication to the City 
Conncil, urging that the public health required that future’ 
interments in the tombs be prohibited. By Chap. 182 of 
the Acts, 1877, which is now embodied in Sects. 25, 26, and 
28 of Chapter 82 of the Public Statutes, the City Council 
is authorized to forbid interments in any tomb within the 
city, upon the report of the Board of Health that the public 
health requires it. In accordance with this authority, the 
City Council passed an order closing these grounds against 
further interments. The order is as follows : — 


City oF Boston, IN BOARD OF ALDERMEN, 
October 15, 1883. 


Whereas, The Board of Health of the City of Boston, on the fourteenth 
day of August, 1882, did report to the City Council that the public 
health requires that future interments, in each and all of the tombs in 
Kearsarge Burial-Ground, be prohibited; and did in said report specify 
the tombs therein referred to, and the names of the owners thereof, so 
far as the same were known, and 

Whereas, The city clerk did thereupon give notice to such owners as 
are known and reside within the Commonwealth, and did likewise 
publish a notice, at least twice a week for four consecutive weeks, 
to wit: on May 28th, June Ist, 4th, 8th, 11th, 15th, 18th, and 22d, 
in the year eighteen hundred and eighty-three, in three news- 
papers, to wit: the ‘‘ Boston Post,” the ‘‘ Boston Daily Globe,” and the 
‘‘ Boston Evening ‘Transcript,’ published in said city, reciting such 
report, and notifying all parties interested in the premises to appear 
before a joint committee of the City Council, on Tuesday, the eight- 
eenth day of September, 1883, at 3 o’clock in the afternoon, at City Hall, 
and show cause why such tombs should not be closed against any future 
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interment therein; and, Whereas, said joint committee did at said time 
and place give to the owners of said tombs, and to all persons inter- 
ested in the premises, an opportunity to be heard, and to show cause 
why such tombs should not be closed. Now, therefore, i in accordance 
with the authority given ry Chapter 82 of the Public Statutes of Mass- 
achusetts, the City Council hereby declares each and every tomb in said 
Kearsarge Burial-Ground to be closed, and that no interments shall 
hereafter be permitted therein.

The appropriation for bath-houses was $15,000, nearly 
two-thirds of which sum was expended for wages of the men 
and women employed as superintendents at the various bath- 
houses. The balance was used for building new houses and 
making such repairs of the old houses as were found to be 
necessary. The increase in the appropriation, from $13,000 
in 1882 to $15,000 in 1883, was necessitated by the refusal of 
the Police Department to furnish officers to maintain order at 
the bath-houses, free of charge, as had formerly been done. 
This action made it necessary to pay for the services of seven 
additional men, mostly ex-police officers, to act as special 
officers at the bath-houses most extensively patronized. At 
the smaller houses the superintendents did police duty in 
addition to their regular work, receiving additional compen- 
sation therefor. | 

During the bathing season, from June Ist to October 1st, 
twelve men and seven women were employed to superintend 
the bath-houses, and seven men as police officers. During 
the winter months the work of repairing the old houses and 
building new ones was suspended, and nearly the full force of 
men superintendents was employed at this work during the 


fall and spring months, when it could be more vigorously 


and advantageously prosecuted. The main house and about 


a 


thirty dressing-rooms were entirely rebuilt at the foot of L 
street, South Boston, making this bathing place the best ap- 
pointed, as it is the best situated, of all the bathing places in 
the city. A new floating house was also built to take the 
place of the Washington-avenue Bridge house, unfit for 
further use. No serious accident, either from drowning or 
other cause, occurred during the bathing season, showing 
the watchful care exercised by the keepers in charge of 
the various bathing places. 
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INFANT BoaRDING. 


The provisions of Chapter 155 of the Statutes of 1876 
require that whoever takes more than two infants, under 
three years of age, to board shall, within two days, report the 
name and age of such child to the Board of Health ; and give 
the Board the right to enter and inspect the houses where 
such business is carried on. 

During the year twenty-one parties have registered as 
being engaged in the business of infant boarding, and have 
reported, in accordance with the law, one hundred and 
seventy-six infants. The Medical Inspector visits these 
places at regular intervals. 


Ly1na-1n HOSPITALS. 


The Statute of 1876, entitled “ An Act to regulate Lying- 
in Hospitals,” was designed to place all such hospitals under 
the supervision and regulations of the Board of Health. 

Those who desire to establish or keep a lying-in hospital 
are required to apply to the Board of Aldermen for a license, 
which license is granted on the approval of the Board of 
Health. Seven new licenses, and one renewal of a license 
on its expiration, have been granted the past year. 

During the year twenty-nine cases of confinement have 
taken place in the licensed hospitals. 

These hospitals are regularly visited and inspected by the 
Medical Inspector.

Nigut-—Solu. 


The making of the contract for removing the contents of 
privy vaults and cesspools has always been in the charge of 
the Joint Committee on Health of the City Council, until 
the revision of the city ordinances last year, when that duty 
was transferred to the Board of Health. The Board was 
not aware of this change until the middle of December, when 
it became necessary to advertise for proposals for a new con- 
tract, the old one expiring December 31, 1883. Our first 
contract is with Elias Varney, and runs from January 1, 
1884, to January 1, 1887. The price is $5 per load of 80 
cubic feet, a reduction of $1 per load from the last contract, 
and $3 less than in 1875. 

The contract is as follows 


Agreement made this first day of January, A.D. 1884, between the 
City of Boston, of the first part, and Elias C. Varney, of Watertown, of 
the second part: — 


Witnesseth, that the City of Boston, in consideration of the agreements 
on the part of said Varney, her einafter recited, agrees that the said 
Varney shall have and exercise the exclusive right and privilege during 
the term of three years from January 1, 1884, of taking and removing 
the contents of all vaults, privies, and cesspools, used as receptacles for 
night-soil, in the several] wards of said City of Boston, under the re- 
strictions and limitations hereinafter set forth. 

And said City agrees to furnish at its own expense a person to receive 
and report to said Varney all applications for cleaning vaults, privies, or 
cesspools used as receptacles of night-soil in said wards, such person to 
attend for that purpose at such place and at such hours as the Board of 
Health of said city shall direct. 

And said city further agrees that said Varney may demand and receive 
from applicants for said work, or from the owner or lessee of the prem- 
ises on which the said work is done under this contract, or from any 
other person legally liable therefor, the sum of five dollars for each 
and every load of eighty cubic feet of night-soil, or other contents of 
such vaults, privies, or cesspools removed in pursuance of application 
made therefor during said term, the same to be received by him in full 
compensation for said work, without any liability therefor on the part of 
said city, except for such work done on’ such premises owned or leased 
by it; but for any vault, privy, or cesspool so emptied containing less 
than eighty cubic feet (provided that such vault, privy, or cesspool be 
thoroughly emptied) the price shall be the same as for eighty cubic 
feet. 

The said Varney, in consideration of the agreements of said city above 
_ set forth, contracts and agrees promptly and thoroughly to empty and 
remove all the contents of vaults, privies, and cesspools used for recep- 
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tacles for night-soil in the said wards of said city during the term of three 
years from January 1, A.D. 1884, application for which shall be made 
as aforesaid (provided the owner, occupant, or person making the appli- 
cation to have such vault, privy, or cesspool emptied shall pay the reg- 
ular price therefor, or make a sufficient deposit of money to pay for 
such work according to the stipulated price therefor, if they or any of 
them are requested so to do by said Varney, when he receives such appli- 
cation), and to remove such contents by some odorless excavating appa- 
ratus (which shall be approved by said Board of Health), when and 
wherever practicable, and to perform said work in a thorough, prompt, 
and neat manner, to the satisfaction of said Board of Health within a 
reasonable time and within forty-eight hours after receiving such appli- 
cation, if so directed by said Board, and in accordance with the ordi- 
nances of said city relating thereto which are now or hereafter during 
said term may be in force: provided, however, that the rate of compen- 
sation above specified shall not be affected or altered by any ordinance 
or vote of said city hereafter passed during saidterm. And said Varney 
agrees that for said work he will furnish and employ a sufficient num- 
ber of workmen and wagons, tanks or barrels; said wagons or tanks to 
contain not less than eighty cubic feet each, said tanks or barrels to be 
first measured and sealed by some sealer of said city, and said wagons, 
tanks, or barrels to be satisfactory to said Board of Health. 

Said Varney further agrees that no such wagon, tank, or barrel, unless 
it be air-tight and odorless, shall come within the limits of said city be- 
fore ten o’clock in the evening, or remain within said limits later than 
until one hour before sunrise, and that in no case shall the contents 
thereof be emptied into any dock or stream in said city, or in or near any 
street or way within the limits of said city, and that every vault, privy, 
and cesspool emptied under this contract shall be left covered and clean, 
and none of the contents thereof dropped or left on the premises about 
the same, nor in any street or way of said city, in process of removing 
such contents. And said Varney agrees to reimburse said city for all 
damages and expenses it may suffer or incur by reason of such leavings 
or droppings. 

And said Varney further agrees to furnish at his own expense, and 
apply to all vaults, privies, and cesspools, cleaned by him as aforesaid, 
deodorizing material of such nature and in such quantity as said Board 
of Health shall approve. Said Varney agrees to report promptly and 
regularly every morning, except Sundays, during said term, the num- 
ber and cubic contents of all vaults, privies, and cesspools cleaned by 
him under this contract, and when the said Board, on complaint of a 
person charged for such work, causes said work to be measured, in case 
the work measures less than as reported by said Varney, he, said Var- 
ney, shall pay the cost of said measurement. 


Said Varney further agrees not to sell or assign his said privilege, nor . 


any right or interest under this agreement, without the consent in writ- 
ing of said Board of Health. 

It is understood and agreed, that, in case of failure on the part of said 
Varney to perform his said agreements to the satisfaction of said Board 
of Health, said city may cancel this agreement. 

It is further understood and agreed that a notice in writing, signed by 
the chairman of said Board of Health, shall be sufficient for any notice 
required to be given by said city to said Varney under this agreement.

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Complaints having been made that the night-soil was being 
dumped by the contractor on the flats, or shores, of South 
Boston, the matter was referred by the City Council to its 
Joint Committee on Health. 

The committee held a meeting, April 4, and called the 
chairman of the Board of Health, and Mr. Varney, the new 
contractor. At this consultation it was learned that neither 
the chairman of the Board, nor the contractor, had any 
knowledge or belief that any night-soil had been dumped as 
alleged. This subject, -and several others, were then referred 
to the Board of Health, with the understanding that the 
night-soil question would be thoroughly investigated by the 
Board, and a report on the subject presented to the commit- 
tee at its next meeting. 

The inquiry was at once made, and the facts ascertained 
are given in the following report, which was presented to 
the committee at its next meeting, May 16, 1884 : — 


OFFICE OF THE Boarp oF HEALTH, 
Boston, April 15, 1884. 


To the Joint Committee on Health : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Board of Health, to which was referred the sub- 
ject of dumping or discharging night-soil and other filth into the bay, 
and also the question of its prohibition by the legislative act of 1882, en- 
titled An act for the preservation of the harbor and of the health of the 
city, beg leave to report: That the act referred to has reference only to 
the intercepting sewer which discharges at Moon Head; that on careful 
inquiry it is learned that the night-soil scow, located at Burnham’s 
wharf, and which is the source of no offensive odors, has been discharged 
into the bay only nine times during the last year. 

The scow is towed from the wharf, at high water, to the channel off 
Moon Head, where its contents are discharged into the deep, ebbing 
current, which carries the material at once out to sea. 

The only exception to this rule occurred on the 6th of July last, when, 
*on account of an unavoidable delay in starting the scow, she was towed 
to the middle of the channel, between Moon Head and Spectacle Island, 
about two and one-quarter miles from the outer point of South Boston. 
She was there discharged into five fathoms of water, with a rapid cur- 
rent, then setting out to sea, and three and ahalf hours @ ebb-tide be- 
hind it, — conditions which render the return of any of the material to 
the shore or flats highly improbable. 

The exceptional dumping was observed and reported to the Board of 
Health by one of its members, was duly considered, and the contractor’s 
explanation accepted. 

The night-soil contractor pays a fixed price to N. Ward & Co. for 
towing the scow to acertain place, at high water, and returning it to 
the wharf. Healso sends «a man with the scow each time, who sees that 
the contract is fulfilled, and makes a log-book record of every incident 
connected therewith. 

The Board desires to say that it knows of no instance where the al- 
leged impositions of discharging the scow on the flats, or near the shore, 
has been practised in the past, and that it proposes to use all lawful 
means to prevent such imposition in the future.

Two scow-loads were taken by W. H. Dole, for use on Spectacle 
Island. The bottom of the tank was cleaned out each time in the 
channel off Spectacle Island. 

The scow is towed into the channel off Moon Head soon after high- 
tide, and the contents discharged on the ebb-tide. 

The towing is done by N. Ward Co., at $15 a trip. 

The capacity of the scow is about seventy loads.

Believing that, although no nuisance could be created by 
dumping the night-soil in the channel off Moon Head, on an 
ebb-tide, as has been done the past year, it would be better 
to leave the great sewer outlet off Moon Head without a 
possible complication, and also to relieve the Harbor Com- 
missioners of any anxiety concerning a possible danger of 
deposit in the channel, the Harbor Commissioners and this 
Board mutually concluded to find another place for the con- 
tractor’s use. <A place off Broad Sound, near Great Fawn 
Bar, in three and one-half fathoms of still water, has been 
agreed upon, and is now being used exclusively by the 
contractor for dumping this material. 


Tue ABATTOIR. 


The sanitary condition of the Abattoir remains at its usual 
high standard, and no complaints have been made as to 
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manner of carrying on the business of the establishment. 
The inspector at the Abattoir, Mr. G. W. Boynton, has dis- 
charged his duties in a satisfactory manner.

INSPECTION OF PROVISIONS. 


On petition of the Mayor and City Council, an effort was 
made in the Legislature at its present session to transfer the 
authority to appoint an inspector of provisions for the city 
at large from the Mayor and Aldermen to the Board of 
Health ; but we regret that it was unsuccessful. The duties 
of the Inspector are intimately connected with the work of 
this department, and the public health is dependent ina large 
degree upon the efficiency with which the Inspector discharges 
his duties. The Board’s responsibility for the results of the 
Inspector’s work should carry with it the authority to appoint 
him and to direct his work. 

The duties of Inspector of Provisions in the city have been 
well performed, during the past year, by Mr. Charles G. 
Davis, who was reappointed by the Mayor, April 1st, of the 
present year. The following seizures are reported as having 
been made by the Inspector during the past year : —

HAWKERS AND PEDLERS. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 168, of the Acts of 1883, 
the following ordinance concerning hawkers and pedlers 
was adopted by the City Council, and is now in force : — 


AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO HAWKERS AND PEDLERS. 
Be tt ordained, etc. : — 


SECTION 1.: Every hawker and pedler exposing for sale or selling any 
of the articles enumerated in Section 1, of Chapter 68 of the Public 
Statutes, shall record his name with the Board of Health, who shall 
assign to him a number. 

Sect. 2. The said articles shall be so carried and conveyed that they 
shall not tend to injure or annoy the public health or comfort, and only 
in vehicles or receptacles which do not leak. 

Srot. 3. Every such vehicle or receptacle shall have the name and 
number of the person selling painted thereon in letters and figures at 
least two inches in size, shall be kept neat and clean within and without, 
and shall be submitted to inspection of the Board of Health the first 
Monday in each month at the city stables in North Grove street, 

Sect. 4.. No person so exposing for sale or selling said articles shall 
cry his wares to the disturbance of the peace and comfort of the inhab- 
itants of the city. 

Srot. 5. Any person violating any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $20. 

SroT. 6. Chapter 19 of the ordinances of the year 1883 is hereby 
repealed. 


Under the foregoing ordinance numbers have been given 
to two hundred and seventy-eight fish pedlers, and two 
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hundred and ninety-nine fruit pedlers, and they are now 
pursuing their vocations in accordance with these regulations. 
Their vehicles are generally neat and clean, and no serious 
annoyance has been experienced from pedlers crying their 
wares in the street.

PROSECUTIONS. 


The whole number of prosecutions for violations of the 
laws and regulations pertaining to the public health, during 
the past year, was ten. 

There were eight prosecutions for scattering salt upon 
the horse-railroad tracks, in all of which convictions were 
had, and fines and costs imposed to the amount of $135. 
The sum total of all costs and fines imposed in all prosecu- 
tions during the year was $161.05. 


QUARANTINE. 


The operation of quarantine last year varied slightly from 
that of the usual season. In June cholera was reported in 
Egypt, and, although the disease did not spread widely, it 
was sufficiently severe to alarm the people of Europe and 
America, and the greatest care was used at the ports of entry 
in this country to prevent the introduction of infected rags 
and other merchandise which are liable to carry contagion. 

Instructions were early given to the Port Physician at this 
port as to stopping cargoes or parts of cargoes at quarantine 
which might be suspected of being infected with cholera. 

In the month of July several cargoes of rags and paper- 
stock arrived from Alexandria, Egypt, and were discharged 
and detained at quarantine for further treatment. 

It was then seen that a storehouse suitable for the recep- 
tion and treatment of these infected goods had become a 
necessity. 

The Board had, for several years, endeavored to antici- 
pate this emergency by erecting the proper buildings at 
Gallop’s Island, but had failed to secure the required appro- 
priation for it. 

At this time the following communication was sent to the 
City Council : — 


Boarp oF Heattu, Boston, July 30, 1883. 
To the Honorable City Council of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN : — An emergency having arisen in which we find our- 
selves in need of a building for storing suspected cargoes already in our 
port, and which are likely to arrive here at frequent intervals, we here- 
by respectfully renew our request to your Honorable Body for an appro- 
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priation of money with which to erect forthwith on Gallop’s Island a 
storehouse, of about 50,000 cubic feet capacity, for the proper care and 
treatment of infected cargoes. 

The cost of erecting such building with piling support will be about 
$10,000. 

We herewith enclose a communication received to-day from Dr. 
Henry I. Bowditch with reference to this subject, in which he makes a 
personal explanation concerning the action of the National Board of 
Health, of which he was formerly a member.

The discharged rags were temporarily placed under hospi- 
tal tents at Gallop’s Island, but their partial exposure to the 
weather, and consequent risk of loss, together with a desire 
on our part to disinfect and deliver the goods as soon as prac- 
ticable, we anticipated the favorable action of the Council on 
the appropriation, and commenced the construction of a wharf 
and storehouse at Gallop’s Island, and completed the same 
about the first of October. The infected rags were then 
placed in the new building, fumigated, and delivered to the 
owners. 

A few bales were delivered without fumigation on the pre- 
sentation to us of an affidavit setting forth the fact that the 
rags had been removed from Alexandria before the cholera 
broke out. 

The storehouse is 100 feet lone by 40 feet wide and 14 feet 
high. It is firmly constructed, boarded, papered under clap- 
boards, double floored, and has a tar and gravel roof. <A 
room 25 feet by 40 foet i is prepared for fumigating infected 
merchandise, and the remainder is for general storing pur- 

oses. 

The wharf is 300 feet long and 12 feet wide. It has a face 
60 feet long and 20 feet wide, with dolphins at either end, to 
increase the length of face for long vessels. It connects the 
storehouse with 24 feet of water at low-tide and has upon it 
a tramway for the easy transfer of merchandise to the build- 
ing. 

“Phe whole cost of storehouse and wharf was $7,933.51, 
and by vote of the City Council the balance of the $10,000 
appropriated for this purpose was transferred to the general 
quarantine appropriation to defray extra expenses for repairs 
on the steamer “Samuel Little.” 

The following regulation is a revision of that passed by the 
Board of Health in 1873, with additions to meet cases in 
which cargoes are infected : — 
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In Boarp oF Hnattu, Boston, Nov. 5, 1883. 


Ordered, That any vessel arriving at this port, which has on board 
at the time of her arrival, or has had during her passage to this port, 
any sickness of a contagious or doubtful character which may be detri- 
mental to the public health, or which has on board any rags, paper 
stock, hair, hides, wool, carpets, or any other cargo which has come 
from, or has been in an infected port or place, or place which has been 
infected within the year previous to such arrival, shall be anchored at 
Quarantine. Infected persons found on such vessels shall be removed 
to the hospital on Gallop’s Island, and there detained until all power to 
infect others shall have ceased. Cargoes, which in the opinion of the 
Port Physician or the Board of Health may be infected, shall be removed 
to the storehouse on Gallop’s Island and there disinfected, when such 
disinfection cannot be properly done on board the vessel. No such ves- 
sel shall proceed, nor shall her cargo, or any part thereof, be discharged, 
nor any person be allowed to go on board or to leave her while in 
Quarantine without the written permit of the port physician, who is 
hereby authorized and instructed to take such measures with regard to 
said vessel as, in his judgment, the health of the city may require.

The attention of the Secretary of State at Washington was 
called by several boards of health to the propriety of caus- 
ing Egyptian rags to be disinfected before shipment to this 
country, and the following correspondence ensued and re- 
sulted in a satisfactory arrangement : — 


DEPARTMENT OF STATE, WASHINGTON, Jan. 10, 1884. 


To the Health Department of Boston, Mass. :— 


In order to protect the public health, and yet not unduly impede an 
important trade, I propose to establish in Egypt a system of inspection 
of rags exported thence to the United States, so that each bale may be 
accompanied by a certificate satisfactory to the health authorities of the 
various ports that the rags have been thoroughly disinfected. 

For this purpose I propose to have designated in Egypt, by the Con- 
sul General, trustworthy persons, who shall inspect and certify the treat- 
ment to which the rags have been subjected, the inspectors to be com- 
pensated by a fee to be assessed upon each bale inspected. 

The inspectors will be required to be present in the packing estab- 
lishments, and to watch the process of disinfecting. They will then 
state as to each bale of rags the following facts : — 

The name of the inspector, the name of the consignee in the United 
States, the place where the rags were disinfected, and the process of 
disinfection. This document is to be stamped by the inspector and 
contain this certificate : — 


See |, Inspector of Rags, duly designated 

by the Consul General of the United States, at Cairo, do hereby certify 

that all the foregoing statements are true to my knowledge. 
(Signature.) ” 


This certificate will then receive official verification as to the due 
- designation and signature of the inspector by the Consul General, at 
Cairo, or possibly, to expedite the business, in some instances by the 
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consular agent, at the place of inspection. Each bale will also bear a 
brand somewhat in this form : —

As this will be an entirely new arrangement, certain modifications or 
variations may prove necessary. | 
As the undertaking will involve much care and responsibility to this 
department, and as it is conceived expressly to meet the requirements 
or wishes of the health authorities of the ports at which these invoices 
are principally expected, it is undesirable to take any steps toward 
carrying it out without on assurance that its application will prove satis- 
factory to those authorities, and attain the desired result. I shall be 
glad to learn the opinion of the Health Department of Boston on this 
subject, and to receive any suggestions it may see fit to make, especially 
as to the sufficiency of the following modes of disinfection which have 
been proposed: by boiling in water for at least four hours; by boiling 
in water for two hours under a pressure of fifty pounds per square inch ; 

and by thorough fumigation with sulphurous acid gas.

In reply we have to say that the action contemplated by you, as com- 
municated in your letter, will meet a hearty welcome with us. It will 
greatly facilitate and simplify the work in our quarantine, and exactly 
meet the wishes of this department, which have been repeatedly expressed 
during the past six months. The rags being subjected to the boiling 
proposed, or to the action of confined sulphurous acid gas for six hours, 
burning 13 to 2 lbs. of roll brimstone in each 1,000 cubic feet of space, 
with the rags well scattered upon racks, will be satisfactory to us. 

If you will allow us, we will respectfully suggest Dr. Geo. M. Stern- 
burg, surgeon U.S.A., as an authority on disinfectants.

Str,—In connection with previous corréspondence, I have now to 
apprise you of the specific nature of the instructions lately given to Mr. 
George P. Pomeroy, our Agent and Consul-General at Cairo, relative 
to the proper disinfection of rags imported into the United States from 
Egypt. The department has endeavored to give this subject careful and 
mature consideration, commensurate with the interests involved, and as 
a result of its investigation the following methods of disinfection have 
been decided upon, either one of which, it is thought, will be satisfactory 
to the health authorities of the several ports of entry, viz.:: 

1. Boiling in water for two hours under a pressure of fifty pounds per 
square inch. 

2. Boiling in water for four hours without pressure; and | 

3. Subjection to the action of confined suiphurous acid gas for six 
hours, burning one and a half to two pounds of roll brimstone in each 
1,000 cubic feet of space, with the rags well scattered upon racks. 

Full and explicit instructions have accordingly been given to Mr. 
George P. Pomeroy, our Agent and Consul-General at Cairo, and Mr. 
Francis McNally, a citizen of the United States, has been designated as 
the inspector. He will have immediate supervision, under the Consul- 
General, of the process of disinfection, will be required to give the sub- 
ject his earnest personal attention, and furnish a proper certificate. Mr. 
McNally’s certificate will show the following facts : — 

1. His name; 

2. The name of the consignee in the United States ; 

38. The place where the rags were disinfected; and 
’ 4, The process of disinfection, which must be one of the processes 
hereinbefore described. 

After that the Consul-General is to authenticate the certificate given 
by the inspector. This process is to be observed in the case of every 
bale of rags, which is to be also marked, ‘* Thoroughly inspected,” with 
the name of the inspector. 

Mr. Pomeroy has been told that, although he should not refuse to cer- 
tify invoices even when lacking the inspector's certificate, he must give 
notice to all shippers of rags that these goods will not be permitted to 
enter the United States unless accompanied by such certificate.

4th. The process of disinfection, which shall be by one of the fol- 
lowing methods : — 


a. Boiling in water for two hours, under a pressure of fifty pounds 
per square inch. 

Boiling in water for four hours without pressure. 

Subjection to the action of confined sulphurous acid gas for six 
hours, burning one and a half to two pounds of roll brimstone 
in each 1,000 cubic feet of space, with the rags well scattered 
upon the racks. 

Sth. The inspector’s mark, inscribed, ‘‘ Thoroughly inspected,” shall 
be accepted as evidence that they have been properly treated. 
The Port Physician is hereby instructed to carry out this order. 


A small steam-launch, called the “ Relief,” was constructed 
last year for use in quarantine, when the “Samuel Little” is 
disabled, towing bath-houses or relieving other departments. 
This was done by utilizing the old quarantine row-boat and 
inserting the proper steam apparatus, the whole costing 
$1,300, and securing a speed of about ten miles per hour. 


APPOINTMENTS. 


At the beginning of the year the Board organized by the

CITY PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


Crrty Puysictan’s OFFIcE, May 1, 1884. 
To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of this office for the year ending April 30, 1884: — 


There have been 1,577 persons vaccinated, and certificates 
of vaccination have been given to 844 children, for their 
admission to the public schools. In every instance where a 
case of small-pox has occurred, all in the immediate vicinity 
exposed to the contagion have been vaccinated. 

Fifty-five men have been examined at the request of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners, for appointment in the Fire 
Department, and 10 cases of supposed disease or injury have 
been investigated. 

One hundred and sixty men have been examined for ap- 
pointment on the police force, and 11 for retirement. 

The bodies of 531 persons dying without a physician in 
attendance have been examined. These cases comprise, 
principally, those who die from chronic disease, where there 
has been no medical care for months previous to death, and 
those who die suddenly from natural causes. In these cases 
a careful external examination is made, the symptoms 
learned, and a diagnosis, sufficiently accurate for all practi- 
cal purposes, reached. The law requires a medical certifi- 
cate of death before a permit is granted for burial, and these 
examinations are made to conform to the law as well as to 
collect statistics for the bills of mortality. A tabular state- 
ment is appended. 

Forty-seven reports of small-pox have been investigated. 
Five of these were found to be small-pox, and the patients 
were removed to the hospital on Canterbury street. One 
woman and one child died; the others recovered. One case, 
that of a girl who worked in a junk-shop, contracted the 
disease from rags; and from this case two others could be 
directly traced — that of a man and a child. Of the remain- 
ing two cases, one was contracted on board a foreign steamer 
from Liverpool to New York, the other at the hospital. 
The statement of the remaining 42 cases is as follows: Var- 
icella, 12 cases; acne, 4; eczema, 3; mosquito bites, 2; 
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measles, 6; urticaria, 8: lichen tropicus, 4; typhoid fever, 
2; and herpes, 1 case. It should be understood that the 
period covered by this report is for the financial year begin- 
ning May 1, 1883, and not the same as that covered by the 
mortality tables, which embrace the calendar year. The 
latter period shows eight reported cases of small-pox, and 
one death from this disease. 


City Temporary Home. 


One hundred and seventy-five visits have been made to 
this institution. Nine cases of confinement have been at-. 
tended, and all of the children were born alive. Seven 
deaths have occurred at the home, —three adults, and four 
children. Typhoid fever caused the death of 1 adult; 
pneumonia, 1; arterial thrombosis, 1. These patients 
were admitted in a moribund condition, and died afew hours 
after their admission. ‘The four children died of marasmus, 
and previous neglect. The following diseases have been 
treated during the year : — 

Miscarriages, 2; puerperal state, 4; pregnancy, 2; vagi- 
-nitis, 1; pneumonia, 3; marasmus, 33; neuralgia, 2; cholera 
morbus, 1; post epileptic delirium, 1 ; typhoid fever, 1; con- 
junctivitis, 1; ophthalmia neonatorum, 2; debility, 2; indi- 
gestion, 1; constipation,' 1; sprain, 1; erysipelas, 1; tonsil- 
litis, 1; pharyngitis, 1; eczema, 1; measles, 1; arterial 
thrombosis, 1. The cases of measles and pneumonia were 
transferred to the City Hospital. 


City Prison. 


Owing to the fact that a large number of persons are ar- 
rested every Saturday night for drunkenness, and from the fact 
that many of these are in the first stage of delirium tremens, and 
are suffering from injuries received in broils, it was deemed 
advisable to make a visit every Sunday morning, during the 
year, to this institution. The following diseases have been 
treated : — 

Delirium tremens, 25 cases; contusions, ‘53; sprains, 6; 
colic, 2; gun-shot wound, 1; scalp wounds, 8. No death 
has occurred at the prison during the year. 


SuFFOLK COUNTY JAIL. 


In this institution there have been 761 patients treated 
during the year, requiring 2,466 visits. The diseases have 
not been of so serious a type as for the year ending April 
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30, 1883, although a much greater number of visits have 
_ been made. No death has occurred during the year. A 
tabular statement is appended. 

Dr. Morton Prince, Assistant City Physician, is deserving 
of honorable mention for the faithful and conscientious 
manner in which he has discharged the manifold duties per- 
taining to his branch of the service.

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REPORT OF THE PORT PHYSICIAN, 


To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the report of 
the Quarantine Department for the year completed April 
30, 1884. 

One case of yellow-fever, from Havana, discharged well 
after two weeks’ detention, was the only case of disease of 
this character removed from vessels quarantined during the 
year. ‘Two cases of measles were quarantined two weeks ; 
then discharged well. Two cases of typhus-fever terminated 
fatally, one on the fourth, the other on the tenth day after ad- 
mission. ‘These comprise all cases treated in the Quarantine 
Hospital during the year. 

Cargoes coming from infected ports, in eight steamers and 
one brig, were fumigated in their respective vessels; then 
permitted to be discharged. One hundred and twenty-five 
bales of infected Egyptian rags were removed to Gallop’s 
Island, for proper fumigation and disinfection, the store- 
house erected last summer upon the eastern extremity of the 
island affording ample accommodations for disinfecting and 
handling such cargoes.

I take this opportunity to thank Colonel John C. Whiton, 
Superintendent of the Deer Island institutions, for his acts of 
kindness and favors bestowed from time to time during the 
year.

There are employed in sweeping and cleaning the streets 
160 men, 30 carts, 9 sweeping-machines, and 6 water carts ; 
of this number, 81 men are sweepers. The principal streets 
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are cleaned daily, and others twice in each week. During 
the winter months the teams are employed in moving house- 
dirt, and the sweepers in cleaning crossings and removing 
snow from sidewalks of public buildings. The number of 
miles of streets cleaned, 185 per week; the cost of labor 
for doing this work for the year ending April 21, $89,987.52. 


HouskE-OFFAL. 


There are employed in removing house-offal 106 men and 
44 wagons. The offal is removed from dwelling-houses 
three times a week during the summer months, and twice a 
week during the winter; from hotels, markets, and restau- 
rants it is removed daily. ‘There are 43 districts, and each 
team is assigned a route. The men employed in collecting 
offal are required to enter the premises, collect the offal, and 
empty the same in wagons ; when filled, to drive to one of the 
offal depots owned by the city. It is there sold to farmers 
of adjoining towns, within a radius of 20 miles, who come 
with their carts to the depot for it. 

The cost of labor for this work ending April 21, 1884, 
$64,565.65. 


HovusE-DIRT AND ASHES. 


There are employed in removing house-dirt and ashes 157 
men, with 2 men to each team. ‘This material is removed 
from hotels, tenement-houses, and stores twice in each week, 
and from dwellings once a week; there are 69 routes, 
one team being assigned to each route. 

The ordinances require that house-dirt and ashes shall be 
kept in some convenient place for collection. The men are 
required to enter the premises and place such vessels as con- 
tain the ashes upon the sidewalk, or in passage-ways in rear ; 
the teams follow and are loaded, the empty vessels are re- 
turned by the men to their original position. The carts 
when filled proceed to the dump and discharge their load. 

Bills for sale of ashes are forwarded to the Collector. 

The cost of labor for doing this work for the year ending 
April 21, 1884, $119,243.75. 


CESSPOOLS.

The Board, as to pensions, 
have followed out the principles laid down in previous re- 
ports, and pensioned officers only in cases where there have 
been long and meritorious services, or where the person 
pensioned has been disabled by extraordinary causes out of 
the common line of his duty. It will be seen that the 
amount paid for pensions increases, and there now being no 
relief fund from which any of it can be drawn, it must be 
paid out of the general appropriation each year.

It will be seen by examination that while the income from 

licenses has increased over the previous year $25,738, the 
expenses on account of the enforcement of the license law 
have been reduced $410.12; showing a net increase over 
the previous year, from licenses, of $26,148.06. 

The screen law has been thoroughly enforced during the 
past year, and the Board caused to be closed permanently all 
entrances to the licensed premises other than those from the 
public streets, when practical.

Licenses cannot be transferred during the year from one 
person to another. 


There are several changes which could be made in the 
“Liquor Laws,” so called, which would simplify matters and 
render them more effective. The utterly useless routine of 
compelling the Mayor to sign all the licenses issued by the 
Board, and which it is believed was the result of an over- 
sight in those who drew up the law and ordinance establish- 
ing the Police Commission of Boston, should be abolished, 
as heretofore recommended, and the licenses should be signed 
by those granting them. 


1 Only to be issued in conjunction with a first-class victualler license. 
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One of the principal difficulties with which the Board_ has 
to contend is in the mode in which licenses are granted. 

The Board renew the recommendation of last year, that, 
the license to sell intoxicating liquors should not depend 
either upon an innholder or a common-victualler license, 
but should be independent of each, and only combined when 
the exigency demands such combination. 

Each license should be issued on its merits. The laws 
regulating the sale of liquor, and the hours in which the 
traffic could be carried on, might then be absolutely controlled ; 
but when combined as above, it is extremely difficult. 


PoLticE HEAD-—QUARTERS. 


During the year portions of the premises known as 6 and 
7 Pemberton square, which were leased by the city, were 
remodelled under the supervision of the Committee on 
Public Buildings, and on December 15, 1883, that portion 
of the department occupying quarters in City Hall moved 
into the new head-quarters. The Board are of the opinion 
that the change has been beneficial to the service, as it 
brought the different bureaus into closer relationship, 
thereby greatly facilitating the work alloted to each. The 
Superintendent’s office is open day and night. ‘Two ser- 
geants and two patrolmen have been detailed for night- 
service, and through them all branches of the department 
are in constant and uninterrupted communication. 


STATION—HOUSES. 


The several station-houses, with the exception of those in 
Divisions 1 and 5, are in good condition. The alterations 
proposed to be made in the latter will, when completed, in 
our judgment, furnish all the accommodation and convenience 
needed by the officers and men The house used by Division 
1 is very poorly ventilated, besides being, on account of 
defects in construction, wholly inadequate to accommodate 
the large number of prisoners detained therein during the 
year. The Board would again recommend the abandonment 
and sale of this house, and the erection of a new building, 
with modern conveniencies, off the main thoroughfare, and 
believe that a sufficient sum could be realized from the sale 
to meet the expenses to be incurred. 

The new station-house to be erected this year on the 
corner of Boylston and Hereford streets will, when com- 
pleted, necessitate an increase in the Police force, as the 
officers now doing duty on the portions of Divisions 3, 4, 5, 
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and 10 which will be set apart will be required at their 
respective houses. The new Division will include the Baek 
Bay Park and a portion of the extension of Commonwealth 
avenue, besides a large area of very valuable and thickly 
settled territory. The Board would respectfully recommend 
the utmost expedition in the erection of the building con- 
sistent with the public convenience. 


Frre—ARMS. 


It is generally understood by the public that every police- 
officer carries a revolver while on duty. The custom has 
been, and is now, for the men to purchase these weapons out 
of their own private means. As a result of this exercise of 
individua! taste, every variety and calibre manufactured is 
to be found in their possession. Should it ever become 
necessary to use such weapons, their inefficiency would be at 
once established, as the ammunition adapted to one man’s 
revolver would be unsuited to that of his neighbor, and, as 
a consequence, when a piece was once emptied of its charge, 
it would become absolutely useless. 

The Board would respectfully suggest to the Honorable 
City Council the propriety of furnishing the department with 
a uniform revolver which would remain the property of the 
city. 


THe Steam LAauncw “ PATROL.” 


By vote of the City Council the sum of $3,000 was appro- 
priated last year for the construction and equipment of a steam- 
launch, for patrol duty in the upper harbor. The Board 
advertised for sealed proposals in due form and received 
several from competent and responsible engineers and 
builders. On January 4, 1884, the contract was awarded 
to the Osborn Engine and Manufacturing Company, of East 
Boston, they being the lowest bidders. The contract pro- 
vided that the hull and machinery should be constructed 
according to plans and specifications prepared under the 
direction of the Board, for the sum of $2,325. Owing to 
delays caused by needed alterations in the plans, as the work 
progressed, the launch was not ready for service within the 
specified time, but before this report reaches the Honorable 
City Council she will be in commission and doing effective 
work along the extensive water-front, which it is the duty 
of the Department to carefully guard. By vote of the Board 
the boat has been named “The Patrol.’’ She will be cne 
ef the best and swiftest launches of her measurement in 
our waters. 
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- We again call your attention to the telephone and signal 
telegraph system now in use in several cities. So far as we — 
are able to judge from personal observation, together with 
reports from the cities which have adopted it, we are of the 
opinion that, if introduced, it would be one of the most 
powerful aids to the department that has yet been devised. 


AMBULANCES. 


There are three ambulances now in active use in the de- 
partment, one located in Division 4, one in Division 1, and 
one in Division 7, East Boston. The last-mentioned was 
located there in February, 1884. During the year the | 
ambulances were called into service 575 times. 


EXAMINATIONS FOR PROMOTION. 


The system of competitive examinations for promotion 
introduced by the Board last year has produced the most 
satisfactory results. Thirteen patrolmen were advanced to 
the rank of sergeant, and nine sergeants to the rank of 
lieutenant, after a rigid and most impartial test of the appli- 
cants’ knowledge of police duty and of the statutes .and 
ordinances relating to the work and management of the 
department, and every officer so advanced has proven by 
his conduct in his new sphere of duty that he was deserving 
of the distinction conferred on him. The fact that promotions 
have been made fairly, and according to the merits of the 
competitors, has come to be generally admitted by members 
of the department, and has given a fresh impetus to the study 
and friendly rivalry in effective police work, which go far to 
improve and keep up the efficiency and discipline of the 
force. 

In conclusion, the Board desire to express their satisfaction 
at the present condition of the force, and are of the opinion 
that it will compare favorably with the police department of 
any city in the country. During the past year the officers 
and men have cheerfully performed their duty, and, in our 
opinion, the department is entitled to the respect and con- 
fidence of the public.

The committee met in the Common Council chamber at 7.50

The Cuarrman.— This committee is acting under an order of 
the Common Council. The committee has decided that the scope 
of the investigation shall be this: to investigate the conduct of the 
Paying Department and the Superintendent of Streets, and the 
matter of the sale of horses to the different departments. The 
committee has summoned to appear before it to-night the follow- 
ing witnesses: William E. Cunningham, Lucius Slade, Oliver G. 
Fernald, James H. Dodge, Frederick E. Goodrich, John T. Man- 
son, Horace H. Moses, aVilijan Doogue, Hiram Cutts, and Hugh 
J. Toland. Will Mr. Dodge step forward ? 


TESTIMONY OF JAMES H. DopGEr.—Sworn. 


@. (By the Cuarrman.) Mr. Dodge, I wish you would present 
to the committee all the bills in the auditor’s office which you have 
from January 1 of the present year, relating to the sales of 
horses to the various departments. 

Mr. Dodge presented to the Chairman a package of bills, or 
receipts. : 

@. One question, Mr. Dodge: Can you state to the committee 
how much work was done for “the Paving Department in 1883, in 
round numbers. 

A. What for? 

_Q. For the Trinidad Asphalt paving. 

A. I took off the amount. It is $22,494.23. 

(. (By Mr. Murray.) For how long? 
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During the last year. 
At the end of the year? 
Nothing since probably late in the fall — the fall of 1883. 
(By the CHarrman.) The municipal year of 1883? 
Yes, sir. 
(By Mr. Horgan.) Who was the representative of the 
Trinidad Asphalt. Company at the time? 

A. Mr. Harris. 

@. The present Superintendent of Streets ? 

A. The present Superintendent of Streets. 

(By Mr. Bicenow.) Have there been any bills paid to that 

company since January 1, 1884? 

A. Not that I remember of.

TESTIMONY OF WILLIAM DooGcuEr.—Sworn. 


@. (By the Cuarrman.) Your name is William Doogue? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You hold what position in the city of Boston? 

A. Superintendent of Common and Public Grounds, I believe 
it is entitled, or City Forester. 

Q. Mr. Doogue, have you, during this year purchased in your 
department, or for your department, any horses? 

A. I have purchased one horse, \sir. 

Q. When was that horse. purchased ? 

That horse was purchased on, I think, the 15th of April, or 
the 14th; I won’t be positive. 

The 15th of April this year? 

Yes, sir. | 

From whom did you buy that horse? 

George S. Johnson. 

Did you bargain for that horse with any other person? 

No, sir. 

No other person at at all? 

No, sir. 

Who is George S. Johnson? 

He is a stable-keeper in this city, sir. 

Where? 

- New Broadway. 

Have you at any time during this year, or at any time, 
bargained directly, or indirectly, with Andrew J. Hall, Alderman, 
for the purchase of any horses for your department? 

A. I have not, sir. : 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) How long have you known Mr. 
Johnson? 

A. I have dealt with Mr. Johnson personally ever since 1873. 

(). Has he always been in the horse business? 

A. So long as [have known him. I have dealt with him and 
with his twosons, both. Ihave kept my horse with Mr. Johnson 
since 1877. 

@. What power did you have from your committee to purchase 
a horse? 
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A. By a vote of the committee to purchase a horse, cart, and 
wagon, and such other materials as were necessary for our busi- 
ness in the department. 

@. In your opinion how is Mr. Johnson regarded among the 
stablemen of the city? 

A. Well, sir, I have known Mr. Johnson a good many years, 
and I should not question Mr. Johnson’s word. I should believe 
his word just about as soon as I would that of any gentleman here 
present, most assuredly. 

Q. Have you done business with Mr. Johnson for any length of 
time? 

A. Since 1873. I have boarded my horse with him since 1877, 
and previous to that I have done a good deal of business with him in 
the way of carriage-hire. And I think I boarded my horse with 
him previous to 1873. 

Q. Alderman Hall is chairman of your committee, is he not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Did he in any way suggest to you the idea of going to Mr. 
Johnson to make the purchase of that horse? 

A. No, sir; he did not. I went to Mr. Johnson just as soon 
as the vote of the committee was passed, that afternoon, and I 
told Mr. Johnson I wanted him to buy a horse for the department, 
and told him as near as I could such a horse as I would require. I 
told him I would like a young horse, about fourteen handed, and 
one we could rely upon as being perfectly safe, as I didn’t know 
just exactly who was going to take care of the horse and drive it. 

Q@. Then Alderman Hall didn’t in any way, shape, or manner 
have anything to do with the buying of a horse for the department 
of Common and Squares? 

A. Not that I know of. 

@. (By Mr. Biezetrow.) Of whom did Mr. Johnson purchase 
that horse? 

A. That I don’t know, sir. 

@. You have no knowledge? 

A. Ihave no knowledge. ° 

Q. (By the Cuairman.) Do you know where the horse came 
from? 

A. I do not. 

@. Did you ever ask Mr. Johnson? : 

A. I never asked him. He told me about the pedigree of the 
horse, and said he came from Canada. That is all that I know. 

Q. What was the price paid for the horse? 

A. Three hundred and seventy-five dollars, sir. 

@. Was the horse a green horse, or one broken to work ? 

A. That I cannot really say, sir. Itis a very docile animal, and 
it does all that we require of him. 


TESTIMONY OF JoHN T. Manson.—Sworn. 


@. (By the Cuairman.) Your name is? 
A. Jobn T. Manson. 
~Q. And you hold a position in the City Government? 
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I do; yes, sir. 

. What is that position? 

. Superintendent of Lamps. 

Mr. Manson, when did you become Superintendent of Lamps? 
On the 18th of April, last. 

Since the 18th of April have you purchased any horses in 
r department? 

. I have traded away some for other horses. 

Have you had any new horses brought into your department ? 
Yes, sir. 

How many? 

Three. 

From whom were those horses obtained ? 

. Mr. Saffel. 

Who is Mr. Saffel? 

Well, he is a horse man; a man who deals in horses. 

Where is his place of business? 

Upon Dedham street. That is where I found him. 

What number? 

I could not tell you. 

Does he occupy a stable on Dedham street? 

He isat Hall & Draper’s stable, on Dedham street. The num- 
ber I could not tell. 

The Hall that you speak of is Alderman sats J. Hall? 
Yes, sir. 

Mr. Saffel is in that stable? 

Yes, sir. 

Do you know whether he is a workman for Mr. Hall? 

I could not tell. I found him there selling horses. 

How many horses did you say came from Mr. Saffel? 
Three. 

Will you describe those horses ? 

There are two gray horses and one brown. 

One brown and two gray? 

Yes, ‘sir. 

How much did you pay for the brown horse? 

. I think it was $285, if I remember right. (Referring to 
memoranda.) The brown horse was $285. I got $125 allowed for 
a: lame horse, one that was not suitable for our work. I paida 
difference of $160. That was the second horse that I got. 

(). The brown was the second horse purchased ? 

A. Yes, sir. : 

Q. What is the date of that? 

A. I have not got the date of that, sir. 

@. Can you tell us approximately? How long after you came 
into the office? 

A. It was in the month of April, I think. 

@. It was within ten days or two weeks after you came in? 

A. It was very soon after, from the very fact that we had two 
lame horses, and they were not fit for the work, and I was obliged 
to get some others. 

@).’ What did you say the difference was? 
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A. One hundred and sixty dollars. 
@. When that brown horse was purchased were there any horses 
given in exchange? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q@. How many? 

A. Well, I purchased the brown horse and the last gray horse 
at the same time. The first was another trade. Perhaps I will 
tell you about the first trade first. 

@. Well, we will go through with the brown horse first. I think 
you said you were allowed $125? 


A. We called the horse I traded away $125. 

@. What kind of a horse was that? 

A. A brown horse. 

@. How long had that horse been in the department? 

A. Well, I don’t know only what I was told. I found him 
there 


What were you told? 

. I understood that he had been there a few months. 

Do you know where that horse came from when it was pur- 
chased ? 

A. Ido not, sir, know anything about it, only that I found it 
there when I went there. 

Do you know where that brown horse came from? 

. No, sir; I donot. Ihave no means of knowing. 

Now the first horse, the gray horse? 

The first horse was a gray horse. 

What was the date of that transaction? 

. It was in April, but I cannot give you the date here. 

These transactions were all very close to each other, were 
they not? 

A. Very soon after; because we were obliged to have some 
different horses to do our work. 

@. Now tell us about the first trade. 

A. The first was a gray horse, $275 ; and I got for a gray horse 
that was lame, — that they said at the stable they hadn’t worked him 
two weeks in three months, they could not do anything with him, — 
I got $125 allowed for him, and paid $150 to boot. 

Where did you get that horse? 

At the same place, sir. 

From Draper & Hall’s stable? 

. At Mr. Saffel’s. 

The horse came from Draper & Hall’s stable? 

. Came out of their stable ; yes, sir. 

Now the third transaction ? 

The third transaction was another gray horse, $325. I 
traded away a bay mare which had the spinal complaint last season 
and was not worth much in the department, and paid $240 to 
boot. 

@. Do you know how long the first horse you traded away had 
been in the department ? 

A. I do not, sir. 

@. Do you know whether it had been there a year? 
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A. I could not tell you anything about it, I never saw either of 
the horses until I found them in the stable. | 

@. Do you know how long the third horse had been in the 
department ? 

A. The bay mare? I do not know, sir. 

@. The one that had the spinal complaint? 

A. I don’t know, sir. 

@. Mr. Manson, do you keep a record in your department of 
purchases of horses? 

A. Well, yes, sir; I make a minute of it. 

Q. Well, is there any record in your department showing when 
these horses were traded and when horses were purchased for the 
department? 

A. I presume that is on the book ; yes, sir. 

Q. Will you find, if there is a record, from whom they were 
purchased ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Mr. Manson, is there any other new horse in the department 
this year? 

A. In the Lamp Department? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

sO. SIt. 

@. Does the horse that you drive yourself belong to the depart- 
ment? 

A. No, sir; it does not. That is, I have two driving horses, 
and one of them belongs to the department. 

Q. Which horse is that? 

A. It is a chestnut horse. 

@. What is the description of the other? 

A. Well, I call him a buckskin. 

Q. That is your own? 

A. When I came into the depareients if you will allow me to 
explain, there were two driving horses in the department. We 
needed another horse. One of these driving horses was consider- 
ably used up as a driver, and I put him into light walking work 
in the department. I had a horse of my own which I had no use 
for, and I have used him in the department, work, without any 
expense to the city. The horse belongs to me. 

@. Have you had any dealings, directly or indirectly, in any 
way, shape, or manner, with Andrew J. Hall, for the purchase or 
trading off any horses in the Lamp Department ? 

A. No, sir; I have not. My trading has been done with Mr. 
Saffel. 

@. Then you say that, directly or indirectly, you have had no 
dealings whatever in the way of horse-trades with Alderman Hall? 

A. No, sir; I have not. 

@. But the horses that came to your department came from the 
stable occupied by Alderman Hall, on Dedham street? 

A. Yes, sir; it is a stable owned, I suppose, by Draper & Hall. 

@. (Presenting bills to witness. ) Will you kindly, Mr. Man 
son, take these bills and explain them to the committee? 

A. This one of $150 is the first one I told you about, — the first 
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gray horse. The $400 is the difference between the brown horse 
and the gray horse which I got in exchange for the brown horse 
and the bay mare. 

@. How does that bill read? 

A. ‘* City of Boston to J. Saffel, Dr. To difference between two 
horses and twohorses.” The first reads: ‘‘ To difference in horses, 
$150.” The second bill is $400, which makes $160, I think, as I 
gave it to you. 

@. Mr. Manson, have you, before you became Superintendent 
of Lamps, traded with J. Saffel? 

A. No, sir; I never have. I don’t know that Ihave. I have 
been there to see horses that he had. 

@. Have you ever traded with him? 

A. No, sir; I never have. 

Q. By whom were you introduced to him? 

A. I have known him for years as being a trader in horses. 

Q. How did it come about that you purchased these horses 
hor: the stable of Draper & Hall from J. Saffel? 

A. Well, I don’t know as I can answer that. I went there to 
get some horses, — that is, to look for some horses. 
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With whom you never had transaction before ? 
I never traded with him before. i have tried to trade with 
him several times. 

@. And you purchased cree there? Have you ever traded, 
before you came into the department, with Andrew J. Hall? 

A. Never a dollar. 

@. Or with the firm of Draper & Hall? 

A. Never, sir. 

@. Where have you traded ? 

A. Wherever I could make the best trades. I have tried there, 
but never succeeded. 

@. Never in the stable of Draper & Hall before you became 
Superintendent of Lamps? 

A. No, sir. 

@. (By Mr. Horean.) What was your business before you 
became Superintendent of Lamps? 

A. Stable-keeper, — that is, just previous. 

@. And you have known this J. Saffel as a dealer in horses? 

A. I have, sir; seen him almost every day for the last few 

ears. 

. @. Did you have a veterinary surgeon examine these horses be- 
fore you swapped? 


Q. Did you go there to look for J. Saffel? 

A. I went there to look for horses, and he showed them to me. 
Q. Did anybody request you to go to that stable? 
A. No, sir, there did not. 

@. You went there of your own volition? 

A. I did, sir. 

Q. To the stable of Draper & Hall? 

ims Les; sir. 

@. And there found J. Saffel? 

eet 66, sir, 

Q. 

A. 
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A. No, sir; I did not. I never do for myself or any one else. 

@. You consider yourself competent to take the place of a veter- 
inary surgeon? 

A. No; I don’t say that I am competent to take the place of a vet- 
erinary, but I think I know enough about a horse to know whether 
it is sound or not. 

Q. You do? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Don’t you think it would have been wise and for the interest 
of the city if you had engaged some well-known veterinary surgeon 
before swapping those horses at a loss? 

A. I don’t think I swapped them at a loss. 

@. I should judge so, from these bills showing the differ- 
ence in price. 

A. That is a matter of a difference of opinion between you and 
me. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Is that the regular way of sending in 
bills to the Lamp Department ? ‘ 

A. I could not answer that question. 

@. Since you have been Superintendent of the Lamp Department 
have you had any other bills that came into that department? 

A. I never examined them particularly in regard to that. 

Q. Is it not your place, as Superintendent of the Lamp 
Department, to examine these bills? 

A. Yes, sir. If they are not correct I am supposed to know it. 
These bills were correct, according as I agreed. 

Mr. Murray. —As I look at that bill it does not amount to 
anything. Without casting any reflection upon the Lamp Depart- 
ment, I think it would require one or two good clerks to take care 
of them. 

Q@. (By the Cuarrman.) These bills are approved by Andrew 
J. Hall. What is that for? 


‘A. All bills have to be, sir. e 

@. Do you know in whose handwriting those bills are made 
out? 

A. I could not tell you. 

@. Do you know who signed them? 

A. I do not know. 

@. Do you know whether J. Saffel signed them? 

A. I could not tell you, sir. 

@. How did these bills come into your department? 

A. The same as all others, — sent there. 

@. Who presented the bills to the Lamp Department? 

A. I think Mr. Saffel. I could not say. 

@. Will you swear that he did? 

A. I will not. 

@. Will you swear that Alderman Hall didn’t? 

A. I will swear that I didn’t see him or anybody else. 

Q. You don’t know who presented them? 

A. No,I do not. The bills were brought in and left where 


other bills are left. I didn’t see anybody present them. The 
bills came. 
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@. I believe your answer covers both. You don’t know who 
made them out or who signed them ? 

A. I do not, sir. 

@. Do you know whether the signature is the same? 

A. I donot know. I have not seen the signatures since they 
were paid. They have not been in my possession. I should think 
the signatures were the same. 

@. The body of the bill is not in the same handwriting? 

A. I should not say it was, sir. 

@). Both these bills are approved by Andrew J. Hall? 

A. They must be. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Do you know whether these bills are 
in correct form or not? 

A. I should suppose they were. 

@. Have you examined them? 

A. Not particularly, in that respect. 

@. Isn’t it your custom to examine all bills that come to your 
department at the end of each month, before they go to your com- 
mittee? 

A. To see that they are correct; to see that the amount, etc., 
is correct. 

@. And you don’t know whether that bill is correct? 

A. Yes, sir; it is correct. 

Q. It is in correct form? 

A. I don’t say about the form. I say the amount is correct. 

@. All you look at in the bills that come to your department is 
to see that the amount is correct, — not at the items? 

A. No, sir; I don’t say that. These bills I know all about, 
because I made the purchases myself, and the amounts were right. 
Of course I approved the bills, and marked them as directed. 

@. Then youhave bills coming to your department for the 
benefit of yourself, and not for the benefit of the City of Boston, 
for future reference? 

A. Well, you say that. 

@. Don’t you do it? 

A. I simply say that these bills are correct. 

@. You say you don’t know whether these bills are in correct 
form or not? 

A. I think they are. 

@. All you know is in regard to the amount? 

A. I think they are correct, and the bills are in correct form. 
I don’t see any incorrectness about them. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) I presume you keep records in your 
department? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Have you made any record of the fact that certain horses 
were disposed of and certain other horses purchased, with a 
description of the horses disposed of and a description of the 
horses purchased ? 

A. No, sir; there is no description of them, 
@. No description whatever? 
A. No, sir. : 
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Q. Would it be possible for ena to trace the horses in your 
department ? 

A. Well, I don’t know abot that. 

Q. Is it possible? | 

A. I think the horses were treated in the usual way. I don’t 
think there is anything unusual about it. 

@. Is it possible for a man unacquainted with the working of 
your department — for a citizen of Boston—to go into your de- 


partment and trace the horses that have been in your department? 


A. I cannot say about that. 

Q. Is it your custom, since you went into the department, to 
keep such a record as will enable a citizen to trace the horses that 
come in or the horses that go out? 

A. Well, I keep a record of everything that comes in, and of 
everything that goes out. 

@. With a description? 

A. No particular description as to color or weight. 

@. (By Mr. Breazetow.) I would like to ask you what the 
prices of these horses were that you bought? 

A. I will tell you. 

@. Should not your bill show? 

A. No, sir; it does not appear, because I exchanged the 
horses. If I had purchased them right out it would show. The 
first gray horse is $275; the second one, $285; the third one, 
which was a larger horse, considerably, was $325. 

@. (By the CHarrman.) Will you give me those figures again? 

A. Yes, sir. $275. 

Q. That was the first horse? 

A. Yes, sir. $285 was the brown horse; and $325 was the 
other gray horse. Now I had allowed — do you want that? — for 
the other horses — 

Cry és, sir. 

A. $125; that was for the first gray horse; and the second one 
was $125, a brown horse. 

Q. The other was $325? 

A. Yes; that is the horse that had the spinal trouble. 

Q. That was a gray? 

A. No;abay. Hewas lame forward, and was not really much 
of a horse. 

@. (By Mr. Horean.) What was the color of that horse? 

A. Bay. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) That was traded for a gray horse? 
A. A gray. 

@. Could you tell that horse if you saw it again? 

A. I think I could. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) How long were you in business before 
you became Superintendent of Lamps? 

A, What do you mean, in Boston? 

@. Yes,sir. In the stable business. 

A. I have been more or less in the stable business for over 
twenty-five years. 

@. And have conducted quite a large establishment, have you 
not? 
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A. Not yery large, sixty or seventy horses. 
@. And a good many boarders? 

A. Some. 

_ @. Do you mean to say that, in the number of years which you 
have conducted your business in the city of Boston, you have 
allowed bills to go through your hands in the shape that bill has 
_ gone through the Lamp Department? ae 

A. Yes, sir; knowing that they were correct. If I purchased a 
horse, and a man brought me a bill for the amount I purchased it 
for, I should pay it, if he receipted it. I should call it correct. 

Q@. (By Mr. Birezrtow.) Asa matter of fact, don’t you think 
that the price of the horse you have bought should have been put 
on the face of the bill, and a regular discount made on account of 
the horse that you sold? 

A. Perhaps it would have been as well. 

Q. Don’t you think that is the business way of doitfig it? Do 
you think anybody could understand, if they should come in here 
years afterward and you should have happened to have passed away, 
— do you think they could understand it? 

A. It would merely show that I traded two horses for two 
horses and paid the difference. 

@. It simply shows the difference between two horses. That is 
not a bill for the horses, but a bill for the difference. 

A. It is an exchange of horses. Thatis the way I have always 
written it. I say: ‘* To the difference in exchange for horses.”’ 

@. It may be a proper form, but I think that, so far as the bill 
shows, you would not know whether you were buying a horse or a 
lamp-post. 

A. Well, I know whether it is a horse or a lamp-post when I 
purchase it. 

Q. The records are for the public and not for the office. 

A. Yes, sir; that is true. 

The CHarrman. — That is all for the present. 


Trstimony OF Hueu J. ToLtanp. — Sworn. 


@. (By the Cuarrman.) Your full name? 

A. Hugh J. Toland. 

@. What position, if any, did you hold in the city during the 
year 1883? 

A. Superintendent of the Lamp Department from the Ist day 
of April until the 1st day of January, 1884. 

Q. During that time, Mr. Toland, did you purchase, as such 
superintendent, any horses for the Lamp Department? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How many horses did you purchase? 

A. Two, I think. 

@. Two horses? 

A. Yes, sir; I say I think, because I am not sure whether I 
purchased three. I am sure I purchased two. 

(). Do you know when those horses were purchased ? 
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A. No, sir; I cannot give you the date. 
(By Mr. Murray.) You are not holding that position now? ~ 
A. No, sir. 
Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Will you describe the horses pur- 
chased ? 


A. Two grays. 

@. Two grays? 

A. Yes, sir; the two I am sure of were two grays. 

@. Do you know what was paid for them? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. What was paid for them? 

A. Two hundred and seventy-five dollars apiece, and two 
horses in exchange. 

@. What was allowed for the horses given in exchange? 

A. One hundred dollars. 

Q. Apiéce? 

A. No, sir; one hundred dollars. 

Q. For both horses? 

A, Yes, sir. 

Q. Mr. Toland, from whom did you purchase those horses? 

A. Mr. Hall. 

Q. What Mr. Hall? 

A. Andrew J. Hall. 

@. Will you tell the committee how it came about that those 


horses were purchased from Andrew J. Hall? 

A. I don’t exactly understand your question. 

@. Did Alderman Hall request you to purchase any horses from 
him? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. He did?f 

A. Yes, sir; I didn’t say Alderman Hall. I said Andrew J. 


Q. Was Andrew J. Hall an alderman of the City of Boston? 
A. The committee knows that better than I. 
@. I think the witness ought to answer. 
A. I think he was. I didn’t say Alderman Hall. I said 
Andrew J. Hall. I think he was an alderman at the time. In 
fact, I know he was. 

Q. You say you purchased two horses from him? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Will you kindly look at these bills? (Presenting bills to wit- 
ness.) Do those bills relate to the purchase of the horses that you 
have mentioned? 


A. No, sir. 

@. Or to any of them? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Can you tell phe committee from whom those horses were 
purchased ? 

A. Those horses? 

Q. Yes. 


A. Alderman Hall. 
(). Those were in addition to those you have spoken of? 
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A. Isay Andrew J. Hall. 

@. Making four horses that you bought from or through Andrew 
J. Hall? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Are those bills receipted by Andrew J. Hall, or by whom 
are those bills receipted ? 

A. One by J. Wilkins, by J. B. Bragg, and the other appears to 
be receipted by C. Edwards, by B. F. Bragg or J. F. Brage. It is 
J. F. Bragg in both cases. 

Who is Mr. Bragg? 

. I don’t know. 

Do you know J. Wilkins, — Joshua Wilkins? 

FAING, Sir. 

Have you ever seen him? 

aa O, Sir. 

Do you know by whom these bills were presented to the 
department? 

A. I think they came by mail. If my recollection serves me 
right they came by mail. 

@. Do you know how these bills came to be made out to Wil- 
kins? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How? 

A. At the request of Alderman Hall. You are talking about 
bills. One bill is made out to Joshua Wilkins in my handwriting. 
I made that bill out myself. This bill is made out to C. Edwards. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Whois Mr. Bragg, Mr. Toland? 

A. I don’t know, sir. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Mr. Toland, without putting any 
particular questions, I wish you would tell the committee what 
transactions you had with Andrew J. Hall, in regard to the sale or 
purchase of horses, in your own way. 

A. Well, I don’t know that I have much to tell other and 
beyond what the committee have induced me to tell. I only know 
that Mr. Hall, some time early in the summer, —I am talking 
slowly for the benefit of the reporter, — waited upon me and told 
me that he had been given to understand that I wanted some horses, 
and that he thought he could sell them to me as cheap as anybody 
else, and that if I was so disposed he would be very glad to have 
me purchase the horses of him. I promised to go to his stable and 
look his horses over; and, not pretending to know anything about 
a horse myself, — because I don’t, —I took a horse doctor with 
me; and on invitation from myself the horses that it was desired 
to sell to the City of Boston Lamp Department were shown to 
me, and inspected by the professional whom I had hired for that 
purpose. 

@. Shown by whom? 

A. I think, Mr. Draper. 

Q. Proceed. 

A. I had the horses thoroughly inspected by the professional 
man of whom I have spoken; I had their value estimated by him. 
I then took him to the stable of the Lamp Department, which is 
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on Albany street, and had him estimate the value of the two horses 
that I proposed to exchange for the two referred to that were at 
that time in Mr. Hall’s stable. The result of his opinion was that 
I made the trade; and in making the trade, the City of Boston 
paid $450 in cash for the two horsesin question, and they were 
credited for $100, the value of the two horses exchanged, —in my 
- Opinion, more than they were worth; because the professional 
gentleman whose services I. had retained, and for which I paid 
out of the city treasury the sum of $10, gave me to understand 
that they were not worth that amount of money. But at any 
rate I got $100 for the two horses. The price of. the two horses, 
that is, the original price of the two horses, which I proposed to 
buy, was $275 apiece. The city paid $450, and $100 in old 
horses. 

@. Those were the first two horses? 

A, That, Mr. Chairman, covers as well as I could tell the story, 
the transaction to which you have referred. 

Q. Those were the first two horses? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now the two horses referred to in those two bills before 
you? 

A. If the chairman will be kind enough to lend me the bills 
perhaps I can refresh my memory, because inasmuch as I am not 
in the Lamp Department, I am not.conversant with what has been 
going on. (Bills handed to witness.) I have a bill here dated 
Boston, January 18, 1883: ‘* City of Boston, Lamp Department, 
to Joshua Wilkins. To difference in horses, $125. 

@. I would ask you whether that is not a mistake? Shouldn’t 
it be 84 instead of 83? . . 

A. I have not the right to change it now. The bill is wrong ; 
it should have been 1884, because I had no right to make a bill in — 
1883. I made that bill myself. It is in my handwriting, and 
therefore, the bill being dated 1883, it must be wrong. 

@. When was it made, in 1884? 

A. It must have been, because I had no right to make a bill in 
18838. 

Q. (By Mr. Biaztow.) When was it approved? 

A. It does not bear any date; but as I had no right to make 
a bill in January, 1883, it is evident that 1883 should stand for 
1884. Iwas not connected with the Lamp Department until the 
first Monday of April, 1883. This bill bears date, January, 
1883. It is in my handwriting. I wrote it myself. I didn’t 
know that I had such a bill, but I see it here and I recognize my 
own handwriting, and consequently I know that 83 meant 84. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Can you tell the committee about that 
bill? 

A. I don’t care to be very positive about this matter, but my 
judgment says that this horse —this bill reads: ‘* To difference in 
exchange of horses, $125.’’ I think this is one of the gray horses 
that I bought some time in the summer. My experience with the 
horse was that he was very slow. He was. When I bought him 
I thought he was a very good horse, and I think he was when I 
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bought him. I want to do due justice to the people when I bought 
him. I think he was a good horse when I bought him. He was 
somewhat green. In the Lamp Department a horse works very 
hard. Being somewhat green — while I don’t want to say anything 
against the people who drive the horses, — I think it is possible that 
they work them harder than they ought to— this horse was at one 
time taken with bleeding. I don’t know whether it came from his 
lungs or from what source it came; but at any rate, according to 
reports at the stable, he bled quite badly, and after that his wind 
was very bad; a very short drive came very near making him what 
horsemen call broken-winded. And as the result of that he became 
very slow, although at the time he was purchased he was a very 
active horse. But he was large, and, as I say, broken-winded, 
and became very slow in his movements. When I was there I 
had the idea that the Lamp Department required active horses. 
And inasmuch as this horse didn’t come up to my ideas I traded 
him off for another one, and the result of the trade was the bill 
before me of the difference in horses, — the difference for exchange 
in horses, $125. 

@. What kind of a horse did you get in exchange? 

A. I got a bay horse. 

@. A bay horse? 

A. Yes, sir; what I thought was a very good one. And when 
I left the Lamp Department a thought he was the best horse in the 
Lamp Department. 

@. Do you know what has become of him since? 

A. I do not know, but I have heard. 

@. What have you heard? 

A. I have heard that he has been traded off for another one. 

Q. What was his condition when you left? 

A. I have already told the committee I thought he was the 
best horse I left in the department. 

@. And you left the 18th day of April? 

A. I left on the 17th day of April. 

@. Can you give the committee a fair estimate of the value of 
that horse on the 17th day of April? 

A. Well, he ought to be worth all he was appraised at, — $250. 

Q. Should you say he was worth any more than $85? 

A. The day I left the Lamp Department he was worth $250. 
If he was worth $250 when I bought him, he was worth $250 on 
the 17th day of April. 

Q. That transaction also was with Andrew J. Hall? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now take the other bill before you. 

A. ‘*Boston, February 29, 1884. City of Boston, Lamp De- 
partment, in account with C. Edwards. Difference in horses, 
$125.” This horse was traded for the other gray horse which I 
bought, which I have heretofore mentioned in my examination, 
and was bought for this reason: at: the time this horse was bought 
I think he was as fine a looking horse as stands in Boston to-day. 

In fact I received a great deal of commendation from people who 
saw him because of my good judgment in selecting a horse. I 
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have already told you I didn’t have any. But at any rate I was 
complimented many times for my ability in selecting a good 
horse. This was a first-class horse. No question about it. 
When the snow came this horse interfered very badly in his hind 
knees, and he struck so badly that one of his legs was swollen to 
twice its natural size. I kept him in the stable for quite a while. 
IT had him under a doctor’s treatment, and the opinion of the 
doctor was that something unusual had happened to him, and that 
he would never be a good horse again. At that time, February 
29, or rather after the committees were appointed in January, I 
took him up to the stable and showed him the horse. Mr. Hall is 
a horseman; he knows something about a horse, which I do not 
pretend to know. And after looking him over he gave it to me, as 
his opinion, that the horse never would be serviceable in the Lamp 
Department, and advised me to trade him off for another one. 
After some little conversation upon that matter, and being open 
to conviction, and being convinced he had superior knowledge 
about the horse, and that this horse would never be any good 
hereafter, I made up my mind to trade him off, and the result of 
my making up my mind to trade him off was this bill. 

With whom was that trade made? 

This bill is made by C. Edwards. 

Who is C. Edwards? 

I don’t know. 

Did you ever see him? 

No, sir. 

Did you make any trade with him? . 

No, sir. 

With whom did you make the trade? 

With Mr. Hall. 

Mr. Manson has testified that he traded a gray horse in. 
April, after he came into the department, for another gray horse. 
Do you know what gray horse he means? 

A. No, sir; Ido not. A gray horse —I want to be right, and 
Mr. Manson ought to be right, because his connection with the 
department is more recent than mine. I got your subpoena this 
afternoon, and therefore I have had no opportunity to refresh my 
memory upon matters pertaining to the administration of the 
Lamp-Department while I was superintendent. 

@. How many gray horses were there in there at the time you 
left? 

A. I didn’t think I left any. I have testified that I did not 
leave any ; because there were but. two, and I have already testi- 
fied that I traded away both of them. ‘Therefore, as I say, I want 
to be right, and Mr. Manson ought to be right, because his con- 
nection is more recent with the department than mine.  Every- 
thing that I have said, as far as the trading of horses is con- 
cerned. is correct. Whether I am correct in naming the color of 
the horse I won’t claim, if Mr. Manson says I left a gray horse 
when I left the department. 

@. At the time you left the department, the 17th of April, was 
there a bay horse there that had a spinal disease ? 
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A. To the best of my knowledge all the horses that I left in the 
stable of the Lamp Department on Albany street were in good con- 
dition. Ihad no reason to suppose otherwise. I left that matter 
to the hostler and to the foreman, and I had no return to the con- 
trary. 

@. How many horses were there in the department, —in the 
stables ? 

A. Five. 

Q. Five horses? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, can you describe those five horses? 

A. I don’t know that I understand the chairman’s question. 
Could I describe them technically? 

Q. Not too technically. 

A. I don’t think I could, because I don’t know how to describe 
a horse. 

_Q. (By Mr. Bicetow.) Color; points. 

A. If my recollection serves me right, there was one black 
horse, a roan horse, and there were three bay horses; always 
allowing that I have not made a mistake in trading away the big . 
gray horse. I won’t be positive about that. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) A black, a roan — 

A. A black, a roan, and three bays. I won’t be positive about 
that, because, as I said — 

@. Would you be able to recognize those horses? 

A. No, sir; I don’t think I would. I am not smart enough in 
that business to be able to recognize them. I don’t think I would. 

@. At the time you left. that department was the condition of 
the horses there good or bad? 

A. I have already told the chairman of the committee, and all 
the committee, that all the horses were in good condition; in as 
good condition as any five horses that could be found in Boston in 
any stable. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) You have had more or less experience 
with books and accounts, have you not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, in justice to Mr. Manson, whom] asked a certain ques- 


tion, and, as I desire to give the parties a fair and impartial hear- 


ing on my part, I will ask you the same question that I asked him: 
Do you think these bills are in regular form? 
These bills? Those under examination? 
Yes; do you think it is a proper way of doing business? 
Yes, I do. 
In a well-regulated office ? 
Yes, sir; I do. 
(By the CHarrMan.) Did you keep records, Mr. Toland, of 
the coming in and going away of horses in your department? 

A. Thad a record of all these bills. All these bills are invoiced 
on the books of the department. That was the only record. 

Q. Nothing further? 

A. No, sir. I would like to answer Mr. Murray’s question a 
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little more in detail. Mr. Murray asks me whether I think this 
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bill is a correct one. I think it is, as I answered him before. And 
with the permission of the committee I would like to tell him why. 

@. (By Mr. Morray:) I mean in regular business form, 
proper business form. Do you think that bill would be accepted 
by any business house in the city? 

A. Certainly, I think it would. I think it ought to be. 

Q. I have had a little experience in business, and I never saw 
a bill submitted in that way. 

A. My reason for saying so is this: if I buy a bill of merchan- 
dise of Mr. Murray, and when the time for the payment of that 
bill comes around, Mr. Murray, in whom I have confidence, says to 
me: ** Mr. Toland, your bill is about due, and when I render that 
bill I shall render it in the name of C. Edwards, which will be 
satisfactory to me,” —I consider that, as I owe Mr. Murray, as in 
this case, $125, and if Mr. Murray is satisfied that Mr. C. Ed- 
wards shall collect the bill, it is no business of mine why. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Do I understand you to say that 
about the time bills came due Andrew J. Hall told you they would 
be made out to persons other than Andrew J. Hall? — 

A. (Holding up a bill.) That bill came to me from somebody. 
Nobody was conversant with the transaction which led to a bill of 
that kind, except Mr. Hall. Mr. Saffel is his foreman. That bill 
is approved by A. J. Hall. Consequently it is fair to presume 
that that bill is correct. 

@. You speak of Mr. J. Saffel. Do you know him to be the 
foreman for Mr. Andrew J. Hall? 

Ae Yes Sai 

Q. He is the foreman? 

A. Yes, sir. He is the foreman of the stable. He is the man 
who sells the most of his horses. I didn’t give him any initial. 
Yes, sir; he is the active business-man at Mr. Hall’s stable. 

@. (By Mr. Biezrtow.) Do you know whether or not Mr. 
Saffel has any business connection with Mr. Hall other than as an 
employé? 

. No, sir; I do not. 
You don’t know whether he is a member of the firm or not? 
. No, sir; I do not. 
. You don’t know whether he has ever been in business him- 
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A. No, sir; I do not. | 

@. How long have you been acquainted with him? 

A. About eleven months. 

@. Where was you introduced to him? 

A. At Mr. Hall’s stable; when I went to buy the two gray 


s. 
Q@. By Mr. Hall?

At 221 Federal street. 

There is a stable at 221 Federal street, is there not? 

Yes, sir. 

How many horses have you there now? 

Four. 

There are four horses in the stable? 

. Four horses work there; they are not all stabled there. 
y work in that department. 

How many are in that stable? 

We have only had stable-room for two. The other two are 
stabled on the other side, — on the Mystic side. 

@. The two horses on Federal street, do they belong to the de- 
partment? 

A. There are four working in what I call the Cochituate divis- | 
ion. Two of them were purchased by the department and two 
are on trial. 

Q@. Where are the two stabled that are'on trial? 

A. Stabled over at Charlestown. 

@). How long have they been on trial? 

A. I think since the last of last month. About the last of last 
month. It might have been the first of this month. 

@. Have they been there a couple of weeks? 

A. Yes, sir; or about that time; perhaps a little more. 

Q. Where did these horses come from? 

A. They were sent to me from Draper & Hall’s stable.

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Who sent them? 
I could not tell you the man’s name. I am not acquainted 
with anybody about the stable. | 
(). Those horses came from Draper & Hall’s stable? 
A. Yes, sir. 
(). They have not yet been purchased?

@. Where did these come from?

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Who ordered you to go to Draper & 
Hall? 

A, Well, I made an application for horses, and the executive 
clerk of the Board took me there. 

@. Who is the executive clerk of the Board? 

A. Mr. Vanderbilt. 

@. You received your orders from him? 

A. Not very definite. He told me we would go up there and 
look at horses. I had no definite order. 

@. You and Mr. Vanderbilt went up to Draper & Hall’s stable? 

A, Yessir: 

@. Whom did you see there? 

A. I saw a young man there. I don’t know what his name 
was ; I was not acquainted. 

@. Did you purchase the horses that day? 

A. I didn’t purchase them at all. We took them ontrial. I 
made a statement I would not purchase a horse until I had tried 
him. 

@. How many were taken? 

A. Two. 

Q@. What day was that? 

A. I think it was the very last of last month; somewhere two 
or three weeks ago, if I remember right. 

@. I mean the first time you bought horses of them. 
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Well, we never bought any horses there really. 

Well, the first time you took them. 

I think somewhere along in the middle of the month. 

What month? f 

Last month. I kept the horses two days, and then returned 
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(By the Cuarrman.) Did Vanderbilt go with you? 

He did, both times. 

Do you mean to say that on or about the eleventh of last 
month you went to Draper & Hall’s stable, engaged two horses, 
took them around and had them on trial two days, and then re- 
turned them? —

And then you were without horses? 

. No, sir; we had two horses previously. 

And you have them on trial since? 

I say we had two horses previously. 

-My question is in regard to the two horses Ae engaged the 
second time. 

A. They are there now. That was some time after: 

@- You engaged the first about the eleventh of last month? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You kept them ina days, and that would make it the thir- 
teenth ; and four or five days afterwards you took two more. 
That would make it about the seventeenth. Don’t you think that 
between the seventeenth of last month and to-day you have had 
time sufficient to decide whether the department will have them or 
not? 

A. Perhaps I have. I say perhaps Ihave. I have made up 
my mind whether the horses will suit me or not. 

@. You haven’t made any report to the department about those 
horses ? 

No, sir; not yet. 

And no bills have heen received in your department? 

No, sir. 

How long do you keep horses on trial? 

Until I am satisfied I am going to keep them. 

How long have you kept them? 

A fortnight. 

Have you ever kept them a month? 

No, sir.

If you brought these horses to the stable the 17th of May, 
and this i is the 13th of J une, that is pretty nearly a month that you 
have had them, isn’t it?

Have you ever kept horses as long as that before? 

TI never have. I had my reason for keeping these. 

What is the reason? 

The first horses were very ‘unsatisfactory, and I thought I 
‘would be entirely satisfied. 
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That is your only reason? 
That is my only reason. 
Are you familiar with horses? 
. Not entirely. 
Did you have these horses examined by a veterinary surgeon ? 
No, sir. 
Have they been examined by an expert? 
Yes, sir. 
By whom? 
By my horse-shoer. 
By your horse-shoer? 
. Yes, sir; and by a man, a friend of mine, in Charles- 
_ town, who is acquainted with horses. 
@. When were they examined by your horse-shoer? 
A. I could not give you the date, some three or four days after. 
I had him examine them in regard to soundness. 
Q. When? 
A. I cannot give you the date. Some one or two days after I 
took them on my hands I took them down there to shoe. 
@. When were they examined by your friend in Charlestown? 
A. Well, two or three different times, when they were there at 
the stable. 
Was he employed? 
I had no authority to employ anybody. 
You didn’t employ anybody to examine the horses? 
Not officially. 
Did you employ anybody unofficially ? 
. Yes, sir. 
Whom did you employ ?, 
. A friend of mine at Charlestown. 
You employed and paid him? 
. I didn’t pay him. I asked him in a friendly way, knowing he 
was qualified to judge of the horses, if he would not examine my 
horses, and give me his opinion. 
@. When do bills come into your department? 
A.. Along the 12th, 15th, or 17th of the month. 
@. This would be just the time of the month when bills would 
naturally come in? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. Does the Water Board consult you as to “- price that shall 
be paid for horses ? 
A. No, sir; [have to consult them. 
@. Do you consult with them as to price? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. This horse that you bought from Miller last autumn, how long 
did you keep him on trial, if you kept him at all on trial? 
A. Kept him two weeks. 
@. Then the horse you bought in Charlestown, how long did 
you keep him on trial? 
A. Two weeks. 
@. Didn’t keep him a month? 
A. No, sir. 
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Did you have these horses examined ? 

Yes, sir. 

In the same way? 

By the same man who examined the others. 

The man who examined them was not the same man who 
sold ‘them to you? 

A. No, sir. 

@. You had no trouble in coming to a conclusion in regard to 
these horses in two weeks? 

ia) INO, sity 

@. You have not rendered any decision on these horses after 
having them four weeks? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Can you tell the gommittee how long time you will want? 

A. I could give an opinion if they had pressed me; but there 
was nothing said. 

Q. Express your opinion. 

A. Well, [think the horses will suit me, provided the price will. 

@. When was it you formed that opinion? 

A. Well, I don’t know as I could state any definite time. I 
gradually formed the opinion. 

Q. About what time? 

A. Perhaps three or four or five days ago. 

@. Did you communicate that conclusion to the Water Board? 

A. I have never communicated to any one yet my opinion in 
regard to these horses. 

@. Isn’t that your habit, when you have made up your mind 
about a horse, to communicate with the Water Board? I don’t 
mean to do it in writing, but to communicate orally? 

A. Not particularly about horses; whatever I do, that is my 
habit. There was no special reason for me to make a communica- 
tion to the Board for a week or ten days. As long as the man 
furnishes the horses there is no hurry for me to decide. 

Q@. (By Mr. Murray.) In your application to the executive 
clerk for two horses, did you file a written application ? 

A. I made a requisition. 

. The requisition is probably on file in the office of the Water 
Board? 

we Yes; ‘sir. 

@. When you returned those two horses to the stable did you 
inform the Board of your action? 

I informed the clerk. 

Was there another requisition filed for two more horses? | 
No, sir. 

There was not? 

No, sir. 

When Mr. Vanderbilt went to Draper & Hall’s stable whom 
did he inquire for? 

A. I don’t know that he made inguiries for any one in particu- 
lar. He went out and spoke to the salesman there. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Do you know the name of the sales- 
man? 
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A. I do not. | 
@. (By Mr. Murray.) Did he seem to be acquainted with him? 
A. He seemed to know him. 
Q. He did? 
A. I should judge so. 
@. Was the salesman Andrew J. Hall? 
A. No, sir. 
Q. (By Mr. Horean.) How long did you keep the first two 


horses that you took on trial? 

A. Two or three days. From Mr. Hall, you mean? 

@. The horses you took on trial. 

A. I took them all on trial. 

@. How long did you keep the first ones, the two which took the 
place of the present two you have in the meter department? This 
one that is on the meter department wagon, how long did you keep 
that horse? 

A. I don’t understand you. 

@. You spoke of the first two horses that you and Mr. Vander- 
bilt selected P 

A. I kept them two or three days. 

Q. What was the trouble? 

A. One interfered very badly, and the other had a quarter 
crack. 

@. (By the Coarrman.) What is that? 

A. A quarter crack in his hoof. There was no life in it. 

@. It glued him to the ground, didn’t it? 

. (No answer.) 
(By Mr. Horaan.) Was not age the trouble? 

A. Well, they were not so young as represented to me. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Who made the representations | as to 
age, — the salesman? 

“A. The salesman. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Did you ever see the salesman before 
you went to the stable? 

A. Never; not to my knowledge. , 

Q.. (By Mr. Horean.). Now, would you, Mr. Cutts, in your 
private business, if. you went to purchase two horses from a horse- 
dealer, and took those horses on trial, and they didn’t give satis- 
faction, would you naturally go back to him for other horses, if 
you were in private business? 

A. No; I would not. 

Q. (By ‘the CHAIRMAN. ) You were directed to go to this stable? 

A, Certainly. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Did Mr. Vanderbilt go with you the 
first time? 

A. He did. 

Q. (By the CHatrman.) Do you regard Mr. Vanderbilt your 
superior officer, or merely a channel by which you communicate 
with your superior officers ? 

A. That is just what I regard him,— the channel. He is the 
means of communication between the Board and myself. 

(By Mr. Murray.) Is Mr. Vanderbilt an expert in horse- 
flesh ? 
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. He does not pretend to be. 

What was the occasion of his going the second time? 

. Because I wanted him to go; I asked him to. 

What for? 

Well, not being acquainted up there myself, I thought it 
would be pleasanter. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Didn’t you think it strange that you 
should be taken to the stable of Draper & Hall when Andrew J. 
Hall was an alderman of the City of Boston? 

A. Well, I don’t know as it would make much difference what 
I should think; if I was ordered to go there by my superiors, I 
would have to go. 

Did you make any remark to Vanderbilt ? 

. I did not. 

So you went there? ‘ 

I did. 

And it was from that stable that these horses were procured ? 
. Those that I have now. 

Four? 

. Two. Two I have, and two I rejected. 

Well, you took four horses from that stable? 

. I applied for two horses. ‘They furnished me two for trial; 
I rejected them, and they furnished me two more to take their 
places. 

Q. You took, then, four horses and returned two? 

A. Yes, sir. 

The Cuarrman. — That is all for the present. 
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Testimony oF Horace H. Mosss. — Sworn. 


(By the Cuarrman.) Your full name? 
Horace H. Moses. 

What position do you hold, if any? 

I am at present Superintendent of Sewers. 
Has that department any horses? 

We have. 

How many? 

We own seven now. 

How many of those horses have been purchased since you 
came into the department? 

A. Five. 

@. Will you kindly state, Mr. Moses, to this committee, from 
whom those horses were purchased, if you recollect ? 

A. They were purchased of Andrew J. Hall. 

@. Will you, in your own way, tell the committee about the 
transactions, the purchase of those horses ? 

A. When I went into the department last year I found four 
horses, I think, in the stable. One of them was supposed to be 
intended for my use. I drove him a little while. At the sugges- 
tion of the foreman of the central district, Mr. Fairbanks, another 
horse was purchased by him, with my approval, and he proved to 
be good for nothimg. 
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@. Where was that horse purchased ? 

A. I don’t know. He bought him himself. The bill, I think, 
was made to a veterinary by the name of Valk. The horse had 
recently been owned by Mr. Jackson, of Jackson, Mandell, & Co. 
But the horse was old. He had been a good animal. Shortly 
after he became disabled, and the one that was there in the stable, 
that my predecessor had driven the year before, was used up, as 
all the horses in the stable were. They had been there a good 
while, and they had really lost their usefulness. I went to Mr. 
Hall, who is a good judge of horses (myself not being one’) and 
asked his office in procuring me a horse. He said he had one in 
the stable that was sent there to be sold; not a horse that he had 
traded for. And upon his recommendation I bought him and I 
have him now. That was, perhaps, last August. 

To whom was that bill made out? 

Joshua Wilkins. ° 

We have heard of him before. You never have seen him? - 
Never saw him; no, sir. 

The person you dealt with was whom? 

Mr. Hall. | 

What was the price paid for this horse? 

Two hundred and fifty dollars. 

That was the first horse? 

That was the first horse. 

. Can you give the committee, approximately, the date of the 
transaction ? 

A. I think it was about August of last year. 

@. Proceed, Mr. Moses. Go on. 

wi. Later on, having decided to buy a draught team for use in 
the department, I found they had been in the habit there of 
hiring teams for our cleaning-carts, which we were using every 
day. I spoke to the committee about it, or to the chairman. I 
don’t think I brought it before the full committee. And with the 
chairman’s approval I went to Mr. Hall again, and Mr. Hall pro- 
cured me a pair of horses matched. 

@. What conversation did you have with Mr. Hall at that 
time? 

A. Hardly anything, sir. I think all that was said, as nearly 
as I remember it, was that something was said to the chairman, 
Mr. Anthony, and after a little lapse of time Mr. Anthony said 
Mr. Hall had a lot of fresh horses in from the West. 

@. And you then went to see Mr. Hall? 

A. I then went to see Mr. Hall, and a pair of horses was shown 
me there at that stable. 

Q. What stable? 

A. Mr. Hall’s stable. 

Q. On West Dedham street? 

A. On West Dedham street. And at my request they were 
sent over to my stable for trial, with the understanding that if I 
liked them, if they suited me, I was to buy them. ‘The price of 
those was $600, and in exchange two of my disabled horses were 
to be sent to their stable at an agreed upon price. 
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@. What price was agreed upon? 

A. That price was $75 each rather more than I thought they 
were worth. 

Q. To whom was that bill made out? 

A. Joshua Wilkins. 

@. You said a little while ago that at the time of the first trans- 
action you had never seen Joshua Wilkins? 

ms No. 

@. At the time of the second transaction had you ever seen 
Joshua Wilkins ? 

A. No. 

@. Had you seen any other person than Andrew J. Hall? 

A. Yes; I had seen a book-keeper or some attendant of his, 
some employé in the stable. 

@. What was the next transaction, sir? 

A. The next transaction was the purchase of a horse to take 
the place of one of the pair. One of them died very soon after my 
purchasing them. 

One of the matched pair that you paid $600 for? 

Yes, sir; it died. 

Died? 

Yes, sir. 

How long after it was purchased ? 

Within a month, perhaps. 

What was the matter with him? 

Well, the veterinary, Dr. Noyes, didn’t seem to know. He 
called it congestion of the lungs, I think. It was a horse not 
acclimated. I would like to say that to all appearances the horse 
was perfectly sound when it came to our stable. 

Q. Did the other horse live? 

A. The other horse is living. | 

Q. You say after the last transaction took place? 

A. I needed a pair for every-day service. It was necessary for 
me to hire one to take the place of the dead one. I went to Mr. 
Hall again to procure me a mate for the living one of the pair. 

@. What conversation did you have with him at the time, if you 
remember? 

A. I think there was nothing but that, sir. It was simply 
understood that he was to use the first opportunity to select from 
his collections a horse that would suit the one I had. 
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And then another was sent? 
Another was sent. 


@. Did he procure a horse for you? 

A. He did, finally. I tried two: the second one I have now. 
@. Where did this come from? 

A. Mr. Hall. 

@. The first one that he sent you sent back? 
A. I sent back. 

Q. As unsatisfactory? 

A. He was sick. 

Q. Sick? 

A. Yes, sir.

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From Draper & Hall’s? 

From Draper & Hall’s. 

Was any additional price paid for that horse ? 

Full price. 

Full price ? 

I paid $300. 

Was the department allowed anything for the loss of the 
horse that died ?

@. How was that bill made out, if you remember? 

A. Joshua Wilkins. 

@. Had you, up to this time, seen Joshua Wilkins?

@. He continues to be the great unknown. What was the next 
transaction, if any? 

A. A horse was bought by the chairman of the committee, not 
by me, for the engineer of the department, Mr. Young, —a horse, 
buggy, and harness. 

@. A bay horse? 

A. Yes: I suppose it might be called that. 

@. When was that horse bought, — last year or this? 

A. That was bought later. 

@. Do you remember whether under the last city administra- 
tion or the present? 

A. It was bought last year. One of the horses, the horse 
finally bought to match my pair, was paid for, I think, this year — 
the first of this year.

@. You made a statement that you purchased no horses this 
year for your department? 

A. No, sir; I said I had bought two, one at Charlestown and 
one at Miller’s. 

@. You had received no bills? 
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A. No. I bought those two outright, and paid for them. 

Do you know anything of a horse being bought for the Mys- 
tic Department, for which the department was charged $300? 
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A. No, sir.

(By the Cuarrman.) State to the committee your full name. 
William E. Cunningham. 
What is your business ? 
Clerk in the sewer yard on Albany street. 
The stable of the Sewer Department is on Albany street? 
Yes, sir. 
Do you know anything about the horses that have come 
into ‘the stable belonging to the Sewer Department? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. Do you know where any of the horses have come from? 
A. Yes, sir; they came from Draper & Hall’s stable, on Dedham 
street. 
Q. How many? 
A. Four I know; another one came, I don’t know where it did 
come from. 
Do you know Mr. Edwards? 
Yes, sir. He is the foreman of the stable. - 
Whose stable? 
. Draper & Hall’s. 
. Did you ever have any conversation with him? 
. Yes, sir. 
State it to the committee. 
He wanted me to speak to Mr. Moses to have him buy horses 
that he was selling there. 
@. Anything else ? 
A. He said he would like to have me do it, and he would do 
what was right with me. 
@. Did he tell you what he meant by that? 
A. Well, he said anything I wanted ; a ride, or anything of that 
kind, come over and he would give me a buggy. 
@. Come over to Draper & Hall’s, and he would give you a 
buggy? 
A. He said come over. 
@. Do you know anybody else connected with that stable? 
‘A. Yes, sir; Mr. Saffel. 
@. Who is he? 
A. He is a horse-dealer, or salesman. 
@. Salesman for whom? 
A. For Draper & Hall, I presume. He is there. 
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@. Did you ever have any conversation with Mr. Saffel? 

A. Well, he offered me the same,—a horse and buggy, if I 
wanted to ride. 

@. What did he offer you that for? 

A. Well, he was there at the time the pair was sold. He came 
wito them. 

@. The pair you speak of is the pair of which one horse died? 

A, Yes, yizi 

@. What conversation did you have with Mr. Saffel at that 
time ? 

A. He wanted the horses to be bought. 

@. I want you to be particular about this. 

A. He said any time I wanted a buggy if I would come over I 
should have it, if I wanted to ride. That was his offer to me. 

@. Anything further, sir? 

A. No, sir. 


Testimony OF Horace H. Mosts.—Recalled. 


@. (By the CHarrman.) Have you had, sir, any trouble with 
Andrew J. Hall in regard to any of the transactions with him for 
horses ? 

A. Hardly what I should call trouble, sir. I had a little dis- 
satisfaction with regard to supplying the place of my lost horse. 

Q. Has Mr. Alderman Hall written you a letter in regard to that 
transaction ? 

A. No. 

@. Has he written you a letter in regard to any transaction in 
horses ? 

A. No. 

@. Have you written him a letter at the time I was waiting for 
a horse to take the place of the dead one? 

@. (By Mr. Horean.) Didn’t he send you a pretty sharp letter 
in reply, Mr. Moses? 

A. I didn’t call it a sharp letter. I was a little dissatisfied. I 
wanted a horse to go to work, and I was a little dissatisfied that 
they sent me a horse which was sick. 

@. Would you be willing to tell the contents of that letter that 
Mr. Hall — . 

A, I think it would be hardly safe for me to attempt it. 

@. Have you the copy of it? 

A. No, sir; I have not. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Did you understand the question of 
Mr. Horgan? His questionis: ‘* Didn’t Mr. Hall write you rather 
a sharp answer to your letter?” 

A. No, sir; I think I received no reply. 

Q. (By Mr. Murray.) I understood you a moment ago to say 
that you had received a letter from Mr. Hall, and that — 

A. No, sir; I said that I wrote a note to Messrs. Draper & Hall 
concerning the horse that they had sent to me to take the place of 
the one that had died, and it resulted in their sending me, after a 
short delay, a better horse. 
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Q. The first horse that he sent to take the place of the horse 
that died was unsatisfactory ? 

A. Unsatisfactory? It was simply sick. 

(). He represented him as a sound horse, of course, or his 
representative at the stable did? 

A. Well, he said he could be put to work. Iam hardly an ex- 
pert in horse-flesh. I don’t know but that he might have been 
considered a sound horse, but he was not fit to go to work. He 
had the malaria, or whatever disables horses that come here from 
the West. When I put him into the team, the day after receiving 
him, I found he was not fit to work, and I sent him back. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) How many days did you work him? 

6. Only a part of one. 

(By Mr. Horgan.) You say that you wrote Mr. Hall a 
ae in regard to this horse that you sent back? 

Ai Yes. 

@. He didn’t reply to that letter? 

A. I think not. 

@. Did you have any conversation with him in regard to that 
letter? 

A. No. Perhaps it will be alittle clearer if I tell you that I seat 
the horse back, and it was treated at Draper & Hall’s stable (at 
any rate away from my own) for some days and then returned. I 
didn’t like his condition then any better than before, and I sent 
word there, I think» verbally, —I think I sent a messenger to the 
stable,—asking them to send for the horse. Receiving no reply to 
that, and there being no apparent intention of taking the horse 
from my hands, I sent him over.

@. Mr. Fernald, I desire to ask you whether at a meeting of the 


Committee on Paving you ever made a motion that the Superinten- 
dent of Streets be authorized to buy a batch of horses? 

A. I never made it at a meeting. I made that motion up at 
Hal! & Draper’s stable at one time, for him to be authorized. 
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@. Will you state to the committee whether you made that 
motion at the suggestion of any person? 

A. I don’t think I did. 

Q. Will you tell the committee what motion you made? 

A. Well, I made a motion that the superintendent purchase 
seven horses that we were looking at. 

Q. Where? 


A. They were at Draper & Hall’s stable. 

@. Who were present? 

A. The committee was present, — Mr. Harris and Mr. Cutter, I 
think 


Mr. Harris and Mr. Cutter? 

I think Mr. Harris and Mr. Cutter. 

And the Committee on Paving? 

Yes, sir. 

Who comprise the Committee on Paving? 
Alderman Hall, Alderman Slade, and myself. 
When was this? 

This was about the 22d of April. 

At Draper & Hall’s stable? 

Yes, sir. 

How did it come about that you were at Draper & Hall’s 
stable at that time? 

A. Well, the superintendent, I think it was, or Mr. Cutter, 
said that we needed more horses. We had been talking it over a 
little time before, and we agreed to meet there and see these 
horses. 

@. How did you know they were there? 

A. Well, he said they had some horses there. 

@. Who gave you the information? 

A. I think it came through the committee. I don’t exactly 
recollect. 

@. Do you recollect whether that information was given by 
Andrew J. Hall? 

A. Idonot. I could not say. 

@. Will you swear it was not? 

A. I would not swear it was not, or was. 

@. But the committee was informed that at Draper & Hall’s 
stable there was a batch of horses? 

A. Yes, sir. They had some new horses come in. 

@. And the committee, by agreement, went up there? 

A. Me Cheers 

@. And at that meeting you say you made a motion that the 
superintendent purchase some horses ? 

A. Well, we were looking at seven horses. Jasked Mr. Harris, 
and he said they wanted some. Then I made a motion that Mr. 
Harris purchase these horses,— seven horses. 

@. Has the bill for those horses ever gone in to your committee ? 

A. Not to my recollection. Ihave not been present at every 
meeting. 

@. Have these horses been purchased for the Paving Depart- 
ment by Superintendent Harris? 
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A. These horses? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I presume they were. 

@. Do you know whether they are in the department now? 

A. I think they are. 

@. Do you know whether they have been paid for?

@. Was Andrew J. Hall present at that time?

A. There was no objection made to my motion. 

@. It was carried unanimously ? 

A, I think it was. 

@. Was the price fixed on at that time, for the horses? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What was the price fixed on? 

A. Ithink there were three of them that were $450 each; 


one pair for $800; and, if I recollect right, there was a couple at 
$350 each. 

@. That is, three for $450 each, a pair for $800, and two for 
$350 each?

Q. So that the transaction amounted to $2.850? 

A. Well, one pair for $800, three for $450 and two for $350 
apiece. 

@. Isuppose after the meeting at Draper & Hall’s stable, the 
committee came down-town? 

A. I don’t think they did; I don’t recollect about that. 

@. Or did they stop on the way up? 

A. I would like to state that Mr. Hall said that these horses 
were not his horses, at the time we went to look at them. 

Q@. (By Mr. Murray.) To whom did he say they belonged? 

A. He said they belonged to a man by the name of Johnson. 

Q. (By Mr. Horean.) Mr. Johnson, on Broadway? 

A. I presume it is the same Mr. Johnson you have been speak- 
ing about. 

@. Where did these horses go? To what departments? To 
what districts ? 

A. Well, we scattered them. 

@. Some went to South Boston, didn’t they ? 

A. Yes, I think so. 

@. And the one that went to the South Boston district cost how 
much? 

A. I think $350, if I recollect right. They were put on to 
dump carts. 

@. They were represented as young horses? 

A. I think they were, for I looked, myself. 

@. Do you remember what age? 

A. I think six, seven, and eight. 

Q. (By Mr. Murray.) As I understand you, before the pur- 
chase was made Alderman Hall made a statement to you that 
the horses were not his property? 
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He did; yes, sir. 
That they belonged to Mr. Johnson? 
That is correct. 
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of horses i in the Paving Department since you came into it? 

A. No, sir; not +01 my knowledge; not when I was present. 

@. At that time I see that credit was given for certain old 
horses. 

A. Nothing was said about any old horses in my presence. It 
seems to me they did say something about some old horses that 
they were going to send in. 

@. Do you know in whose handwriting that bill is? 

A. No, sir. ; 

Q. (By Mr. Horgan.) Do you remember what department 
these horses came from that were exchanged for the new ones? 

A. I think the horse that went to South Boston; there was no 
horse there to exchange. I didn’t know that they were exchanged 
for any horses, but I see there is something returned there on the 
bill. 

@. There is a return there for two or three horses. 

A. Well, this was the price on these horses.

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Lucius Slade, you are an alderman 
of the City of Boston, and chairman of the Committee on Paving?

@. Do you remember the occasion that Alderman Fernald 
spoke about, when the Committee on Paving was present at 
Draper & Hall’s stable? 

A. Ido. 

@. Will you tell the committee about when that was? 

A. I could not tell, except by referring to the bill. (Producing 
a copy of the ‘City Council Minutes.” ) I suppose I have 
what was reported here in the Council. There is one item in 
here that is allowed to the Paving Department that don’t belong 
here at all. That is, the horses bought of Porter & Emerson. 

@. What department do they belong to? 

A. They belong to the Health Department. Seeing that item 
here I made some inquiries to find out whether it was not a mistake. 
It is a mistake, evidently. What do you want to know about this 
bill? 

@. I asked you about the date of your visit to Draper & Hall’s 
stable, and you said if you had the bill it would refresh your 
memory. 

A. That is about the time of the month (referring to bills). 

Q. What time is that? 

A. Here is April 22 and April 25. 

@. Did you make two visits to the stable? 

A. No, sir; not at that time; we did not. 

Q. Well, at that time, as I understand it, in consequence of 
some information that the horses were at the stable, the committee 
went there; and Alderman Fernald, at the meeting, made a motion 
that the Superintendent of Streets purchase those horses? 

A. At that time I received a telephone from Alderman Hall, or 
from Draper & Hall’s stable, to come up to the stable. I went up 
there on the horse-cars. 

@. Can you tell who was at the other end of the telephone? 

A. I say it came from that stable. I went up there and found 
Mr. Fernald, Mr. Harris, and the assistant superintendent. ‘These 
horses were in a row in the stalls. 

Q@. Mr. Hall, of course, was there? 

A. Mr. Hall was there. 
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@. Was Mr. Draper there? 

A. I don’t know Mr. Draper. I wasin before this, — not long 
before. And I will state right here the first time I went into the 
stable was once before this. I asked Mr. Hall, said I: ** Can you 
sell horses to the City of Boston?” Said he: ‘**I don’t own one 
dollar in those horses. ‘They are not mine.” 

@. These seven horses that the committee purchased ? 

A. Yes; these, and some before that. I didn’t suppose that Mr. 
Hall owned the horses. The horses were led out by a man I never 
saw before. 

@. You don’t know his name? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know Saffel? 

A. No, sir; I donot. I don’t know the name of any person 
you have mentioned here to-night. 

@. Will you kindly, for the benefit of the committee, say just 
who were there? _ 

A. Well,-I should say the three members of the committee, at 
this time, Mr. Harris, and the assistant superintendent, Mr. Cutter ; 
and that is all. 

@. Any one else there? 

A. I don’t think there was. 

@. A motion was made at that time to pur che that batch of 
horses, as I understand ? 

A, Yes, sir. 

Q. At what price? 

A. The horses had been looked over and the price named for 
them. 

@. By whom? 

A. Well, I cannot tell; I think by the man that showed us the 
horses. I could not tell who he is. I should not know him if he 
should come in here now. 

@. Did Alderman Hall set the value? 

A. I don’t know that he didn’t, and I cannot say that he ‘did. 
He was with the committee, and we were looking at these horses. 

@. Mr. Alderman, that bill was made out to George S. Johnson. 
Was George S. Johnson at that stable at that time? 

A. Ifhe was, I didn’t know it. I don’t know the person who 
showed us the horses. 

@. Had the committee, to your knowledge, any transaction 
with George 8. Johnson? 

A. I don’t know the man’s name. 

@. Do you know George S. Johnson? 

A. No, sir; I donot. I don’t know that the man who showed 
us the horses was not George S. Johnson. 

Q@. Now tell us about the man whom you saw there. Did he 
appear to be a workman about the stable? 

A. I should say he was. He was prettty handy at selling 
horses. 

@. Now this visit you made before, —the only other visit you 
made before to Draper & Hall’s stable, —I don’t know what that 
was, but perhaps you would like to tell it. 
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A. I have told the committee all I know about it. March 21st, 
I should say, that is, before Mr. Harris came there at ail, I was 
asked to go up to Mr. Hall’s stable. I think then I had a tele- 
phone despatch. When I went up at that time there was nobody 
there but Mr. Cutter, Mr. Hall, and myself. Mr. Fernald was not 
there. And they spoke about these horses, and that was the time 


- that I asked Mr. Hall if he could sell horses to the City of Boston, 


being an alderman. And he said: **I do not own one dollar in 
these horses; they are not mine at all.” That was the time I 
spoke. After that I didn’t say anything more when we went the 
next time. 

Q. What time was that? 

Al. According to this bill here, it was March 21. 

@. And the date of the other was April 22 or April 25? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. A month after? 

A. Yes, sir. This horse business, — the superintendent last year 
thought the department ought to have some more horses; that we 
could use horses better than to hire them, and that we ought to 
increase the stock to about fifteen or twenty. At the same time 
we knew we had a lot of old horses, between twenty and thirty 
years old. They were completely worn out. The question was 
whether to send them to Ward’s or what to do with them. These 
large old horses are not worth much. These were bought, and four 
of the old horses were taken from Brighton to South Boston. We 
thought we might use them in the patch carts. After trying them 
awhile it was found they were not worth anything for the Paving 
Department. 

@. (By Mr. Morray.) Is it your practice to send all your old 
horses to South Boston? 

A. That was the first ones they had in South Boston. We 
didn’t know but they would be good enough for them to begin on. 

@. (By Mr. Horean.) You was introduced to the horse-dealer 
at this stable, Draper & Hall’s? 

A. I don’t think I was. 

@. (By the CHarrman.) Perhaps you may aid the committee. 
Do you know Joshua Wilkins? 

A. Ido not. 

@. Do you know anybody who knows him? 

A. No; unless Alderman Hall does. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) That man who showed you the horses 
at Mr. Hall’s stable, you don’t know but what he was a manu 
employed by Mr. Johnson, do you? 

A. No, Idon’t. I don’t know the man at all. I have not seen 
him since, as I know. I should not know him if he came in here 
to-day. 

@. (By Mr. Bicerow.) I would like to ask you one question. 
Do you know a person by the name of C. Edwards? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Do you know the book-keeper of Andrew J. Hall? 

A. Idonot. I never was in that stable but twice in my life, I 
think. 
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Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Do you know a man by the name of 
Bragg? ° 

ay No: 

Q. (By Mr. Horean.) Mr. Alderman Andrew J. Hall was 
salesmen for these horses, was he not? 

A. No; he was not salesman. As I said, a man had charge of 
the horses. Whether he owned them or not I don’t know. 

Q. (By Mr. Biaztow.) He had the appearance of being the 
owner? 

A. He was avery handy man at selling horses. 

@. You could recognize him again? 

A. I don’t believe I would unless I went into the stable and saw 
him there. 

@. You could recognize him if you saw him in his stable-clothes 
here? 

A. I don’t think I would. 

Q@. (By the Cuarrman.) This was a pretty large transaction? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Wouldn’t you, as a business man, have looked after that? 

A. I looked after the horses myself. I examined every horse 
we bought there, and went over them very carefully. And I think 
I know something about horses. I ought to. 

The Cuarrman. —I have no doubt about it, sir.

Q. (By Mr. Garean.) Your name is Alfred T. Turner? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you are City Treasurer of Boston, and have been for 
quite a number of years? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). And you pay these bills as they come from the Auditor’s de- 
partment ? 

“A. Yes, sir. 

@. Have you any recollection of these bills having been pre- 
sented to you? 

A. No, sir. Bills under $400 are paid at the counter, and over 
that amount by check. 
You have the stub? 
“Ves, sir. 
You can produce the checks to the committee? 
Yes, sir. 
Do you know what bank they went to? 
No, sir; except that F know they went to the Merchants’ 
Bauk, on which the checks were drawn. 

@. Do you know whether any of them bear the indorsement of 
Draper & Hall? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. Do you know whether Mr. Saffell or Mr. Wilkins indorsed 
them to the order of Draper & Hall? 

A. I donot know. I will have the checks for the committee to 
look at. 

@. The checks would show that? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you know personally Joshua Wilkins? 

A. Weil, I think that a number of years ago he was introduced 
to me.

Do you know what his business is? 

No, sir. 

Do you know where his place of business is? 
No, sir. 

Where was his place of business when you knew him? 
I don’t know, sir. 

Do you know where he lived? 

No, sir. 

Where he was employed? 

No, sir. 

Whether he was in business for himself? 
No, sir. 
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Q. Or a horse-dealer on his own account? 

A. No, sir, I don’t know. 

@. So all you know is, that in the course of routine business 
these Auditor’s checks are presented and you eash and pay them as 
you would do anything in the business of the office of Treasurer of 
the city of Boston? 

A. Yes, sir; and when I do not know the party I have him 
identified. 

@. So that if an order came from Mr. Wilkins you would have 
him identified ? 

A. No, sir; I never get anything of the kind. I never see the 
bills. 

@. Do you know anything of that bill? (Handing him a bill.) 

A. I know nothing further than what the Auditor testified to, 
that, at the close of the financial year, the Lamp Department desired 
to pay some bills, and the Auditor drew a draft in which a number 
of bills were placed on one draft, and they were enumerated. This 
was on the draft of April 30, and this bill was amongst them. I 
think that at that time I got that gentleman sufficiently identified, 
so that I drew the check in his favor, so that it would have to be 
indorsed by him. 

@. Do you know Mr. Jay Saffell? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. That bill is approved by Alderman Hall, as chairman of the 
Committee on Lamps? 

A. Yes, sir; that is his signature. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) By whom was Mr. Saffell identified ? 

A. I cannot tell you. 

@. Do you know whether he was identified by any member of 
the government? 

A. I cannot say that, even. I don’t recollect who identified 
him. 

@. Are any parties identified by members. of the City Govern- 
ment in your office? 

A. Very frequently. 

(). Have any persons been identified by Alderman Hall? 

A. None that I remember. 

@. Do you remember whether Alderman Hall identified Mr. 
Saffell ? 

A. J can say that he did not, to the best of my recollection. 
If you have the special draft drawn by the Auditor on me at that 
time to pay the Lamp Department bills, it will show them all. It 
was at the close of the financial year, to close up the bills of the de- 
partment. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) For how small amounts do you draw 
checks ? 

A. All over four hundred dollars. 

@. Do you hold in your office every check returned to the de- 
partment? 

A. Every one of them. 

@. Would you have any objection to producing those checks to 
this committee ? 
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A. Not at all; of course not. 

@. (By Mr. Garean.) I suppose you would want a little time? 

A. If the chairman will look in we will look at them. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) I suppose we should want them to go 
on record ? 

A. I do not want them to go out of my hands; they are my 
vouchers. 

@. We want you to produce them at some subsequent hearing?

Q. (By Mr. Garean.) I suppose those checks have been de- 
posited in some bank, and they came to your bank through other 
banks? 

A. I don’t aor: | 

@. Do you know whether those checks were presented at the 
counter of the Merchants’ Bank and cashed there, or whether they 
went through the Clearing House? 

A. That I could not tell you about. 

@. But the indorsement would show if they went direct to the 
Merchants’ Bank, or went through other banks, and through the 
Clearing House? | 

A. No, sir; not always. Ihave thousands of checks with no 
stamp on them except the name of the person indorsing them. 

@. Is it not a rule that, when a person indorses a check, and it 
is sent to a bank, it shall be stamped, so that there shall be 
some protection if it is lost upon the street? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. We want to trace those checks, whether they were cashed at 
the Merchants’ Bank or deposited by some firm in another bank, 
and came to the Clearing House, and there taken up by the Mer- 
chants’ Bank? 

A. The checks will show for themselves, —thatis all; and there 
wouldn’t be any argument about it, one way or the other. Well, 
now, if Mr. Collison will give me a list of what he wants to see of 
these checks by and by — 

The Cuairman. — The committee would like to have all checks 
in your office that have been made payable to J. Wilkins or Joshua 
Wilkins, C. Edwards, or J. Saffell, 

Mr. Turner. — For how long a period of time, Mr. Chairman? 

The CHarrman. — Say since the beginning of 18838, which is 
something more than a year, 

Q. (By Mr. GarGan.) Do you know Mr. C. Edwards? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Have you any recollection of paying Mr. C. Edwards a bill? 

A. No, sir; except that any cases coming up I have had them 
identified as I have had you identify some persons. 


GEN. NATHANIEL WALES. — Sworn, 


@. (By Mr. Garean.) I believe you were so unfortunate at 
one time as to be in the employ of the City of Boston? 
A. I was in the employ of the City of Boston. 
-Q. Whether or not you have been solicited by any member of 
the City Government to purchase horses? 
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I have. 

Will you state when that was? 

I don’t remember the exact date. 

Within a year past? 

Yes. 

By whom? 

Andrew J. Hall. 

He is a member of the present Board of Aldermen. 

J think so. — 

. Will you state the circumstances under which you met Mr. 
Hall, and what the conversation was, as near as you can remember 
it ? 

A. Mr. Hall came into the Police Commissioners’ office. I don’t 
remember the.exact words — I will state them as near as I can. 
He asked me why the department didn’t buy horses of him. 

@. That is, referring to the Police Department? 

A. Yes, sir. J was Police Commissioner at the time. I don’t 
remember the,exact words of Mr. Hall. I relate this as near as I 
can remember it, — the common-sense and substance of it is correct. 
I replied that we could not buy horses of him; that he was a 
member of the government, and it was contrary to law. 

@. What reply did he make to that? 

A. He said that it didn’t make any difference, and he could fix 
it throtigh a third party. 

@. What other conversation was there? 

A. I don’t remember that there was any further conversation. 

@. In corsequence of that conversation did you, or any other 
member of the Police Commission, visit Mr. Hall’s stables on Ded- 
ham street? 

A. I did not. 

@. Do you know of any one visiting it? 

A. No, sir. 

Q@. So that your personal knowledge and encounters in relation 
to this matter of business with Mr. Hall ended there? 

A. Right there. 

@. That was your reply, — that you didn’t see how the depart- 
ment could buy horses of him as he was a member of the City 
Government; and his reply was that he could fix it through a third 
party? 

A. Yes, sir; that is as near as I can remember. 

@. And that is substantially all? 

A. That is the whole story. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Do you know of any horses being 
bought of Alderman Hall for the department? 

A. Ido not. 

@. Do you know of any horses that are owned by the depart- 
ment that are being boarded in Alderman Hall’s stables? 

A. I donot. The record of the department will show. Ido 
not know, but it is quite possible that there may be some boarded 
there. Iam not in the department now. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Then I understand that your objection 
was that you didn’t think it proper to trade in horses with a mem- 
ber of the City Government, even through a third party? 
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al. That is my idea of it. 
Q. AndI understand you to say that eeman Hall said he 
could fix it through a third person — that he would not appear? 

A. Fix it or manage it through a third person. 

Q. That was the idea? 

A. That was the idea exactly. 

Q. (By Mr. Garean.) As I understand, if a horse on that 
division was boarded at Draper & Hall’s stable, the captain would 
send the bill in at the end of the month, and it would simply go 
through the regular form; that, if the price was correct, it would 
be approved in a general way ? 

A. Yes, sir; through the regular channels. 

@. It would come up from the Superintendent’s office, and the 
chairman of the Board, if he felt satisfied that the amount was 
correct and the horse was there, would place his signature upon the 
bill? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. As the Auditor would here, if a matter came up through the 
chairman of a committee? 

I imagine it is the same process. 

(By the Caarrman.) Do you know Joshua Wilkins? 

Not that I know of. 

Did you ever hear of him before this inv estigation ? 

No, sir. 

Did you ever see any bills in the Police Department to which 
his n name was attached ? 

A. Not that I ever knew of. 

@. Then if a bill came in to that department signed by Joshua 
Wilkins you wouldn’t think that Joshua Wilkins was a member of 
the City Government? 

A. No, sir; I should think not. 

Q. The objection you raised about Alderman Hall would not 
apply to him? 

A. No, sir. Do you refer to a bill for stabling ? 

@. For purchasing or stabling? 

A. No, sir; I don’t think it would make any impression upon 
me atall. A bill from Mr. Hall would.

WittrMm A. GREEN. — Sworn. 


@. (By Mr. Garean) Captain Green, you are chief engineer 
of the Fire Department? 

A. That is rather hard to determine. 

@. The legal status is not quite fixed yet? 

A. I do not want to say that, under oath, yet. 

@. You are awaiting the decision of the Supreme Court? Well, 
captain, in your capacity of chief engineer of the Fire Department, 
acting in behalf of the City of Boston, have you ever had occasion 
to buy any horses? 

A. Yes, sir; to buy a horse. 

@. For your personal use, I presume? 

A. I bought the one I drive. 

@. What is the life of a horse? In your position as chief en- 
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gineer of the Fire Department, as you drive it, what is the average 
life of a horse for the purpose for which you use it? 

A. About fourteen years. 

@. Do you understand my question fully? 

A. Take the average life of a horse. 

@. That a horse will last fourteen years? 

A. No; that they last to become of that age. 

YW: No, sir. We take a horse railroad, and we say that the 
average life of a horse on a horse railroad is three or four years, 
and while he may be fit for some other purposes he is not fit for 
that purpose. Now, taking the speed at which you have to drive 
a horse in the Fire Department, what is the average life of a horse 
for that purpose? How long do you consider him fit for that pur- 
pose? j 

“1. I should set it at ten years. 

@. Now, in the time that you have been chief engineer how 
many horses have you driven or had for your personal use! ° 
. Four. 

Have you bought all those horses ? 

No, sir. 

How many of them have you bought? 

I think I have bought but one. 

Where did you buy that horse? 
I bought it from a stable in Friend street, from W. F. 
Bowler. 
Have you ever bought a horse from the stable of Draper & 
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No, sir. 
Have you been there to look at horses? 
Yes, sir; once or twice. 
At whose invitation? 
Commissioner Fitzgerald’s. 
Anybody go with you? 
I think this self same Bowler went with me. 
Whom did you meet there? 
I met Mr. Hall, and I think three or four gentlemen. Mr. 
Ha IL being in the stable, I met him. 
Q. Then you relied upon Mr. Bowler as a man whose judgment 
was good? 
A. I wanted a horse at that time because my horse was sick. 
@. And you went to Mr. Bowler, in whom you had confidence, 
and went to his stable in Friend street ? 
A.. No. 
@. Where did you meet him? 
A. I could not tell you now. 
Q. Where do you think you met him? 
A. I think I met him the day before and made an appointment 
to go around to the different stables and try to look up a horse. 
@. What stables did you go to? 
. A. I went to Emerson’s and over to East Boston and there — 
three stables that day. 
@. When did you go up to Hall’s; the next day? 
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A. No, sir; the same day. 

Q. You went to Emerson’s and to East Boston, and, finally, 
went to Alderman Hall’s stable? 

A. Yes. sir. 

@. Did you find any horse to suit you there? 

mis NO, Sir. 

@. Was Alderman Hall a member of the Board of Aldermen 
then ? 

A. It was in last January, I think. . 

@. Prior to Mr. Hall being a member of the Board of Aldermen 
you never was in Alderman Hall’s stabie before to look at horses? 

cl. Yes, sir; I was there once before. | A year and a half ago, 
I think. 

Q. Then all the time he was out of the government you did not 
go there, and all the times you went there it was while he was a 
member of the government? 

-A. Yes, sir. 

@. So you cannot, in all your recollection, as chief engineer of 
the Fire Department — you never went to Alderman Hall’s stable to 
examine horses but twice, and both of those times Mr. Hall was a 
member of the government? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) On your first visit was there any horse 
purchased at that stable? 

A. There never has been any horse purchased there for the Fire 
Department in the last ten years. I went to all the stables. We 
require in our department a differently constitutioned horse from 
almost any other department in the city. 

@. Lunderstood you to say that vou went to Draper & Hall’s 
stable at the suggestion of some one? 

A, Yes, sir, I did, at the suggestion of Mr. Fitzgerald, one of 
the Fire Commissioners. 

(@. At that time your superior officer ? 

o) Les, Sir. 

Q. And he requested you to go there and examine them? 

A. Yes, sir. He knew I wanted a horse, and the Board gave 
me an order, and he said, ‘‘Go up to Draper & Hall's.” So we 
drove up there the next day. 

@. (By Mr. Horesn.) You say Mr. Bowler went with you up 
to Draper & Hall’s stable? 

ie es, sir. 

@. Mr. Bowler was acting as an expert in horse-flesh ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. How came it that, after you went around visiting these differ- 
ent stables, you should go down and purchase a horse of him? 

A. He sent up into Vermont and bought a pair of horses, and I 
bought one of them. At that time he had no horse to suit me. I 
went there.to see him, and if he had had a horse I should have re- 
lied upon his judgment I think his judgment was superior to mine. 

. It wouldn’t be possible for him, knowing that he was to 
have some horses coming from up the country, to recommend any 
other horse? 
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A. Mr. Bowler, I think, as a general thing, does very little in 
driving horses. He does more in heavy’ horses. His line of 
business is team-horses. He has but very few, if any, drivers. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Who attends to the purchase of horses 
in the Fire Department? 

A. The Board of Commissioners buy all the horses. 

Q. They go around to the stables? 

A. No, sir. When they want any horses they ask me to show 
them some horses. _So I go around to the different stables, or 
different parties come to the office, if they know we want to buy 
horses, and we have them at some place and test them. 

@. You generally buy the best horses that can be found? 

A. I should myself. 

Q. You need the best horses that can be found in Boston? 

A. We need a different horse from any other department. I 
think our street department could work a different horse, and it 
would be very acceptable to them, and for our purposes they would 
not answer our purposes at all. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) You need better horses than any other 
department? 

A. We need a horse that has an ‘iron foot,” an ‘ iron-bound 
foot,” as we call it; good wind; we like to have a good-looking 
horse, and a pretty speedy horse. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Take the trade the past year and a half, 
what has been the average price for a first-class horse? 

A. Well, we get very good horses for about $350 or $375. 

@. Would you think $450 an exorbitant price fora horse? 

A. Many horses are worth more than that. I don’t think the 
Fire Department has ever paid over $400 a horse in more than 
one instance. 

@. I am not speaking of the Fire TAGbALnEHE now. From your 
saying you go through the different stables, I presumed you would 
have a pretty fair knowledge of the prices of horses; therefore, I 
ask you what is your knowledge from your experience; if $450 
is an exorbitant price for a horse for the use of the city? 

A. No sir; there are a great many horses sold for more money 
than that. 

@. (By the Coarrman.) For use in the departments? 

A. Yessir, and in teams. Taking the brewery teams. 

@. I mean for the departments. 

A. Well, I say that we have not paid more than $400 with one 
exception. 

Q. For fire horses? 

A. Yes sir. 

@. (By Mr. Garean.) Did Alderman Hall ever suggest to 
you to go to his stable and see what he had in horses? 

A. Never. 

@. Never made such a suggestion? 

A. INO; xsi’

(By Mr. Garcan.) Dol understand you to say that you 
are familiar with Mr. Hall’s handwr iting ? 

A. No, sir, I am not. 

Q. Is there any question but that signature of A. J. Hall in ap- 
proving the bill and inthe receipt for the bill are in the same 
handwriting? 

A. It looks very much like it. 

@. Should you say there is any doubt about it? 

A. No, sir.

@. (By Mr. Gara@an.) What is your full name? 
A. Michael Coyle. 
Q. What is your business? 
A. Foreman in the Paving eM oT in the City of Boston in 
the Brighton District. 
@. Are you familiar with the horses that came into that depart- 
ment during the past year? 
ia.) + 68, -sir. 
Q. How many. horses have come into that department during 
the “ei year? 
I have received twelve new ones. 7 
Do you know where those horses came from? 
. I cannot say where all of them came from. 
Do you know where any came from? 
Yes, sir. | 
How many? 
Four. 
. Can you give the committee a description of those horses, — 
what they were? 
A. Yes, sir: a pair of roan horses, a bay horse, a chestnut, or 
brown horse probably would be nearer it. 
. Do you know where those four horses came from? 
. Yes, sir. 
Where? 
. They came out of a stable at 91 West Dedham street. 
Who keeps the stable at 91 West Dedham street? 
. The sign says Draper and Hall. 
Is it the firm of Draper and Hall, alias J. Wilkins, alias C. 
awards, alias J. Saffele? 
I could not tell you about that eae of it. 
Who is this man Hall? 
Andrew J. Hall. 
Do you know who this Andrew J. Hall is? 
An alderman of the City of Boston. 
Are you sure that those four horses came from that stable? 
Yes, sir. 
Give us the date the first pair of horses you spoke of came 
to your department, as near as you can. 
A. (Referring to memoranda.) They were weighed on the 
22d day of April, 1884. 
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Q@. (By the Cuarrman.) How long was that after they were re- 
ceived? 

A. It might have been that day, or it might have been the next 
day. 

Q. (By Mr. Garean.) To the best of your recollection they 
were weighed about that time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, the other horses? 

A. There came there, that same day, the pair of roan horses, a 
bay horse ; and the other one, as near asI can get at it, was achest- 
nut. 

Who delivered those horses at the Brighton stable? 

A boy came with them. 

Did you know the boy? 

No, sir; I would not know him if I saw him. 

(By the Cuamman.) Do you know by whom he was em- 
ploy ed: ? 

A. No, sir, I do not. 

Q. Do you know anything about any negotiations for the 
purchase of those horses? 

A, No, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether there was any bill came with the 
horses when they were delivered ? 

A. Not at the stable I have charge of. 

@. Have you seen a bill of those horses? 

No, sir. I have seen a bill for horses ; I don’t know whether 
it wag for those horses. 

Q. That bill came to the Brighton District stable? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Garcan.) Have you ever seen Andrew J. Hall 
at the Brighton stable? 

A, I have seen him there as a member of the Committee on — 
Paving. 

@. Have you seen him make a personal examination of the 
horses there? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You are an expert in horses, — in the ordinary term, you 
know what a good horse is? 

A. I was born among horses, and have had a great deal to do 
With them. I don’t know as J am an expert. 

@. You know whether a horse is a good or bad one? 

A. I can tell whether he is a good or bad one. 

Q. Now, as to these other eight horses that came there, those 
came from Draper & Hall’s stable?

Did the same person come with those horses? 
Two different boys came with those horses. 


A. I don’t know. . 

@. You know of those horses coming there? 
A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you know who delivered those horses? 
A. No, sir.

Did either of the boys that delivered the eight horses also 
deliver the four horses? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. So that the same boy that delivered part of the lot of eight 
horses delivered part of the six horses? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The four horses came from the stable of Draper & Hall, in 
West Dedham street? 

A. Yes, sir, I am sure that four of them did. 

Q. Did you ever see the bills for those horses? 

iA. INO, sir. 

@. Now there was an exchange made of some horses at that 
stable? 

A. There were horses that went away from that stable. 

Q. How many? 

A. Fight. 

@. Now, I believe those horses were sold for $25 apiece. 

A. I don’t know anything about that. 

@. Assume that those horses were sold, or traded with Andrew 
J. Hall at $25 apiece, — from your experience as a judge of horse- 
flesh, in all your time, what would you say was a fair value of 
those horses sold at $25 apiece? 

A. I suppose the way to get a fair value would be to get an 
average of them all. 

@. Give us what you think would be a fair value for those 
horses in the market for anybody to use. 

A. Two of them were worth $100 apiece. 

Q. (By the CHarrman.) How manyowere there? 

A. Eight. 

Q. Have you any memorandum that would enable you to de- 
scribe those horses? 

Pak 68;\/Sir: 

Q. Have you it with you? 

A. I have it right here. 

Q. (By Mr. Garaan.) Those two at $100 apiece, make $200. 
Now give us the value—or give us a description of those two 
horses that were worth $100 apiece. 

. One was a sorrel horse. . 

What was the color of the other one, worth $100? 

A bay mare. 

Now give us a description of the others, please. 

. A dark brown horse, worth $75. 

The next, if you please. 

. The next one, —I don’t think he was worth anything. 
Put him down at nothing. What was his description? 
Dark brown. He was older than I be. 

They got $25 for him? 

I don’t know. The man that got him got cheated. 
Give us a description of the other. 

A driving mare. 

How much was she worth? 

. $100 or more, —a light bay mare. 
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Q. Give us the next horse. 

A. How many have you got now? 

Q. We have five now. 

A. Here is a little mare that is worth about $25, I guess. 

@. That is six; now give us the other. 

A. Well, here is one worth about $50; he is a dark brown 
horse. 

Q@. That is seven ; now give us the last horse. 

A. Well, call him $25. 

@. One horse was worth nothing? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. (By Mr. BiecrLtow.) What was the description of the last 
horse ? 

A. A bay horse. 

@. (By Mr. Garean.) Then, as I understand you to say, there 
were eight horses upon, which you put a value of $475, for which 
the City of Boston received $200? 

A. I don’t know anything about that. 

Q. Here is a bill from George S. Johnson for these horses, in 
which the city is charged $2,900 and credited with $200. Could 
you recognize those horses from the description as those received 
from the Brighton stable? 

A. (After examining the bill.) I cannot say as I could. 

Q. To the best of your knowledge and belief do you think that 
description answers for the horses? 

A. I cannot say that, sir. 

Q. Well, then, those eight horses that left the stable there, if an 
allowance was made of $200 for them, in your opinion the city was 
entitled to $275 more, on your conditions? That is you think 
those horses were worth $475? 

A. Ido; I think they were worth $475. 

@. That is, they would bring that at a fair market value? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And if an allowance was made of $200—Zin other words, 
the city was cheated out of $275? 

A. I shouldn’t go so far as that. The horses were worth the 
price I put upon them. 

@. I put it in plain language, that the city was cheated out of 
$275. Now, have you any idea what was the value of those four 
horses that were delivered there? 

A. Good horses. 

@. What, in your judgment, would you say they were worth? 

A. That is a pretty hard thing to fix. A good horse brings a 
good price. 

@. Are those horses now in the department? 

A. Yes, sir; they have been there since the 22d of April, 1884, 
— the date of that bill. 

Mr. GarGan. —I call your attention to the fact that this is an 
unprinted bill, a written bill, as the previous bills were made, and 
the man does not give his place of business. 

Q. Those eight horses, I understand you, were sent there by 
Mr. Cutter, were they? 
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A. I cannot say that. 
Q. Has Mr. Hall examined those horses at all in the stable since 
they have been there? 
A. I don’t think he has. 
Q. Has he made any suggestion as to the quality of the stock 
there and necessity for changing horses? 
A. No, sir, not to me. 
@. Would he be likely to make it to you? 
A. I don’t think he would. 
@. To whom would he make such a suggestion ? 
A. I suppose to the Superintendent. 
Q. I suppose that if he thought some horses should be changed 
he would talk with the Superintendent of Streets? 
A. That would be the head-quarters ; I suppose he would. 
@. (By the Cuarrman.) Did you ever see Alderman Hall at the 
stable on Dedham street? : 
. Yes, sir. 
Have any talk with him there about horses? 
. Well, I had a talk with him. 
At any time when you purchased horses? 
. I didn’t purchase any. 

Did you at any time select horses there? 

I was notified to go there, and I went there, and there were 
horses led out into the street to look at. 

By whom were you notified? 

I cannot tell you that; it was by telephone. 
Where were you notified to go? 

To 91 West Dedham street. 

And you went there? 

Yes, sir. 

Did you see any one there? 

Yes, sir. 

Whom did you see? 

I saw Mr. Hall there. 

Anybody else? State what was done. 
There were some, horses led out into the street, and I looked 
over. 

@. Who was there? 

A. There was some man there, —I don’t remember what his name 
was. I saw Mr. Hall there. 

@. Do you remember who asked you to look at the horses? 

A. It seems to me it was Mr. Hall. I looked the horses over, 
and pronounced them to be first-class horses. There was a boy 
got on the back of one and led the other, and went out to Brighton 
with them. 

Q. (By Mr. Garean.) In your presence? 

A. Yes, sir; I was there. ~ 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Who told the boy to go with the 
horses ? 

A. Some man on the floor of the stable. 

~Q. A workman? 
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A. No, sir. He didn’t look like a workman; he looked like a 
gentleman. 

@ (By Mr. Garean.) Mr. Hall was present during the whole 
transaction? 

A. Yes, sir; he was in and out. 


Q. (By the Carman.) Did you see any other alderman 


there? 

A. No, sir. 

Q@. Who took the eight horses away from your stable? 

A. The boy that brought the other horses there. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Are there horses of any other depart- 
ment in your stable? 


A. Yes, sir; Hee sis to the Water and Health Departments. — 


Q. What number? 

A. Two Health horses and one Water Department horse, and I 
should say one Police horse. 

@. Those horses came there since the 1st of January, those 
that belonged to the other departments? 

A. No, sir; they came there some two or three years ago. I 


guess the Water Department horses have been there this five © 


years. 

@. (By Mr. Garean.) Did you ever see either of those 
eight horses that were taken from your department in any other 
department of the city afterwards? 

A. No, sir. 

. Would you recognize those horses if you should see them? 

A. I would, I think. 

Q. So, if those horses have been exchanged or sold to the city 
again, you would recognize them? 

A. I should know any one of them if I met him in Nebraska. 

@. And if your attention was called to any of those horses you 
would recognize him ? 

A. Yes, sir; any of that number that went from Brighton. 

@. (By Mr. Horean.) Mr. Chairman, is this the same George 


S. Johnson that was testified to here, as having a place on the 


Broadway extension? 

The CHarrmMan. — Yes, sir. 

Mr. Garecan. —It is the same man that is on the corner of 
Washington street and Broadway. 

Mr. Horgan. —I would like to have this committee meet some 
afternoon, and visit the Department of Parks, and also the Water 
Department, on Federal street, in company with Mr. Coyle, and 
see if he can identify any of those horses. 

The Cyarrman. —I would suggest that that matter would be 
more properly a subject for a private meeting of the committee. 

Mr. Horean. — This seems to be the place. We have had so 
many postponements that I think it is about time to do some 
business. I meant that as a motion for the committee to arrange 
for a meeting in the afternoon, and have Mr. Coyle go with us to 
see if he can identify any of those horses. I think I can put him 
in the way to identify some of those horses. 
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The CHarrman. — The Chair would suggest to the member of 
the committee that this is a meeting for the hearing of evidence. 
The Chair will call a meeting for the purpose that the member ~ 
indicates. 

Mr. Horgan. —I have waited to have a meeting called for the 
wn two weeks. 

(By the Cuarrman.) I don’t know that I understood you 
earls Mr. Coyle; but do you know where the first four horses 
came from that came to your department? 

I do not, sir. 

But you do know about the other eight? . 

I know about four of them. 

Four of that eight? 

Yes, sir. 

The first four horses that were sent to you? 

Yes, sir. 

Mr. GAaRGAN. — He says that the messenger that brought the 
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first four horses that came there also brought part of the eight. 


So there is no doubt but that the horses came from the same place. 
@. (By the Cuarrman.) The same man carried them away? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Garean.) Was that the boy you saw mounting 
the horse? 

A. Yes, sir, one of them. 

@. Was that the boy you saw mounting the horse on West 
Dedham street, in Mr. Hall’s presence? 

A. I won’t say he was present. 

Q. But he was in and out of the stable, — that i is, constructively 
present, — and the boy that mounted the horses and took them to 
Brighton also took the other horses away? 

A. He took them away, and I haven’t seen him since. 

@. (By Mr. Horean.) Were you introduced to this Mr. 
George S. Johnson at any time? 

A. No,sir; I don’t know him. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Did you ever see Joshua Wilkins? 

A. [have read about him. ; 

Q. (By Mr. Garcan.) Did you ever see C. E. Edwards or 
J. Saffele ? 

A. [have read about them. 

@. (By Mr. Horean.) And you say you were notified by 
telephone? 

A. Iwas notified from the Back Bay District. I have never 
been able to find out who telephoned for me. I was away on the 
district at work, and when I came in the hostler said there was a 
telephone for me to come in to 91 West Dedham street, and I went 
init. 

@. When you went in, Mr. Hall expected you? 

A. He was there. 

@. As if expecting you to come? 

_A. I cannot say that. I got four horses there that day. 
(By Mr. Murray.) Then you don’t know but what it was 

Alderman Hall who telephoned to you? 
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A. He didn’t telephone to me. The hostler in the stable 
attends to the telephone, and he took the message. 

Q. (By Mr. Garcan.) Would you have recognized his voice? 

A. I would if I was there, I was not talking to anybody. 


James H. Doves, City Auditor. — Recalled. 


Q. (By Mr. Garean.) Have you those checks? (Witness 
produced a package of checks.) Those are the Cihy Treasurer’s 
checks ¢ 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. This first is a check on the Merchants’ National Bank for 
$428.18, payable to the order of John F. Bragg for Joshua 
Wilkins. That check went through the Rockland National Bank, 
and is endorsed by John F. Bragg. There is a private memo- 
randum on here which I cannot decipher, —can you make that out, 
Mr. Dodge? 

A. (After examining the check.) No, sir, I cannot. 

Q. The next check bears date of September 3, is payable to the 
order of John F. Bragg for Joshua Wilkins, $503.14, No. 362, on 
the Merchants’ National Bank; and that also was deposited in the 
Rockland National Bank for collection. It was endorsed by 
somebody before that, but there is an erasure. The next check is 
dated October 11, 1883, for $721, J. F. Bragg for Joshua Wilkins, 
and that also went through the National Rockland Bank, was 
deposited there and probably collected at the Clearing House ; it 
bears the endorsement J. F. Bragg. The next check is dated 
November 15, 1883, John F. Bragg for Joshua Wilkins, endorsed 
by Bragg, and also went through the Rockland National Bank, was 
deposited there and collected by them. The next check bears date 
January 1, 1884, for $691,78, J. F. Bragg for Joshua Wilkins, 
endorsed by Bragg, and also went through the Rockland National 
Bank and — 

The Cuarrman. — Before you go any further I would call atten- 
tion to the fact that the erasure is Draper & Hall. . 

Mr. Garean. (Taking the check from the Chairman.) —I 
would call attention to the check for $503.14, No. 362, endorsed 
by J. F. Bragg, that the endorsement of Draper & Hall is erased. 

The CHarrman. — Please look at that, Mr. Dodge. 

Mr. Doper. (After examining the check.) — The last part of it 
looks like H a double 1. 

Mr. Garcan. — The next check is for $903.89, is payable to the 
order of John F. Bragg for Joshua Wilkins; that went through 
the Rockland National Bank, and that was originally endorsed by 
Draper & Hall; but that is erased upon that check very plainly, 
and it is endeavored to be erased in the same way, but the com- 
mittee can see it bears, in the very small letters, the names of 
Draper & Hall. The next check is for $2,500; that bears date 
March 29, 1884, No. 2114; that is endorsed by J. F. Bragg, and 
also went through the Rockland National Bank. I notice, Mr. 
Chairman, that all these checks that have gone through the Rock- 
land National Bank bear the No. 19, which is probably the number 
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the depositor has at the bank. The next check is dated April 28, 


1884, payable to the order of J. Saffele, $551; that went through 
the Rockland National Bank and bears the same No. 19; so it 
must have been deposited and collected for the same depositor as 
the others ; so that Mr. Saffele, and Mr. Wilkins, and Mr. Bragg, 
send their checks to the same bank for collection. The next 
check is for $1,978.34, dated May 1, payable to the order of 
Andrew J. Hall for Joshua Wilkins, and bears this inscription: 
*¢ For deposit in the Shoe and Leather Dealers’ Bank to the credit: 
of the National Rockland Bank, A. J. Hall for Draper & Hall. 
The next check is for $4,050. That bears the name of J. Austin 
Rogers, and the figures 19 on that are in pencil. I think I make 
that out to be without any stamp of the bank. The next check 
bears date of May 16, is for $2,475, payable to the order of 
George S. Johnson is endorsed by George S. Johnson; but I 
believe that check bears no stamp as having gone through any 


bank for deposit. 


@. Those are all the checks, Mr. Dodge? 

A. Those are all the checks. 

@. (By Mr. Bicretow.) Do you know where the National 
Rockland Bank is located? 

A. In Roxbury. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Where in Roxbury? 

A. At the junction where Roxbury and Washington streets 
come together. . 

Q. (By Mr. Garean.) Mr. Samuel Little is President of 
that bank? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Is that all the checks you have, Mr. Dodge? 

A. These are all Mr. Turner gave me. 

@. Those are the checks which have been returned from the 
Merchants’ National Bank, punched, as having been paid to the 
parties named upon their face, and whose names appear as en- 
dorsers ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Those are the checks called for at the last meeting of this 
committee and given you by the City Treasurer? 

A. Yes, sir. . 

@. (By the CHarrman.) Do you know where those erasures 
were made? 

A. No, sir; I never saw those checks until Mr. Turner gave 
them to me to-day. 

@. You don’t know whether they were made before or after 
they came into the possession of the City of Boston? 

A. Not after; they must have been before. 

@. (By Mr. Garean.) Have you any bills for boarding and 
baiting horses for the City of Boston? 

a) @8,. sir. 

@. Please produce them. (Witness produced a package of 
bills.) These are all for the Police Department? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Pick out the bills for the police horses. 
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A. (After separating the bills.) So many are for the Police 
Department, and the rest for the Board of Health. 

Q. Now, this is June, 1884, and here is one Jan. 1, 1883. 
-(Reading) : — 


Ciry or Boston, 
In account with JosHua WILKINS. 


Boarding one horse, to Dec. 15, 1882, 30 days, at $6 per week, $30.00 


That is approved and is endorsed, ‘* Received payment, J. F. 
Bragg, per order.” So that there is deposited with you an order 
in relation to boarding horses? 

A. It covers all money. 

@. Do you know where these horses are kept? 

A. No, sir, not personally. 

@. Have you any bill or account with Joshua Wilkins prior to 
the 15th of December, 1882? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How far back does that account run? 

A. One of those horses has been kept in the name of Joshua 
Wilkins for several years. 

@. Do you remember the year Mr. Hall first became a member 
of the Board of Aldermen? 

A. I think, in 1875. 

@. Can you find any bill prior to 1875, when Mr. Hall became 
a member of the Board of Aldermen, that stands in the name of 
Joshua Wilkins? 

A. I cannot now, sir. 

@. Prior to that time were not the bills in the name of Draper & 
Hall before he became a member of the Board of Aldermen? 

A. I cannot say from recollection. 

Q@. Have you any recollection of seeing a bill from Joshua Wil- 
kins presented to the Auditor’s department until Mr. Hall was 
elected a member of the Board of Aldermen, in 1875? 

A. I cannot say that I have. 

@. Then, to the best of your recollection, the account of Joshua 
Wilkins for keeping a horse at that stable begins at the time when 
Mr. Hall was first elected to the Board of Aldermen? 

A. No, I won’t say that exactly. I don’t know that he kept 
any previous to that time; but I should say that six or seven years 
ago was the first time I recollect of having seen anything for 
Joshua Wilkins. 

@. Did you ever look in the Directory to see whether Joshua 
Wilkins kept a stable? 

A. No, sir, I don’t know that I ever did. 

Q. So, of your own knowledge, you don’t know that there is 
such a person? 

A. Oh, yes, I have seen him. 

Q. (By the CHarrman.) When? 

A. I saw him a little while ago, and when I saw him I recol- 
lected seeing him many years ago. 

Q. Since ‘this hearing began? 
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A. Yes, sir. 

@. Was it not after the request was made to you for the stop- 
page of the payment of certain bills? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. (By Mr. Garean.) These are the bills from the Board of 
Health? 

A. Some of them are for the Board of Health and some for the 
Police Department. ; 

Q. This one is dated December 20,1882. ‘* Board of Health in 
account with Joshua Wilkins, for boarding horse, $25.72.” That 
was paid to Bragg, I suppose, as the order states? 

oa.) €6,. ‘Sir. | 

@. Payable to Joshua Wilkins. You don’t know where that 
horse was kept? 

A. I have understood it is the same as the other horse. 

Q. At the same stable? . 

A. Yes, sir. I see you have a bill here dated at East Brain- 
tree. 

@. Do you believe that horse was kept at East Braintree? 

A. Not at all. 

@). (By the Coarrman.) Are any of those bills on printed bill- 
heads? 

Mr. Garean. — No, sir, none on printed bill-heads. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) What horse is that that is boarded 
there by the Board of Health? © 

A. There are two or three horses there owned by the Board of 
Health,— the City Physician’s, and one or two of members of the 
Board. 

Q. Isn’t that the bill for the City Physician’s horse? 

A. I should suppose so, as the City Physician lives at the 
South End. 

@. (By Mr. Garean.) Is there a Board of Health kept at 
Mason street? 

A. I cannot say that. There are two or three bills. I cannot 
say which is kept there. 

@. Those are all the bills you have at present? 

A. Yes, sir, since that date. 

@. You, as Auditor, have approved some bills for the Roxbury 
Gaslight Company, have you not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Mr. Alderman Curtis is one of the directors in that com- 
pany? 

A. I don’t know it. 

@. Well, he is on the Committee on Lamps, is he not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Have you ever had any conversation with Alderman Curtis 


‘in relation to the transactions between the Roxbury Gaslight Co. 


and the City of: Boston? 
A. No, sir. 
@. Well, he approves the bills of the Roxbury Gaslight Co. ? 
A. As one of the committee. 
@. Then, as a director in the Roxbury Gaslight Co., and a 
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member of the Board of Aldermen and member of the Committee 
on Lamps, he approves his own bills practically? 

A. Well, yes and no. There is nothing in the law against it. 

Q. We shall not discuss a question of what the law is. We 
will come to the facts first. Itis a fact that Mr. Curtis is a 
member of the Board of Directors of the Roxbury Gaslight Co., 
and as a member of the Committee on Lamps he makes contracts 
with his corporation and approves his own bills? 

A. Under the authority of the Board of Aldermen the contract 
was made. 

@. But, sir, as a member of the committee, he acts in that ca- 
pacity ? 

‘A. Yes, sir. | 

Q. He holds this capacity as a trustee charged with the affairs 
of the Roxbury Gaslight Co., and as trustee of the funds of the 
City of Boston he uses the funds of one trust for the purpose of 
enriching the funds of another trust? 

A. You may put it in that way. 

Q. That is, he occupies the position as trustee for the City of 
Boston, charged with disbursing its funds economically and hon- 
estly, and he takes the funds of one trust and puts them into the 
funds of another trust. Do you consider those two positions 
compatible? 

A. He is in a minority of one. 

@. I don’t ask you that. I ask you if you consider that a man 
as trustee charged with holding one fund —do you think it is a 
proper position for him to trade with another trust? In other 
words, to take from the profits of one trust money to enrich the 
profits of another trust-fund ? 

A. Of course I cannot see where any harm could be done; but 

that is known to the public, and it is a public matter. : 

-Q. Do you think that as trustee, charged with the disbursement 
of two funds, if you could make a better percentage by buying 
and trading one trust. fund with another, would you consider that 
a right position for a man to occupy? 

A. I don’t think the cases are exactly alike, and consequently 
I don’t think that any judge would find that this occurred in this 
case. 

@. Iam sorry to see that you don’t think a judge would find 
that, when it has been found in many cases in this State and in 
England. You approve the bills of the East Boston Gaslight Co. ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And Alderman Morton is of that committee? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And Alderman Morton deals in steam and gas pipes? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And Alderman Morton recently introduced an order to 
change one hundred oil lamps to gas lamps? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. Hasn’t that been changed? Isn’t the bill in? 

A. I haven’t seen any. 

@. Do you know who furnished the pipe? 
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A. No, sir. 

Q. Heis one of the aldermen and one of the Committee on Lamps, 
and also occupies the position of a director in the East Boston 
Gaslight Co., and is using the trust-funds of one corporation to 
enrich the funds of another? 

A. I didn’t know he was a director of the East Boston 
Gas Company. 

Q. Do you know where the bills of the East Boston Ferry De- 
partment are? 

A. They are in my possession, the same as those of any other 
committee or board. All the bills come to me for payment. 

@. And Alderman Morton is a director of the ferries also?, 

A. Yes, sir: 

Jae He has something to do with furnishing material and sup- 
plies 

Bet That I don’t know personally. The directors understand 
that. 

@. (By the CHarrman.) What did you say about the directors 
of the East Boston ferries? 

A. Mr. Alderman Morton is a director of the East Boston 
ferries. 

@. They take care of their own bills? 

A. No, sir; they approve the bills and send them to me for 
payment. 

@. Do you know whether any bills have been approved or 
passed through your office for the East Boston Ferry Department 
in fayor of Alderman Morton, or any other member of his firm? ° 

A. Not that I know of, to any member of the firm. 

@. Do you know who the members of the firm are? 

A. No, sir; Ido not. 

@. (By Mr. Horgan.) Have you ever bad a bill made out origin- 
ally in Alderman Morton’s name, and the bill-head was erased in- 


your office ? | 
* A. In my office, no, sir. I don’t think anything of that kind 


was done. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) You don’t mean that the bill-head was 
erased in Mr. Dodge’s office? 

Mr. Horgan. — No, sir: erased before it was presented. 

Mr. Doper. —I don’t remember that. It might possibly have 
been done, but I don’t remember. 

Q@. (By the CHarrman.) What Mr. Horgan desires to get at 
is, if you had any bill that was a bill from Alderman Morton’s 


firm ? 
A. I paid one bill upon a contract in force before he came into 


the government. 

Q. (By Mr. Murray.) Has there been any purchase of horses 
since this investigation commenced? 

A. I have received one bill since. 

@. Have you the bill there? 

A. Yes, sir. (Producing it.) 

Mr. Garean. — This is a bill against the Boston Water Works 
of the City of Boston, to Joshua Wilkins. 
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Mr. Dover. — That bill is a copy of the Water Board bill. 
The original is kept in their office. 

Mr. Garcan. — This is a bill for $1,250, and is approved by 
W. A. Simmons, Chairman. 

- Mr. Horgan. —I think those are the horses that Mr. Cutts tes- 
tified that he had on trial. 

Mr. GarGan. (Reading.) — A bay horse for the meter division, 
$275; a bay mare for the meter division, $275; one grey horse ; 
this bears date May 22, July 2 and July 7; a black horse, 
$250. The price of horses has fallen, I see, since this investiga- 
tion, to $275 and $250. Do you know whether that is Wilkins’ 
handwriting? 

Mr. Dopcr. — Yes, sir. ; 

@. It isn’t payable to Bragg any longer? 

A. No, sir, that order hasn’t been presented. 

Q. (By Mr. Murray.) Is that the regular method of doing 
business with the Boston Water Board, for them to keep the orig- 
inal bills in their own office? 

A. Many of the bills are made in auntie Those not made 
in duplicate they make a copy of. I have either the original or 
duplicate. 

Q. (By Mr, Horean.) Did Mr. Wilkins come himself and 
introduce himself to you, or did some other party introduce him to 
you? 
A. Some one introduced him to me. I have forgotten who it 
was. 

@. Wasn’t it Alderman Hall? 

A. I cannot say whether it was or not. 

Q. (By Mr. Garean.) Did you ever see him before then? 

A. Yes, sir. When I saw him then 1 knew I had seen him 
before. 

(By the CHarrman.) I notice that this bill is receipted 
personally by Joshua Wilkins, and not per order? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Garean.) You don’t know where Draper & Hall 
keep their deposits ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. You don’t know whether it is in the Rockland Bank or not? 

A. No, sir. I never had a check of theirs. 


CapraIn Lyrorp W. GRAVES. — Sworn. 


(By Mr. Garean.) Your name is Lyford W. Graves? 
That is it. 

And you are Captain of Police Digeion 5? 

IT am. 

How long have you been captain of that division ? 

Since October, 1878. 

And whom did you succeed there? 

Capt. Small. 

He is, I believe, the Deputy-Superintendent, and now acting 
Superintendent of Police at the present time? 
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A. He is. 

Q. When you came to take command on Police Division 5, there 
was a mounted officer on that division? 
Yes, sir. — 
More than one? 
No, sir. 
Where is that officer stationed? 
Well — 
Does he cover the whole division? 
He covers the whole division if necessary, more generally — 
on the Back Bay. 

@. When you came to command the division a horse was 
stabled there already ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Where was the horse stabled? 

A. In West Dedham street. 

@. At whose stable? 

A. Well, I don’t know. | 

@. Captain, you are supposed to know everything on your di- 
vision, and one of the stories of the department is, that you are 
pretty well posted. Who keeps the stable at 91 West Dedham 
street? 

A. I don’t know. 

Q. Whose name is over the stable? 

A. Draper & Hall. 
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@. Did you ever see the name of Joshua Wilkins over the door 
at 91 West Dedham street? 


A. I never did. 

@. Did these bills come to the station-house? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The bill came from Joshua Wilkins? 

ie. 1 ee, sir. 

Q. And the horse is at 91 West Dedham street? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Did it ever strike you as singular that the horse should be 


stabled at 91 West Dedham street, and the bill come in the name 
of a person you never saw? 

A. I never gave it much thought. 

@. You are experienced in business, and I know you to be a 
pretty good captain. You know what is going on pretty well on 
your district. You have a list of all the persons on your division 
who sell intoxicating liquors? 

A. Yes, sir, I have a list of all, I suppose. 

@. Now if you were going to send one of your men to get that 
horse, where would you tell him to go? 

A. I should tell him to go to Draper & Hall’s stable. 

@. You wouldn’t tell him to go to Joshua Wilkins’ stable? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Yet all these bills come in the name of Joshua Wilkins? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. They are sent by you to your superior officers to be ap- 
proved? 
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A. They are approved by me. 

@. And they are paid, so far as you can judge? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. All you know is that the horse was there’ when you came 
there to take command of the division? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You never heard of Joshua Wilkins keeping a stable there, 
and if you wanted the horse you would tell the man to go to 
ede & Hall’s stable for him? 

Yes, sir. 

That is about the English of it? 

Yes, sir, for that part of it. 

Have you seen Alderman Hall at 91 West Dedham street? . 
Yes, sir. 

Ever saw Wilkins there? 

No, sir. 

(By the Cuarrman.) Did you ever have a talk with Alder- 
man Hall about the bills? 

A, No, sir; I never had any talk with anybody. 

@. Did you ever have any talk with anybody about taking care 
of the horse? 

A. No, sir; the horse was there when I came there, and was well 
taken care of, and has been there ever since. 

@. Who rode that horse? 

A. Three or four since I have been there. 

@. Who are they? 

A. James M. Day, Benjamin H. Hunt. That is, I believe, 
about all the regular ones. I have occasionally had a man take 
him when they were away. 

Has Sergeant Trask been at your station? 

He was, but he is not there now. 

Did he ever ride that horse? 

I don’t know that he ever rode him since I have been there. 

I mean regularly ? 

Not since I have been there. 

Who presented the bills to you? 

They came by mail. 

Did you notice where the post-mark was? 

No, I didn’t. 

Did you notice the stamp on the envelope, whether it was a 
3 cent stamp? 

No, I cannot say that I did. 

Was the envelope a plain one, or was there printing on it? 

I never saw anything printed on it. 

Was there any number addressed on the envelope? 

I think I have seen a stamp, or an impression. 

What was it? 

Draper & Hall, I think. 

Draper & Hall? 

I think so. 

Did you ever see any stamp of Joshua Wilkins on it? 

I don’t remember that I ever did. 
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@. Were all the envelopes stamped Draper & Hall? 

A. I cannot say that. 

_ @. Were there more than one stamped Draper & Hall? 

A. I think there has been. 

@. During the five years that you have been at that station- 
house has the horse needed any care from anybody, —the care of 
a surgeon — during that time? 

A. I don’t know ; I never have employ ed any surgeon. 

Q. (By Mr. Garaan. ) I suppose there was a man who looked 
after the horses of the department? 

A. There was at one time. The horses were under Sergeant 
Cunningham, and he had full charge of the horses.

Q. That is, since 1878, that horse has been at 91 West Peet 
street ?

—I should like to suggest that we have traced 
those checks to the Rockland National Bank, and I suppose the 
cashier should be summoned to find out whose account those 
checks endorsed by Bragg were transferred to. 

@. (By Mr. Horean.) Have you any knowledge of a steam- 
roller kept at the soutb-end yard? 

A. It was kept there some four years ago. ‘They exchanged 
one last spring previous to my coming in there. 

Q. You don’t know anything about a steam-roller at the south- 
end yard? 

A, No, sir. 

@. Shouldn’t you know if there was one there? 

A. No, sir; I am in Dorchester. 

@. Shouldn’t you know if there was one there?

A, There was none ordered while I was there. There is one in 
Dorchester and one in Roxbury. 

@. What I want to get at is, what has become of the steam- 
roller in the south-end yard? 

A. They exchanged for one of the Barber Asphalt Company, 
and that went to Roxbury. 

@. Was that before Mr. Harris came into the department? 

A. I think it was betore he went out of the department last 
year. 

Q. They exchanged a city roller for a Barber asphalt roller? 

A. Yes, sir; a smaller roller. 

@. Can you give us any information as to the object of that 
exchange? 

A. I suppose to get a heavier roller. This is about an eleven- 
ton roller. 
Do you know where that roller is to-day? 
It is in Roxbury. 
(By Mr. Bicetow.) Has it ever been used? 
Yes, sir. 
It was a new roller? 
If there was a new roller I should have heard of it. 
(By Mr. Horean.) —There was a new roller in the south- 
end yard, and it has been made away with since this investigation? 

A. If there was a new roller I should think Mr. Dodge would 
know. 

Mr. Horean. — We should like to hear Mr. Dodge upon that 
point. 

@. (By Mr. Murray.) Who issues orders to the foremen in 
regard to the control of the department ? 

A. The superintendent issues all orders for the repairs except 
police repairs, and those are sent right through the clerk. ) 

The CHarrman. —I would like to say here that I should have 
summoned the City Physician, Dr. McCollom, in regard to these 
bills for boarding his horse, but he was in New Hampshire. I shall 
summon him to attend the next public hearing.

JamMES H. Dopce. — Recalled. 


@. (By Mr. Horean.) Have you had a bill for a Barber 
steam asphalt roller since Mr. Harris became Superintendent of 
Streets? 

A. [have no recollection of one. I should have to look it up 
and see. | 

@. Will you look it up and see, and have it at our next 
hearing? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Hueu J. Toranp. — Resumed. 


Mr. Garean. —I would like to ask you a few questions, and 
you will please state to the committee as fully as you can, in your 
own way, in relation to the condition of the horses in the Lamp De- 
partment when you left it. Give us a description of the horses 
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which were there and their general condition, and in your opinion 
the value of those horses. Give it as fully as you can. 

A. One roan horse, which had been in good condition from the 
time I had taken charge of the department, and was in what I con- 
sidered first-class condition when I left the department. One hay 
mare, which had had the spinal complaint in the month of April, 
1883, and inasmuch as my successor testified before this committee 
that because that horse had had the spinal complaint, and was 
therefore practically worthless, he had traded her off for another 
one, I have here a memorandum of the bill rendered by the veter- 
inary surgeon for his services upon that horse. The bill is dated . 
Boston, July 2, 1883, and the service appears to have been ren- 
dered on the 17th of Aprilof the same year. The horse was put 
to work about that time; that is, the physician appears to have 
charged for nine visits. At any rate the horse wasn’t sick but a 
short time, and was put to work, and continued to work until the 
18th of April, 1884, the day I left the department. I never had 
any trouble with the horse, and never had any reason to suppose 
that the disease had left anything weak about the horse, and the 
physician gave it as his opinion that the horse had fully recovered. 
That is two horses. A red roan horse, which I had bought on the 
18th of January, 1884, which had not been acclimated, and after 
working awhile developed what my hostler called mud-fever. It 
took the form of sores and swelling in the legs. Perhaps some of 
you gentlemen may understand it. He was sick for some little time, 
— nothing serious,—and he was fully recovered, and I think went 
to work two days before I left the department. I think that horse 


_ was traded away. Another horse was a black horse, which I had 


bought on the 29thof March, 1884, and which I considered to be in 
very good condition. That horse has been traded away. My two 
driving horses, which at the time of my last presence before this 
committee I took no note of at all, because I had not kept them in 
the regular stable at Albany street, they were boarded in South 
Boston, and for that reason I made no mention of them at all. 
They were in what I considered first-class condition when I left 
them. 

@. Have you stated everything that occurs to you in regard to 
the condition of these horses when you left the department ? 

A. Yes, sir; I think I have. 

Q. Then I understand that in your opinion, and in the opinion 
of the veterinary surgeon that you consulted, that horse when you 
left the Lamp Department was pronounced to be in such a condition 
as to be fit for work? 

A. They were, except this roan horse, which had been sick and 
was just ready to go to work. 

@. Then, in the opinion of competent persons, these horses were 
considered in every way equal to the work of the Lamp Depart- 
ment? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I notice that the superintendent says he exchanged three 
horses on going into the department, and for one of those horses he 
was allowed $125,—a grey horse; and for «a brown horse $125. 
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Now, in your opinion what was the value of those horses for which 
he received $125 each? 

A. The value of what he calls the grey horse, and which I call a 
light roan, and which he and I finally agreed to call a red roan, 
ought to have been $250. That was a fair price for the horse, 
because the horse was as good the day he took charge of the de- 
partment as when I bought him, and‘he cost $250. 

@. What do you say to the other two horses? 

A. I considered the light bay mare which, according to the tes- 
timony of the gentleman you named, had had the spinal disease, — 
I considered he was well worth $250. 

Q. Now, as I understand, the Chairman of the Committce on 
Lamps of the Board of Aldermen is Andrew J. Hall? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And in the selection of horses for the department did he, or 
did he not, make suggestions to you as to whether or not. the 
horses were fit, or not? 

A. No, sir, I don’t think he did. 

@. When you first came to the office didn’t he suggest that 
some horses might be purchased for the department? 

A. He wasn’t chairman of the committee when I came into the 
department. 

Q. He was in the Board of Aldermen at the time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. When he was in the Board of Aldermen did he make any 
suggestions as to the purchase of horses for the department? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Were there horses purchased from him while you were in the 
department ? 

moe) es, Sir. 

@. And when your successor came into the department they 
were purchased again from Andrew J. Hall? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you think those two horses, for which the city received 
$250, were worth $500? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. In other words, the city received about half what they were 
worth in exchange? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, sir, as the Baceentandent of Lamps, you know some- 
thing about the bills of the Roxbury Gaslight Co. ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You know Alderman Curtis ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You know that he is one of the directors of the Roxbury 
Gaslight Co.? 

A. I take his word for it. 

@. He has so stated? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. As one of the Directors of the Roxbury Gaslight Co., and 
one of the trustees of that property, and one of the tr ustees of the 
City of Boston, he has been making use of his official capacity in | 
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both corporations to trade? That is, the City of Boston has 
bought gas from that company? 

As TY e880. 

Q. During all your term as superintendent? 

A. No, sir. Alderman Curtis was elected to the Board of 
Aldermen last January; therefore, not during all my term, but 
during part of my term, from the first Monday in January until 
the 18th of April. 

Q. Then he was also occupying the position of trustee of the 
Roxbury Gaslight Co. and also trustee of the City of Boston? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Do you know whether, since Alder- 
man Curtis has been a member of that committee, the Roxbury 
Gaslight Co. has made any proposition to furnish the City of Bos- 
ton with gas? 

Yes, sir. 

To what committee is such a proposition made? 

To the Committee on Lamps. 

Who compose the committee? 

Aldermen Hall, Curtis, and Morton. 

Alderman Curtis is a member of the committee? 

Yes, sir. 

The contract is made by the Board of Aldermen? 

Yes, sir; on the recommendation of the Committee on 
Lamps. 

@. I understand you to say that Alderman Curtis was at the 
same time a director in that company and a member of the com- 
mittee? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. That was this year? 

A. Yes, sir. The Auditor can tell you if the contract has been 
made. I don’t know. 

Mr. Toranp.—Now before going away, Mr. Chairman, I 
would like to make one explanation. The second or third 
question which the chairman asked me the last time I was before 
this committee, if the counsel will be kind enough to read it — 

Mr. Garean. (Reading.) —‘* What position, if any, did you 
hold in the city during the year 1883?” 

Mr. Totanp.—I gave a technical answer to that question. 
The answer taken in connection with the question might appear 
to be a mass of contradictions, and look as if I was trying to 
refuse to answer the question. Perhaps the committee will see 
that portions of the testimony do not jibe with that answer. The 
fact is, I was Superintendent from the 18th of April, 18383, to the 
morning of the 18th of April, 1884. 

Q. (By Mr. Garean.) You intended to cover the whole year? 

A. Yes, sir. I should have made an explanation, but I did 
not feel that it was my place to prompt the chainwan: of the 
committee. 

@. (By Mr. Horean.) You employed a veterinary surgeon 
to examine these horses prior to going out of the department? 

A. No, sir. I do not wish to be understood as saying so. I 
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simply wish to say that the veterinary surgeon had given his opin- 
ion of the horses that were sick during the year. I know the 
others were in good condition. 


JAMES H. Dopce. — Recalled. 


By The Cuarrman. — Has that contract been made with the 
Roxbury Gaslight Company? 
A. I believe it has, sir.

FOURTH HEARING. 


: Monpay, December 29, 1884, 2 p.m. 

Present, Councilmen Collison (Chairman), Horgan, Bigelow, 
and Murray. 

Mr. Gargan appeared to assist the committee. 

The Cuarrman.— The chair has asked to be present to-day 
Alderman Curtis, Mr. Appleton, Mr. Lovell, Mr. Hills, Council- 
man Fitzgerald and the City Auditor. The chair thought it would 
be well, before making our report, to make some inquiry into cer- 
tain newspaper articles that have been published in connection 
with Alderman Curtis, and the chair has asked Alderman Curtis 
to be present to-day, in order that he might tell us and give us an 
exact statement in regard to those matters which were referred to 
in the newspaper articles. 

The Assistant City Messenger was requested by the chairman 
to ask Alderman Curtis to step into the room. The messenger 
retired, and presently returned, and said that Alderman Curtis 
could not be found. 

Mr. GarGan. — Has he been subpeenaed, Mr. Chairman? 

The Cuarrman. — He has been subpcenaed, but the subpoena 
has not been returned yet, though it will be presently. Alder- 
man Curtis was here a few minutes ago, and while he said he 
was not very well, still he said that if we would not keep him very 
long, he would be here to testify. But since then he has gone 
away. However, I suppose we can go on and await his return. 

Mr. Garean. —I should like to make a record of the fact, that 
he has been in the hall here, and declined to appear —if he de- 
clines to appear. 


ArtTHuR T. Lovetu. — Sworn. 


Mr. Garean. — What is your full name? 

A. Arthur T. Lovell. 

@. What is your occupation? 

A. Reporter on the ‘‘ Globe.” 

@. How long have you been employed as reporter on the Bos- 
ton ** Daily Globe?” 


\ 
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A. Well, for the last six or seven months. 

@. Did you have, on or about the 23rd day of November, an 
interview with Alderman Curtis? 

I did. 

George Curtis, of the Board of Aldermen? 

I did. 

Where was that interview ? 

At his residence. 

Where — at what place? 

Well, on the Highlands. 

At about what time in the day was that interview ? 

I think you will find that the interview states it was in the 
evening, a little while after Mr. Curtis returned. 

@. In this interview —so much of it as is material to this in- 
quiry —do you know whether Alderman Curtis’ attention had ~ 
been called to Chapter 205, Section 12, of the Public Statutes? 

A. I do not. 

@. When you had this interview with him was there any sug- 
gestion on your part made, that, as a member of the Board of 
Aldermen, he had been making contracts directly or indirectly 
with the City of Boston? 

A. I interviewed Mr. Curtis in relation to the article published 
some time ago, giving charges made by Mr. Meehan. What the 
‘¢ Globe’’ says, in the issue that you have, is a fair resumé of 
what Mr. Curtis said on that occasion. 

@. Iwant to ask you this question: you say in that interview : — 
‘¢ As to the material furnished in 1881, the city officials said they 
must have it. I furnished a good many blocks.” 

The Cuatrman. — Is that not an error? Should it not be bricks? 

Mr. GarGan. — You understood it to be blocks? 

~Mr. Loveti. — It may be; I don’t remember. ; 

Mr. GarGan. — (Reading.) ‘I think the first order I got was 
for blocks. ‘The men came back a little later and said: *‘ We want 
some more of those blocks.’ I said, ‘ How does it bappen that this 
trade comes here?’ ‘ Well,’ said he, ‘ we find we get our number 
of blocks here: that is the reason.’ But I never sold them any- 
thing directly myself, — not a thing.” 

Did you understand, when he made that answer, that in 1881 he 
was a member of the Board of Aldermen at that time? 

A. J understood him to say about what was printed there, with- 
out going into the question of his being a member of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

@. Well, he did say what you stated here : — 

‘¢T never sold them anything directly myself, not a thing; it was 
always through a third party ” ? 

A. What is stated there is a fair resumé of what he said. 

@. Is there any doubt in your mind that when Alderman Curtis 
made that statement, he intended to convey to you this idea, that 
when, as a member of the Board of Aldermen, he had furnished 
blocks to the city through a third party — was that the impres- 
sion you received from his language? 
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A. I do not know that the impression that I received from his 
~ language has anything to do with this hearing. 

@. Is that the language he used? 

A. That is the language he used. 

@. That he had furnished blocks to the city through a third 
party ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And he stated that the stuff went from his yards (meaning 
Curtis’ yards) to the city through another party, and he further 
stated to you in that interview that the bills were made out in the 
name of another party? Thatis, although the material was furnished 
by him to the city, he made out the bills through another party? 

zi. He said what is practically said there. 

@). There is no question about the statement in that language. 
You state here, don’t you: ‘‘I don’t think there is a single bill. 
made out in my name’’? 

A. What I stated there is what he said. 

Q. Was that report taken shorthand? 

A. I don’t know whether that has much to do with it. 

@. It is only a question of how accurate your report is. Do you 
remember if it was taken shorthand? 

A. I could answer that question. 

Q. Is there any objection to that, Mr. Lovell? 

A. I don’t exactly see what that has to do with it. I am asked 
whether this is a fair statement of what took place, and I say it is. 

The Cuarrman. — I suppose what the counsel is trying to get at 
is whether you took in shorthand what he said, in order to let the 
committee judge of the opportunities you had to be accurate. For 
example, whether you had an oral interview with Alderman Curtis 
and afterwards wrote it out as reminiscences, or whether you took 
it down in shorthand and transcribed your notes? 

Mr. Garecan. — Yes, how accurate your report is. 

Mr. Lovet. — That interview says it took place last night. 

Mr. Garean. —I understand that. What I mean to say is this: 
whether you made a shorthand report of what he said, and wrote 
the report out immediately afterwards, or whether it was written 
out some hours afterwards. How soon after the interview, to test 
your recollection, was this report written? 

A. AsI said before, I hardly see that this question should go 
into particulars. I have stated that the interview occurred the 
night before it was published. 

The CuarrMan. — It was written within a short time — within a 
few hours? : 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Garean. —So that there can be no question of what the 
interview was, and that it was pretty accurate? 

Mie Vee, sir. 

@. That is all I wanted to get at. And he said in that inter- 
view: ‘* My yard was always noted for large timber.” Did he 
state to you who the firm of Curtis & Pope were? You speak in 
this interview of the firm of Curtis & Pope. 

A. If that interview does not state just whom the firm of Curtis 
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& Pope consisted of, I do not know that I should care to answer 
that question. 

@. Then there was nothing said about who were the firm of 
Curtis & Pope. He speaks in this interview of having had an 
application for lumber from the city, and that he had consulted and 
taken advice from some party. Did he state to you who the party 
was that gave him the advice, or whom he consulted ? 

A. That again I do. not see I am called upon to answer. 

The CuatrmMan. — I think that is a fair question. 

Mr. Lovett. —I don’t know, Mr. Chairman, that I am called 
upon to answer anything outside of that which the interview states. 

Mr. Garean. — It is only to test your accuracy in reporting 
this interview. If there is any objection to your stating it, state 
your objection. If you go upon the witness stand with a memo- 
randum of your recollection, written or printed, it is a fair test of 
your recollection to see if any facts were stated outside of that; 
whether any particulars were stated which might be material to 
this question. That is all, — if there is any objection you have to 
stating it. 

A. The point I make is that any information given to me outside 
of what was printed, was privileged, and should not be divulged. 

@. I don’t ask you to divulge — 

The CHarrman. — Do you mean to say that you would rather 
not answer the question because it may violate some confidence? 

A. It may or it may not, just as the case may be. 

@. I mean as to this particular question. 

A. As to this particular question. 

@. Do I understand you to say it will violate confidence to 
answer it? 


A. I say it might or it might not. But, either way, I don’t 
care to answer it. 


@. I think you ought to assign some reason for declining to 
answer it. 

A. The reason I should not care to answer the question is 
simply this: that what was given to me to print, was printed ; if 
anything took place outside of that it was given to me with that 
understanding that it should not be made public. 

Mr. GarGAan. — Have you any recollection that he said to you 
that you shouldn’t reveal the names of the members of the firm of 
Curtis & Pope? 

A. I don’t know that I have. 

@. So far as you have any recollection on the subject, there was 
nothing said to you on the subject that you should not reveal who 
the partners were in the firm of Curtis & Pope? Have you any 
recollection on that subject? 

A. If I remember rightly, that isn’t the question up now. 

Q@. That is the question. You put yourself upon the stand as a 
witness. If you say you would betray confidence imposed. in 
you as a newspaper man, and decline to answer, that is well; but 
if you say that you think it isn’t material to this investigation, that 
is not for you to say. If you decline to answer, I shall take it as 
, 2 declination on your part, and you may give your reason for it. 
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If you decline « on the ground that, as a newspaper correspondent, 


the statement may prevent you from setting news, I am willing to 
take it. 


A. That is the answer I give. 

The Cuarrman. —I don’t think the members of the committee 
want you to testify to anything, or to any conversation, which was 
given to you in‘’confidence; although I think the committee would 
have a perfect right to insist upon it, I don’t think the members of 
the committee desire to do that. However, as the counsel just 
suggested, the committee is to be the judge of the bearing of the 
question, and unless there is some violation of confidence in answer- 
ing the question, I think the committee will request you to answer 
the question, and let the committee be the judge of the importance 
of the question. Proceed with your examination, Mr. Gargan. 

Mr. Garean. — Was there anything said, directly or indirectly, 
in confidence to you, about who were the members of the firm of 
Curtis & Pope? 

A. I do not remember one way or the other. 

@. Do you remember the expression: ‘‘ I never teased them for 
any orders.” You use that here: ‘‘ I never teased them for any 
orders.” Of whom was he speaking at that time — himself per- 
sonally ? 

A. I presume that he was speaking of the charges made by Mr. 
Meehan, that he had tried to get business for the firm; but that is 
simply presumption. 7 

Q. Then, when he used the expression, ‘‘I never teased them 
for any orders,”’ you understood he meant by that that he had not 
teased them for orders for himself individually, nor for the firm in 
which he was interested ? 

A. I decline to give what I understood. I printed the inter- 
view as a statement of what took place. It is not for me to express 
an opinion. 

The CHarrmMan. —I understand the question to be whether he 
used these words: ‘‘ I never teased the departments for contracts? ” 

A. I don’t remember just now whether he used those exact 
words; but I do remember that was what: he meant. It was 
practically what he said. 

Mr. Garean. — After you use that expression, then you go on 
in your interview that he never teased them for any orders. It 
was after that he made the statement to you that blocks had been 
furnished from his yard, and that the bills had been sent in the 
name of a third party? 

A. What is that question? 

Q@. After making use of this expression, ‘‘ I never teased them 
for any orders,’’ then you go on, and the interview follows, and he 
afterwards tells you that he made out the bills in the name ofa 
third party. This interview is substantially printed as he used 
the language? 

A. Itis. 

@. That is, he didn’t tell you in the first place he had received 
orders from these parties, and then go on and substantially state 
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that he never teased them. But what follows is subsequent con- 
versation? 

A. Substantially. Yes, sir. 

@. Did he say anything at that time about any conversation he 
had with Mr Meehan about any blocks, or making application for 
contracts ? 

A. Doesn’t the interview say anything about that? I don’t 
remember. . 

@. In the first part of the conversation, he spoke of Mr. Har- 
ris having given new contracts, and that he had-some conversation 
with Mr. Meehan. That is substantially as he put it? 

A. He substantially put it as it is given there. 

@. Did he have any conversation with you about any conver- 
sation between him and Councilman Fitzgerald ? 

A. That, as something outside of the interview, I shall decline 
to state. 

Q. Then, I understand you, it is as related in that interview, 
and the questions I have put to you are substantially what Mr. 
Curtis stated. That is, while a member of the Board of Alder- 
men in 1881, and subsequently, material had gone from his yard 
to the city ; that property which he owned had gone to the city ; 
but that the bill for that material was given in the name of a third 
party ; that it was an indirect transaction with the city? 

A. What he said was practically what was printed. 

@. Did you ever read this section 12 of the Public Statutes? 

A. I shouldn’t like to say one way or the other. 

@. When you had this interview with Alderman Curtis, were 
you familiar with the fact that there was in the Public Statutes a 
provision which made it a penal offence for an alderman, either 
directly or indirectly, to make contracts with the city — did you 
not? 

A. I just solicited and obtained that interview as a newspaper 
man. 

@. You were familiar in a general way with that fact? 

A. Generally, yes, sir. 

@. And it was in consequence of your knowledge of that fact, 
that it was a penal offence for any member of the City Council to 
have dealings with, or make contracts with the city, that you as a 
newspaper man, had an interview with Mr. Curtis? 

I obtained that interview in the ordinary course of business. 
With your knowledge of that fact? 

That is something I don’t know. 

You had knowledge of that fact? 

Yes, sir. 

And in consequence of that knowledge you had that inter- 
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view? 

A. That I cannot say. 

The CuatrmMan. —I think we can get at this very easily. You 
know that during the last six months or more, there has been a 
great deal of talk about members of the City Council being inter- 
ested in contracts, in violation of law? 

Ao ida. 
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@. You know that in a newspaper article which had been pub- 
lished, substantially that charge had been made against Alderman 
Curtis. 

A. Ido. 

@. And it was in following that article, to ascertain about the 
truth of it, you had this interview with Alderman Curtis? 

A. I obtained that interview in answer to charges that had been 
made. 

@. That is, about having contracts. The newspaper article 
which you wanted him to answer was: the article charging him 
with being interested in city contracts, while he was an alderman? 

A. It was in answer to charges made by Mr. Meehan. 

@. What were those charges? — that he had been interested in 
contracts and furnished supplies? 

A. That was one of them. 

@. That was one of the reasons why you asked for the inter- 
view? 

A. I don’t say that was one of the reasons why I asked for the 
interview. 

@. I wish you would say one way or the other? 

A. What I say is, the interview was obtained. Why it was 
obtained, or anything of that sort, is a matter connected with office 
business, and something I don’t care to say. 

@. I don’t think the protection of the committee thrown over 
you would reach as far as that. NowI am going to put a ques- 
tion to you, and it is susceptible of being answered directly, one 
way or the other. Did you not have your interview with Alder- 
man Cartis in consequence of an article, already published, con- 
taining certain charges against Alderman Curtis for being interested 
in contracts, made by Superintendent Meehan? 

A. I had that interview because I was ordered, as a reporter of 
the ** Globe,” to do it. | 

@. I think you can answer it one way or the other. Didn’t you 
have that interview in question in consequence of a previous article 
in the newspaper making charges against Mr. Curtis for being inter- 
ested in contracts with the city? 

A. I had that interview in consequence of orders from the 
office. 

@. Then you don’t know whether it was in consequence of those 
charges in that article or not? 

Mr. Mourray.—I think he has answered the question, that he 
got the order from the office. 

Mr. Garcan. — You are familiar with newspaper offices gener- 
ally ? 

A. Iam. 

@. When a charge is made against a party, isn’t it the ordinary 
and usual custom to give the party, against whom the charge is 
made, an opportunity to reply? Ina fairly conducted newspaper 
office, —I don’t speak of the ‘‘ Globe ” particularly, — but in your 
experience, as a hewspaper man, in a fairly conducted He weD epee 
isn’t it the custom to give him an opportunity to reply? 

A. It is the fair thing to do. 
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@. Now in consequence of the charges made by Mr. Meehan, 
and others, that Mr. Alderman Curtis had violated the public 
statutes as a member of the Board of Aldermen of the city of 
Boston, you went and gave him an opportunity to answer those 
charges ? 

A. I interviewed Alderman Curtis on this subject, because I 
was ordered to do so. 

@. One moment: I ask you if it isn’t your experience in news- 
papers to give a man an opportunity to reply, and you say, yes? 

A. I say it is the fair thing. 

@. Now, as a man in the newspaper business, didn’t you con- 
sider it a fair thing to give him an opportunity to answer the 
charges made ag ainst Alderman Curtis that he had violated the 
law? Didn’t you consider it a fair thing to do? 

A. I don’t consider that I have to consider anything about it. 

(). I want to ask you a general question: As a fair newspaper 
man don’t you consider it the fair thing that Alderman Curtis 
should have an opportunity to reply to these charges? 

A. I should naturally think it would be a fair thing that he 
should have an opportunity to reply to the charges. 

@. Now in consequence of that fair thing, this opportunity was 
had? 

A. That opportunity was had with Alderman Curtis. 

@. Now the ‘‘ Globe” being a fair newspaper, the proprietors 
gave you the order to have an interview with Alderman Curtis to 
give him an opportunity to reply to these charges? 

A. Without saying about the rule of the newspapers, I was 
ordered to get an interview with Alderman Curtis. 

The CHarrmMan. — On that subject? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. GarGan. — Did you report the fact to Mr. Curtis that the 
‘¢Globe”’ had published an interview with Mr. Meehan? 

A. That statement was published. 

@. Then after the statement of Mr. Meehan was published in 
the ‘‘ Globe” newspaper, you gave Alderman Curtis an opportunity 
to make a reply to it? 

A. I was ordered to get the interview. 

Q. And that interview was had? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). And this article is the reply which Alderman Curtis made to 
that interview ? 

A. That is the result of the conversation. 

@. And this is the result of the conversation, and this embodies 
his answers to the charges? 

A. That embodies the result of the interview, and his answers 
to the charges. 

The Cuarrman. — I think that article had better be put in 
evidence. 

Mr. GarGan put the article in evidence as follows : — 
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(From the ‘* Boston Daily Globe,’’ Nov. 23, 1884.) 
AN ALDERMANIC DEFENCE. 


MR. CURTIS’ REPLY TO THE CHARGES OF SUPERINTENDENT MEEHAN. — HE HAS 
NOT ENDEAVORED TO USE INFLUENCE IN THE PURCHASE OF LUMBER. 


**He’s barking up the wrong tree when he attributes this to me,” said 
Alderman George Curtis last night, when asked in relation to the charges 
which were recently made by Superintendent of Streets Meehan. 

Mr. Curtis arrived in Boston yesterday evening after a visit to Toledo, 
Ohio. Almost directly after reaching home his attention was called by his 
son to the charges, but when called upon by a ‘‘ Globe” reporter he had not 
read Mr. Meehan’s statement. In relation to Mr. Meehan’s statement that 
Mr. Curtis was the first to call attention to the alleged irregularities in the 
Street Department, Mr. Curtis said : — 

**T never brought any charges at all. I will, however, say that I have 
received anonymous letters, setting forth what was said to be going on in the 
Street Department. One Friday I was out near Boylston avenue with Alder- 
man Hall and Mr. Manson on Lamp Department business. We rode right 
by the place indicated, and we saw this thing. I said to Mr. Hall, ‘I have 
heard such and such things. If you wish to look them up you may.’ I don’t 
think anything of anonymous letters, and I burnt those Ireceived. Mr. Hall 
went to the place that day and took a man with him, and he has said that he 
found that everything was just as these anonymous letters stated. This he 
told me the next day. He said that he spoke to Mr. Meehan aboutit. If 
anybody made that charge it must have been Alderman Hall.”’ 

In regard to Mr. Meehan’s statement that Mr. Curtis had been a persistent 
applicant for improvements to streets ‘‘in the immediate vicinity where he 
was interested, particularly Crawford street and Humboldt avenue,” and that 
he had secured the passage of an order appropriating a large amount for that 
avenue, Mr. Curtis said : — 

** Everybody knows that is false. They had been trying for a year before I 
went into the board to get these improvements made. This year, when the 
order was put in, I was not a member of the Appropriation Committee, and 
I never said a word to a member of that committee aboutit. Of course Ihave 
used my influence to have the chairman of the Committee on Paving go on 
with the work for which the money was appropriated, as he agreedto. All I 
have done is the same as I should do in any case. At one time Alderman 
Slade said that he was waiting for the plans to let the contract. It went along 
until just before I left for Ohio, and then I asked City Engineer Wightman 
what was the trouble. He said that the plans and specifications had been ready 
since last July, and he showed me the specifications. Under the agreement the 
avenue was to be completed within two years, and nowitis overtwoyears. Be- 
fore I bought apiece of land there, Humboldt avenue was laid out from Seaver 
street to Munroe street. The abuttors had given the land, the street depart- 
ment had accepted and laid out the avenue, and it had been agreed to build 
it. I bought this piece of land from the Harris heirs, and the great point 
they made was that the city had agreed to grade the avenue. They said, 
‘* We have given the land, the avenue will be laid out by the city, and it is 
going to be done immediately.” I bought that land in the spring, before 
May, and have paid one tax upon it. The Committee on Paving voted to 
grade Crawford street, and Mr. Harris was going to grade it. 

‘*Mr. Harris went out of office and Mr. Meehan came in, and the latter 
immediately took his men away from there. He evidently did not calculate 
to do anything while Mr. Curtis held any interest there. The abutters then 
said so much about the matter, and pressed the Committee on Paving so hard, 
that Mr. Meehan again began work there. He graded a little piece on the 
south end. 

‘« The under-superintendent carried in his pocket for nearly four weeks 
the order for edgestones in front of the house that I built for my daughter. 
I finally went to Alderman Slade and asked him whether I could not have my 
edgestones set. 

‘* He said, ‘ Haven’t they been set?’ I replied, ‘No, and I can’t get them 
set.” Then he went to Mr. Meehan to see about the matter, and I finally got 
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them in place. Later, he put a few stones in front of my house and then took 
them all off again. The people up there became perfectly desperate. Since 
I have been away I understand that he has graded both ends of the street and 
done just as little as he could in front of my land. But I haven’t been to see 
it and don’t know.” 

Concerning the bills for material furnished to the city, which has been 
recently published, Mr. Curtis said : — 

** As to the material furnished in 1881, the city officials said they must have 
it. Ifurnished a good many blocks. I think the first order I got was for 
blocks. The man came back a little later and said: ‘We want some more of 
these blocks.’ I said: ‘ How does it happen that this trade comes here?’ 
‘Well,’ said he, ‘we find we get our number of blocks here: that is that 
reason.’ But I never sold them anything directly myself, not a thing; it was 
always through a third party. The stuff went from my yards to the city 
through another party, and I think the bills were made out in another name. 

‘“¢] remember that once the improved sewerage wanted a lot of large 
timber; they were compelled to have it. My yard was always noted for large 
timber. But the bills were always made out in another man’s name. I don’t 
think there is a single bill made out in my name. You can’t find any one in 
City Hall that I have teased for orders. 

‘¢ Just before the vote on ‘that gravel bank’ in Dorchester a small order 
was sent to Curtis & Pope. Somebody told me that if I would turn round and 
vote for Mr. Meehan they would give my boys all the lumber trade out this 
way. My son told them that it would be an impossibility, for nothing could 
turn me around. I was told on the Saturday previous to Mr. Meehan’s elec- 
- tion that several aldermen, who had previously voted against him, would at 
the next meeting of the board vote for him. I said it couldn’t be possible 
that men would change so quickly. But in 1881, when the sales of lumber 
that I have mentioned were made, I was the only one that kept the large 
lumber that was required by the city. When I went into the board there was 
quite a call for it. I said I could not furnish it to them. I took some advice 
on the matter and let them have it through another party. 

‘‘ January 1, before I entered the board this year, I disposed of my interest 
in the business. I have had no interest, and have not asked anybody to send 
the boys an order this year.” 

As to the bills made out in the names of William F. Curtis and H. Curtis, 
Alderman Curtis said he did not know any such men. William Curtis was a 
distinct firm, and as for Curtis & Co. there had never been any ‘*‘ company ” 
in the name of his firm. 

‘¢T know that some of Mr. Meehan’s friends,” added Mr. Curtis, ‘* have 
told him that he was making a great mistake in antagonizing Mr. Curtis, and 
advised him to continue to trade with the new firm. Some of his friends have 
advised him very strongly to that effect.” 


The Cuarrman. — The chair has heard that Alderman Curtis is 
in the Aldermen’s private room. He says he is sick and declines 
to come in here because he is sick. What the nature of his illness 
he don’t disclose. ‘The next witness will be Mr. Hills.

A. (After hesitating.) I should rather not answer that question 

Q. What objection is there to it? 

A. I think it would be violating newspaper courtesy.

On what ground do you object to this?

Do you consider a communication privileged that you have 
given to the twenty or thirty thousand readers of the ‘* Adver- 
tiser” ? 

A. Yes, sir; I do. 

Q. That is, you give a communication to the public that every- 
body can read, and you consider it privileged, and you consider it 
comes in the same category as the statements of a client to his 
lawyer or a penitent to his confessor, or the conversations between 
a doctor and his patient? 

A. In the first place I haven’t admitted that I have had any 
interview with Alderman Curtis. 

@. That is not answering my question; my question is, if you 
consider a communication privileged which you have given broad- 
cast to the world, to be read by everybody in Massachusetts, and 
the whole country ; whether you consider it a privileged communi- 
cation? 

A. I consider as a privileged communication, the source of any 
information which I, as a newspaper man, have received, and 
which I have no right to divulge. 

@. Well, Mr. Hills, the source of that information is well 
known. It being known that Alderman Curtis has had an inter- 
view with you, now state upon what ground do you put it that the 
source is confidential? We all know the fact. Now, upon what 
ground do you put it? If this were information given to you by 
a party whom we didn’t know, it would be perfectly proper for you 
to object. But we do know the party who gave you the informa- 
tion. Now, what I ask you is, upon your reputation as a news- 
paper man, is that report of the interview substantially correct, or 
did you falsify in the paper? 

A. I should rather see the interview before I swear to it. 

@. Let me ask you, do you willingly falsify when you publish a 
report of an interview? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Well, then, if you published an interview~ with Alderman 
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Curtis. it is a correct report of the interview with Alderman Cur- 
tis in regard to the charges against him? 

A. Yes, sir, if I wrote it. 

@. If you wrote it? But you did write it. Do you deny writ- 
ing it? 

A. You haven’t produced anything for me to admit or deny. I 
have written a great many paragraphs, and I don’t know what you 
refer to. 

The Cuarrman. — Time is somewhat valuable to-day. Mr. 
Hills, have you had an interview with Alderman Curtis, in relation 
to the charges against him, directly or indirectly ? 

A. No, sir; I should say I had not. 

Q. What do you mean by qualifying your remarks ? 

A. I have had no interview. 

Q. Talk, or what you please to call it? 

A. I have had some talk. 

@. Have you published anything about Alderman Curtis in this 
connection ? 

A. I might have. 

The Cuarrman. — That don’t help us much. 

Mr. GarGan. — Have you? 

The Cuairman. — Now, Mr. Hills, do you know whether you 
did or did not publish anything about Alderman Curtis? 

A. I think very likely I have. I won’t say positively I have or 
I haven’t published anything about him. In fact, I haven’t any 
doubts in my own mind that I have used Alderman Curtis’ name, 
as I have a great many other men in the Hall. 

Q. But you say you haven’t had any talk with him at all? 

A. I haven’t said I haven’t had any. 

@. But did you? 

A. I have at various times had talks with him. 

@. You know what I mean. I mean in regard to these charges 
made against him. Did you talk with him about them? Have you 
had any talk with Alderman Curtis about these charges made in 
the newspapers, with which you are familiar? 

A. (After hesitating.) I wouldn’t say I haven’t had any con- 
versation with him. 1 know that there was some conversation 
held in a general way, but it was not particular. 

@. Did you ever publish anything that he said? 

A. I think I have. 

@. What have you published? 

A. That I could not say. I don’t remember. 

Q. Did Alderman Curtis make any explanation to you in relation 
to these charges? 

A. No, sir, he did not. 

@. He never made any explanation? 

A. No, sir. 

@. He never told you whether he was connected — did he ever 
make a statement to you similar to that published by Mr, Lovell in 
that article? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. GarGan. — I would like to ask if you are familiar with the

fact, in a general way, that there is a provision of the statutes 
against city officials making contracts, directly or indirectly, with 
the City of Boston? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You have knowledge of that fact? 

mad Yes; sir. 

Q. Was it after you had knowledge of that fact that you had a 
talk with Alderman Curtis? 

A. I could not say after it, because I have known it a great 
many years. 

Q. Tf you have known that fact a great many years, and were 
familiar with the law, then it is since you had knowledge of that 
fact that you talked with Alderman Curtis? 

A. Yes, sir. 

The Cuatrman. — That is all, Mr. Hills. The messenger will 
go and see whether Alderman Curtis is able to be present. 

(The messenger retired.) 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Appleton, the reporter of the ** Traveller,” 
cannot be found, I believe. A subpena was issued for him, but he 
is understood to be out of town. 

Mr. Lovey. — He is out of town. 

Mr. Hirxis. — I think he went out of town Wednesday. 

The messenger returned and informed the chairman that Mr. 
Curtis declined to come before the committee to-day; that es 
could adjourn the hearing, and if they would give him, in writing 
any questions they desired to ask him he would try and answer 
them. 

The Cuarrman. —I would state to the members of the com- 
mittee that Alderman Curtis makes this answer: He declines to be 
present to-day. If the committee desire to adjourn the meeting, 
well and good. If the questions will be submitted in writing, he 
will answer them. Anything else, Mr. Gargan? 

Mr. Garcan.— If I may be permitted to be heard for a 
moment, I think that Alderman Curtis stands in this position 
before this committee: That here is a very serious charge against - 
him, for the abuse of a public trust.” Section 12 of chapter 205 of 
the Public Statutes, provides that no member of either branch of 
the City Council, or a municipal board, shall be interested, 
directly or indirectly, in any city contract. As the case now 
stands, Alderman Curtis, upon his own confession, is here 
admitting that he has been guilty of just this offence which 
the statute provides that he shall not commit; and as an alderman 
of the city of Boston he has made that confession and admission 
certainly to one reporter of the public press. It seems to me that 
he is in a situation where he ought either to answer those charges 
which have been publicly made, and give the committee a chance 
to cross-examine him, or the case must be considered made out 
against him upon the testimony of his confession to the reporter. 
I think the committee should desire to hear him personally rather 
than submit any questions to him in writing. He has answered 
all the questions in writing put to him by the reporter, and he 
stands convicted in writing upon his own admission; and the 
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“question now is whether he has any further personal explanation 


to offer. * 

The committee consulted privately. ; . 

On motion of Mr. Horgan, it was voted that a sub-com- 
mittee be appointed to wait on Alderman Curtis. Messrs. 
Horgan and Bigelow were appointed such sub-committee. They 
retired, and Mr. Horgan presently reported : — 

That they had waited upon the gentleman, and he said he felt 
unwell, and if he came before the committee, all he could do was 
to refer them to the auditor’s department. He said he understood 
this committee was to investigate the paving department, and it 
appeared that they were investigating him. He intimated as much 
that he would not come before the committee; and I asked him to 
set a day, and he would not. He also said he had no connection 
with the firm of Curtis & Pope. 

The report was accepted. 

The committee consulted privately. 

The Cuairman. — The committee felt disposed to adjourn this 
meeting to await Alderman Curtis’ recovery, but in consequence 
of the report of the sub-committee, the committee feels that it 
would be useless to adjourn the meeting, inasmuch as Alderman 
Curtis, from the report of the sub-committee, evinced an unwilling- 
ness to come before this committee. Is there anything further? 

On motion of Mr. Bigelow it was voted that the hearings be 
closed. 

Mr. Garcan. —I suppose the report of the committee will 
be under Section 12 of chap. 205 of the Public Statutes. It is 
under that section that the investigation is made. 

The CHairRMAN. — Yes, Sir. 
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
